An  inquiry  by  t ho  Board  of  Trade  into  tlic  circumstanci  - 
bending  the  explosion  of  a  still  at  the  chemical-works  of 
;•.  Hamar  I.ockwcod,  .Manchester,  on  June  17  l:i>t.  by 
lich  two  men  were  killed,  was  held  hefore  Mr.  Howard 
iith,  barrister,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Hallett,  consulting  engineer, 
the  Manchester  Town  Hall,  on  Tuesday,  when  evidence 
\s  given  on  oath  by  Mr.  I.ockwood  and  a  number  of  other 
tnesscs  relating  to  the  Mill  and  it>  voi  Unir.  The  inquiry 
tended  over  four  hours.  After  an  hour  and  a  half's  ad- 
irnment,  tlie  commissioners  read  their  decision,  which 
alt  with  the  whole  history  of  the  still  from  its  construc- 
i'M  to  its  destruction,  and  said  they  found  that  the  ex- 
;>sion  was  due  to  the  congealing  of  distilled  anthracene  in 
e  pipe  leading  from  the  still  to  the  condenser,  which  was 
:used  by  a  sudden  change  of  temperature,  and  that  no 
tine  attached  to  .Mr.  Lockwood,  or  to  Mr.  Jones,  the 
■inager  of  his  works.  They,  therefore,  made  no  order  as  to 
sts. 

!  A  Chemist's  Expectations.

He  had  made  a 
totality  of  chemistry,  and  had  been  consulted  by  a  large 
•mber  of  manufacturing  firms  such  .as  Mr.  Hotham  Newton, 
i  Scarborough,  Messrs.  Kvlands.  of  Manchester,  Mr.  Thomas 
•iggs,  and  others,  from  whom  he  had  received  fees  ranging 
un  a  guinea  to  150  guineas.  He  had  been  addressed  as 
but  had  never  used  the  term  in  any  way  to  obtain 
jbdit  or  to  enhance  his  position.  While  at  Scarborough  he 
d  a  balance  of  400/.  in  the  bank.  He  had  been  engaged 
on  an  invention  of  an  explosive  of  very  great  importance, 
i  to  which  he  had  been  in  communication  with  the  Ordnance 
T>artnient  of  the  Admiralty,  and  the  delay  in  getting  a 
ily  had  kept  him  back  in  his  business.    He  had,  however, 

eived  a  request  for  plans  and  models,  and  he  had  an 
'pectation  of  getting  advances  which  would  enable  him  to 
set  these  bills.  He  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  quarter 
isiocs. 

The  Medicine-stamp  Act.— Tho  Actual 
Vendor  Liable. 
At  Southwark  Police  Court  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr. 
Hide,  John  Michael  Munroe,  High  Street,  'Borough,  was 
::nmoned  by  the  Excise  authorities,  under  the  Medicine- 
amp  Act,  52  Geo.  III.,  c.  150.  s.  2,  for  selling  pills  and 
rifying-medicine  without  Government  stamps.  Mr. 
iwkins  prosecuted.  The  defendant  pleaded,  first,  that  he 
B  only  manager  of  the  shop,  and,  secondly,  that  he  had 
en  unable  to  obtain  the  stamps  at  the  local  post-office, 
jf.  Hawkins  replied  that  the  actual  vendor  was  liable,  and 
'it  there  would  not  be  more  than  a  day's  delay  in  getting 
ft  stamps  from  Somerset  House,  as  the  Post  Office  was 
'imd  to  do  if  requested.  Mr.  Slade  imposed  penalties 
counting  to  6/. 

The  Rheumatism-cure  Man. 
Napoleon  Hirschfeld  (50)  pleaded  guiltv.  at  the  Central 
•nmnal  Court  on  Wednesday,  to  the  concealment  of 
:^perty  from  his  trustees  in  bankruptcy.  He  had  de- 
•■tbed himself  as  a  specialist  in  rheumatism,  and  carried  on 
isiness  as  Charles  Montague,  at  Red  Lion  Square.  Great 
issell  Street.  He  was  adjudged  a  bankrupt  in  respect  of  a 
Igment  for  700/..  and  during  the  proceedings  he  went  to 
rmany.  He  was  away  about  eighteen  months,  during 
inch  time  the  trustees  ascertained  he  had  spent  300/.  in 
\a  and  200/-  in  othcr  travelling-expenses ;  also  that  he 
\a  expended  in  that  time  365/.  in  food,  and  200/.  additional 


in  hotel-expenses,  ami  that  ho  had  nought  large  quantities 
of  diamonds  and  jewellery.  He  was  in  a  very  bad  state  oi 
health.  The  Recorder  said  the  prisoner  had  been  engaged  in 
a  very  impudent  and  partially  successful  attempt  to  defeat 
the  bankruptcy  law.  His  trustee  in  bankruptcy  was  d. -cit- 
ing of  great  credit  for  the  way  in  which  he  bad  unearthed 
facts  which  would  result  in  the  creditors  recovering  some 
part  of  what  was  their  just  due.  Having  regard  to  tho 
prisoner's  health,  he  should  pass  a  sentence  of  four  months' 
imprisonment  only,  without  hard  labour. 

The  Bolfast  Coroner  and  the  Chemist. 

In  our  lri.-h  News  this  week  the  particulars  of  a  case  are 
given  in  w  hich  the  Belfast  Coroner  (Mr.  E.  S.  Kinnegan) 
held  an  inquiry  concerning  the  suicide  of  a  man  who  cut  his 
throat  with  a  razor.  A  bottle  which  had  contained  medi- 
cine, and  which  bore  the  label  of  Mr.  James  Thompson, 
chemist,  Peters  Hill,  was  produced.  Mr.  Thompson  was 
called,  but  was  unable  to  say  that  he  supplied  the  medicine. 
The  inquiry  was  adjourned  in  order  that  Mr.  Thompson 
might  produce  his  prescription-books.  The  inquest  was 
resumed  on  Tuesday,  when  Mr.  Harper,  solicitor,  appeared 
with  and  for  Mr.  Thompson.  Mr.  Harper  objected  to  pro- 
duce Mr.  Thompson's  prescription-book  on  the  ground  that 
as  it  contained  a  large  number  of  prescriptions  for  people  in 
Belfast  it  would  be  a  breach  of  confidence  to  show  such  a 
book  to  the  jury.  The  Coroner  intimated  that  he  had  the 
power  to  compel  the  production  of  the  book,  but  he  was 
satisfied  with  Mr.  Thompson's  assurance  that  there  was  no 
prescription  in  the  book  for  the  deceased.  The  Coroner, 
however,  at  some  length  endeavoured  to  justify  his  pro- 
ceeding in  this  matter.  He  said  medical  men  bad  to  travel 
along  a  stiff  road  towards  their  profession,  and  were  put  to 
great  expense  before  they  could  legally  practise.  They 
would  be  placed  at  great  disadvantage  if  others  who  had  passed 
no  examination  were  to  do  their  work.  Mr.  Thompson's 
practice  had  been  condemned  in  that  court  previously,  and 
he  asked  the  jury  to  repeat  that  condemnation.  The  jury, 
however,  found  that  the  man  had  cut  his  throat  with  a 
razor,  and  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show 
that  Mr.  Thompson  had  prescribed  for  him.

Glass  WEIGHTS. — The  Swiss  Federal  Council  have 
sanctioned  the  use  for  commercial  purposes  of  glass  weights, 
aud  instructed  the  authorities  to  admit  them  to  the  official 
stamping.  The  chief  drawback  of  the  glass  weights  is  their 
size,  which  is  double  that  of  metal  ones.  It  is  hoped  to 
diminish  their  liability  to  breakage  by  casting  them  into 
special  shapes  and  by  careful  cooling  during  manufacture. 
The  principal  advantages  claimed  for  the  glass  weights  are 
that  they  do  not  wear  out  nor  get  injured  by  contact  with 
acids,  &c. 

An  Indian  Deug-pALACE. — The  Madras  Times  has  pub- 
lished an  interesting  Jubilee  Number,  bearing  on  the  cover  a 
zinco-portrait  of  H.M.  with  a  vermilion  Diamond  mark  in  the 
corner.  We  thought  at  first  that  this  was  the  advertisement 
of  a  certain  Queen  of  Table-waters,  but  closer  inspection 
reveals  the  fact  that  the  Times  people  have  perpetrated  a 
loyal  pun:  Victoria  Q.  <Q>  =  "  Queen  of  Diamonds."  See? 

Under  the  heading  "  Madras  Revisited  "  the  journal  gives  a 
chatty  article  about  some  of  the  handsomest  buildings  that 
have  been  erected  in  the  last  decade.  This  is  what  it  says 
about  Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co.,  the  chemists',  building  in 
Mount  Road:— "The  foundation-stone  of  the  house  was  laid 
by  the  late  Maharajah  of  Vizianagram  on  March  16,  1894. 
The  site  of  the  buildings  is  a  triangular  plot  of  ground- 
forming  the  'corner'  where  Patter's  Road  and  the  Mount 
Road  converge,  and  cost  25,000r.

'  disinfecting-chamber,'  in  which  a  Reek's  disinfecting- 
apparatus,  imported  from  Copenhagen,  and  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  India,  will  be  fitted."

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COD-LIVER  OIL  SPECULATIONS. 

BEVAN  AND  OTIIEH8  V.  KlTMFPF  .V  EcKEXSTEIN 

AND  OTHERS. 

In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Jnstice 
on  Thursday,  July  29.  Mr.  Justice  Mat  hew  and  a  special 
iiurv  had  before  them  this  case,  which  arose  out  of  a  specu- 
lation in  medicinal  cod-liver  oil.  Trior  to  April.  1896, 
Messrs.  Johnsen  k  Joigcnsen,  dealers  in  cod-liver  oil  in 
Norway  and  London,  had  been  watching  the  market,  and 
tliey  came  to  the  conclusion  that  stocks  were  low,  and  that 
it  would  be  profitable  to  purchase  oil.  They  got  into 
.communication  with  the  three  plaintiffs,  who  were 
business-men  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lon- 
don, and  it  was  arranged  to  form  a  syndicate  to 
purchase  2.000  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil  with  the  object, 
apparently,  of  controlling  the  market.  The  plaintiffs 
nw  the  three  defendants,  and  according  to  their  case  the 
defendants  joined  them  in  the  underwikimr,  a  memorandum 
•  of  agreement  being  drawn  up  in  April,  1896,  for  the  forma- 
tion and  working  of  a  syndicate.  The  result  of  the  specula- 
tion was  that  heavy  losses  were  incurred,  as,  instead  of 
cod-liver  oil  rising  in  price,  it  fell  considerably.  The 
plaintiffs  accordingly  brought  their  action  to  recover  from 
the  defendants  their  proportion  of  the  loss.  The  defendants 
raised  a  question  as  to  the  date  at  which  they  came 
into  the  deal,  and  said  that  the  plaintiffs  had, 
though  unintentionally,  not  disclosed  to  them  the  full 
state  of  the  facts,  and  had  not  stated  that  they  had 
previously  bought  large  quantities  of  oil  at  a  loss,  and  that 
prices  had  since  fallen  heavily.  They  therefore  said  they 
were  not  bound  by  the  agreement,  at  all  events  for  the  whole 
i  jieriod  which  it  was  alleged  to  cover. 

Counsel  for  the  plaint ffs  were  Mr.  Bigbaro,  Q.C ,  Mr.  J. 
Walton,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Scrutton;  Sir  Edward  Clarke,  Q.<  . 
j  Mr.  Atherley  Jones,  Q.C,  and  Mr.  Maca.-kie  appeared  for  the 
defendants. 

|  The  jury  found  that  there  had  been  no  concealment  of 
material  facts,  and  that  the  defendants  with  the  plaintiffs 
were  liable  in  regard  to  the  whole  of  the  purchase  made. 

The  ease  stood  over  for  further  consideration  on  points  of 
law.

The  position  of  the  fruit-growers  in  Sicily  has  for  some 
time  been  the  cause  of  great  anxiety  to  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment, the  once  lucrative  industry  being  now 
Sicilian  s    depressed  that  t be  proprietors,  unable  pro-

perly  to  cultivate  their  gardens,  have  appealed 

to  the  Government  for  assistance.  The  establishment 
in  Sicily  of  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  citrate  of 
lime  and  citric  acid  is  to  be  encouraged  by  the  remission  of 
the  Italian  income-tax  for  a  period  of  eight  years,  and  the 
export  of  adulterated  essential  oils  is  to  be  entirely  pro- 
hibited unless  the  packages  and  bills  of  lading  are  clearly 
marked  with  the  nature  and  percentage  of  the  adulterant. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  adulteration  has  l>oon  syste- 
matically carried  on  by  all  bat  one  or  two  firms,  this  change 
may  cause  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  shipping 
interest.  The  penalty  proposed  is  a  fine  of  lOOf.  to  500f. 
for  a  first  offence,  and  one  month's  imprisonment  for  a 
second  offence.  The  new  regulations  have  received  the 
sanction  of  the  Italian  Chamber  of  Deputies  and  also  of  the 
Senate.  They  may,  therefore,  become  law  within  the  course 
of  a  few  days.  Similar  regulations  with  regard  to  labelling 
are  to  be  applied  to  sumach,  which  is  often  adulterated  to  the 
extent  of  60  p. c.  Immediately  upon  the  project  becoming 
known,  the  local  oil  ami  sumach  markets  became  very 
active,  and  no  doubt  the  largest  possible  shipments  will  be 
made  before  the  regulations  come  into  force. 
The  following  is  the  text  of  the  Bill : — 

Art.  1.— According  to  Articles  295  and  322  of  tho  Penal  Code, 
essence  of  bergiunot  and  other  kinds  of  citrus  enhonee  will  "«t  bo 
considered  genuine  when  they  contain  t  nrpc  i  >  t  i  uc  OX  other  adul- 
terants, nor  will  sumach  bo  considered  genuine  when  mixed 
with  foreign  matter. 

Art.  2. — Essences  and  sumach  which  arc  not  genuine  must  only 
be  sold  with  the  adulterant  clearly  declared.  Tho  nature  of  the 
adulterant  must  bo  stated  on  the  packages  which  contain 
essences  or  sumach,  on  the  bills  of  lading  and  invoices,  and  a 
record  kept  in  the  books  of  the  shipping  tirm.  The  neglect  of 
these  regulations  will  be  deemed  a  proof  that  the  seller  has  placed 

adulterated  essences  on  the  market  aa  gennine. 

Art.  3.  Anyone  selling  sumach,  essence  of  bergauiot.  or  other 

essences  of  the  citrus-fruit  must  supply  samples  for  analysis 
whenever  asked  to  do  so  by  the  Prefect,  Sub-Prefect,  or  Syndic, 
who  may  also  direct  where  the  sample  is  to  be  taken. 

Art.  4.  The  Government,  agricultural  stations.  Government 

agricultural  chemical  laboratories,  and  municipal  chemical  labo- 
ratories are  obliged  to  analyse  ,  it  .  -  un.l  sumach  susjierted  to 
be  adulterated  on  payment  of  a  moderate  fee,  to  be  fixed  l>>  n 
schedule  to  tho  present  law.  Should  such  essences  ,.r  BOmaoh  be 
presented  by  private  individuals,  and  the  analysis  show  them  to 
be  not  genuine,  the  above- mentioned  institutions  must  at  onco 
notify  the  proper  authority.  The  fee  for  drawing  samples  of 
essences  and  sumach  w  ill  be  subject  to  regulation. 

Art.  5.  The  convictions  will  he  published  by  the  Government, 

at  the  expense  of  the  defaulters,  in  the  local  papers,  and  a  c  py 
of  the  conviction  will  be  publicly  |<osted  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  tho  Commune  and  Agricultural  Committee  of  the 
Province,  and  on  the  doors  of  the  works,  offices,  or  residence  of 
the  offenders,  and  (in  the  case  of  essence  or  sumach  exported 
from  Italy)  also  on  tho  door  of  the  Italian  Consulates  of  the  town 
to  which"  the  merchandise  19  sent.  The  conviction  will  bo 
published  in  one  of  the  principal  papers  of  the  district. 

Art.  6.— The  Government  are  authorised  to  issue  regulations 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  present  law.  The  Government  oro 
also  authorised  to  issue  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  tho 
adulteration  of  essences  and  sumach. 


Under  the  name  of  "dpoponax:,"  six  2-cwt.  bales  of 
a  substance  were  included  in  the  drug-sales  recently 
which,  from  its  general  appearance  and  odour, 
ODononax      could  not  easily  be  mistaken  for  true  opoponax. 

'  The  last-named  is  of  a  light  brown  colour,  and 
has  a  somewhat  offensive  odour.  The  sample  in  question  is 
a  fragrant  gum-resin,  consisting  of  irregular  shaped  masses 
of  a  reddish  brown  colour,  considerably  intermixed  with 
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fragments  of  wood  and  yellowish  papery  bark,  and  was 
shipped  from  Aden.  This  gum-resin  is  apparently  identical 
with  Bissa  B61,  which  is  regarded  as  a  variety  of  myrrh  of 
inferior  quality,  and  is  exported  from  the  Somali  coast,  and 
also  with  the  perfumed  variety  of  Bdellium,  known  to  the 
Arabs  as  "  Habak-Hadee."  In  the  Keiv  Bulletin,  for  March 
and  April,  1896,  Balsa.modondron  erythrecum  is  mentioned  as 
the  source  of  Bissa  B61.  The  oil  of  opoponax  used  in  per- 
fumery is  said  to  be  derived  from  this  gum-resin,  which 
will  probably  account  for  the  sample  being  catalogued  as 
"  opoponax,"  though  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  broker 
offered  it  as  "  opoponax,  or  whatever  it  may  be."  The  parcel 
was  bought  in  at  306'.  per  cwt. 


An  official  report  on  the  agricultural  prospects  in  the 
district  of  Cadiz,  recently-issued,  states  that  the  crop  of  eating- 
olives  which  has  lately  been  garnered  has 
OH*  e  Oil  yielded  a  most  deplorable  result.  The  olives 
are  all  worm-eaten  and  useless  for  anything, 
The  gathering  and  pressing  of  the  oil-producing  olives  has 
commenced,  and  the  result  is  certain  to  be  like  that  of  the 
cating'olives.

market.    The  arrivals  of  new  opium  are  340  ca«es,  against 
360  last  year.    From  next  week  large  arrivals  are  expected. 
The  news  from  the  growing  districts  remains  favourable,  bet 
the  Salonica  crop,  which  was  first  estimated  at  2.000  cases, 
has  only  yielded  1.200.    This  is  the  only  district  in  which 
the  result  has  fallen  below  the  estimate.

The  Evening  Class  works  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Thursdays;  hours  8  to  10  p.m.,  thus  : — 

Tuesdays  :  Chemistry  and  Physics. 

Wednesdays  :  Practical  Chemistry. 

Thursdays  :  Botany  and  Materia  Medica. 

The  Major  Students  have  their  own  laboratories,  which 
are  provided  with  all  possible  requisites,  and  their  work  is 
carefully  supervised  and  directed :  all  the  details  being 
worked  out  with  the  careful  thoroughness  by  which  the 
Minor  Classes  are  characterised,  so  that  M.C.P.  Major  men 
can  especially  be  recognised  by  the  trustworthy  depth  of 
their  practical  and  theoretical  knowledge. 

The  Local  Classes  for  the  Minor  supply  an  acknowledged 
need  for  Elementary  Pharmaceutical  Education,  and  students 
who  can  join  thtm  during  the  second  or  third  year  of  their 
apprenticeship  will  find  them  one  of  the  cheapest  means  of 
obtaining  a  thorough  and  useful  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
taught,  which  will  be  of  service  not  only  in  the  examination 
room,  but  also  in  every-day  business  life  ;  while  the  scientific 
work  done  for  the  Major  gives  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
an  intellectual  and  professional  standing  which  is  not  to  be 
disregarded. 

Since  these  Local  Classes  were  started  in  1882.  students 
from  the  chief  places  of  business  in  and  around  Man- 
chester have  attended  them,  and  at  present  men  are 
coming  from  Stockport,  Bury,  Bvlton,  Oldham,  Rochdale, 
Sale,  Stalybridge,  Lymm,  as  welLas  from  Manchester  and  its 
suburbs.  The  time-tables  are  made  as  elastic  as  possible,  to 
suit  their  requirements,  so  long  as  they  do  not  interfere  with 
those  of  other  classes.  Students  under  20  pay  two-thirds  of 
the  fees.

(f)  The  Distillation  Kooru  contains  a  complete  equip- 
ment of  stills  and  condensers  for  the  manufacture  of 
preparations  which  are  made  by  distillation. 

(17)  The  Lecture  Room  has  been  remodelled,  and  well 
ventilated.  It  is  also  furnished  with  an  Optical  Lantern 
for  illustrating  the  botanical  lectures.  Attached  to  the 
Lecture  Theatre  is  a  Cloak  Room  for  the  Students'  use.

The  Arachis  plant  belongs  to  the  natural  order  Leguminosoe,  and  produces  oleaginous 
^eeds  or  nuts  commonly  called  Ground  Nuts  or  Pea  Nuts.  Its  origin  is  either  Egyptian  or 
kmerican,  this  being  still  a  moot  point  with  savants.  At  present  it  is  grown  in  India, 
China,  Africa,  and  North  and  South  America,  but  its  great  home  is  Senegambia.  It  is 
ikewise  grown  in  Valencia  (Spain),  but  with  very  limited  success. 

The  Jury  of  the  Paris  Exhibition,  1889,  asked  for  a  few  details  concerning  the  firm 
nd  its  productions,  which  were  supplied  as  follows  : — 
It  was  established  in  1828. 

For  the  two  oil  mills,  one  at  Bordeaux  (Bacalan)  the  other  at  Marseilles  (Rouet), 
he  best  selected  Nuts  are  indispensable,  and  in  order  to  guard  them  against  all  danger 
hey  must  be  carefully  sheltered  in  Africa,  and  transported  to  Europe  in  good  iron  ships. 

The  firm  possesses  in  Senegambia,  besides  fifty  factories,  fine  warehouses  capable  "of 
toring  1,000,000  cubic  feet  of  goods,  70  schooners,  and  boats  of  10,  100,  and  200  tons, 
mployed  for  the  local  traffic,  and  manned  by  350  native  sailors.  Shipments  from 
Senegambia  to  France  are  effected  by  4  steam  ships  and  2  iron  sailing  vessels,  all  belonging 
0  the  firm,  of  a  total  register  of  5,000  tons,  manned  by  146  seamen.  The  return  voyage  is 
ccomplished  in  35  days  by  steam,  and  50  to  60  days  by  sail,  according  to  the  seasons.

The  two  oil  mills  of  Bordeaux  and  Marseilles  occupy  an  area  of  150,000  square  feet, 
f  which  120,000  are  under  cover,  containing  warehouses  capable  of  storing  12,000  tons, 
qual  to  24,000  tons  measurement,  tanks  for  1,500  tons  of  oil,  and  special  holds  for  3,000 
ons  of  cake.  Tramways  connect  the  various  parts  of  both  mills,  and  communicate  with 
fie  public  trams  to  the  docks  and  quays  where  the  vessels,  which  bring  the  Nuts,  discharge 
neir  cargoes.

■>?r£f^l  PONGE,  or  rather  the  Latin  spongia,  was  an  unmen- 
tionable  word  in  ancient  Rome.    The  article  itself, 
probably  coarse  and  badly  prepared,  was  used  for 
toilet  purposes  in  those  days  only  in  the  sense  in 
which  "toilet''  is  employed  as  a  euphemism  by  manufac- 
turers of  certain  sanitary  articles,  and  spongia,  therefore,  was 
!  actually  reckoned  as  an  obscene  word.   Now  we  have  changed 
all  that  with  a  vengeance.    The  sponge  is  symbolic  of  the 
greatest  of  household  virtues,  and  is  reckoned  the  most  noble 
of  toilet  requisites.    And  why  not,  for  is  it  not  a  Companion 
of  the  Bat  h  ?    It  is  true  that  its  ready  absorption  of  liquid

|  natural  towels  are  not  unknown.  The  ingenuity  of  man  has 
improved  on  t  he  last  two  products,  but  the  great  Pan  jandrum  of 
inventors  himself  could  not  make  a  sponge  equal  to  one  from 
Nature's  workshop.  And,  now,  what  is  a  sponge  anyhow,  as 
our  American  friends  say.  The  "  man  in  the  street,"  who  is 
rather  given  to  take  thiDgs  for  granted,  thinks  that  it  is  a 
vegetable  of  the  seaweed  order  of  things.  He  is  not  alto- 
gether out  of  it,  for  the  best  explanation  of  the  nature  of  a

refreshment  has  given  an  unpleasant  figurative  meaning  to 
the  word  "  sponge,"  but  this  is  unmindful  of  the  generous 
way  in  which  the  toilet  article  parts  with  it  again,  which  the 
human  sponge  never  does.  However,  it  is  this  very  greedi- 
ness for  liquor  and  capacity  for  holding  it  "  with  comfort," 
like  a  seasoned  toper,  that  makes  the  sponge  the  important 
commercial  article  that  it  is.  There  is  nothing  like  it  in 
Nature,  and  nothing  like  it  could  be  produced  artificially. 
Its  existence  looks  like  a  hint  from  Providence  that  cleanli- 
ness, like  honesty,  is  the  best  policy,  especially  when  we 
take  into  consideration  that  natural  soap  abounds,  and  that 


the  jelly-fish,  sucks  in  water  continually,  and  with  it  micro- 
scopic atoms  of  animal  and  vegetable  ^matter.  The  former 
is  assimilated  as  food ;  the  latter  is  converted  into  an 
inorganic  framework  to  assist  the  ceaseless  'pumping  opera- 
tion. The  sponge  may  be  compared  to  the  silkworm's 
cocoon,  and  the  fibre  of  which  it  is  composed  has  a  chemical 
relation  to  silk.  But  an  ounce  of  diagram  is  worth  a  pound 
of  explanation,  and  on  next  page  we  give  one  which  may  be 
taken  at  the  first  glance  for  the  maze  at  Hampton  Court,  but, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  a  section  showing  the  internal 
economy  of  the  living  sponge. 


See  3  following  pages. 
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The  live  sponge  in  no  way  resembles  the  sponge  of  com- 
merce. It  is  surrounded  by  an  outer  skin,  a  simple  inor- 
ganised  membrane,  and  when  this  is  cut  Open  the  living 
organism  looks  something  like  raw  beef.  It  is  intersected 
with  the  canals  and  cavities  shown  in  the!  diagram,  and 
these  are  filled  with  a  sticky  glutinous  substance  called 
sarcode,  of  a  greyish-brown  colour  and  of  the  consistency  of 
treacle.  The  sarcode  is  the  only  part  of  the  sponge  that  is 
alive.  The  flexible  skeleton  to  which  it  is  attached  is 
inorganic,  and  it  is  this  that  after  certain  purifying  mani- 
pulations comes  into  commerce  as  a  sponge.  It  propagates 
its  species  by  the  formation  of  cells  or  by  the  division  of  the 
parent  sponge.  The  cell,  in  the  form  of  a  yellowish  capsule, 
floats  out  and  takes  up  an  independent  situation  on  a  rock, 
gradually  growing  larger  and  larger  by  incessant  feeding. 
Attempts  have  been  made  to  cultivate  the  spoDge  artificially, 
by  dividing  it  and  "  planting"  the  separate  pieces,  but  even 
after  considerable  growth  they  still  show  the  marks  of  the 
knife,  and  are  so  deteriorated  in  quality  in  the  market  that 
the  game  has  proved  not  to  be  worth  the  candle. 

Sponges  are  found  in  many  warm  waters  throughout  the 
world,  but  the  commercial  articles  come  to  us  chiefly  from 
the  Mediterranean,  British  Honduras,  Cuba,  and  Florida.  The 
sponge  likes  a  quiet  life,  and  only  flourishes  exceedingly  in 
calm  waters.  Therefore,  the  beat  come  from  the  tideless 
Mediterranean,  and  the  finest 
variety  of  Ihese  is  known  from 
its  shape  as  the  Turkey  cup. 
The  crop  is  gathered  by  trawl- 
ing and  diving,  the  latter  being 
the  preferable  method,  as  the 
heavy  nets  damage  the  sponges. 
The  diving  is  done  with  the 
aid  of  the  most  modern  appa- 
ratus, and  also  in  a  state  of 
nature  without  appliances.  The 
Greeks  are  the  most  expert  at 
the  work,  and  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean fisheries  amongst  the 
Greek  and  Turkish  islands  they 
are  exclusively  employed.  At 
least  in  one  of  these  islands, 
Himia,  the  sponge  fisheries  have 
affected  the  matrimonial  cus- 
toms of  the  place.  Himia  is 
a  colony  of  divers,  and  no  girl 
in  the  island  can  become  a 
bride  until  she  has  brought  up 
a  certain  number  of  sponges. 
In  others  of  the  Greek  Islands 
the  fairest  of  the  maidens  go 
to  the  best  divers,  paterfamilias 
deciding  the  matter  without 
consulting  the  girl's  feelings, 
probably  thinking  that  a  man 
who  can  best  bring  up  sponges 
is  most  capable  of  bringing 
up  a  family.  It  does  Dot  fol- 
low that  the  best  sponges  are 

found  at  the  greatest  depth.  On  the  contrary,  in  certain 
■varieties  the  deeper  they  grow  the  looser  is  the  fibre.  The 
Greek  divers,  however,  have  to  go  down  to  considerable 
distances,  and  diving  is  a  very  arduous  and  sometimes 
dangerous  industry.  If  the  Greek,  fishirig  on  his.  own 
account,  can  afford  an  apparatus  (and  all  these  come  from 
England),  he  buys  one.  In  some  places  in  the  West  Indies 
the  sponges  are  in  such  .shallow  water  that  they  can  be 
brought  up  with  a  long  hook,  which  is  one  of  the  causes 
that  makes  these  sorts  less  expensive.. 

When  the  live  sponge  is  brought  up  it  must  be  dealt  with 
at  once  or  putrefaction  will  set  in  and  the  whole  thing 
will  be  spoiled.  In  fact,  even  when  prompt  measures  are 
taken  the  neighbourhood  of  a  sponge  -  boat  with  a  fair 
"  catch  "  on  board  is  decidedly  unpleasant.  But,  however, 
the  sponge  has  to  undergo  much  preparation  before  it  is 
ready  for  the  bathroom  and  nursery.  First  of  all,  the 
sarcode,  which  the  fishermen  call  milk,  is  squeezed  out,  and 
the  sponge  is  then  a  dirty,  dark  brown  article,  with  bits  of 
rock  attached  to  it.'  It  is  then  either  packed  in  bags  as 
it  is  or  treated  on  the  spot  with  sulphuric  acid,  washed 


thoroughly  in  the  sea,  and  sprinkled  with  sand,  when  it  is  I 
ready  for  the  market.  This  is  the  "unbleached"  sponge 
of  commerce.  The  others,  which  have  been- shipped  without 
treatment,  on  arrival  are  soaked  in  permanganate.blcachcd 
in  hyposulphite  of  soda  and  hydrochloric  acid,  washed, 
wrung,  dried,  trimmed,  and  sorted.  They  are  better  looking 
than  the  "  unbleached  "  sponges,  but  the  treatment  weakens 
the  fibre  to  a  certain  extent. 

To  talk  of  the  commercial  varieties  and  the  English  market 
in  sponges  is  to  bring  up  the  name  of  Cresswell  Brothers  k 
Schmitz  at  once.  This  large  firm  have  their  own  divers  and 
boats,  and  collect  the  sponges  from  the  various  islands  in 
the  Mediterranean  with  their  own  steamers.  They  supply 
all  the  markets  of  the  world,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  they  have 
sent  Florida  sponges  to  New  York  and  Turkish  sponges  to 
Constantinople.  Some  years  ago  the  chief  centre  of  the 
sponge  trade  was  Trieste,  which  is  understandable ;  then 
Paris,  which  is  less  so.  Now  London  is  by  far  the  most 
important  centre,  and  this  is  easily  explicable  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  headquarters  of  Messrs.  Cresswell  Brothers  k 
Schmitz.  The  active  centre  of  the  sponge  trade,  in  fact,  is  in 
Bed  Lion  Square,  where  in  four  huge  warehouses  are  stored 
thousands  of  bales  of  sponges,  from  the  finest  and  largest 
specimens  to  the  valueless  articles  known  as  "  dead  men's 
fingers,"  which  are  kept  as  mere  curiosities.  Messrs.  Cress- 
well have  done  so  much  for 
Greece  in  establishing  fishing 
stations  and  factories,  and  in 
employing  a  whole  fleet  of 
Greek  boats,  that  the  senior 
partner  has  been  decorated  hy 
the  King  of  Greece  with  the 
cross  of  knighthood  of  the 
Koyal  Order  of  the  Saviour. 
The  firm  take  40  per  cent,  of 
♦  he  sponge  imports  of  the 
I'nited  Kingdom,  and  the 
warehouses  in  Red  Lion  Square 
hold  the  largest  stock  in  the 
world. 

The  Mediterranean  fishing  is 
a  seasonal  business,  and  it  has 
been  almost  entirely  stopped  by 
the  Graco-Turkish  War.  There

National  Association  of  Medical  Herbalists. 

The  tliirty-tliird  annual  conference  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Medical  Herbalists  of  Great  Britain  (Limited) 
was  held  at  the  Caledonian  Hotel.  Nottingham,  on  July  22. 
Mr.  S.  Halliday.  L.M.  Dub.,  of  Cleckheaton,  presided,  and 
stated  that  the  Council  had  during  the  year  drawn  up  a  new 
form  of  curriculum.  It  was  severe,  but  they  must  remember 
that  education  was  very  different  no\y  to  what  it  was  forty 
years  ago.  He  complained  that  when  a  person  acted 
illegally,  he  was  almost  invariably  referred  to  as  a  herbalist, 
and  he  thought  it  was  a  shame  that,  after  men  had  spent  years 
of  study  and  hundreds  of  pounds  in  their  profession,  such 
people  should  be  allowed  to  describe  themselves  as  herbalists. 
This  shows  the  necessity  of  their  being  legally  recognised. 
Mr.  Fox.  Sheffield,  said  they  did  not  accept  the  term  w  hich 
was  often  put  upon  them  of  unqualified  practitioners.  They 
maintained,  and  maintained  rightly,  that,  under  the  system 
of  medicine  which  they  practised,  they  were  eminently 
qualified,  but  in  allopathy  they  were  unqualified. 

The  Petroleum  Hair-wash  Calamity. 

Mr.  Thomas  E.  Greenish,  of  the  firm  of  Godfrey  &  Cooke, 
Conduit  Street,  gave  evidence  at  the  inquest  on  Mrs.  Samuel- 
son,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  burns  resulting  from  the  use 
of  a  petroleum  hair-wash.  Mr.  Greenish  stated  that  when  the 
accident,  occurred  he  was  called  to  the  shop  of  Emile  &  Co., 
a  few  doors  away,  where  he  saw-  the  deceased  lady  in  a 
room  at  the  back  of  the  shop  severely  burnt  about  the  head 
and  chest.  He  saw  that  it  was  too  serious  a  case  for  him  to 
attend  to,  and  at  once  sent  for  a  doctor.  Correspondents  of 
the  JJaili/  Telegraph  have  suggested  that  the  inflammation  of 
the  hair-wash  may  have  been  occasioned  by  an  electric 
spark  from  the  lady's  hair. 

Medical  Officer's  Dispensing. 

At  the  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Dartford  Board  of  Guard- 
ians the  medical  officer  (Dr.  R.  R.  Allen)  wrote  stating  that 
the  arrangement  for  dispensing  in  the  workhouse  had  ex- 
pired, and  he  asked  if  the  arrangement  was  satisfactory,  and 
if  the  Board  would  remunerate  him  for  the  extra  duty.  The 
Chairman  said  the  arrangement  had  been  absolutely  satis- 
factory. The  House  Committee  recommended  that  the 
medical  officer  should  be  granted  301.  per  annum  for  dis- 
pensing. A  saving  ot  54/.  4s.  9d.  had  been  elfected  by  this 
arrangement  during  the  year.    This  was  agreed  to. 

Pure  Drugs  in  Warwickshire. 

Dr.  B.  Hill,  public  analyst  to  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council,  in  his  quarterly  report,  states  that  he  has  analysed 
184  samples  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  includ- 
ing one  of  glycerine,  two  of  cream  of  tartar,  one  of  com- 
pound tincture  of  camphor,  one  of  tartaric  acid,  one  of 
carbonate  of  magnesia,  and  one  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether. 
The  whole  of  the  drug-samples  were  pure,  and  of  the  other 
articles  analysed  only  seven  were  adulterated. 

The  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Analyst. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  declined  to  approve  of 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Bell,  of  Spalding,  as  the  dis- 
trict analyst  to  the  Holland  (Lincolnshire)  County  Council 
under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act.  The  L.G.B.'s 
letter  asking  the  Council  to  make  another  appointment  was 
read  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  reason  given 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  was  that  further  evidence 
had  bjen  submitted  to  them  as  to  Mr.  Bell's  qualifications, 
and  they  were  of  opinion  that  he  had  not  had  such  a 
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training  in  chemical  analysis  as  would  justify  their  approval 
of  the  appointment.  A  resolution  in  favour  of  Mr.  Bell's 
appointment  was,  however,  unanimously  agreed  to.  At  tlif 
same  meeting  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  approving  of  the  appointment  of  Mr. C. E. Cassal 
as  analyst  under  the  Sale  of  Focd  and  Drugs  Act. 

Carbide  of  Calcium. 

We  have  received  the  following  notification  from  the 
office  of  the  Home  Secretary  : — "  Since  the  Order  in  Council 
of  the  26th  February,  1897.  in  virtue  of  which  certain  parts 
of  the  Petroleum  Acts,  1871  to  1881,  wen-  applied  to  carbide 
of  calcium,  the  question  of  the  expediency  of  exempting 
small  quantities  of  this  substance  from  the  operation  of 
the  Older  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Home  Office, 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  having  been  advised  that  such, 
exemption  might  be  safely  extended  to  quantities  of  carbide 
of  calcium  not  exceeding  5  lbs.,  when  kept  in  separate 
substantial  hermetically-closed  vessels  containing  not  more 
than  lib.  each,  an  Order  in  Council  was  made  on  the  7t!i 
July.  1897.  authorising  the  keeping  of  not  more  than  5  lbs.  of 
carbide  of  calcium  in  vessels  as  above  described  without  a 
licence,  and  the  original  Order  of  the  26th  February  has- 
been  amended  accordingly.  The  amending  Order  appeared 
in  the  London  Gazette  of  the  9th  July.  1897.  It  is  to  be 
observed  that  where  the  carbide  of  calcium  is  not  kept  in 
vessels  as  above  described,  no  quantity  may  be  kept  without 
a  licence.

Birmingham  Drugs. 

The  health  authorities  in  Birmingham  have  been  more 
expeditious  in  having  the  last  batch  of  samples  analysed 
than  they  were  with  the  previous  lot,  concerning  which,  it 
may  be  remarked,  no  action  could  be  taken  because  of  the 
delay  by  the  officials  in  having  them  subjected  to  analysis. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  on  Monday  Dr.  Hill 
reported  on  twenty-four  samples  which  had  recently  been 
taken.  Our  correspondent  was  infoimcd  at  the  close 
of  the  meeting  that  nineteen  of  these  were  found  correct, 
but  that  irregularities  were  discovered  in  the  lemaining  five, 
due,  however,  more  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
chemists  in  making  up  than  to  any  attempt  to  evade  the 
law.  In  one  or  two  cases  a  larger  quantity  of  one  or  other 
of  the  drugs  was  found  than  was  ordered  on  the  prescrip- 
tions ;  in  others  the  drugs  were  not  up  to  strength.  In  only 
one  case  was  it  considered  necessary  to  institute  a  prosecu- 
tion ;  in  the  others  a  warning  was  deemed  sufficient,  ^b"". 

Death  at  a  Dentist's. 
At  an  inquest  at  Birmingham  last  Saturday  on  the  body  of 
Wm.  Green  (29),  a  clerk,  who  lived  at  Handsworth,  it 
transpired  that  on  Monday,  July  19,  deceased  went  to  Mr. 
Cave,  dentist,  Bennett's  Hill,  to  have  several  teeth  drawn. 
Dr.  Stanley  administered  gas,  which  deceased  was  very  slow 
to  take.  He  woke  as  the  second  tooth  was  being  extracted, 
and  he  was  advised  to  have  a  stronger  anaesthetic  while  the 
others  were  being  drawn.  He  returned  for  this  purpose 
on  the  following  Thursday,  and  Dr.  Stanley,  after  an 
examination,  administered  the  "  A.C.E.  mixture"  — the 
well-known  compound  of  alcohol,  chloroform,  and  ether. 
Before  the  process  of  extraction  had  commenced 
the  patient's  pulse  became  feeble,  and  finally  ceased  to 
beat.  All  efforts  to  restore  animation  proved  futile.  A 
post-mortem  examination  was  made  by  Dr.  Morrison,  police 
surgeon,  who  said  the  deceased's  heart  was  slightly  "fatty, 
and  there  were  traces  of  pleurisy  in  the  lungs.  Death,  be 
believed,  was  due  to  syncope,  associated  with  asphyxia,  due 
to  the  presence  of  chloroform  in  the  blood.  This  result  of 
the  administration  could  not  be  foreseen,  and  might  occur  in 
any  case.  He  was  satisfied  that  the  anaesthetic  had  been- 
properly  administered.    Verdict  accordingly. 

Poison  in  "Workshops. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Birmingham  on  Saturday  on  the 
body  of  a  girl  named  Elizabeth  Jane  Griffiths,  who  died  at 
the  General  Hospital  on  Thursday,  July  22.  as  the  result  of 
drinking  cyanide  of  potassium  at  the  gilding-works  ot 
Herbert  Taylor,  Vyse  Street,  where  she  was  employed,  from 
the  evidence  it  could  not  be  judged  whether  the  girl  toot 
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the  poison  accidentally  or  by  intention.  Major  Roe,  factory 
inspector,  said  the  shop  contained  a  large  number  of  vats  of 
cyanide  of  potassium,  and  he  advanced  the  theory  that  the 
girl  had  mistaken  a  bowl  of  the  poison  for  a  tub  of  water. 
He  suggested  that  in  all  workshops  of  the  kind  in  question 
vats  or  other  receptacles  containing  dangerous  poisons 
should  either  be  painted  in  a  distinctive  colour  or  clearly 
labelled. 

The  L.C.C.  Chemist. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  recommended  Jo  the 
Council,  at  their  meeting  on  Tuesday,  that,  as  there  is  no 
time  to  fill  the  appointment  of  chemist  to  the  Council  before 
the  end  of  the  month,  the  date  on  which  Mr.  Dibdin's  resig- 
nation takes  effect,  Mr.  Dibdin's  services  should  be  retained 
until  the  end  of  October,  so  as  to  give  time  for  the  applica- 
tions to  be  fully  considered.  A  report  will  then  be  presented 
to  the  Council  during  October. 

L.C.C.  Chemicals. 
Instructions  have  been  given  by  the  Main  Drainage  Com- 
mittee of  the  London  County  Council  to  issue  advertisements 
to  invite  tenders  for  the  supply  of  11,500  or  23,000  tons  of 
lime,  and  2,500  or  5,250  tons  of  ferrous  sulphate,  for  sewage 
treatment  at  the  Crossness  and  Barking  outfalls. 

Druggists  Appointed. 
I    Mr.  Williams  has  been  appointed  retail  druggist  to  the 
Hereford  Infirmary  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

Mr.  E.  Jenkins  has  been  appointed  chemist  and  diuggist 
(to  Faversham  Town  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Embezzlement  by  a  Doncaster  Traveller. 
On  Monday,  at  Doncaster,  John  Henry  Foster,  traveller  for 
jMr.  Walter  Wray  Hopkinson,  chemist,  St.  Sepulchre  Gate, 
[Doncaster,  was  charged  with  embezzling  25;.,  3s.  4<7.,  and 
p.  6cl.  the  moneys  of  his  employer.  Prisoner  collected  the 
kmounts,  and  was  afterwards  apprehended  at  Grimsby. 
'Prisoner  pleaded  guilty.  He  said  he  went  on  to  Grimsby 
bid  got  robbed.  He  did  not  know  what  to  do,  and  went  to 
bee  Mr.  HopMnson's  brother  at  Cleethorpes.  Afterwards  he 
'telegraphed  to  Mr.  Hopkinson.  He  was  committed  to  prison 
for  one  month.

A  respectable  man  died  at  Chester  last  Friday  by  drinking 
carbolic  acid  in  mistake  for  whisky.  The  acid  had  been 
ibtained  from  Mr.  Turver.  chemist,  who  writes  a  sensible 
etter  to  the  Chester  Courant  stating  the  precautions  he 
look,  and  pointing  out  how  the  law  regards  carbolic  acid.

A  Soothing-syrup  Cass. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Deptford  on  Saturday  last  con- 
ermng  the  death  of  the  ten  weeks'  old  child  of  parents 
amed  Blundell.  The  mother  stated  that  as  she  could  get 
o  rest  with  the  child  she  procured  a  bottle  of  soothing-syrup 
jom  Mr-  Squire's,  chemist,  High  Street,  Deptford.  The  child 
led  on  Wednesday  morning.  Henry  Squire,  chemist,  of  189 
Ligh  Street,  Deptford,  said  he  recognised  the  bottle  as 
pming  from  his  shop.  The  syrup  'consisted  of  poppies, 
-igar,  ammonia,  spirit  of  nitre,  and  water.  He  made  the 
reparation  himself,  and  always  cautioned  purchasers  as  to 


the  manner  in  which  they  used  the  preparation.  It  was  nut 
dangerous,  but  he  did  not  recommend  it.  Dr.  J.  Russell,  of 
Greek  Road,  Deptford,  said  the  deceased,  when  he  saw  it. 
was  in  a  stupor.  He  advised  the  mother  not  to  give  the  child 
any  more  of  the  syrup.  The'post-mortem  examination  revealed 
the  probable  cause  of  death  to  be  meningitis  and  convulsions. 
The  Coroner  :  To  me  it  seems  that  the  chemist  has  not  com- 
plied with  the  Act  as  to  poisons.  The  ingredients  of  the 
syrup  were  not  stated  on  the  label,  and  they  should  have 
been.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the 
medical  evidence,  and  left  it  to  the  Coroner  to  take  such 
steps  as  were  necessary  with  regard  to  the  chemist's  action 
in  not  labelling  the  bottle.

He 
fell  to  the  ground  in  frightful  agony,  and  died  two  hours 
afterwards. 

The  York  Cancer- curer. 

Lennox  Watson,  described  as  a  wine  and  spirit  merchant, 
was  indicted  at  the  York  Assizes  on  July  22  for  the  man- 
slaughter of  Eliza  Blacker,  who  had  been  treated  by  him 
for  cancer.  He  first  gave  her  a  blister,  and  then  an  arsenical 
plaster.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  had  only  under- 
taken the  case  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  deceased,  and 
that  his  treatment  was  one  that  until  a  few  years  ago  wa> 
common  among  medical  men.  He  had  not  pretended  to 
have  any  qualification.    He  was  acquitted.

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Appeal. 

An  effective  circular,  signed  by  W.  F.  Wells,  jun.,  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  lias  been  sent  out 
this  montli  to  licentiates  and  registered  druggists  who  do  not 
at  present  subscribe.  The  Society,  says  the  circular,  is  by  no 
means  in  a  bankrupt  condition,  but  it  ought  to  have  a  large 
balance  in  reserve  to  defend  the  rights  of  the  trade  either  in 
the  courts  or  in  Parliament.  And  "much  better  than  money 
is  a  united  front  in  support  of  the  Council."  Registered 
druggists  are  especially  appealed  to  to  take  up  the  seven 
seats  on  the  Council  to  which  they  are  entitled.  It  is  through 
their  own  neglect  that  they  have  only  one.  The  supply  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  weekly,  its  Ibish  Supplement 
monthly,  and  its  Diary  yearly  to  all  members  and  associates 
is  mentioned  ;  and  these  are  declared  to  be  in  themselves 
worth  more  than  the  subscription 'paid.  The  desirability  of 
educating  the  public  is  insisted  on,  and  Lord  Salisbury  is 
quoted  as  having  stated  (to  Irish  landlords)  that  "a  class 
that  does  not  complain  is  the  class  that  will  go  to  the  wall." 

We  hope  the  circular  will  bring  in  a  good  many  subscribers. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  have  worked  with  a  whole-hearted  devo- 
tion for  the  general  interests  of  the  trade  in  I  reland,  and  have 
accomplished  a  great  deal  towards  the  maintenance  of  their 
statutory  rights  and  the  improvement  of  their  position.  They 
-ought  to  be  supported  by  all  who  have  benefited  from  their 
efforts. 

Registered  Trade-marks 

We  reported  last  week  a  prosecution  instituted  in  the 
Dublin  Police  Court  by  Messrs.  Wright,  Crossley  &  Co.,  of 
Liverpool,  practically  against  the  American  Baking-powder 
Company  for  selling  a  packet  of  baking-powder  bearing  the 
word  "  Royal "  as  a  trade-mark,  which  was  described  as 
registered,  but  which  it  appeared  was  only  registered  in 
America,  and  not  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Mr.  Swifte,  the 
magistrate,  held  that  the  law  had  been  infringed,  and 
imposed  a  fine.  Last  Friday  the  positions  were  reversed.  An 
agent  of  the  American  Baking-powder  Company  bought  from 
H.  Williams  &  Co.  (Limited)  a  tin  of  white  pepper  supplied 
by  Wright,  Crossley  &  Co..  on  the  label  of  which  appeared  a 
lion  and  the  word  '•  registered."  Counsel  for  the  defence 
explained  that  the  word  ;'  registered  "  applied  to  the  name  of 
the  firm,  which  was  registered  as  a  trade-mark  ;  but  Mr. 
Swifte  did  not  think  that  a  sufficient  explanation,  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  21.  with  5/.  costs.  He  refused  to  state  a 
case. 

Personal. 

It  has  been  supposed  in  some  quarters  that  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  R.  J.  Downes,  Vice-President  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  was  the  result  of  a 
disagreement  between  himself  and  the  President.  This,  we 
believe,  is  an  entirely  erroneous  assumption.  The  truth  is 
indeed  the  reverse  of  this.  Mr.  Downes  considering  that  the 
President  was  not  fairly  supported  in  a  recent  discussion 
which  did  no  get  reported.

Mr.  James  Jesson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Ranelagh, 
Dublin,  who  died  suddenly  on  May  13  last,  has  by  his  will, 
dated  October  31,  1893,  bequeathed  legacies  to  the  Adelaide 
Hospital,  Dublin.  100Z. :  the  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Dis- 
tressed Protestants,  Dublin.  100/.;  the  Female  Protestant 
Orphan  House,  Dublin,  200/.  :  Protestant  Orphan  Society, 
Dublin,  100/.  ;  Mendicity  Institution,  100/. :  the  Representa- 
tive Body  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  200/.  for  specified 
appeals.  Clavel  Jesson  and  Fanny  Walker,  of  Brisbane, 
Australia,  and  Annie  Tweedall,  of  Sallymount  Avenue,  have 
been  appointed  executors  of  the  will,  probate  of.  which  has 
been  granted  to  the  last-named  executor. 


Belfast  and  Extra  Drugs. 

Dr.  Clibborn,  Local  Government  Board  Inspector,  has 
written  to  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  complaining  that 
a  large  number  of  drugs.  &c,  have  been  added  to  the  official 
list  of  medicines  for  which  there  is  no  authority.  There  is, 
he  states,  no  objection  to  the  extra  drugs  being  ordered  from 
ordinary  contractors,  but  they  cannot  be  included  in  the 
official  li-t.  The  Guardians  have  suitably  notified  the  matter 
to  the  cfEbial  in  fault 

The  Prescribing  Chemi3t. 

At  Belfast  on  Friday  last  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body 
of  James  Minnis  (49),  who  committed  suicide  by  cutting  kit 
throat.  Mrs.  Minnis  said  her  husband  had  been  ailing  l"- 
the  past  twelve  months,  and  had  got  medicine  from  a 
chemist  named  Thompson  in  Peter's  Hill.  She  could  not 
say  whether  he  got  a  prescription  from  a  doctor  or  not. 
Further  evidence  having  been  given,  John  Thompson, 
chemist,  Peter's  Hill,  was  called,  and,  in  reply  to  the  Coroner, 
said  the  bottle  bore  his  label,  but  he  could  not  say  if  he 
prescribed  the  medicine  without  turning  up  his  books.  The 
Coroner  asked  :  "If  you  filled  it  you  would  have  a  note  of 
it  ?  "  "  Yes  ;  but  this  may  be  a  bottle  he  picked  up  and  put 
something  into."  "  Do  you  prescribe  t "  '•  I  fill  up  prescrip- 
tions and  give  little  things  for  minor  ailments."  The 
Coroner:  I  will  adjourn  this  inquest  to  allow  you  to  produco 
your  books,  in  order  to  find  out  w  ho  it  was  gave  the  pre- 
scription for  this  bottle. 

The  North  Dublin  Drug-contract. 

At  last  week's  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Guardians  it 
was  resolved — "  That  the  contract  for  medicines  having  been 
divided  on  last  board-day  between  Messrs.  Thacker  &  Hoffe 
and  Leslie  &  Co..  Dublin,  for  the  items  lowest  in  each  case, 
and  as  fifty-two  items  are  equal  in  prices  in  the  respective 
tenders,  that  they  be  divided  equally  between  the  contractors 
and  initialed  by  the  Chairman,  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the 
Union  prepare  the  bonds  accordingly."  The  Clerk  said  there 
was  a  saving  of  upwards  of  70/.  by  dividing  the  contract.

Explosion  in  Edinburgh. 
Messrs.  Pinkerton,  Gibson  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists, 
Edinburgh,  had  some  damage  done  to  their  premises  on 
Saturday  bv  an  explosion  which  occurred  in  their  furnace. 
One  side  of  the  furnace  was  blown  out  and  the  base  of  the 
stack  damaged.  The  damage  to  goods  was  confined  to  the 
drying-room,  which  is  in  proximity  to  the  furnace.  Bottles 
of  "preparations  in  it  were  mostly  destroyed.

Foe  Detecting  Aetipicial  Coloueing  of  Wine.— The 
following  simple  process  for  detecting  coal-tar  colouring- 
matter  in  wine  is  suggested  by  M.  Belar : — Place  5  c.c.  of 
wine  and  a  similar  quantity  of  nitrobenzine  in  a  glass  tube 
and  shake  slightly.  If  the  wine  contains  fuchsine  it  imme- 
diately colours  the  nitrobenzine  red.  If  no  colouring  takes 
place,  shake  the  mixture  violently  and  warm  it  a  little. 
After  it  has  settled,  observe  the  colouring  of  the  nitro- 
benzine. Methylene  blue  colours  nitrobenzine  green. 
Safranine,  rosaniline,  and  purpurine  give  it  their  purple  tint. 
With  eosine  a  red  tint  is  obtained  without  fluorescence. 
Indigo  and  carmine  are  insoluble  in  nitrobenzine,  and  so  are 
the  natural  colouring-matters  of  wine. 

Illegal  Pbactice  of  Phaemacy. — A  Lille  doctor,  who 
had  no  pharmaceutical  diploma,  traded  as  a  pharmacist  in 
the  same  building  as  the  one  in  which  he  practised  his  pro- 
fession, under  cover  of  the  name  of  a  duly-qualified  phar- 
macist, a  M.  Vantroven,  who  acted  as  manager.  Pie  was 
prosecuted  by  the  Pharmacists'  Syndicate.  The  defence  was 
that  the  pharmacy  had  been  sold  to  the  manager,  but,  as  he 
had  no  capital,  he  was  allowed  a  daily  indemnity  of  5f.  (4s.), 
and  the  defendant  doctor  appropriated  the  takings  as  aw  ay  of 
paying  off  the  purchase-money.  The  evidence  was  conflicting, 
especially  as  the  pharmacist  did  not  altogether  support  the 
statement  of  the  defendant,  and  the  Court  deferred  its  deci- 
sion. The  doctor  appeared  on  a  similar  charge  last  October, 
and  was  then  fined  500f.  and  lOOf.  damages  to  the  Syndi- 
cate, but  he  profited  by  the  First  Offenders  Act. 

The  Bubonic  Plague.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine  Dr.  Roux.  of  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
communicated  the  result  of  researches  undertaken  at  Bombay 
by  the  members  of  the  Russian  Medical  Mission,  who  have 
installed  a  laboratory  there  at  the  French  Consulate.  They 
class  the  cases  of  pest  studied  by  them  into  two  principal 
onps,  bubonic  pest  and  pestuous  pneumonia.    The  primary 
bubo  from  which  most  of  the  patients  suffer  is  rich  iu 
1  acilli,  which  are  also  found  in  the  blood.    The  other  form 
f  the  malady^  is  a  lobulary  pneumonia,  and  is  invariably 
ortal.    Judging  from  experiments  on  monkeys,  the  disease 
not  transmitted  by  the  digestive  organs."   The  Yersin 
erum  was  used  on  monkeys,  but  after  ten  to  fourteen  days 
he  animals  were  no  longer  immune.    The  serum  was  efii- 
•acious  with  monkeys  attacked  by  the  disease  if  administered 
ufticiently  soon,  but  the  treatment  almost  always  failed  in 
ases  of  pestuous  pneumonia.    It  is   claimed   that  the 
nortality  has  been  reduced  from  80  to  40  per  cent. 

The  Pelletiee-Caventou  Monument.— The  Committee 
ormed  to  collect  subscriptions  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
ietuating  the  memory  of  the  discoverers  of  quinine  by 
iieans  of  a  monument  have  issued  the  following  appeal  to 
'harmacists  :— '■  We  have  no  need  to  remind  you  of  the 
mportance  of  the  discovery  which  the  association  of  these  | 
wo  illustrious  names  recalls'.  An  incomparable  medicament, 
mniue,  daily  snatches  numerous  victims  from  death.  It 
nables  armies  to  exist  in  unhealthy  climates,  sailors  to  land 
n  deadly  shores,  and  pioneers  of  science  to  penetrate  into 
nexplored  regions.  Pelletierand  Caventou  generously  gave 
ns  heroic  remedy  to  the  world,  without  any  reserve  of 
icre  or  personal  interest,  with  the  disinterestedness  of  the 
ue  savant.  It  has  become  in  the  hands  of  physicians  a 
sntable  public  benefit,  A  few  years  aao  a  statue  was 
eeted  m  France,  and  another  in  Algeria,  to  Dr.  Maillot 
'i-  his  services  rendered  by  the  use  of  quinine  to  the  French 
my  of  occupation  in  the  north  of  Africa.  These  testi  monies

A   PEPTENZYME  DISPUTE. 

On  July  23  Mr.  Justice  Kekowich  heard  a  motion  in  the 
Chancery  action  of  Bentlcy  Bcnnell  against  Millard  Richard 
Jones  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  continuing  in  (ho 
possession  or  disposing  of  the  lease  of  38  Alfrcrl  Place  West, 
South  Kensington,  in  the  following  circumstances: — The 
plaintiff's  case  was  that  in  1895  he  agreed  with  defendant  to 
find  sufficient  money  to  place  on  the  English  market  a  pre- 
paration called  "  Pept enzyme,"  the  product  of  a  New  York 
company,  defendant  assigning  to  plaintiff  the  whole  of  his 
interest  in  respect  to  the  preparation,  and  plaintiff  assigning 
one-half  of  his  interest  under  the  agreement  to  the  wife  of 
the  defendant,  the  business  to  remain  in  plaintiffs  hands,  and 
he  to  appoint  a  manager.    This  contract  coming  to  an  end, 
the  Peptenzyme  Company  agreed  to  supply  the  preparation 
at  stated  prices,  and  a  lease  of  the  premises  was  taken  in 
the  name  of  the  defendant,  plaintiff  paying  all  rent,  rates, 
and  taxes,  and  defendant  being  appointed  his  manager  at  eight, 
guineas  a  week,  being  authorised  to  draw  cheques  on  a  bank- 
ing account  which  plaintiff  opened.    Plaintiff  had  spent  over 
2.000/.  on  the  business,  and  had  paid  over  270Z.  to  defendant, 
and  finding  the  business  was  being  carried  on  at  a  loss,  that 
defendant  was  drawing  from  the  concern  some  ten  guineas  a 
week,  and  that  in  January  last  a  receiving  order  was  made 
against  the  defendant,  plaintiff  opened  a  new  account  with 
another  bank,  and  instructed  his  solicitor  to  give  defendant 
a  week's  notice  to  quit  or  a  week's  salary  to  withdraw,  and 
subsequently  appointed  another  manager  in  defendant's 
place.    Defendant,  however,  refused  to  give  up  possession  of 
the  place,  claimed  a  quarter's  notice,  and  since  the  notice  had 
not  paid  over  to  the  plaintiff  any  of  his  daily  receipts  from 
the  business.    Defendant  (plaintiff's  counsel  said)  had  set 
up  in  his  defence  certain  alleged  rights  of  his  wife  in  the 
business;  but  counsel  submitted  that  even  if  such  rights 
could  be  proved  the  wife  would  have  her  remedy  against  the 
plaintiff,  who  was  not  to  be  deprived  of  his  control  of  the 
business  because  defendant  chose  to  set  up  that  defence. 

Counsel  for  the  defendant  said  the  agreement  be- 
tween the  parties  was  that  the  profits  should  be  divided  in 
equal  shares  between  plaintiff,  defendant,  and  his  wife, 
defendant  being  manager  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  and  his 
(defendant's)  wife,  and  she  being  liable  to  pay  half  the 
sum  expended  under  the  grant  from  the  company.  De- 
fendant was  appointed  manager,  not  by  the  plaintiff  alone, 
but  by  plaintiff  and  his  (defenrlant's)  wife  jointly,  and  his 
wife  had  requested  him  to  continue  to  act  as  manager.  He 
had  not  paid  over  the  money  he  had  taken  since  the  dispute 
because  it  was  recjuired  to  meet  the  incidental  expenses  of 
carrying  on  the  business.  Counsel  submitted  that  in  these 
circumstances  his  Lordship  would  not  grant  the  injunction 
asked  for,  but  leave  plaintiff  to  his  ordinary  remedy — trying 
out  the  issue  between  the  parties. 

In  the  result  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  said  on  this  motion  he 
was  not  trying  the  ctuestion  in  dispute,  and  following 
terms  of  the  notice  of  motion,  he  granted  plaintiff  the 
terim  protection  he  asked  for  pending  the  trial.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

TlNCTUEE  OF  RHUBAKB. 

Me.  James  Ashton,  Croston,  was  charged  at  the  Chorley 
County  Police  Court  on  July  21  with  selling  tincture  of 
rhubarb  which  the  Public  Analyst  stated  was  weak  in  spirits, 
and  practically  devoid  of  rhubarb  and  other  ingredients 
ordered  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  bottle  from 
which  the  defendant  had  taken  the  tincture  bore  the  name  of 
A.  Waterworth,  chemist,  Preston,  on  the  label.  The  defence 
was  the  absence  of  guilty  knowledge,  and  it  was  also  stated 
that  defendant  had  had  the  article  in  stock  for  two  years. 
Defendant  was  fined  11.  Is.,  and  costs. 
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Messes.  Daish.  Salter  &  Co.,  of  Preston,  Ormskirk,  and 
CrostOD,  were  .similarly  summoned.  The  analyst  certified 
that  the  sample  contained  an  excess  of  water,  and  was  almost 
devoid  of  rhubarb  and  other  ingredients.  The  bottle  from 
which  the  tincture  was  sold  bore  the  name  of  Marsden, 
Preston.  The  Bench  said  it,  was  a  grave  thing  to  sell  such 
shocking  samples.    They  fined  defendants  5/.,  and  costs.

His  business  did  not  succeed,  and  he  has  been  pressed  and 
sued  by  his  creditors  since  March  last.  His  deficiency 
account  is  as  follows  :— Excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  on 
January  1,  1397,  30/. ;  deficiency,  201/.

COUNTY  COURT  CASE. 

The  Value  of  Chemical  Woek. 

At  the  Accrington  County  Court  last  week  Dr.  Gerland  j 
analytical  chemist,  sued  Mr.  E.  Metcalf,  the  owner  of 
Argylc  Street  Chemical-works,  for  13/.  16s.  6d.  for  services 
rendered.  Plaintiff's  counsel  said  his  client  had  practised 
for  forty-five  years  as  a  chemist,  and  had  given  considerable 
time  to  the  study  of  the  production  of  phosphates,  and  was 
regarded  as  an  expert.  The  defendant,  who  was  engaged  in 
producing  phosphates  from  bone-ash,  sought  the  advice  of 
Dr.  Gerland,  and  authorised  him  to  make  an  analytical  ex- 
amination and  report  thereon,  which  he  did.  In  order  to 
get  the  desired  results  he  had  to  make  several  experiments, 
of  which  defendant  had  full  knowledge.  Mr.  Joseph  Barnes, 
the  borough  analyst,  said  the  charge  made  by  plaintiff  was 
very  low.  For  the  defence  it  was  submitted  that  plaintiff 
had  gone  further  in  experiments  than  he  was  authorised. 
Defendant  w-as  prepared  to  pay  5/.  10s.  6//.,  which  he  thought 
was  a  reasonable  sum.  Two  sons  of  the  defendant  stated 
that  they  had  not  benefited  by  having  the  materials 
analysed.  It  could  not  be  worked  on  a  large  scale.  His 
Honour  gave  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed.

A  T  6  o'clock  on  Monday  evening-  Queen's  Hall  was  ready 
XX  for  the  visitors,  and  some  of  them  came,  in  response  to 
the  invitation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  although  it  was 
not  expected  that  the  show  would  be  in  full  swing  until 
Tuesday.  The  G.  2f  B.'s  special  reporter  had  been  there 
from  noon  helping,  as  he  thought,  to  put  matters  straight, 
and  he  formed  the  opinion  that  these  "  medical,  surgical, 
and  hygienic"  exhibitors  are  smart  men,  for  they  quickly, 
and  without  fuss,  changed  chaos  into  order,  for  had  not  Mr. 
Blau,  the  Secretary,  said  that  everything  must  be  ready  by 
4  o'clock,  quite  ready  at  6,  and  it  was  so '.' 

The  exhibition  is  a  good  one,  it  may  at  once  be  said.  The 
committee  of  organisation  is  the  one  that  B.  M.  A.  exhibitors 
appointed  two  years  ago,  when  there  was  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  B.  M.  A.  authorities  to  treat  them  as  things  to  be 
handled,  and  not  as  business  men.

For 
the  benefit  of  those  who  cannot  attend  we  give  some  account 
pf  the  exhibition,  taking  the  exhibits  in  the  catalogue  order, 
when  we  can,  and  since  our  space  this  week  is  precious, 
though  extensive,  we  limit  our  remarks  to  features,  new 
things,  and  impressions.

Surgical  Appliances  and  Instruments  bulk  largely  in  the 
;.exhibition.  as  experience  shows  that  medical  visitors  like  to 
Iisee  all  that  is  new  in  this  department.    Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son 
K  Thompson  have  three  separate  exhibits.    One  (No.  5)  is 
devoted  solely  to  a  special  hospital  bedstead  (the  "  Facile 
Princeps");  a  second  to  antiseptic  dressings  of  all  kinds 
manufactured    at    the    firm's     own    factory.     In  this 
}ne  Reynolds  &  Branson's  bandaere-shoot  and  celluloid  case 
tor  dressings  are  exhibited.    The    third  exhibit  is  one 
pf  surgical  instruments.    Here  the  special  feature  is  a  show 
of  asceptic  surgical  knives,  &c— that  is,  instruments  which 
ire  entirely  metallic  and  free  from  joints,  so  that  they  can 
be  effectually  sterilised  by  steam-heat  without  injuring  them 
n  aDy  way.    A  necessary  accompaniment  of  such  instru- 
ments is  an  asceptic  cupboard  for  keeping  them  in,  and  that 
s  provided  by  Messrs.  Maw  in  handsome  and  strong  glass 
bases,  which  are  made  of  a  metal  frame,  with  plate-glass 
walls  securely  cemented  in.    These  cases  are  perfectly  alr- 
ight, and  when  the  instruments  are  sterilised  they  are  put 
>n  the  plate-glass  shelves,  where  they  remain  in  an  asceptic 
condition  until  they  are  required  by  the  surgeon.    The  cases 
aaove  on  castors.    Instrument-tables  are  made  in  the  same 
manner,  the  great  advantage  of  the  glass  and  metal  con- 
truction  being  that  it  is  easily  kept  clean,  and  the  slightest 
oiling  is  as  readily  detected.    Besides  the  higher  surgical 
equirements  (e.g.,  sterilisers,  &c),  Messrs.  Maw  show  a  good 
variety  of  sick-room  appliances,  clinical  thermometers,  enenia- 
yringes,  and  other  indiarubber  goods. 

Other  exhibitors  of  surgical  instruments  are  Messrs. 
"laudius  Ash  &  Sons  (Limited)  (dental),  Mayer  &  Meltzer 
lohn  Weiss  &  Son,  Hockin,  Wilson  &  Co.  (who  exhibit 


special  groups  of  forceps,  &c,  on  black  cards  very  effectively, 
as  the  surgeon  can  at  once  pick  out  what  he  wants), 
Coxeter  &  Son,  and  Down  Brothers.  Messrs.  W.  H.  Bailey 
k  Son  show  a  number  of  interesting  novelties  along  with  a 
general  exhibit  of  instruments  and  appliances.  One  is  an 
elastic  bandage,  made  of  crepe,  and  containing  no  india- 
rubber.  For  varicose  veins  it  has  all  the  advantages  of  the 
rubber  bandage,  but  is  ever  so  much  lighter,  and  perfectly 
porous  to  air  and  perspiration.  A  6-yard  3-inch  bandage 
weighs  only  1^  oz.  The  firm  are  really  specialising  in  light 
appliances    for    summer    wear — e.g.,    elastic  stockings 

of  cotton  and  silk, 
almost  as  thin  as  a  silk 
handkerchief ;  abdominal 
belts  for  men  and  women, 
made  of  net,  which, 
though  light,  give  ade- 
quate support.  The  truss 
here  figured  is  another 
example  of  summer  wear  :

Nurse  MacMfllan's  pneumatic  bed-pan  cushion,  which  is 
made  of  rubber  and  fits  easily  upon  the  pan,  has  proved  to 
be  a  comfort  to 
invalids  worn  to 
a  shadow  through 
long  illness.  An 
associated  appliance 
is  the  umbilical 
bandage,  with  pneu- 
matic pad  (here 
shown).  Enemas 
and  douches  are  a 
strong  feature  of 
the  exhibit.  The 
"  Holdfast  "  still 
holds  the  field,  and  amongst  the  douches  we  picked  out  the 
one  figuredjas  a  good  thing.  It  has  a  thermometer  at  one 
side  to  indicate  the  temperature  of 
the  liquid,  and  a  float  gauge  at  the 
other  to  show  how  much  is  used. 
In  the  centre  is  an  index,  with  half- 
pint  graduations.  The  douche  is 
made  in  nickeled  metal. — Messrs. 
J.  G.  Ingram  &  Son  exhibit  moulded 
and  cut  rubber  goods,  the  latter 
including  operating-gloves,  urinals, 
and  the  like.  They  have  introduced 
a  new  kind  of  decorated  rubber 
called  the  "Zebra";  it  is  in  red. 
and  black  strips,  and  enemas  (ball, 
Higginson's,  &c.)  are  made  with  it.

Antiseptic  Dressings  may  be  taken  in  while  we  are 
dealing  with  surgery.  We  have  already  mentioned  Messrs. 
Maw'sexhibit  in'this  department.  Next  in  catalogue  order 
comes  the  Peat  Industries  Syndicate  (Limited),  with  an 
exhibit  of  Beraudine  peat-wool,  a  material  resembling 
marine  lint,  but  not  sticky,  and  of  a  brown  colour,  highly 
absorbent,  and  impregnated  with  peat.  It  is  also  made  into 
several  fabrics  for  sanitary  and  surgical  purposes.  The 
Liverpool  Lint  Company  have  a  good  selection  of  their 
manufactures  in  the  hall.  One  thing  specially  worthy  of 
attention  is  their  compressed  cotton-wool,  which  the 
company  now  produce  in  large  sheets  and  bandages,  with 
pink  tissue-paper  between  the  layers.  Each  layer  in  the 
compressed  state  is  between  i  inch  and  J.  inch  thick,  but 
when  unrolled  springs  out  to  about  1  inch  in  thickness.  It 
is,  of  course,  absorbent.  The  dark-grey  splint-paddiDg 
which  the  company  introduced  some  time  ago  (it  is  a  com- 
bination of  absorbent  cotton  and  carbolised  tow  between 
two  sheets  of  gauze)  is  now  used  j>er  sc  as  an  antiseptic 
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dressing,  for  which  it  has  cheapness,  lightness,  and  high 
absorbency  to  commend  it.  The  exhibit  includes  all  the 
company's  dressings,  lints,  bandages*,  protective  lint,  and 
the  well-known  "  Transpirable "  vests,  body  belts.  &c. 
Messrs,  J.  F.  Macfarlan  &  Co.'s  exhibit  is  chiefly 
devoted  to  Listerian  dressings,  and  any  who  remember 
what  Lister  used  when  he  first  went  to  Edinburgh  will 
be  astonished  at  the  progress  in  elegance  which  Messrs. 
Macfarlan's  exhibit  reveals.  The  gauzes,  for  example,  once 
tied  up  in  paper,  are  now,  in  sympathy  with  the  progress  in 
asepsis,  packed  in  airtight  cartons,  tins,  and  glass  jars,  which 
also  applies  to  wools  and  lints  ;  all  these  dressings  exhibit 
marked  improvement  in  appearance  and  uniformity  of  satu- 
ration compared  to  the  early  Listerian  dressings.  Beside 
these  are  ligatures  and  sutures ;  the  ligatures  put  up  in  the 
form  of  balls,  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Charles  Cathcart.  Messrs. 
Macfarlan  also  exhibit  specially-purified  chloroform,  anoss- 
thetic  ether,  sulphur  cones  (Professor  Sir  H.  D.  Littlejohn's). 
and  their  Holyrood  table-water.

Mineral- waters  get  a  fair  show,  Messrs.  \V.  Schacht  &  Co. 
exhibiting  the  Crown  Spring  Carlsbad  (Kronenquelle),  and 
Messrs.  Ingram  &;  Royle  (Limited),  at  Stand  No.  36,  show 
Vichy  and  Vichy  salts,  the  same  of  Carlsbad,  and  Hunyadi- 
Janos  water.  This  is  a  tasteful  exhibit,  and  literature  is 
supplied  to  the  medical  visitors.

made  from  chinosol,  but  a  number  of 
antiseptic  and  surgical  specialities, 
including  dressings.  Medical  men 
arc  speaking  well  of  chinosol,  and 
_A_  complain  that  some  druggists  do  not 
know  what  it  is.  Will  those  interested 
please  note  ?  Apart  from  chinosol  Mr. 
Kiihn  shows  a  variety  of  specialities 
fur  which  he  is  agent — e.g.,  ethyl  and 
methyl  chlorides  and  anestile,  the 
last  also  in  the  new  automatic  tube 
which  is  figured.  Two  fingers  on  A 
and  the  thumb  on  B  pressing  down 
release  the  spray.  At  this  stand  we 
saw  the  new  ichthyol  compound. 
••  Ichthalbin,''  a  brown,  tasteless,  and 
odourless  powder  made  by  Knoll  (in  a 
similar  way  to  tannalbin)from  all  mmen 
and  ichthyol,  and  presenting  ichthyol 
in  the  most  elegant  way  yet  obtained 
for  internal  administration. 

Lawes's  Chemical  Company  (Limi- 
ted) make  the  neatest  exhibit  of 
their  manufactures  which  we  have 
yet  seen ;  it  includes  several  varieties 
of  disinfecting  powder  and  sawdust 
and  the  familiar  fluid.  The  United 
Alkali  Company  (Limited)  appear  in 
medical  circles  for  the  first  time, 
"Cbloros"  being  the  cause  of  the 
move.  This,  as  we  recently  had  the 
opportunity  of  stating,  is  a  hypo- 
chlorite disinfecting-fluid  for  which  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co. 
are  the  agents.  It  is  "catching  on."  we  understand.  Besides 
this  the  company  exhibit  several  "Cashmere"  specialities, 
such  as  blue  in  squares,  coal-tar,  carbolic  and  other  medi- 
cated soaps.  The  Formaline  Hygienic  Company  (Limited) 
exhibit  the  '  Alformant"  disinfecting-lamp,  which  is  de- 
scribed on  page  147,  also  Schering's  formaline,  and  various 
derivatives  of  it,  perhaps  the  most  interesting  being 
Schleich's  glutol  skins,  a  soft,  flexible,  waterproof  covering  to 
replace  oil-silk  and  G.P.  tissue,  made  by  the  action  of 
formaldehyde  upon  a  solution  of  gelatine.  Schiilke  & 
Mayer's  "  Lysol  "  (a  soluble  cresol  disinfectant  and  antiseptic 


of  the  creolin  style)  is  also  shown  here,  and  a  nice  selection 
of  Schering's  chemicals  in  the  original  packages,  amongst 
them  the  Eucain  A.  and  Eucain  B.,  the  substitutes  for  cocaine. 
Schering's  serums  are  also  exhibited.  The  Medico-Hygienic 
Inventions  Company  (Limited),  of  which  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe  is  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors,  exhibit 
Trillat's  apparatus  for  disinfection  with  formaldehyde,  and 
the  formochlorol  used  in  the  apparatus;  but  the  interest  in 
the  exhibit  largely  centres  round  the  "  auto-sprays-'  of  anti- 
septics and  medicaments,  and  the  similar  tubes  of  per- 
fumes called  "  Lance  Perfumes,"  which  we  hear  arc  quite 
the  rage  in  Eond  Street  and  other  fashionable  quarters. 
These  sprays  as  now  available  for  retail  are  prettily  finished. 
They  were  fully  described  in  our  columns  several  months- 
ago.  Messrs.  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.  have  a  complete- 
exhibit  of  "  Izal  "  specialities  used  in  medicine,  surgery,  and 
hygiene.  Messrs.  Tidman  &;  Sons  (Limited)  have  a  nice- 
exhibit  of  their  toilet-soaps,  sea-salt,  &c.  and  there  is  a  good 
one,  F.  Fleming's  new  disinfecting  and  hygienic  specialities. 
***** 

The  Evolution  of  the  Jelloid  exhibits  four  stages  of 
metamorphosis.  It  began  when  Warrick  Brothers  brought 
out  the  iron  jelloid  several  years  ago.  This  is  a  solid,  lenticular 
disc,  containing  the  ferrous  carbonate  of  10  gr.  of  Blaud's 
pill  united  with  a  gelatinous  excipient.  The  brownish-black 
surface  of  the  jelloid  protects  the  mass  from  atmospheric  oxida- 
tion, so  that  when  we  cut  one  through  or  suck  off  the  surface 
(the  jelloid  is  as  pleasant  to  taste  as  a  jujube)  we  see  that  the 
interior  is  a  greyish-white — a  clear  proof  of  the  unoxidised 
condition  of  the  mass.  We  find  that  the  jelloids  dissolve 
quickly  in  acidulated  water  at  90"  F.  with  effervescence,  and 
on  titration  with  permanganate  one  jelloid  indicated  thc 
presence  of  fully  2  gr.  of  ferrous  carbonate,  which  clearly 
proves  the  integrity  of  the  preparation,  and  that  one  jelloid 
is  equal  to  two  5-gr.  pil.  ferri.  B.P.  The  second  stage  of 
evolution  was  the  birth  of  the  hollow  jelloid  with  a  soft  mass 
of  "  Blaud "  enclosed  in  it,  then  other  similar  substances- 
were  prepared  in  like  manner,  and  some  time  ago  Mr.  P.  W, 
Warrick  perfected  his  machine  so  that  he  produces  jelloids 
containing  liquids ;  this  makes  the  third  stage.  The  fourth 
has  now  come  in  the  jelloid  containing  a  powder ;  the  one- 
which  our  representative  saw  was  a  jelloid  containing 
powdered  thyroid.  The  advantages  which  Warrick  Brothers- 
claim  for  these  new  preparations  are  (1)  they  arc  perfectly 
flexible  at  all  temperatures  above  freezing-point,  and  (2)  the 
enclosed  dose  is  guaranteed  to  be  what  is  claimed  for  it 
within  a  fraction  of  a  grain  or  minim. 

Messrs.  S.  F.  Goss  (Limited),  the  West-end  store  chemist", 
make  rather  a  pretty  show  of  toilet-specialities  "  free  from 
quackery,"  but  the  best  thing  about  their  exhibit  is  a  scries 
of  samples  illustrating  the  manufacture  of  tooth-brushes,  all 
stages  from  the  bone  to  the  brush  being  exhibited.  Next  in 
catalogue  order  comes  a  large  display  of  the  Sanitary  Wood- 
wool Company's  goods,  with  a  ha'penny  sanitary  towelette  as 
the  latest  thing,  and  it  propos  of  that  Mr.  Essinger  explains 
with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  that  the  next  move  will  be  to  give 
them  away  with  a  pound  of  tea.  He  reports  that  there  II 
now  a  big  demand  for  the  guinea  accouchement-outfit,  because 
its  completeness  relieves  prospective  mothers  of  anxiety  as- 
to  whether  they  have  everything  or  not. 

***** 

Strictly  Pharmaceutical  Exhibits  are  fairly  numerous, 
although  several  well-known  firms  are  conspicuous  by  their 
absence,  and  those  who  are  there  confess  that  their  aim  in 
exhibiting  is  chiefly  to  show  physicians  and  pharmacists- 
what  they  are  doing,  and  what  they  can  do,  rather  than  to- 
provide  a  critic  with  copy.  Messrs.  Potter  &  Sacker's  exhibit 
is  devoted  to  Schieffelin's  pills,  Gardner's  syrup  of  hydnodic 
acid,  and  Gibb's  hollow  suppositories.  The  pills  are  so  welf 
known  that  we  need  say  no  more  about  them  except  to  ex- 
plain that  the  coating  is  composed  of  gum  arabic  chiefly— 
we  were  under  the  impression  that  it  was  gelatine  until  we 
had  a  talk  about  it  on  Monday.  Gardner's  syrup  has  ion? 
been  in  use  in  U.S.A.,  and  it  is  proposed  to  make  it  more 
familiar  to  medical  men  in  this  country.  It  is  one  of  tn- 
best  forms  for  administering  iodine  in  diseases  of  tn- 
respiratory  organs,  but  in  all  cases  where  iodine  is  indicate 
it  is  tolerated  better  by  the  system  than  alkaline  or  metaw_ 
iodides.  The  hollow  suppositories  are  one  of  the  nice 
adjuncts  to  the  dispensing-counter  which  have  been  rotr 
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luced,  as  they  provide  dispensers  with  a  really  legitimate 
neans  for  dispensing  refractory  medicaments  in  this  form, 
they  permit  the  administration  of  concentrated  drug-liquids 
[e.g.,  ergot,  belladonna,  and  tannic  liquors),  and  for  glycerine 
diere  is  nothing  better.  The  suppositories  are  well  made, 
md  the  lids  are  pointed.  The  Art  of  Dispensing  recommends 
hem,  and  doctors  should  be  acquainted  with  them  so  that 
he  range  of  anal  and  vaginal  medication  may  be  extended. 
Messrs.  Arthur  &  Co.  exhibit  a  number  of  new  iodine 
•ompounds,  such  as  the  iodoalbumen,  obtained  by  the  action 
jf  iodine  upon  organic  substances  until  the  haloid  ceases  to 
je  absorbed.  The  compound  named  is  a  brown  powder,  con- 
aining  13  per  cent,  of  iodine,  free  from  iodine  colour  and 
aste,  and  is  said  to  resemble  chemically  the  active  principle 
)f  the  thyroid  gland.  We  repeat  this  statement  with  the 
reservation  that  there  is  no  evidence  that  its  therapeutic 
iction  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  thyroid.  Mr.  R,  J. 
Downes's  sol.  iodi,  the  non-staining  free  iodine  preparation, 
s  shown  at  Stand  No.  26b. 

Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.  (Limited)  have  the  largest 
xhibit  in  the  hall,  for  by  the  time  that  they  have  found 
oom  for  typical  palatinoids  and  bipalatinoids,  hypodermics 
,nd  liquors,  and  their  other  specialities,  they  cover  a  good 
leal  of  space.  A  part  of  the  exhibit  is  at  the  entrance- 
loor,  and  another  close  by.  The  exhibit  is  tastefully  made. 
The  most  striking  novelty — in  fact,  the  only  one  to  which  our 
ittention  was  called — is  an  aluminium  hypodermic  case  with 
hirteen  tubes  of  tablets,  a  syringe,  two  needles,  and  an  ex- 
iloring  needle  (the  last-mentioned  a  new  feature),  which 
tells  to  medical  men  at  a  sovereign — really  the  cost-price. 
|Ir.  William  Oppenlieimer's  collection  of  medical,  surgical, 
nd  pharmaceutical  antiquities  has  been  lent  to  the  exhibi- 
ion,  and  is  on  view  upstairs.

A  Group  of  Glycecols  is  the  first  thing  which  strikes 
he  eye  on  reaching  the  exhibit  by  Messrs.  H.  k.  T.  Kirby 
c  Co.  (Limited).  They  are  the  prettiest  things  amongst 
■elatine  lozenges,  and  the  oldest,  for  we  believe  that  they 
rere  first  made  in  1871  for  Sir  Morell  Mackenzie,  and  it  is 
rom  them  that  the  glyco-gelatine  pastilles  of  the  T.H.P. 
ave  sprung.  The  glycecols  are  perfectly  circular  discs, 
bout  1  inch  in  diameter,  and  most  of  them  are  transparent, 
'ills,  of  course,  occupy  the  place  of  honour  in  the  exhibit, 
nd  of  these  there  are  many,  one  series  of  silver  and  gold 
oated  pilules,  which  seem  no  larger  than  a  pin's  head  (they 
ctually  weigh  gr.  ^),  being  prettily-finished  tiny  spheres, 
et  made  by  machinery.  A  few  invalids'  foods  (beef- 
atmeal  amongst  them),  tablets,  and  antiseptic  toilet-pre- 
arations  make  up  the  exhibit,  along  with  such  articles  as 
lycer.  ferri  chloridi,  a  perfectly  neutral  solution  of 
nhydrous  ferric  chloride  in  pure  glycerine,  which  promises 
3  be  of  distinct  value  as  a  hsematinic. 

Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  exhibit  had  to  be  divided 
rto  two,  the  smaller  part  being  a  sort  of  laboratory  where 
ilka-diastase  and  aseptic  pepsin  were  to  be  tested  along- 
ide  other  forms  of  the  ferments.  [This  was  commenced 
n  Tuesday,  therefore  after  these  notes  were  taken ;  but  we 
ave  previously  described,  from  ocular  demonstration,  the 
imylolytic  and  proteolytic  powers  of  the  Parke-Davis 
5rments.]  A  fair  representation  of  the  firm's  general  phar- 
laceutical  products  is  exhibited,  and  that  in  a  highly 
ttractive  manner,  while  prominence  is  given  to  good  speci- 
lens  of  animal-glands,  as  typical  of  the  pharmaco-physio- 
)gical  department  which  the  firm  have  now  in  full  swing  at 
•etroit.  Amongst  the  new  things  is  a  hypodermic  syringe, 
applied  with  needles  so  cheap  that  each  one  is  thrown 
way  after  being  used  once  ;  also  a  urinary  test-case  which 
oes  into  the  waistcoat-pocket.  Ferratin  and  lactophenin 
re  also  exhibited,  souvenirs  of  the  exhibition  being  given 
way  which  will  remind  the  medicos  of  the  properties  of 
pese  "  synthetics."  The  next  exhibit  in  this  class  that  we 
°™  to  is  that  of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.,  the  manufacturers 
f  "  Sinapine ''  tissue,  and  agents  for  "  Finot "  cachets. 
;oth  these  specialities  they  make  a  feature  of  and,  on  the 
'hole,  exhibit  to  the  profession  what  high-class  pharmacy 
f  capable  of — as,  for  example,  liquor  quininre  salicylatis,  a 
5nes  of  exquisite  pastilles,  bougies,  and  the  like.

■      High-class  pharmacy,  extemporaneously  applied,  is," 
nd  Mr.  William  Martindale's  assistant,  "  theaim  of  our  stand,"  j 


and  later,  when  the  C.  L).  note-taker  had  the  opportunity 
of  talking  to  Mr.  Martindale  himself,  the  assistant's  expres- 
sion came  back  to  him  forcibly.  It  is  not  a  large  exhibit, 
but  when  Mr.  Martindale's  interesting  talk  is  added  to  it  it 
seems  to  become  the  exhibit  in  the  hall ;  for  Mr.  Martindale 
tells  one  of  the  difficulties  there  are  in  making  this  thing 
or  that,  how  a  certain  new  remedy  has  behaved  in  the  hands 
of  So-and-so,  and  gives  the  impression  that  a  retail  pharma- 
cist, provided  he  is  competent  and  is  favourably  situated, 
can  do  all  that  the  physician  requires  of  him.  We  went 
over  a  series  of  bougies  and  buginaria,  cachets,  capsules,  and 
compressed  tablets,  treated  as  things  that  must  be  made- 
nowadays  while  the  customer  waits.  Amongst  the  capsules 
is  one  of  phosphorated  cod-liver  oil.  in  a  dark-red  gelatine 
envelope.  "  The  phosphorus  keeps  longer  unoxidiscd  in  this 
form  than  in  any  other,  in  my  experience,"  Mr.  Martindale- 
remarks.  Succus  chelidonii  is  the  next  thing  picked  up. 
"  It  seems  to  do  real  good  in  cancer,  I  hear  ;  of  course  most 
of  the  cases  come  too  late,  but  if  taken  in  time  I  think  it 
will  be  distinctly  useful.  We  press  the  juice  ourselves  and 
preserve  it  with  a  little  chloroform — not  spirit,  as  one  does 
not  know  what  the  alcohol  will  precipitate.  I  don't  believe- 
in  precipitating  things  if  you  can  keep  them  in  solution." 
Then  we  rattle  through  a  lot  of  nicely-coated  pills  and  pretty 
granular  preparations  (they  seem  Extra  Pharmacoprriry 
personified),  and  come  to  a  few  rare  alkaloids  and  new 
remedies.  "  Holocaine  hydrochloride  '.  It  is  only  good  for 
instillation  into  the  eye — poisonous  subcutaneously,  and  it 
does  not  stop  bleeding  like  cocaine.  Is  soluble  1  in  about 
100  of  water.  Not  altogether  satisfactory."  Finally, 
waterglass — silicate  of  potassium  free  from  excess  of  alkali — 
this  is  better  for  bandaging  than  starch  or  plaster  of  Paris  or 
ordinary  waterglass,  and  was  preferred  by  Lord  Lister  when 
he  was  in  practice.  One  may  judge  from  these  notes  what 
half  an  hour  with  Mr.  Martindale  is.  His  exhibit,  as  we  have 
said,  is  intended  for  the  doctors,  but  Mr.  Martindale  is 
always  willing  to  oblige  his  confreres  ;  in  fact,  so  often  has  he 
to  do  so  that  he  has  had  to  reserve  a  department  of  his 
business  for  trade  orders. 


Animal  Products  from  glands  to  extract  of  meat  are  well 
represented,  but  the  impression  is  getting  deep  that  the 
animal-medication  business  is  on  the  wane.  Nevertheless, 
Messrs.  Armour  &  Co.  make  an  exceptionally  good  display  of 
the  dried  and  powdered  glands,  which  they  supply  whole- 
sale in  this  country  and  America.  Pepsins  and  digestive 
ferments  generally  they  also  exhibit  well,  their  fluid-beef,, 
and  so  on.  Bovril  (Limited)  exhibit  i;virol"  for  the  first, 
time,  and  all  the  other  preparations  which  they  have  taken 
over  from  the  Liquor  Carnis  Company.  Along  with  these 
they  show  Bovril,  Stamnoids,  &c.  Tin-  Liebig's  Extract  of 
Meat  Company  (Limited)  have  an  artistic,  exhibit,  well 
supplied  with  advertising-specialities,  and  the  new  Yimbos 
also  has  a  place  in  the  hall. 

***** 

Food  and  Drink  are  in  the  exhibition  in  plenty;  but  we 
must  bring  these  notes  to  a  close  with  brief  reference  to  a 
few  of  the  more  notable  exhibits.  Mellin's  foods  and  Nestles 
are  the  most  prominent  in  that  class,  the  manufacturers  of 
the  former  also  showing  Mellin's  emulsion,  and  the  latter 
Nestle's  milk.  Diastased  farina  is  exhibited  by  Messrs.  E. 
Beanes  &  Co.  Several  varieties  of  milk  are  shown — thus,  Dr. 
Gaertner's  humanised  milk,  made  by  the  Friern  Manor  Dairy 
Farm  (Limited).  It  is  a  sterilised  milk  standardised  tc> 
mother's  milk  strength,  and  medical  reports  show  that 
infants  fed  upon  it  are  steadily  nourished  without  suffering- 
from  gastric  complaints.  In  meclicated-wines  the  principal 
representative  is  Hall's  coca-wine  and  the  Keystone  Liebig's 
extract  of  meat  and  malt  wine,  both  made  by  Messrs. 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co.  Rolland's  coca-liqueur  and  vina-coca 
are  shown  with  some  other  specialities  by  the  French 
Hygienic  Company. 

There  are  book-exhibits  and  the  like  which  add  to  the 
interest  of  the  show,  Greenlees'  and  other  Scotch  whiskies, 
lime-juice,  and  some  pictures :  so  that  the  visitor  has  little 
difficulty  in  passing  an  hour  away,  and  if  time  hangs  heavy 
on  his  hands  he  "may  go  and  write  prescriptions  with 
Williams's  type-writer,  'which  is  provided  with  such  signs  as 
in.,  d,  §j.j  and  ~. 
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Aerated  "Waters  are  chiefly  represented  by  the  pharma- 
ceutical companies — Idris  and  Camwal.  The  latter  company 
have  taken  the  whole  of  the  vestibule,  which  is  gay  with  the 
colours  of  many  electric  syphon-lamps,  art-drapery,  and 
furniture.  One  corner  of  the  vestibule  has  been  converted 
into  a  doctors'  club,  not  exactly  for  consultations,  but  for  quiet 
chats  over  a  cigar  and  Camwal  soda  or  a,  cup  of  afternoon  tea 
(underline  "afternoon  teaJl  said  the  little  bird  to  our  note- 
taker).  The  Idris  stand  has  one  side  devoted  to  the  bottled 
waters.  Seltzer  in  pint  bottles  struck  us  as  a  novelty,  and 
the  idea  of  attaching  a  pressure-gauge  to  a  syphon  (for 
exhibition-purposes)  is  good.  The  second  side  is  a  miniature 
laboratory-bench,  upon  which  the  purity  of  Idris  water  is 
demonstrated,  and  potato-cultures  of  Bacillus  prodigiosus 
show  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  the  Berkefeld  filter, 
for  all  the  water  used  by  Idris  (except  the  distilled),  as  well 
as  by  Camwal,  is  filtered  by  the  Berkefeld.  Which 
remark  reminds  us  that  Mr.  Heblcr,  the  managing  director 
of  the  Berkefeld  Filter  Company,  showed  us  the  aseptic 
irrigator  here  figured.    It  is  a  modification  of  Mr.  Edmund 


"White's  design,  the  cylinder  containing  a  hot-water  coil, 
which  heats  the  cold-water  supply  that  passes  through  it  to 
a  desired  temperature,  then  the  water  is  forced  through  the 
filter  h,  whereby  it  becomes  absolutely  sterile,  and  may  be 
Tised  f or-the  irrigation  of  cavities  .exposed  by  the  surgeon's 
knife.  There  is  also  an  exhibit  of  the  Chamberland-Pasteur 
filters  in  the  hall  by  Messrs.  Defries  &  Co.,  of  Houndsditch.

It  is  put  up  in  Id.,  3d.,  6d.,  and  Is.  perforated-top  tins,  and 
appears  to  be  an  effective  article,  as  it  certainly  will  be  a 
saleable  one,  judging  from  the  good  style  in  which  it  is 
put  up. 

"LLAMA"  SHAVING-SOAP. 

Amoxgst  the  preparations  made  by  the  Llama  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  Sunderland,  is  a  shaving-soap,  to  sell 
at  6d.  (in  cakes  or  sticks),  which  is  quite  remarkable  for  its 
non-irritating  properties,  while  it  gives  a  nice  creamy  lather 
which  lasts  as  long  as  the  slowest  shaver  could  desire  A 
little  of  the  soap  goes  a  long  way,  and  it  softens  the  beard 
distinctly.  It  is  one  of  several  good  preparations  which 
chemists  on  the  outlook  for  a  novelty  should  try. 

HAHNEMANN'S  CACHETS. 

Mr.  L.  Brager.  356  City  Road,  E.C.,  the  agent  for  Berg- 
mann's  soaps  and  perfumes,  which  we  noticed  favourably 
some  time  ago,  has  taken  up  the  agency  for  Hahnemann  Jc 
Krause's  cachets  and  rice-paper.  The  cachets  arc  made  to 
fit  the  best-known  kinds  of  closing-apparatus,  which  i<  an 
advantage,  but  apparatus  in  wood  and  nickel  may  be  obtained 
from  Mr.  Brager  at  moderate  rates.  The  cachets  are  nicely 
finished,  cheap,  and  free  from  musty  taste  and  smell. 

TANGLEFOOTING  THE  FLIES. 

The  Aeabastixe  Company  (British)  (Limited),  Church 
Street,  South  Lambeth,  S.W.,  bring  to  our  notice  a  new 
sticky  fly-paper  which  they  are  importing  from  America  and 
introducing  into  this  country.  It  is  called  the  "  Tanglefoot," 
and  is  manufactured  on  a  very  large  scale  by  the  0.  k  W. 
Thum  Company  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.  The  sticky 
substance  is  spread  on  very   still   Manila  paper,  and  is 


bordered  by  a  waxed  seal  which  absolutely  prevents  it  from 
oozing  when  the  paper  is  folded.  The  makers  also  guarantee 
it  never  to  pass  through  the  paper,  and  they  show  us  samples 
of  the  article  of  last  year's  manufacture,  which  give  no  sign 
of  absorption.  They  supply  for  use  with  the  paper  a  very  cheap 
cardboard  holder,  by  means  of  which  the  papers  can  be  kept 
in  any  position  with  great  neatness.  The  show-cards  and 
handbills  recommending  the  Tanglefoot  are  cleverly  designed 
and  well  executed,  and  the  wholesale  prices  of  the  papers 
leave  a  handsome  margin  of  profit. 

COX'S  TASTELESS  PILLS. 

IN  sending  us  their  July  price-list,  and  a  special  net  price- 
list  of  popular  pill  lines,  Messrs.  Arthur  H.  Cox  k  Co.,  of 
Brighton,  enclose  a  tube  of  little  liver  pills,  such  as  they 
pack  with  chemists'  own  names  upon  the  wrapper.  It  is  a 
good  sixpennyworth  (costing  28$.  per  gross),  and  we  have 
tested  the  pills  for  solubility  with  satisfactory  results,  as, 
even  in  cold  water,  the  coating  splits  in  a  short  time,  owing 
to  endosmosis,  and  the  mass  then  begins  to  go  into  solution. 
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This,  we  understand,  :s  how  all  Cox's  pills  behave.  As  to 
the  price-lists,  the  one  containing  formulae  is  the  most  com- 
pact we  have  seen,  considering  the  information  in  it,  and  it 
is  well  arranged.  Regarding  the  net  one.  well,  that  shows  that 
the  apprentice's  pill  occupation  is  gone,  for  pil.  aperiens  at  3d. 
per  gross  nicely  coated  puts  him  out  of  court ;  and  better  an 
accurate  machine  than  a  doubtful  apprentice. 

HOW  INSTANTANEOUS   PHOTOGRAPHY  BECAME 
POSSIBLE. 

"While  we  were  busy  reading  this  week's  proofs,  the 
P.D.  brought  to  us  a  striking  advertisement  of  the  Thorn- 
ton-Pickard  Manufacturing  Company,  showing  a  repro- 
duction of  a  photograph  of  a  bucket  of  water  thrown  in 
mid-air  by  a  woman.

These  perfumes 
are  worth  attention.     Messrs.  Moise  have 
just  introduced  a  neat  bottle  of  pocket 
smelling-salts.     The  bottles  are  flat  and 
suitable  for  the  waistcoat-pocket,  and  as 
the  salts  are  absolutely  dry  (an  important 
consideration)  they  will  be  appreciated.  We 
are  asked  to  state  that  the  company  (who 
again  have  had  to  extend  their  business  ac-

The  company  are  also  making  a 
series  of  new  sachets.  "  Sachet  exquis  parfum  concentre  des 
fleurs  naturelles  "  is  the  embossed  wording  within  an  embossed 
border  of  the  front  of  the  envelope.  The  perfume  is  rich  and 
lastinsr. 


THE    "  ALFORMANT." 

Except  a  name  strongly  reminding  of  the  Arab  physicians 
of  Spain  and  the  practice  of  alchemy,  there  is  no  old-world 
feature  whatever  about  the  ■•  Alformant."  It  is.  in  fact,  the 
newest  of  hygienic  disinfectiug-appliances,  and  consists  of 
a  small  lamp  for  burning  oil  or  spirit,  with  a  container  below, 
surmounted  by  a  chimney.  On  the  top  of  the  chimney  is 
a  brass  cup,  partly  lined  with  a  finely-meshed  brass  gauze, 
through  which  the  generated  heat  ascends.  In  this  first 
cup  a  second  one  hangs  loosely,  so  that  it  is  thoroughly 
heated  by  the  heated  air  as  it  arises.  The  object  of 
the  '•  Alformant "  is  to   disinfect   by  means  of  formalin- 


vapour,  and  to  this  end  a  formalin-tablet  is  placed  in 
the  inner  cup  and  the  lamp  lighted.  ••  Paraforni,"  as 
formalin  in  tablets  is  called,  is  a  stable  chemical  compound, 
whose  moderate  antiseptic  properties  are  enormously  in- 
creased by  the  conversion  of  the  solid  tablet  into  formalin- 
gas  through  the  action  of  the  heat  generated  by  the  lamp. 
The  gasified  paraforni  destroys  the  microbes  of  tuberculosis, 
typhus,  cholera,  diphtheria,  and  yellow  fever,  and  generally 
sterilises  the  air  in  rooms  in  a  remarkably  short  time. 
Formalin-gas  has  no  injurious  effect  upon  man  or  the  lower 
animals.  By  means  of  the  "  Alformant  "  (which  is  quite  a 
small  apparatus,  measuring  only  about  10  inches  high,  and 
retailing  at  12s.  6d.)  sick-rooms  may  be  completely  disinfected 
without  the  slightest  injury  to  furniture,  bedding,  pictures, 
or  metal  articles.  The  lamp  is  also  usefid  for  removing 
the  objectionable  odour  of  tobacco,  food,  &c,  from  living 
rooms,  or  for  sweetening  the  air  of  an  apartment.  In 
store-rooms  or  larders  formalin-gas  generated  by  the 
■•Alformant"  serves  to  keep  food  fresh  without  imparting  to 
it  any  objectionable  odour.  Forty  "  paraf orm  "  tablets  are 
supplied  with  each  lamp,  and  refills  may  be  obtained  at  a 
moderate  charge.  The  tablets  are  sold  either  in  the  pure 
form  or  variously  perfumed.    The  patentees  of  the  "  Al- 
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formant"  are  the  Formalin  Hygienic  Company  (Limited), 
of  9  and  10  St.  Mary-at-Hill,  E.C. 

CAMPHOCEDR A. 

This  is  the  name  of  a  new  moth-powder  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  H.  Weekes  &  Co.,  London.  It  appears  to  be  a  good 
compound,  and  is  quite  free  from  naphthalin,  to  which  many 
ladies  object.  It  is  put  up  in  boxes  with  perforated  lid, 
and  in  sachets  for  placing  in  drawers.  Judging  from  our 
examination  of  the  article  we  should  say  that  the  powder 
can  be  sprinkled  upon  clothes  without  fear  of  soiling  them. 

CITROIDS. 

This  is  the  latest  addition  to  summer  drinks.  The  citroid  is 
a  compressed  tablet  or  cartridge,  consisting  of  two  parts — 
one  alkali,  the  other  acid — there  being  combined  with  one  of 
the  parts  suitable  flavouring  or  saline  for  producing  effer- 
vescing lime-juice,  lemonade,  soda,  potash.  &c.  The  citroid 
may  be  dissolved  in  a  tumbler  of  water,  but  preferably 
in  a  screw-stoppered  soda-water  bottle  previously  fllled  with 
water.  They  are  made  in  two  sizes,  one  being  for  a  split 
bottle  and  the  other  for  a  full  bottle.  They  are  put  up  in 
boxes  containing  a  dozen,  and  we  may  fairly  judge  that 
during  the  warm  weather  there  will  be  a  good  demand  for 
them.  They  are  made  by  the  Aerated  Citroid  Syndicate 
(Limited),  10  Union  Court,  E.C. 

"  OTHNIEL  '*   MEDICATED  WINES. 

Messes.  H.  E.  Stevenson  &  Co..  130  Southwark  Street.  S.E.. 
have  for  some  years  now  been  giving  special  attention  to  the 
production  of  medicated  wines,  and  two  samples  which  they 
send  to  us  ("  cinchona  "  and  "  coca  and  quinine")  show  that 
they  studied  the  get-up  of  the  wines  as  well  as  their  galen- 
ical perfection.  The  bottles  which  they  use  are  of  amber- 
tinted  flint-glass,  the  labels  are  specially  designed  and 
harmonious  with  the  bottle  and  seal,  and  each  bottle  is  en- 
closed in  a  strong  carton.  The  wines  arc  excellent,  and  are, 
we  believe,  made  direct  from  the  medicinal  extracts,  so  that 
the  bouquet  of  the  wine  is  not  altered.  The  cinchona  wine 
is  a  port,  and  the  coca,  and  quinine  is  a  sherry — both  arc 
perfectly  bright  and  well  medicated.  The  firm  inform  us  that 
they  can  supply  medicated  wine-makers  witli  miscible  ex- 
tracts for  making  all  kinds  of  medicated  wines. 

LITMUS-PAPER. 

Why  lias  no  one  ever  thought  before  of  putting  up  red 
and  blue  litmus  paper  in  rolls,  as  Mr.  E.  Dieterich,  of 
Helfenberg,  has  recently  done?  The  convenience  is  great, 
the  piper  is  excellent  (Mr.  Dieterich's  chemists  have  made 
a  special  study  of  litmus  with  a  view  to  producing  the  most 
sensitive  papers),  and  as  the  roll  is  enclosed  in  a  tin  box 
with  slit  at  side,  and  is  perforated  every  2  inches  or  so,  one 
can  pull  out  just  as  much  as  is  wanted.    Our  samples  of  the

Since  the  introduction  of  nitroglycerine  and  amyl  nitrite 
into  therapeutics,  with  the  consequent  years  of  comparative 
comfort  which  they  have  given  to  those  afflicted  with  angina 
pectoris,  no  remedy  has  come  to  rival  them  equal  to  erythrol 
tetranitrate.    It  is  now  more  than  a  year  since  we  printed 


an  abstract  of  the  paper  in  which  the  properties  of  this  Den- 
remedy  as  a  vaso-dilator  were  described,  and  since  then  it 
has  been  growing  steadily,  if  slowly,  in  favour.  We  recently

One-grain  tabloids  are  alto  I 
made.

No  American  face-powders  have  become  so  popular  in  this  I 
country  as  those  of  Mr.  Henry  Tetlow,  of  Phila'ielphia, 
which  were  introduced  here  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Quelch,  4  Lndgate 
Square,  E.C,  about  ten  years  ago.    Mr.  Tetlow  'means  to 
make  the  powders  go  even  better,  and  as  an  earnest  of  that 
has  sent  a  real  live  American  "drummer,"  Mr.  John  Y  , 
Taylor,  to  assist  Mr.  Quelch  by  calling  upon  every  chemi-:  1 
in  the  country.

nated  with  campholine  than  the  ammoniated  variety.  fne 
odour  is  so  pleasant  that  the  cream  may  be  used  freely  in 
the  house  as  well  as  for  disinfecting  stables  and  the  like  I 

VACUUM  GLASS  JARS. 
None  know  so  well  as  pharmacists  that  the  cause  of  the 
deterioration  of  many  articles  kept  in  bottles  is  the  air 
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the  space  between  the  surface  of  the  substance  and 
cover.  Not  that  air  itself  is  deleterious,  but  the  raicro- 
anisms  in  it  set  up  fermentation.  To  meet  this  objection 
v  ious  devices  have  been  introduced,  but  none,  we  venture 
tlsay,  so  simple  as  the  glass  jars  manufactured  by  the 
rmetically-sealed  Jar  [Syndicate  (Limited),  Houghton 
Sleet  Glassworks,  Warrington.  The  jars  are  made  in 
v  ious  shapes,  but  to  us  the  "  essential  particular  "  is  the 
ii  k  and  cover,  which  ore  here  shown  in  section  : —

Ira  groove  round  the  neck  of  the  jar  or  bottle  an  india- 
rmer  band  is  inserted;  a  glass  lid  is  placed  over  this. 
Nf  if  the  bottle,  with  its  contents,  is  heated  until  all  the 
aifs  expelled,  on  cooling  the  lid  is  7:>ressed  down  owing  to 
thwacuum  inside,  and  remains  there  tightly  fixed,  so  that 
it  linnot  be  removed  at  all  easily.  The  same  thing  results 
bjblacing  the  bottle  in  an  exhaust  chamber,  if  the  article 
be  led  may  not  be  heated.  All  this  lias  been  clone  before 
metal  tops,  and  to  open  such  jars  a  hole  had  to  be

pie  ed  in  the  top ;  but  it  is  here  that  the  new  jar  scores, 
as  ere  is  a  tiny  hole  in  the  rim  of  the  lid  which  allow  s  one 
to  fee  down  a  bit  of  the  indiarubber  band  (as  shown  above), 
audio  admit  air.  The  jars  can,  therefore,  be  used  again. 
fh<  are  suitable  for  many  pharmaceutical  purposes, 
esp  ially  for  exporting  extracts  and  any  other  preparations 
wh  i  are  liable  to  become  mouldy  on  the  surface. 

"PRIVATE  BRANDS." 

■fttp  are  books  on  the  art  of  soapmaking,  but  in  none  of 
thejeanone  find  all  about  everything  that  the  soapmaker 
^l-certainly  nothing  about  how  to  give  the  last  touches 


which  please  the  public.  This  remark  is  suggested  by  a  recent 
inspection  of  a  selection  of  the  manufactures  of  Messrs.  H. 
Bronnley  &  Co.  (Limited),  Danbury  Street,  Islington.  N..  who, 
by  the  way,  have  recently  acquired  another  soap-factory  in 
Ockenden  Road  (Lucas  &  Co.'s),  which  they  will  carry  on 
under  their  own  name.  Messrs.  Bronnley's  speciality  is  the 
production  of  soap  and  toilet  articles  for  other  firms — e.g., 
wholesale  and  retail  druggists,  perfumers,  and  hairdressers — 
keeping  their  own  name  entirely  out  of  it,  and  placing  the 
names  of  the  retailers  up  m  the  articles.  The  b3st-known 
firms  in  the  country  seem  to  employ  Messrs.  Bronnley  in  this 
way.  and  their  trust  is  well  placed,  for  anything  more 
elegant  than  their  manufactures  we  have  rarely  seen.  We 
may  mention  a  few  examples  : — (1)  An  Alpine- violet  soap, 
each  wrapped  in  dark-violet  leatherette  paper  and  outer  box 
to  match,  lettering  in  gold  ;  (2)  a  polished  ivory  box  (really 
enamelled  paper)  for  a  soap  like  ivory ;  (3)  pale-violet 
leatherette  box  with  silver  lettering  for  a  violet  soap. 
Everything  about  the  soaps  is  exquisite,  and  the  soaps  them- 
selves pure  superfatted.  Shaving-soaps  in  celluloid  boxes 
or  tin  boxes  with  celluloid  linings ;  tooth-soaps  of  various 
kinds  (own  recipe  if  desired),  and  put  up  well :  tooth- 
pastes and  face-powders  they  also  produce.  The  face- 
powders  are  put  up  with  even  greater  attention  to  elegance. 
We  may  note  a  single  example,  a  leather  case  containing 
three  tints  of  powder,  each  powder  being  enclosed  in  a. 
leather  box — this  is  one  of  the  quietest  yet  richest  lots  we 
have  seen.  We  should  explain  that  Messrs.  Bronnley  do  not 
confine  their  attention  solely  to  the  Bond  Street  kind  of 
trade;  high  quality  with  them  is  the  rule  throughout,  and 
they  cater  for  all  classes  of  trade. 

WARNER'S  SPECIALITIES. 

Messes.  W.  R.  Waexee  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  send  to  us 
through  their  agents,  Messrs.  F.  Newbery  &  Son,  King  Edward 
Street,  E.C.,  samples  of  some  products  which  they  have 
recently  added  to  their  stock ;  and  perhaps  the  most  noticeable 
of  these  are  several  compounds  in  which  sumbul  is  the  active 
ingredient.  This  drug  has  never  obtained  the  place  that  it 
deserves  in  Western  therapeutics,  although  a  few  intelligent 
practitioners  have  obtained  splendid  results  from  it  in  the 
treatment  of  certain  nervous  troubles  in  women.  Messrs. 
Warner  are  now  producing  several  good  compounds,  one  of 
the  best  of  them  being  called  "  Tono  Sumbul  Cordial,"  in 
which  the  properties  of  sumbul  are  combined  with  cinchona 
and  phosphoric  acid.  It  makes  a  pleasant  draught,  and  we 
should  imagine  that  the  cordial  will  be  exceedingly  valuable 
as  a  tonic  to  women  who  cannot  take  quinine  and  similar 
stronger  tonics,  yet  who  require  a  heart  stimulant  and 
nervine  tonic.  Another  combination  suggested  by  Dr. 
(xoodell  contains  sulphate  of  iron,  arsenious  acid,  asafeetida, 
and  extract  of  sumbul.  Amongst  the  pills  which  the  firm 
have  recently  introduced  is  one  composed  of  sodium  sul- 
phite 2  gr.,  salicylic  acid  2  gr.,  and  ext.  nuc.  vom.  J  gr.  This 
pill  is  especially  intended  for  the  treatment  of  acidity  which 
does  not  actually  arise  from  an  impaired  condition  of  the 
stomach,  but  from  injudicious  eating  and  drinking.  It  is  in 
the  pill  department  that  Messrs  Warner  have  made  their 
reputation,  and  we  have  before  us  a  few  other  samples  of 
their  produce,  notably  several  chalybeate  pills  in  which  an 
unoxidiscd  ferrous  carbonate  or  Bland  mass  is  the  basis.  One 
of  these  pil.  chalybeate  comp.  containing  ext.  nucis  vom. 
gr.  J  along  with  the  iron  mass,  is  a  haomatinic  pill  of 
great  value.  They  are,  of  course,  sugar-coated,  with  a  ph.k 
exterior.  Another  liquid  preparation  which  we  can  commend 
is  cascara  elixir.  It  appears  to  be  made  with  an  extract 
which  has  not  been  treated  with  alkali  (therefore  is  of  un- 
impaired aperient  power),  and  is  both  pleasant  to  take  and 
effective  in  action.

in  the  same  spirit  as  the  Glasgow  City  Council  of  the  present 
day  acquires  tramways,  waterworks,  washing-houses,  gas- 
supply,  &c,  for  the  "  common  good,"  a  phrase  which  is  historic, 
and  still  in  actual  use. 

Its  Growth. 

At  the  time  of  the  Reformation  (1560)  Glasgow  was  a  com- 
paratively small  place,  not  more  than  4,500  souls  living  in  the 
houses  which  clustered  round  the  Cathedral.  When  the  first 
Government  census  was  taken  in  1801  the  population  was 
83,769,  or  double  what  it  was  twenty  years  earlier,  and  twenty 

years  later  it  had  again  almost 
doubled,  the  census  of  1821 
showing  the  city  to  contain 
147,043  inhabitants,  or  about 
a  fourteenth  of  the  total  popu- 
lation of  Scotland.  At  the 
1891  census  Greater  Glasgow 
contained  792.728  inhabitants, 
oi'  a  fifth  of  Scotland's  total, 
while  exclusive  of  the  land- 
ward and  suburban  popula- 
tion the  figure  was  565,714, 
the  next  largest  city  to  it 
being  Liverpool,  with  517  951 
inhabitants.  Calcutta,  with 
its  population  of  840,130,  and 
Bombay  with  766.000,  are 
the  only  cities  in  the  British 
Empire  which  stand  be- 
tween London  and  Glasgow 
Another  statistical  matter  in 
which  Glasgow  can  give  most 
other  British  towns  points  is 
rainfall,  the  annual  average 
being  44  inches.  This  is  in- 
teresting, in  view  of  the  Conference  meeting  Jthere  ten  days 
hence  ;  but  the  city  was  visited  by  a  record  Vain  last  month, 
which  we  have  been  assured  was  to  keep  things  nice  and  dry 
for  Conference-week.  Anyway,  the  rain-switch  may  then  be 
turned  full  on  to  Greenock  near  by,  which  is  such  a  damp 
place  that  it  will  not  be  inconvenienced  by  having  to  dispose 
of  the  Glasgow  share  of  the  blessings  of  Jupiter  Pluvius,  who, 
according  to  tradition,  was  born  in  that  neighbourhood. 

The  Waters  of  Glasgow. 
These  references  to  rain  are  happier  than  may  at  first 
sight  appear,  because  Glasgow  is  eminently  a  place  which 
is  famous  for  its  water  feats.  The  purest  municipal  water- 
supply  of  this  country  is  that  of  Glasgow.  It  comes  from 
Loch  Katrine,  and  is  not  only  remarkably  free  from  organic 
impurity,  but  contains  so  little  solids  that  there  is  no  town 
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in  the  Kingdom  in  which  pharmacists  can  so  conscientiously 
use  Aqua  font  ana  for  Aqua  destillata.  It  has  also  bene- 
fited the  drug-trade  of  the  city  in  another  way — viz.,  by 
creating  an  abnormal  demand  for  lime-water,  tradition 
having  put  it  into  the  heads  of  mothers  that  the  Loch 
Katrine  water  is  responsible  for  bandy-legged  children.  For 
the  same  reason  Glasgow  holds  the  record  for  consumption 
of  Parrish's  syrup.  Other  theories,  it  should  be  noted, 
account  for  the  bandy  legs,  one  being  that  the  peculiar 
fashion  in  which  many  working-class  mothers  carry  their 
children — viz.,  astride  their  right  or  left  side — is  the  real 
cause  of  it ;  and  a  second  (which  Mr.  Alexander  Kinninmont 
used  to  put  forth  with  great  force)  is  the  abandonment  of 
oatmeal-porridge.  Mr.  Kinninmont's  theory  was  not  far 
wrong,  for  oats  are  the  most  fatty  of  our  cereals,  and  within 
the  past  few  years  it  has  been  proved  that  deficiency  of  fat 
in  dietary,  and  not  deficiency  of  lime,  is  the  cause  of  rickets. 
We  have  felt  it  necessary  to  give  these  particulars  so  that  Con- 
ference members  from  a  distance  should  not  air  any  opinions 
they  may  have  about  the  matter  in  open  meeting,  or  discuss 
the  subject  in  the  Grand  Hotel  smoke-room,  because  Glasgow 
chemists  are  so  sick  of  it  that  when  much  bored  they  have 
been  known  to  turn  the  refrain  of  the  well-known  ballad 
into  : — ■ 

Waiter,  waiter,  are  ye  there  '? 
We've  not  a  drop  to  drink. 

It  may  with  a  certain  degree  of  truth  be  said  that  Glasgow 
has  made  herself  by  her  waterway.  The  Clyde  naturally  is  a 
perfectly  trivial  river,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  seventeenth 
century  it  was  chiefly  used  for  catching  salmon  and  herrings, 
which  in  the  pickled  state  formed  an  important  part  of  the 
export  trade  of  the  city.  This  is  a  fact  within  the  memory 
of  the  oldest  inhabitant,  but  many  Glasgow  people  doubt  it 
when  they  watch  the  flow  of  their  noble  river. 

Glasgow  as  a  Poet. 
In  1688  the  Broomielaw  Quay  was  built  at  a  cost  of  1,700/., 
the  town  being  compelled  to  this  by  the  stubbornness  of  the 
Dumbarton  folk,  who  would  not  allow  them  to  make  a 
harbour  there,  lest  the  influx  of  mariners  should  raise  the 
price  of  provisions.  This  also  is  a  fact.  Once  Glasgow  felt 
that  it  was  possible  to  bring  the  ships  into  the  heart  of  the 
town,  it  did  not  stop  until  it  had  modified  the  Clyde  to  suit 
the  purposes  of  its  growing  export  trade.  The  foreshores 
were  banked,  and  the  bed  of  the  river  dredged  persistently, 
and  now  from  the  Broomielaw  down  on  each  side  of  the 
river  there  are  2\  miles  of  quay,  besides  docks.  At  Govan, 
where  in  the  memory  of  living  man  the  river  was  crossed  on 
stepping-stones,  the  largest  ships  in  the  world  are  now 
launched — it  is  there  that  the  famed  Fairfield  shipbuilding- 
yard  is.  The  improvement  has  been  rapid  and  thorough. 
Glasgow  cannot,  like  Bristol,  look  back  upon  four  or  five 
centuries  of  marine  enterprise.  In  1718  the  first  vessel  that 
belonged  to  the  city  sailed  from  the  Clyde,  Greenock  became 
the  harbour  town,  later  Port  Glasgow,  and  as  time  crept  on 
harbours  crept  up  the  river  until  Glasgow  took  first  rank  as  a 
shipping-port.  To  this  day  it  retains  the  grip  of  West 
Indian  trade  founded  in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  the 
Virginian  trade  of  that  time  is  recalled  by  many  local  relics, 
as  well  as  by  the  fact  that  Glasgow  tobaccos  are  famous  the 
world  over — curiously,  however,  we  were  once  asked  to  give 
the  formula  for  "Smith's  Glasgow  Mixture,"  which  a 
Sassenach  dispenser  took  to  be  a  kind  of  medicine.  In 
shipping  Glasgow's  only  rival  is  Liverpool,  but  the  city  of 
St.  Mungo  has  no  rival  in  shipbuilding,  as  no  town  in  the 
world  can  produce  such  a  variety  of  craft,  the  5-ton  racing 
yacht  and  12.000-ton  ironclad  or  a  Campania  coming  from 
her  stocks  with  equal  facility,  and  every  bit  of  them  being 


of  local  manufacture.  Glasgow  is  also  noted  for  its  "  doon 
the  watter,"  a  variety  which  is  unique,  and  of  which  Conferees 
will  get  ample  demonstration. 

ENTERPRISE. 

Few  cities  of  the  world  with  traditions  which  run  into 
decades  of  centuries  are  so  go-ahead  as  Glasgow.  A  noted 
American  who  came  to  Europe  a  few  years  since  to  pet 
points  for  the  municipal  guidance  of  the  new  world  could 
not  make  up  his  mind  whether  Birmingham  or  Buda  Pesth 
or  Glasgow  was  the  best  model  town.  Ultimately  he  decided 
upon  Glasgow,  chiefly  because  it  has  been  most  expert  in 
getting  rid  of  the  old,  once  it  has  made  up  its  mind  to.  and 
most  energetic  in  making  the  new  a  success.  The  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  met  there  twenty-one  years  ago, 
and  any  who  attended  that  meeting,  and  are  able  to  go 
again  on  August  9,  will  find  a  new  city  to  explore.  Street- 
have  been  rebuilt  and  straightened  out,  there  are  new  bridges 
across  the  Clyde  and  old  ones  have  been  widened,  and 
houses  have  extended  to  where  were  farmyards  twenty  years 
ago.  Manufactures  have  increased,  but  the  town  seems 
cleaner,  and  the  air  clearer  than  before.  Much  of  all  this  il 
due  to  a  thoroughly  democratic 

System  op  Municipal  Goyerxmest. 
In  her  civic  affairs  Glasgow  knows  no  politics,  and  the 
citizens  do  not  trouble  themselves  whether  their  Lord  Provost 
is  a  Tory  or  a  Radical,  so  long  as  he  is  a  good  ruler  and  an 
honest  man.  He  has  to  preside  over  a  small  parliament, 
or  town  council,  which  meets  in  the  magnificent 
chamber  in  the  new  Municipal  Building  in  George  Square— 
a  wonderful  structure  which  recalls  the  palmy  days  of 
the  Florentines  from  the  gorgeousness  of  its  interior. 
Glasgow  is  especially  proud  of  the  staircase  in  the  building, 
and  of  the  banqueting-hall,  the  decorations  of  which  have 
only  recently  been  finished.  The  building  is  not  used  as  a 
residence,  but  solely  as  offices  for  various  departments  of  Utt 
town's  service,  and  for  civic  and  public  meetings,  &c.  This  i> 
the  centre  of  that  democratic  spirit  which  has  given  Glasgow 
so  many  civic  blessings.  There  are  no  politics  in  the 
spirit,  no  particular  manifestation  on  the  part  of  the  working 
classes  that  they  are  the  power  in  the  land,  nor  on  the  part 
of  the  moneyed  classes  that  they  are  contributing  to  the 
elevation  and  improvement  of  the  masses.  It  is  simply  the 
rule  there  that  big  things  which  are  intended  for  the  use  of 
the  people  must  be  managed  by  the  people's  representatives. 
There  is  a  good  example  of  that  in  the  new  art  galleries 
which  are  in  the  course  of  erection,  and  will  be  ready  for 
opening  in  1901,  when  a  Glasgow  exhibition  will  inaugurate 
the  twentieth  century.  The  nucleus  of  the  funds  for  the 
galleries  came  from  the  last  exhibition  held  in  Glasgow,  from 
which  a  profit  of  about  50,000/.  was  obtained.  This  was  put 
into  trust,  and  efforts  made  to  bring  the  sum  op  to 
100.000/.  by  subscription.  Sir  James  Muir,  then  Lord  Provost, 
promised  that  he  would  add  25.000/.  to  the  sum  as  soon 
as  it  touched  the  100,000/.,  and  in  the  fulness  of 
time  the  municipality  took  over  the  whole  thing  to 
the  infinite  satisfaction  of  the  citizens,  and  ere  long  Glasgow 
will  have  art  galleries  worthy  of  the  city,  and  worthy 
of  the  Glasgow  school  of  artists — the  most  individualistic 
British  school,  as  well  as  the  most  daring  and  productive, 
that  we  have  at  present.  The  movement  for  a  new  art 
gallery  is  significant  of  much,  for  already  in  the 

Corporation  Art  Galleries, 
Sauchiehall  Street,  the  city  has  a  building  and  a  collection 
which  any  city  might  be  proud  of.    The  fact  is  that  the 
artistic  sense  is  strong  in  Glasgow,  and  in  the  cultivation  of 
it  the  city  owes  much  to  its  public  men.    The  Corporati'.n 
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The  Municipal  Building. 


Art  Galleries  are  the  home  of  many  collections  of  paintings 
gifted  to  the  city,  notably  those  of  Mr.  Archibald  McLellan, 
.who  practically  founded  the  institution  ;  Mr.  William  Ewing, 
(Who  presented  thirty-six  pictures,  subsequently  supplemented 
by  a  bequest  of  his  whole  collection ;  and,  in  1877,  Mrs. 
Graham  Gilbert,  the  widow  of  the  eminent  Royal  'Scottish 
Academician,  bequeathed  the  rich  and  valuable  collection 
formed  by  her  husband ;  while  last  year  the  Reid  collection, 
valued  at  23,000?.,  was  presented  to  the  city.  Besides  the 
pictures  there  are  splendid  collections  of  statuary,  medallions 
Pottery,  metalwork,  &c,  in  the  Galleries,  so  that  there  will 
oe  no  lack  of  pleasure  for  the  eye  on  the  evening  0f  the 
reception. 

Chaeity 

is  as  powerful  an  influence  in  Glasgow  as  Art ;  and  in  that 
connection  the  almost  rural   enthusiasm  of  the  second 


city  of  the  Empire  for  any  progressive  movement  has 
recently  been  shown  in  the  proposal  to  reconstruct  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  which  is  now  antiquated,  one  portion  of  it 
dating  back  to  1792,  another  to  1832,  and  a  third  to  1861. 
As  soon  as  the  proposal  was  made  to  reconstruct  it,  and  a 
request  made  for  100,000Z.  to  do  the  work,  public  spirit  was 
aroused,  and  the  Glasgow  Herald  (that  most  thorough  of 
provincial  newspapers)  sent  out  commissioners  to  inves- 
tigate hospital  construction.  Now  the  result  is  that  the 
average  Glasgow  citizen  can  talk  to  one  about  that 
subject  as  if  it  were  his  speciality,  and  'ideas  about  the 
Royal  Infirmary  are  growing  so  well  that  the  reconstruction 
scheme  may  ultimately  be  handed  over  to  the)  municipality 
to  carry  out.  There  are  disadvantages  to  this  municipalisa- 
tion  of  objects  for  the  common  good,  and  Glasgow  feels 
them— chiefly  the  over-burden  of  work  upon  the  Councillors. 
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Education. 

As  we  do  not  intend  this  article  to  be  anything  in  the 
nature  of  a  guide-book — which,  indeed,  is  unnecessary,  be- 
cause every  member  who  attends  the  Conference  is,  we 
understand,  to  be  presented  with  the  excellent  manual  pre- 
pared under  the  authority  of  the  city — we  prefer  to  deal 
with  typical  instances  of  Glaswegian  enterprise  and  spirit 
rather  than  topographical  facts ;  and  before  now  we  ought 
to  have  referred  to  the  position  of  the  city  in  regard  to 
education.  It  is  magnificently  provided  with  schools,  both 
elementary  and  secondary,  as  long  anterior  to  School  Board 
days — -viz.,  in  1640 — George  and  James  Hutcheson  left  all 
they  had  for  charitable  and  educational  purposes,  and  as 
their  "  mortification  "  happened  to  consist  chiefly  of  land  in 
the  centre  of  the  city,  while  it  grew  in  value  the  educa- 


the  old  College — the  site  of  which  is  now  occupied  by 
College  Street  Station — theology,  arts,  law,  medicine,  and 
science  were  taught  up  to  thirty  years  ago,  when  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Gilmorehill  palace  was  laid.  Sir  G.  Gilbert  Scott 
designed  the  building,  upon  which  nearly  a  million  has  been 
expended  one  way  or  another.  We  shall  not  attempt  to 
describe  this  magnificent  structure,  or  the  internal  arrange- 
ments, which  are  amongst  the  finest  in  the  world — a  remark 
especially  true  of  the  physical  laboratories  where  Lord 
Kelvin  works.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  four  Univer- 
sities of  Scotland  have  now  been  federated  to  the  extent 
that  the  conditions  of  entrance  and  of  graduation  in  all  of 
them  are  the  same,  and  any  change  upon  the  standards  must 
be  sanctioned  by  a  central  authority.  But  each  University 
retains  its  independence  of  election  of  professors,  &c,  and 
its  own  peculiar  customs.     Under   these  conditions  the

tional  facilities  provided  in  Hutcheson  Town  School  have  , 
increased,  so  that  secondary  education  has  always  been  ' 
abundant  and    cheap    in    Glasgow.     Higher    education,  ; 
especially  in   science,   is  also  liberally  provided.  The 
University  which  stands  on  Gilmorehill  is  a  monument 
of  four  centuries'  promotion  of  higher  education,  which  was 
started  in  1452,  when  Bishop  Turnbull  founded  the  College  ] 
of  Glasgow.    Pope  Nicholas  V.,  at  the  request  of  James  II.  I 
(of  Scotland)  constituted  the  College  a  University — "  Studium  j 
generale,  tarn  in  theologia,  et  in  jure  canonum  et  civili,  quam 
in  artibus  et  in  quacunque  licita  facultate  "—and  while  the 
Church  of  Eome  held  sway  the  University  flourished.  The 
Reformation  brought  disaster,  but  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  came 
to  the  rescue,  and|one  way  or  another  endowments  fell  to  it,  ! 
so  that  when  Mary's  son,  James  VI.  (first  of  England),  gave 
the  University  a  new  charter  its  work  was  in  full  swing.  In 


Glasgow  University  has  within  recent  years  greatly  developed 
the  engineering  department  of  science,  especially  that 
branch  of  engineering  related  to  naval  construction.  We 
may  remark  here  that  teaching  of  engineering  in  classes 
originated  in  Glasgow  in  1823,  in  the  Andersonian  Insti- 
tution. In  regard  to  customs,  the  ancient  division  of 
the  students  into  "  nations "  still  obtains.  The  "  nations 
are  Clydesdale,  Teviotdale,  Albany,  and  Rothesay,  and 
it  is  the? e  "  nations "  which  choose  the  Rector— an 
official  whose  duties  are  entirely  honorary,  and  consist 
in  delivering  a  Rectorial  address  during  the  year  01 
office.  The  Right  Hon.  Joseph  Chamberlain  is  Rector 
of  Glasgow  Univerity  at  present.  The  University 
students  wear  red  gowns  and  College  caps.  The  Glasgow 
School  of  Medicine  is  not  much  inferior  to  that  of  the 
Edinburgh  University,  and  Glasgow  was  before  all  other 
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teaching  Universities  in  the  Kingdom  in  admitting  women  to 
medical  degrees.  Queen  Margaret's  College,  one  of  the  most 
important  women's  educational  settlements  in  this  country,  is 
now  affiliated  to  the  University,  and  those  who  are  interested 
in  women's  welfare  should  not  omit  a  visit  to  the  College 
when  they  do  the  Gilmorehill  palace.  Many  notable 
men  have  been  connected  with  the  University,  but  space 
does  not  permit  us  to  enter  fully  into  this  matter.  Still, 
it  is  impossible  to  pass  over  the  facts  that  Dr.  Joseph  Black, 
the  famous  chemist,  succeeded  the  equally  famous  physician, 
Dr.  William  Cullen,  in  the  chemistry  chair  140  years  ago, 
and  several  world-known  chemists  have  occupied  the  same 
chair  since.  Sir  \V.  J.  Hooker  was  professor  of  botany  in 
the  University  before  he  was  called  to  begin  his  magnificent 
work  at  Kew.  There  also  Lord  Lister  laboured  as  professor 
of  surgery  for  a  time,  and  Lord  Kelvin  still  occupies  the 
chair  of  natural  philosophy,  while  one  of  the  most  learned 
divines  of  the  present  day,  and  one  of  the  most  eloquent  of 
men,  Dr.  John  Caird,  is  Principal  of  the  University. 

Glasgow  and  London. 
It  is  curious  to  note  how  Glasgow  has  served  as  a  scient  ific 
feeder  to  London  during  the  present  century ;  indeed,  it  may 
with  truth  be  said  that  Glasgow  is  the  cradle  of  English 


tories  at  Somerset  House,|was  once  professor|of  chemistry.in 
the  College ;  and  Professor  J.  M.  Thomson,  the  seniorJSecretary 
of  the  Chemical  Society,  though  not  an  Andersonian,  is  a 
Glasgow  University  man,  and  the  son  of  a  late  professor  in  the 
Medical  Faculty.  To  chemists,  therefore,  Glasgow  has 
peculiar  interests,  and,  as  we  shall  yet  see,  its  associations 
with  chemical  industry  are  of  the  oldest  and  most  interesting 
in  British  annals. 

The  Industries 
of  Glasgow  have  shown  remarkable  progress  during  the 
present  century.  The  textile  industry  at  one  time  was  para- 
mount in  the  city,  cotton,  silk,  and  wool  being  the  staples ;  and 
the  industry  still  flourishes,  but  has  become  secondary  to  the 
source  of  present  wealth,  the  shipbuilding-trade,  with  'all  the 
big  and  little  industries  attached  to  it.  Glasgow  is  the 
centre  of  a  rich  mineral  district,  which  has  largely  contri- 
buted to  the  city's  development,  but  much  ore  is  imported  for 
the  manufacture  of  steel  and  copper,  the  former  being  treated 
by  the  Siemens  process.  Besides  shipbuilding  there  is£a 
host  of  engineering  workshops  in  the  district,  including  the 
manufacture  of  locomotives  and  steam-engines.  In  this  con- 
nection we  may  call  attention  to  James  Watt's  original 
steam-engine,  which  stands  in  Kelvingrove  (West  End  Park),

chemistry,  and  Anderson's  College  the  home  in  which  the 
cradle  was  rocked.  That  College  was  founded  in  1796 
through  a  legacy  by  a  Mr.  John  Anderson.  Not  only  is  it 
the  oldest  technical  college  in  the  Kingdom,  but  the  first 
British  chair  of  pharmacy  was  founded  in  it.  There  Dr- 
Thomas  Garnett  was  professor  of  chemistry  and  experimental 
philosophy  until  the  Eoyal  Institution  brought  him  to 
London  in  1800,  and  made  Humphry  Davy  his  assistant. 
Next  came  to  London  from  Anderson's  College  Dr.  George 
Birkbeck,  whose  memory  is  perpetuated  to  us  in  the  Birkbeck 
Laboratory  at  University  College,  and  the  Birkbeck  Institute 
in  Chancery  Lane,  which  is  modelled  on  the  Anderson's 
College  plan.  Following  him  was  Dr.  Thomas  Graham,  who 
also  came  to  University  College,  establishing  practical 
instruction  in  chemistry,  such  as  he  had  given  in  Glasgow ; 
and,  as  is  well  known,  he  was  the  first  President  of  the 
Chemical  Society.  His  old  colleague,  Dr.  Andrew  Ure,  the 
writer  of  the  "  Dictionary  of  Chemistry,"  still  perpetuated  in 
"  Watts's,"  left  Anderson's  College  to  give  Londoners  the 
benefit  of  his  erudition,  and  to  help  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  with  lectures  when  it  came  to  be  founded  in  1841. 
Nor  has  this  kind  of  chemical  apostolic  succession  ceased, 
for  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  the  chief  of  the  Government  labora-

and  which  may  be  taken  in  when  the  Botanic  Gardens  (not 
exceptionally  fine)  are  visited.    To  pharmacists  the 

Chemical  Industeies 
of  the  district  are  of  special  note,  because  pharmacy  is  con- 
nected in  various  ways  with  them.  Thus  as  far  back  as 
1667  chemical  manufactures  began  with  the  making  of  soap, 
and  the  alkali  used  by  Scotch  soap-makers  was  made  from 
kelp  and  sea-water.  There  was  much  iodine  in  the  kelp 
waste,  and  Dr  Andrew  Ure  in  1814  set  to  work  and  devised  a 
process  for  isolating  the  iodine  from  the  waste  ;  hence  there 
sprang  up,  quite  early  in  the  century,  an  industry  of  the 
highest  importance  to  medicine — viz.,  the  manufacture  of 
iodine  and  iodides.  Until  the  South  American  nitrate 
companies  began  to  export  iodine  the  Glasgow  manufacturers 
of  iodine  supplied  nearly  all  of  it  needed  by  the  world.  With 
this  industry  an  ex-President  of  the  Conference,  Mr.  E.  C.  C. 
Stanford,  has  been  connected  for  nearly  forty  years,  he 
having  gone  to  the  North  British  Chemical  Company  to 
introduce  a  much  more  economical  process  than  Ure's  for 
the  production  of  iodine.  This  industry,  although  ranked  as 
a  minor  one,  is  still  carried  on  in  the  West  of 
Scotland,  and  that  it  is  not  languishing  has  lately  been 
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proved  by  the  advent  of  a  new  company — the  Scottish  Acid 
and  Alkali  Company  (Limited),  whose  office  is  in 
Glasgow  and  factory  on  the  Ayrshire  coast.    Amongst  other

years,  for  the  production  of  alkali  (soda)  has  been  carried|on 
there  on  a  manufacturing  scale  since  1798,  while  the  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid  goes  back  some  years  earlier,  there 
having  been  at  least  six  vitriol-works  in  the  town  in  1797.

important  minor  chemical  industries  are  the  manufacture  of 
chromates  and  chromium  by  Stevenson,  Carlile  &  Co.,  and 
J.  &  J.  White  (of  which  Lord  Overtoun  is  the  head),  and 
others ;  of  acetates,  oxalic  acid,  Epsom  salts,  and  the  like,  by 
the  Garroways  (whose  works  are  a  perfect  model  of  what 
chemical-works  should  be)  ;  of  painters'  chemicals  and 
pigments  by  several  firms,  and  lead  compounds  by  others.  In 
connection  with  the  last-mentioned,  the  fact  may  be  recalled 
that  Mr.  Charles  Macintosh,  the  inventor  of  the  well-known 
waterproof  cloth,  was  a  sugar-of-lead  manufacturer  in 
Glasgow  in  the  last  decades  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Mr. 
Macintosh  also  manufactured  vinegar  and  acetic  acid,  an 
industry  in  which,  however,  he  had  a  formidable  rival  in  the 
Turnbulls,  whose  acetic  acid  is  known  to  this  day.  But  all 
these  manufactures  are  as  nothing  compared  to  the  alkali- 
industry  of  Glasgow.    This  dates   back  about  a  hundred 


The  sulphuric-acid  industry  was  introduced  from  Preston- 
pans,  near  Edinburgh,  where  vitriol  was  first  made  in  1749 
by  Dr.  Roebuck,  of  Birmingham,  the  first  man  to  use 
lead  apparatus  in  the  process,  and  it  was  his 
method  which  was  adopted  in  Glasgow.  The  first  great 
impetus  to  soda-manufacture  in  Glasgow  was  given  when 
Mr.  Charles  Tennant  commenced  the  manufacture  of  chlori- 
nated lime  there.  It  will  be  remembered  that  James  Watt 
visited  Berthollet  in  1786,  the  year  after  the  French  chemist 
discovered  the  bleaching-liquor  called  eau  de  Javelle.  Watt 
saw  the  experiments,  and  told  Mr.  Charles  Tennant  and 
others  about  them  when  he  got  back  to  this  country. 
Tennant  used  the  liquor  for  bleaching  until,  in  1798,  he  dis- 
covered that  dry  lime  absorbs  the  chlorine  and  retains  it  as 
well  as  a  solution  of  potash  or  soda.  In  1800  the  St.  Rollox 
Chemical-works  of  Tennant,  Knox  &  Co.  were  founded,  and 
shortly  after  the  firm  began  to  use  the  sulphate  of  soda 
obtained  as  a  by-product  in  bleaching-powder  manufacture 
(salt  +  vitriol)  for  making  alkali.  Previous  to  that  the 
1  material  for  alkali-making  was  soap-makers'  lyes  or  salts,  and 
barilla.  Soapmakers'  salts  were  the  solids  crystallised  from 
lyes.    It  was  not  until  1818  that  soda  was  made  at  St

We  have  heard  Mr.  Jolm  McMillan  called  "  the  Martindale  of 
Glasgow,"  because  he  is  up  to  date  and  is  liked  by  doctors. 
He  started  business  in  1866  near  the  above  pharmacy,  moved  a 
few  years  later  to  No.  17,  added  the  first  floor  as  a  laboratory 
and  warehouse,  and  has  made  other  extensions  and  improve- 
ments since.  He  has  a  branch  at  Hillhead  (now  being  recon- 
structed) and  at  North  Kelvinside. 

Rollox  by  the  Leblanc  method  ;  soap-makers'  salts,  as  well  as 
sulphate  of  soda,  being  then  used  in  St.  Rollox.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  alkali-industry  in  Scotland  about  that  time 
was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  Scotch  duty  on  salt  being  12/. 
per  ton,  as  compared  with  301.  in  England.  The  St.  Rollox 
Works  grew  rapidly,  and  in  1843  was  built  the  gigantic 
chimney  (commonly  known  as  "  Tennant's  stalk  "),  455|  feet 
from  base  to  summit,  which  was  the  remedy  of  the  day  for 
noxious  gases.  It  would  have  paid  the  firm  better  to  have 
devised  processes  for  preventing  waste,  but  it  needed  an 
Alkali  Act  to  do  that.  Nevertheless  the  firm  have  always 
been  well  f  equipped  with  scientific  experts — Mr.  Charles 
Tennant  was  an  excellent  chemist,  and  was  the  first  man 
to  use  alkalimetry  in  this  country.  Their  manufactures  were 
not  confined  to  alkali,  vitriol,  and  bleaching-powder,  for,  as 
years  went  on,  they  made  soaps,  manufacturers'  chemicals 
and  chemical  manures,  and  at  the  formation  of  the  United 
Alkali  Company  the  factories  of  the  firm  were  the  largest 
incorporated  in  that  Union. 
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Pharmacy. 

Twenty  years  ago  pharmacy  in  Glasgow  was  a  long  way 
behind  what  it  is  to-day.  Then  the  craft  was  just  recovering 
from  the  cold  douche  of  criticism  which  southern  conferees, 
led  off  by  the  late  Dr.  Theophilus  Redwood,  had  passed  upon 
the  medical  halls  of  the  city  ;  and  this  was  followed  by  the 
more  chilling  douche  of  "  cut  rates."  Yet  within  the  last  six 
or  seven  years  enthusiasm  has  arisen  among  the  legitimate 
craft  for  the  betterment  of  the  status  of  the  trade  and 
its  members,  and  the  improvement  accomplished  in  that

jlasgow  than  in  any  other  Scottish  town.    When  the  Con- 

erence  last  visited  Glasgow,  there  were  comparatively  few

rst-class  pharmacies  in  the  place—  Frazer  &  Green's,  John 
IcMillan's.  Murdoch  Brothers,  John  Jaap's,  Glasgow  Apothe- 
anes'  Company,  Currie's  (Sauchiehall  Street),  Dickie's  (Cross 


Hill),  Purdie's  (the  business  now  carried  on  by  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie),  and  Alexander  Kinninmont's  were  among  the  best. 
Many  smaller  shops  were  owned  by  chemists  and  druggists, 


225  Sauchiehall  Steeet. 
Mr.  John  Foster's  pharmacy,  in  one  of  the  best  business  parts  of 
the  city,  and  much  resorted  to  by  business-men,  with  whom  the 
owner  is  popular. 

but  unless  they  were  closely  associated  with  a  medical  prac- 
titioner, they  did  little  dispensing,  and  seldom  got  prescrip- 
tions other  than  those  of  the  medical  boss.  Of  the  shops 
open  for  the  sale  of  drugs  in  the  city  and  suburbs,  only 
about  a  fourth  were  owned  by  chemists.  The  remainder 
were  "  Medical  Halls "  owned  by  doctors,  and  in  charge 
generally  of  an  unqualified  young  man  or  young  woman. 
The  prevalence  of  "  Medical  Halls "  was  illustrated  in  the

behaviour  of  the  common  people,  who  sent  to  the  "  doctor's 
shop "  for  their  medicines,  and  when  a  daring  young  man 
fresh  from  examination  triumphs  opened  a  shop,  put  up  his 
came  and  called  himself  chemist,  he  was  always  addressed 
as  "  doctor  "  by  his  customers.  In  such  cases  the  "  tone  "  of 
business  was  distinctly  low.  Friendly  intercourse  there  was 
none.  Jealousy  held  the  field.  When  those  employed  in 
doctors'  shops  grew  up  and  wanted  to  go  further  afield,  they 
found  themselves  quite  unfit,  through  lack  of  training,  for 
the  wider  duties  of  a  chemist's  establishment,  and  in  conse- 
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quence  either  continued  in  a  doctor's  shop  at  a  miserable 
salary  or  went  into  some  other  line  of  business.  For  this 
reason  Glasgow  has  sent  out  fewer  competent  assistants  in 
proportion  to  the  drug-trade  done  in  it  than  any  other  city  in 
Great  Britain.  The  hours  of  business  were  very  long  in  the 
Medical  Halls,  although  in  the  best  pharmacies  they  were 
reasonable,  most  of  them  shutting  at  8  p.m.  The  worst 
feature  of  the  hours  question  was  the  long  Sunday  duty. 
The  Junior  Chemists'  Association  took  up  this  matter  about 
nineteen  years  ago,  and  being  met  fairly  and  pleasantly  by 
the  employers,  a  reduction  of  the  Sunday  hours  was  inaugu- 
rated. The  Association  supplied  notices  in  large  type  for 
window-display  to  those  who  agreed  to  the  change.  In  some 
of  the  establishments  in  districts  such  as  the  Cowcaddens, 
the  Association's  representatives  were  told  that  any  reduction 
of  the  Sunday  hours  could  not  be  entertained,  as  Sunday's 
business  was  better  than  that  of  any  other  day  in  the  week. 
At  that  time  there  was 

A  Flourishing  Association 

which  had  a  junior  section  carried  on  by  the  assistants  and 
apprentices.  Some  of  those  juniors  are  now  seniors  who 
have  continued  to  work  for  the  advancement  of  pharmacy, 
and  remember  with  affection  the  circumstances  under  which 
they  were  first  "  brought  out."  About  fifteen  years  since  the 
Association  collapsed  for  want  of  support,  but  a  few  years 
ago  it  arose  like  a  phoenix,  and  is  one  of  the  most  indepen- 
dent and  thoroughgoing  associations  in  the  country,  with  a 
reputation  for  upsetting  the  equanimity  of  peripatetic  pre- 
sidents and  secretaries.  Meanwhile,  although  the  number  of 
medical  halls  has  not  appreciably  decreased,  pharmacies 
have  largely  increased.  The  status  of  pharmacy  and  phar- 
macists in  Glasgow  has  been  and  is  now  kept  down  by 
the  prejudicial  influence  of  an  inferior  medical  "  tone." 
Chemists  suffer  morally  and  socially,  as  well  as  monetarily, 
from  the  doctor's  shop  influence.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  the  prevailing  spirit  among  the  chemists  in  Glasgow 
has  always  been  higher  than  that  in  the  medical  profession. 
There  are  whole  districts  of  Glasgow,  densely  populated, 
where  a  "  legitimate  pharmacy "  does  not  exist.  This  is 
especially  the  case  in  the  east  end  and  the  south  side.  The 
representative  pharmacies  are  chiefly  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river,  in  the  central  and  western  districts.  Some  of 
these  do  a  large  dispensing-business,  and  do  things  as  well 
as  they  are  done  anywhere.  The  pictures  which  we  print 
of  some  of  them,  chiefly  those  of  chemists  who  are  taking 
an  active  part  in  Conference  matters,  show  what  they  are. 

The  Wholesale  Trade. 

The  oldest  wholesale  concern  in  the  city  is  the  Glasgow 
Apothecaries'  Company,  Virginia  Street.  This  company  was 
founded  in  1805  by  several  leading  medical  men  as  a  retail 
establishment,  principally  with  the  view  of  having  a  place 
where  they  could  rely  on  their  prescriptions  being  accurately 
dispensed,  as  at  that  time  the  chemist  and  druggist  pure  and 
simple  was  almost  unknown  in  Glasgow.  Soon  after  the  firm 
started  a  wholesale  and  export  department,  which  at  the  end 
of  six  years  business  had  developed  so  well  that  the  firm 
removed  from  a  court  off  Argyle  Street  to  Virginia  Street. 
From  time  to  time  the  premises  had  to  be  extended,  and  as, 
in  1878,  a  fire  completely  destroyed  them,  the  present  hand- 
some building  was  erected,  the  mills  and  steam-laboratories 
being  at  the  same  time  transferred  to  St.  Rollox.  Mr.  Robert 
McAdam  is  the  managing  partner,  having  succeeded  Mr. 
James  McDonald,  who  died  at  the  time  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  visited  Glasgow  in  1876.  Mr.  McAdam 
is  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference  Local  Committee,  and  his 
assistant  (Mr.  John  Walker)  is  the  treasurer.    From  the 


establishment  have  gone  out  many  chemists  now  in  leadir 
positions  in  the  city  and  throughout  the  country,  as  well  ; 
abroad.  Lord  Lister,  when  in  Glasgow,  made  his  fir- 
experiments  in  the  company's  laboratory  in  the  preparatio 
of  his  antiseptic  dressings,  which  this  firm  was  the  first  l 
manufacture  on  a  large  scale. 

Mr.  McAdam  lias  favoured  us  with  the  loan  of  a  "  Glasgo 
Apothecaries'  Hall"  price-list  dated  December  22.  1817. 
is  a  single  quarto  sheet,  with  the  prices  entered  in  ink,  an 
about  twenty  articles  added  in  ink.  The  list  is  quite  in  syni 
pathy  with  several  London  ones  which  we  have  recentlj 
referred  to.  Compare  the  following  with  the  prices  given  in  ot 
issue  of  June  19,  page  972  :  Aloes  Bbds.,  4a-.  6d.  to  4s.  9d. ;  / 
hepatic,  4s.  to  5s. ;  Camphor,  5s.  6d.  to  6s. ;  Es>.  bergamot,  30- 
Ess.  limon.,  30s.  to  32s. ;  Mosch.,  48s.  to  56s. ;  01.  ment! 
pip.,  40s.  to  48s.  These  were  prices  charged  to  medical  mei 
and,  allowing  for  fluctuations,  they  still  left  the  hall  a  con] 
fortable  margin.  We  notice  one  article  quoted  which  « 
have  never  heard  of  before — viz.,  "  Dumblane  Salt,  3s.  6V 
We  presume  that  was  common  salt  made  at  Dunblane. 

A  firm  with  a  similar  name,  the  Glasgow  New  Apothi 
caries'  Company,  was  started  in  1824  by  Mr.  William  Greii 
who  left  the  Virginia  Street  Company,  and,  in  partnershi 
with  several  medical  men,  commenced  business  in  Glassfor 
Street,  where  the  firm  has  ever  since  carried  on  a  wholes! 
and  retail  business.  On  the  death,  in  1872,  of  Mr.  Grei 
(the  managing  partner)  the  other  remaining  partners  retire* 
and  his  son,  Mr.  William  Grieg,  became  sole  proprietor  of  th 
business. 

Brown  Brothers  &  Co.,  35  and  37  Washington  Strce 
is  a  firm  which  was  established  in  Trongate  in  182 
by  the  brothers,  Dr.  John  Brown  and  Robert  Browr( 
They  subsequently  assumed  as  partners  other  tw 
brothers — viz.,  James  Brown,  a  lawyer,  and  Thompwi 
Brown,  a  chemist.  For  a  number  of  years  the  fin 
did  both  a  wholesale  and  a  retail  business,  but  sever; 
years  ago  they  relinquished  the  retail  and  removed  to  2 
Washington  Street.  The  business  now  belongs  to  M 
Robert  Brown,  B.Sc,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Robert  Brown,  an- 
Mr.  G.  Macfie  Smith  is  manager.  Associated  with  the  fin| 
is  that  of  Brown  Brothers,  aerated-water  manufacturer 
which  has  been  in  existence  since  1838. 

Another  well-known  Glasgow  firm  is  W.  &  R.  Hatrick 
Co.,  Renfield  Street,  whose  business  was  started  in  Glasgo' 
by  Mr.  William  Hatrick,  who  had  carried  it  on  for  thirt 
years  previously  in  Paisley.  The  third  generation  ( 
Hatricks  is  now  in  it.  The  firm  of  Hatrick  &  Co.  (Limited. 
Snowhill,  E.C.,  is  totally  distinct  from  it,  although  founde 
by  a  former  partner  in  the  Glasgow  firm. 

We  may  also  mention,  amongst  the  wholesalers,  Mr.  Jame 
Taylor,  Melville  Place,  Trongate,  whose  business  has  been  i 
existence  for  over  fifty  years.  A  peculiarity  of  the  Glasgo* 
wholesale  drug-trade  is  that  it  retains  to  a  large  extent  th 
grip  of  West  Indian  trade,  owing  to  the  Glasgow  steamer 
to  some  of  the  ports  being  more  regular  and  expeditioi 
than  those  from  any  other  British  port. 

Such  are  Glasgow,  its  industries,  and  its  pharmacy.  Littr 
space  remains  for  us  to  refer  to  certain  matters  which  f 
started  out  to  say— the  justification  of  this  article  being  tb 
approaching  visit  of  the  Conference  to  the  city.  l>1 
thoughts  naturally  revert  to  the  last  visit,  when  Mr.  Dam>| 
Frazer— most  broad-minded,  patriotic,  and  practical  d 
Scottish  pharmacists— was  the  soul  of  the  gathering,  bd 
now,  alas  !  enfeebled  by  age.  There  is,  we  believe,  a  chanf 
that  the  veteran  will  be  seen  of  the  Conference  when  tt 
members  visit  Garelochhead  ;  but  those  who  have  know 
him  when  he  was  full  of  life  and  energy,  and  who  can  reca 
his  courtly  speech  and  the  wit-sparkle  of  his  eye,  would  fai 
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hope  that  he  be  spared  a  public  demonstration.  Glasgow 
pharmacists  revere  him  much  as  a  political  party  revere  that 
other  old  man  whom  the  Conference  saw  after  the  Liverpool 
meeting.  Which  brings  us  to  the  point — why  the  Con- 
ference is  at  Glasgow.  The  real  reason  is  that  the  city  is 
pharmaceutically  progressive,  and  its  pharmacists  wish  to  do 
their  share  in  maintaining  the  esprit  de  corps  of  the  craft  as 
it  is  expressed  in  the  B.P.C.    Some  of  those  who  have  been

M R.  C.  W.  SACKETT,  Addison,  N.Y..  suggests,  in  the  D 
ILL  gists'  Circular,  a  method  for  economising  space  in  the 
use  of  filters  and  percolators.  On  the  wall  at  the  back  of  tbr 
table,  and  3  feet  above  its  surface,  are  placed  two  bracket.', 
the  distance  between  which  may  be,  say,  6  feet  or  more,  and 
these  carry  a  support  for  a  rod  such  as  is  used  in  retort- 
stands  (but  3  to  5  feet  long)  on  which  are  clamped  rings  in 
the  usual  way,  as  shown  in  the  following  illustration. 


Support  for  Filtcre,  etc. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  have  feet  on  the  rods,  although 
that  adds  to  the  firmness  of  the  arrangement.  When  a  heaty 
percolator  is  used,  the  ring  is  additionally  supported  by  a 
brace,  as  shown.  Receiving-vessels  may  also  be  placed  in 
rings  immediately  beneath  the  niters,  &c,  so  that  a  numbet 
of  operations  can  be  carried  on  at  once.  Mr.  Sackett  state* 
that  in  a  space  6  feet  long,  he  often  uses  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  filters,  &c,  at  the  same  time. 

A  Measure  on  a  Swivel. 
An  ingenious  American  has  patented  this  idea  in  graduates, 
as  they  indifferently  call  measures  and  certain  men  and  women

It  is  curious  to  note  the  form  of  the  bill.  We  have  the 
symbols  *  and  lb.  repeatedly ;  and  John  Somersett  was 
almost  certainly  not  a  medical  man.  The  "anchofish"  is 
noticeable.  One  might  fancy  that  the  modern  "  anchovies  " 
was  a  corruption  of  this  form.  But  we  think  it  was  rather 
Daniel's  spelling  than  ours  which  was  at  fault.  Anchovies 
and  anchoves  were  in  the  English  language  before  this  bill 
was  made  out  Shakespeare,  indeed,  refers  to  anchoves.

Mr.  Price  was  not  a  cutting  chemist,  but, 
coi.dering  the  general  price  of  drugs  at  that  period,  we  do 
w'hinkhis  charges  were  extravagant.  He  was  not  above 
fing  a  ha'porth  of  brimstone,  and  giving  fairly  long 
*  for  it.  This  item  appears  on  April  15,  1718.  The 
;.  by  the  way,  are  curious.  They  jump  from  March  24, 
to  March  26,  1718.  Either  there  is  some  error  or  Mr. 
boifersett  was  away  for  exactly  twelve  months.  The  appear- 
aru  of  tea  and  coffee  in  the  account  is  of  interest.  Tea  was 
tht  coming  into  general  use,  but  coffee  was  hardly  an 
ai'Me  of  commerce  at  the  time.  One  of  the  earliest 
rei  snces  to  tea  is  the  well-known  one  in  Pepys's  Diary.  On 
delate  of  September  25,  1661,  the  inquisitive  Samuel 
T  v!i  :~ " 1  S6nt  for  a  CUP  of  tea  (a  Chinese  drink),  of  which 
1?  ^er  drank  before."

had  very  varying  troubles  to  necessitate  stomach-tinctures, 
cephalic  drops,  cordialls,  alteratives,  anodynes,  eare-mixtures 
and  powders,  as  well  as  a  "  balsamic  syrup  for  Miss."  What 
strikes  us  more  than  anything,  however,  as  the  obvious 
comment  on  this  account  is  to  note  how  little  the  chemist's 
business  has  changed  in  essence  in  the  last  180  years. 


The  Lady  in  the  Bath-tub. — Life,  of  New  York, 
thus  comments  upon  the  prevalence  of  ladies  in  bath-tubs 
in  the  advertisements  of  soap : — "  The  public  mind,  being 
relieved  for  the  present  of  political  anxieties,  would  gladly 
be  still  further  eased  by  some  assurance  as  to  the  intentions 
of  the  lady  in  the  bath-tub.  The  extreme  prevalence  of  her 
portrait  in  the  soap  and  lotion  romances  in  the  rear-end  of 
all  the  magazines  has  carried  her  into  every  American  home, 
and  made  her  the  intimate  acquaintance  of  every  family. 
Opinion  is  a  good  deal  divided  about  her.  There  are  those 
who  think  we  cannot  see  too  much  of  her,  and,  again,  there 
are  those  who  think  that  we  already  see  more  of  her  than 
we  should.  The  latter  faction  declares  that  we  see  a  little 
more  of  her  every  month  (which  is  true),  that  she  is  now 
higher  up  in  the  world  by  a  head  and  shoulders  than  she 
should  be,  and  that  families  ought  to  have  some  reliable 
assurance  as  to  her  intentions.  Life  takes  pleasure  in  calling 
the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  lady  to  this  reasonable 
desire.  Perhaps  a  substantial  bathing-suit  would  serve  as 
well  as  anything  to  allay  distrust  and  make  worrying  people 
comfortable." 
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WE  noted  in  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  of  April  24 
last  that  the  New  York  branch  of  the  firm  of  Merck 
&  Co.,  of  Darmstadt,  had  recently  opened  a  retail  store — "an 


institution  of  national  scope,"  as  their  circular  termed  it— and 
we  then  stated  that  we  would  obtain  some  fuller  particulars 
of  this  establishment.  Our  correspondent  writes  concerning 
the  establishment  as  follows  : — 

The  new  Merck  Pharmacy  is 
ostensibly  designed  for  the  purpose 
of  helping  other  pharmacists  in  the 
development  of  the  professional  side 
of  their  calling.  It  is  equipped 
with  analytical  and  bacteriological 
laboratories  and  contains  a  full  line 
of  surgical  instruments  and  ap- 
pliances, and  it  places  its  resources 
at  the  services  of  retail  druggists 
generally  for  a  consideration. 

The  reasons  which  have  led  Messrs. 
Merck  to  thus  enter  into  direct 
competition  with  the  retailer  are 
given  as  follows  : —  ■"*«■ 

There  are  many  local  influences 
and  circumstances  that  more  or  less 
restrict  one  or  another  pharmacist 
in  his  ambition  to  do  justice  to  the 
professional  ideal  that  guides  him. 
He  may  find  it  impossible  to  carry 
as  complete  a  stock  of  medicinal 
ingredients,  or  of  instruments  and 
other  sundries,  as  he  would  like,  or  to 
provide  his  laboratory  with  all  the 
appliances  and  materials  he  might 
wish  to  utilise.  He  may,  for  such 
reasons,  hesitate  to  undertake  diffi- 
cult analytical  work,  for  which  he 

would,  under  more  fortunate  circumstances,  be  only  too 
glad  to  solicit  and  obtain  orders  that  might  repay  him  for 
his  assiduous  studies  and  hard  experience.  He  may  some- 
times have  to  limit  even  the  scope  of  his  prescription-work, 
as  well  as  to  refrain  from  supplying  other  professional  needs, 
for  reasons  of  this  nature.  A  comparatively  slight  amount 
of  practical  assistance,  or  even,  perhaps,  merely  of  well- 
directed  suggestion,  may — in  such  and  others  of  the  frequent 
difficulties  that  beset  the  pharmacist's  way — if  promptly 
rendered  when  most  needed,  suffice  to  enable  him  to  extend 


the  scope  of  his  practice  permanently,  to  enlarge  the  cirr 
of  his  friends  and  patrons,  and  to  set  his  business  general 
on  a  more  satisfactory  plane. 

■\Vhich  is  very  tempting,  but  could  have  been  equal 
well  offered  without  entering  into  direct  competition 
the  poor  retailer.    It  is  safe  to  say  that  Messrs.  Merck  k  C 
have  not  increased  their  prestige  in  America  by  this  mov 
The   retail  druggists  have  keen 
resented  this  intrusion  into  th< 
domains,  and  from  business  poli 
alone  it  may  be  thought  Mew 
Merck  would  have  been  well  advi-- 
to  have  carried  out  their  benefice 
ideas  in   other  ways.    Many  phi 
macists,  indeed,  look  on  their  ent< 
prise  with  something  less  than  t 
gratitude  which  they  seem  to  expe- 
The  firm  publish  both  a  medical  a 
pharmaceutical  journal,  and  thf 
organs  have  long  been  notork 
for  the  manner  in  which  they 
tack  the  American  pharmacist  a 
physician,  and  for  the  invidious  co 
parisons  which  they  draw  betwt 
the  American  and  continental  pr. 
tices  of  medicine  and  pharma 
Many    pharmacists    consider  tl 
Merck   &   Co.   have  opened  th 
retail    store   with   the  object 
showing  Americans  how  to  pract 
pharmacy  and  how  much  bet

To  anyone  familiar  with  the  Am< 
can  character  it  is  not  necessary 
say  more. 

The  store  itself  is  more  of 
novelty  to  American  than  to  En?!

The  pharmacy  takes  in  two  storeys  of  the  Merck  bmi'  j 
The  manufacturing,  analytical,  and  surgical-instm^ 
departments  are  on  a  balcony  running  completely  roon  .

colmns.  On  panels  in  front  of  the  balcony-railings  are  the 
naes  of  Jenner,  Humboldt,  Harvey,  Procter,  Lister, 
Ls.iisier,  Helmholtz,  and  Maisch.  The  store  fixtures  are  of 
soli  mahogany,  trimmed  with  gold  headings,  and  the  whole 
st|  is  fixed  up  "  regardless."

Dalhousie  Square,  where  once  stood  the  old 
"  Fort  William  at  Bengali "  ;  memories  only, 
for  what  is  not  now  buried  underground  or  built  over  has 
well-nigh  passed  in  "unperceiv'd  decay."  Within  a  hun- 
dred yards  of  the  spot  where,  on  June  20,  1756,  was 
enacted  the  tragedy  of  the  Black  Hole,  are  the  buildings  of 
the  Medical  Stores  Department,  Bengal  Command.  Unfor- 
tunately, no  relics  survive  here  from  which  one  can  gather 
aught  of  what  official  pharmacy  was  like  in  the  early  days  of 
the  East  India  Company,  or  from  whom,  in  London,  they 
bought  their  drugs,  although  some  doubtless  exist  among  the 
musty  archives  at  the  India  Office,  docketed,  maybe,  by 
Charles  Lamb  himself.  There  is  evidence  of  a  facetious 
pamphleteer  in  the  note  that  they  were  partial  in  their 
hospital  to  the  new  remedies  of  those  days,  and  that  "  of 
the  many  who  went  in  few  came  out  to  testify  to 
the  beneficence  of  the  treatment  provided."  There  is  a 
legend  of  the  existence  at  the  Medical  Stores,  up  till  within 
five  or  six  years  ago,  of  a  large  iron  mortar  and  pestle  bear- 
ing the  arms  of  the  Company  and  the  date  1780,  at  which 
time,  by  the  way,  the  palatial  city  had  only  just  been  rebuilt. 
A  search  made  for  this  old  mortar,  with  the  object  of  getting 
it  to  illustrate  this  article,  has  been  in  vain  ;  it  must  have 
passed  into  the  hands  of  some  heathen  of  a  Wtriivallah,  or 
professional  picker-up  of  unconsidered  trifles,  oblivious  of

any  halo  of  association  round  it  save  the  pice  it  would  bring 
him  as  old  iron.  The  present  buildings  in  Wellesley  Place 
give  abundant  evidence  of  having  once  been  the  garden-

Warren  Hastings,  and  they  are  situated  conveniently  near  to 
where  his  official  residence  was. 

Leaving  these  not  over  tangible  associations  with  iht 
"  good  old  days  "  of  the  Honourable  John  Company,  we  will 
record  briefly  the  impressions  of  a  visit  made  to  the  depart- 
ment with  the  courteous  permission  and  guidance  of  it* 
chief  —  Surgeon-Lieut.-Col.  C.  J.  H.  Warden.

The  Military  Department  in  India  maintains  depots  for  the 
supply  of  medicines  and  surgical  requirements  to  the  armr 
establishment  of  the  several  commands— that  of  Bengal  if  at 
Calcutta  ;  of  Bombay  in  the  city  of  that  name  ;  there isone at 
Madras  ;  one  for  frontier  stations  at  Mian  Mcer ;  and  a  small 
one  at  Rangoon.  Dr.  Warden's  province  is  the  largest  (an<i 
his  establishment  consequently  the  biggest),  and  coven, 
between

a  constituency  150.000  square  miles  in  extent,  the  whole  of 
Bengal  proper,  besides  the  Central  Provinces  and  Assam.

He  sends  medical  supplies  to  military  institutions  and  (Ml 
dispensaries  (about  300)  under  Government  charge  throughout 
this  great  district,  besides  the  gaols,  the  military  hospitalaofl 
the  garrison  of  Fort  William,  the  Presidency  am)  other 
Government-controlled  hospitalsof  Calcutta. and  the  Viceroi'» 
private  dispensary,  for  the   numerous  "chemists  to  the 
Viceroy,"  do  not,  like  the  Queen's  chemists  in  Oxford  Strf  '. 
actually  dispense  the  Viceregal  physic.    Time  was  when  the 
department  supplied  municipal  and  charitable  dispensaries 
and  hospitals,  and  that  at  a  fair  percentage  of  profit ;  but  the 
Government  of  India  has  of  late  years  been  more  disposed  to 
encourage  local  wholesale  chemists  to  cater  for  these.  A 
description  of  the  "  godowns  "  (warehouses)  and  laboratories 
in  detail  would  be  pretty  much  that  of  a  substantial  wholesale, 
drug-house,  with  its  "  wets  "  and  "  drys,"  and  tierces,  and  car 
boys,  and  straw ;  but  the  pictures  which  I  send  may  show  point' 
of  difference  and  save  description.    The  laboratory— wel  i 
equipped  with  steam-pans  and  stills  and  "  alembicks.'  sorni . 
of  them  not  the  newest  fashioned — is  interesting,  principal  ) 
because  there  are  in  it  several  of  the  many  iogemou: 
improvements  in  pharmaceutical  machinery  which  Dr.  Warder 
has  designed  or  adapted  to  the  exigencies  of  the  Indiar 
climate.    He  has  lately  devised  an  improvement  on  CM 
ordinary  steam-jacketed  pans  for  the  evaporation  of  extract:

turned  out.  The  Medical  Storekeeper  adopted  the  plan 
some  years  ago  of  applying  characteristic  tints  to  the  coating 
of  pills,  this  presenting  obvious  advantages  on  field  service ;  but 
this  plan  has  lately  had  to  be  abandoned,  owing  to  the  tendency 
which  pills  containing  essential  oils  have  to  change  in  colour,

besides  the  liability  of  the  tints  fading  rapidly  in  the  intense 
brightness  of  Indian  daylight. 

The  little  room  beyond  the  pill-room  is  sacred  to  the  fine 
art  of  tablet-compression.  Three  very  efficient  machines  are 
at  work,  the  largest  (by  which  a  "  compounder  "  is  standing) 
being  automatic  and  capable  of  turning  out  tablets  at  the  rate 
of  forty  per  minute.  The  doctor  is  rather  proud,  and  that  justly, 
of  his  own  "  tabloids,"  as  they  are  designated  in  the  requisi- 
tion-list, which  enumerates  about  twenty- five,  and  a  number  of 
hypodermics.  I  reminded  the  distinguished  chief  that  a  certain 
enterprising  firm  maintain  an  affectionate  parental  regard  for 
that  expressive  word,  although  it  promises  before  long  to 
find  a  place  in  dictionaries.  Possibly  the  originators  of  the 
valuable  word  may  consider  it  a  dignified  compliment  that 
the  great  Government  of  this  Empire  in  the  East  has  seen  fit 
to  "  officialise  "  it. 

The  Field-equipment  Boom 

is  a  model  of  methodical  arrangement  and  compactness. 
Each  of  the  numbered  bins  contains  reserves  of  the  medical 
and  surgical  contents  of  the  army  panniers,  besides  veterinary 
medicines  and  appliances  and  certain  medical  comforts, 
according  to  the  official  schedule,  correspondingly  numbered. 
The  panniers  are  stored  ready  for  any  emergency,  but  the 
medicines  are  constantly  being  renewed  and  the  instruments 
attended  to.    When  I  first  saw  this  room  it  was  alive  with

preparations  for  the  Chitral  expedition.  The  fiat  had  been 
flashed  over  the  wires  from  Simla  a  few  hours  previously, 
and  the  somewhat  large  order  was  well  in  hand.    I  am  not 
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at  liberty  to  record  or  to  photograph  any  more  of  this 
department,  as  the  details  of  mobilisation  are  kept  secret. 

It  is  natural  to  anticipate  that,  since  local  resources  are 
utilised  as  fully  as  possible,  the 

Indigenous  Drugs  of  India 

sliould  be  brought  into  requisition  as  far  as  is  consistent  with 
economy  and  efficiency.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Indigenous 
Drugs  Commission  appointed  by  Government,  of  which  Dr. 
Warden  is  a  leading  member,  would  have  led  to  the  more 
extended  use  and  application  of  a  larger  number  of  available 
drugs  and  the  substitution  of  some  of  them  for  those  of 
European  origin.  Much  may  yet  be  expected  of  the  Com- 
mission, which  has  now  appointed  working  sub-committees 
in  various  parts  of  India.  A  considerable  number  of  native 
drugs  are  contracted  for  in  the  local  bazaar,  among  them 
cardamoms,  catechu,  ginger,  galls,  senna,  kino,  liquorice,  and 
gum  arabic,  besides  chiretta,  cannabis  indica,  mix  vomica,  and 
castor  oil ;  but  it  is  a  strange  anomaly  that  aconite-root,  as  a 
single  instance,  should  be  dearer  in  Calcutta  than  it  is  in

London,  not  unmixed  either  with  a  sprinkling  of  perhaps 
both  A.  fcrox  and  the  inert  A.  heterophyllum.  (?),  although  it 
is  got  for  the  gathering  in  Nepal  and  Thibet.  The  price  is 
raised  inordinately  by  oft-repeated  barter  before  it  reaches 
the  consumer.  Similarly  with  squill.  Many  more  drugs 
would  be  available  but  thatjthey  are  hopelessly  adulterated. 
On  the  other  hand.  Dr.  Warden  is  getting  a  yield  of  11  to  12 
per  cent,  of  podophyllin  from  the  root  of  Podopliyllum  Emodi, 
podophyllin  not  now  being  imported  by  the  department. 
Hard  paraffin  from  the  Burma  oil-mines  is  found  to  be  quite 
satisfactory.  Government-grown  opium  and  cinchona  and 
Government-made  quinine  are  used  exclusively,  and  sandal- 
wood oil  is  purchased  from  the  Government  of  Mysore  in 
quantities  that  throw  a  side-light  on  our  military  problem. 
Carded  jute  has  now  superseded  imported  surgical  tow. 

"But  this  is  only  our  retail  department,"  remarked  the 
genial  director  as  he  reminded  me  of  the  existence  of  the 
extensive  store  godowns  at  Somerset  House,  where  large 
reserves  are  held  in  hand  of  drugs  and  instruments  and 
equipments,  the  stock  carried  by  the  Department  amounting- 
in  all  to  8  or  9  lakhs  (9,00,000)  of  rupees,  or  about  57,000/. 
Indents  for  supplies  are  made  on  the  Secretary  of  Stat^ 
for  India,  and  the  omnipotent  peer  who  sways  the  destinies 


of  India  from  the  London  end  of  a  telegraph  wire,  place, 
them  with  the  firms  that  contract  successfully  for  them. 
Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Morson  and  Barron  Harveys  have 
had  the  orders  for  drugs  and  chemicals,  Macfarlan  for  surgical 
dressings,  and  Weiss  and  Arnold  for  most  of  the  surgical 
instruments.  Emergent  indents  are  placed  with  the  local 
houses.  I  must  pass 
over  the  surgical  instru- 
ment department,  where 
is  another  device  of  Dr. 
Warden's  for  combating 
the  ravages  of  rust,  the 
insidious  enemy  of  steel 
goods  in  this  country, 
and  the  chief's  private 
laboratory  where  some 
of  his  well-known  re- 
searches have  been 
made.  Dr.  Warden's  ex- 
tensive and  authorita- 
tive work  on  the  medi- 
cinal products  of  the 
country  for  the  "  Phar- 
macographia  Indica " 
was  done  during  his 
incumbency  of  the 
office  of  Chemical  Ex- 
aminer for  Bengal 
and  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  ,  Calcutta  Medical 
College,  previous  to  his  appointment  as  Medical  Store- 
keeper. He  will  soon  have  completed  his  "  cycle  of 
Cathay,"  having  served  the  State  for  twenty-three  year;, 
in  various  progressive  civil  surgeonships  and  Presidency 
appointments.  During  the  tenure  of  his  present  office  Dr. 
Warden  has  not  regarded  the  office  as  simply  one  of  the 
best  prizes  in  the  Indian  Medical  Service,  but  has  aimed  at 
bringing  the  Department  up  to  a  high^standard  of  efficiency.

riTHILE  visiting  Hamburg  recently  (writes  tire  member 
VV  of  onr  staff  whose  first  article  on  the  dock  charges  in 
hat  port  appears  on  another  page),  I  took  the  opportunity 
f  looking  through  some  factories  in  that  city  and  its  neigh- 
lourhood.  The  first  works  I  visited  were  those  of  the  firm 
f  Johann  Diedrich  Bieber,  at  Uhlenhorst,  a  suburb  easily 
ccessible  by  tram  from  the  centre  of  the  town. 

A  Typical  Chemical-factoey. 
How  far  to  the  Canalstrasse  1 "  I  asked  ;  "  twenty  minutes ! " 
aid  the  tram-conductor,  reprovingly,  "  Nein,  newmehn 
nnuteri!"  Nineteen  minutes.  That  habit  of  preciseness  is 
haracteristic  of  the  German.  You  think  it  always  pedantic, 
ften  absurd,  but  you  will  find  that  it  helps  him  to  get  there, 
et  there,  that  is,  so  long  as  a  fatherly  Authority  watches, 
he  worker's  life  is  as  precise  and  as  monotonous  as  a  time- 
ible.  In  quiet  times  the  habit  gives  the  German  a  great 
ivantage  over  the  slipshod  Britisher,  who  gets  there  also, 
ut  by  a  different  road.  It  was  Matthew  Arnold,  I  think, 
ho  said  that  Ethelred  the  Unready  was  the  type  of  the 
?erage  Englishman.  Sometimes,  of  course,  lack  of  system 
Des  not  matter.  It  was  so  in  the  Peninsular  War,  when  the 
rench  had  the  most  careful  plans  of  campaign  ever  drawn 
.  They  failed  because  the  Duke  of  Wellington  did  not  act 
they  expected.  The  Duke,  in  fact,  appears  to  have  had 
3  organised  scheme  at  all.    When  asked  how  he  got  along 


said  that  he  just  went  ahead  until  the  ropes  broke,  when 
tied  a  knot  and  started  again.  His  victory  remains  a 
grant  breach  of  all  rules  of  military  etiquette.  When  the 
xt  great  upheaval  comes,  perhaps  even  the  great  German 
xhine  may  get  a  bit  out  of  gear,  and  then  we  shall  see 
ether  they  have  not  systematised  away  the  practical  sense 
eded  for  tying  a  knot  and  starting  again. 
When  eighteen  minutes  had  gone  I  jumped  off  the  car, 
defiance  of  Rule  415,  that  bids  you  wait  until  it  stops  at 
e  place  appointed  for  alighting,  and  arrived  at  the  gate  of 
fiber's  factory  just  ahead  of  my  German  fellow-traveller, 
io  had  observed  the  regulations.  I  had  telephoned  to 
K  Zebel,  one  of  the  two  partners  in  the  firm,  that  I  was 
jping,  and  found  that  gentleman  in  his  cosy  private  office, 
Je  firm  of  J.  D.  Bieber  are  known  to  pharmacists  all  the 
';»rld  over.  The  founder,  an  apotheker,  after  being  con- 
jpted  for  some  time  in  the  seventies  with  the  firm  of 
hunger  &  Sons,  of  Mannheim  as  technical  manager,  started 
::mcture-factoryat  Uhlenhorst,  a  Hamburg  suburb.  He  was 
|ned  by  his  brother,  also  a  pharmacist,  and  from  the  first 
f  house  had  a  profitable  connection  in  England.  Portraits 
1  the  two  (now  deceased)  Biebers  hang  on  the  wall  of  the 
'  vate  office,  with  a  view  of  the  old  factory  and— significant 
much— a  German  exhibition-diploma  awarding  a  gold 
idal  to  the  house  for  the  "wholesale  preparation  of 
1  ctures  for  the  English  market." 


For  many  years  cheap  alcohol  gave  Hamburg  a.  monopoly 
of  tincture-making.  The  firm  of  Bieber  supplied  all  the 
British  wholesale  druggists  with  the  tinctures  they  sent  to 
their  customers  abroad,  because  the  British  Excise  regula- 
tions did  not  provide  for  a  drawback  on  exported  tinctures. 
The  Biebers  made  the  tinctures,  labelled  them  wth  the  names 
of  the  English  wholesalers,  and  sent  them  to  England  in 
transit,  to  be  reshipped  to  Australia,  the  Cape,  and  so  forth. 
In  course  of  time  they  got  to  know  the  names  of  most  of 
their  principals'  customers  and  the  formulae  of  many  English 
special  preparations.  They  became,  in  short,  a  sort  of 
Hamburg  outpost  of  the  British  drug-trade,  and  as  there 
were  no  direct  steamship  lines  from  Germany  to  the  British 
colonies,  few  British  pharmacists  abroad  knew  or  cared 
whether  their  tinctures  were  made  in  England  or  out  of  it. 

"  Those  were  good  times,"  said  Mr.  Zebel,  when  he  saw  me 
look  at  the  diploma  and  the  picture  of  the  old  factory. 
"  Everybody  made  a  living.  But  your  English  friends  were 
not  satisfied.  What  must  they  do  but  worry  the  Excise  to  give 
them  a  drawback.  A  few  years  ago  who  should  come  here  but 
Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  and  Mr.  Charles  Umney.  They  just  looked 
in,  they  said,  while  on  a  flying  visit  to  Hamburg.  They 
were  interested  in  tinctures,  and  talked  about  them.  They 
chatted  very  pleasantly,  sitting  on  that  sofa  there,  and 
I  spoke  without  reservation.  Then  they  went  back,  and  pre- 
sently I  began  to  read  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
about  those  new  drawback-regulations  that  Messrs.  Tyrer  and 
Umney  were  urging  the  British  Excise  to  pass.  Oh,  yes ; 
they  had  come  here  to  spy  the  land.  1  Very  good,'  said  I, 
'  we'll  see  about  that.'  And  what  is  the  result  ?  You  have  got 
your  drawback,  you  are  making  your  tinctures ;  but  there 
isn't  a  profit  for  anyone  in  the  trade.  When  your  people 
ceased  to  buy  from  me,  of  course  I  went  to  the  customers 
direct.  And  so  the  price  is  cut  to  the  bone  ;  Australia  and 
the  Cape  have  also  started  to  make  their  own  tinctures  (the 
Cape  even  gives  a  special  allowance  to  firms  that  use  South 
African  alcohol),  and,  in  short,  the  business  has  gone  sum 
Teufel." 

"  Well,"  said  I,  "  you  Germans  are  always  priding  yourself 
upon  liberating  yourselves  from  industrial  dependence  upon 
England.    Why  shouldn't  we  return  the  compliment  ?  " 

But  the  only  thing  Mr.  Zebel  saw  was  that  a  fine  trade  had 
been  spoilt  for  good.  The  yearly  consumption  of  medicinal 
tinctures  in  the  world  he  estimated  at  500,000  to  600,000  lbs., 
and  of  that  his  own  firm,  he  said,  still  make  about  one-third. 
Those  figures  are  exclusive  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  &c.  There 
are  two  or  three  other  firms  in  the  business  in  Hamburg 
besides  Bieber,  and  some  in  the  country.  The  last-named 
are  bound  to  use  German  spirit ;  but  the  Hamburg  tincture- 
makers,  who  are  in  the  Free  Port,  have  the  advantage  of  being 
able  to  use  foreign — i.e.,  Russian — alcohol,  when  that 
happens  to  be  cheaper  than  German,  as  is  usually  the  case. 
Why  ?  Because  Russian  raw  alcohol  is  imported  in  enormous 
quantities  into  the  Free  Port,  where  it  is  refined  by  a  few  big 
firms,  such  as  Nagel,  and  shipped  abroad.  The  Hamburg 
chemical-manufacturers  have  another  advantage  which 
assists  them  in  the  manufacture  of  collodion.  It  is  this — 
that  the  law  permits  them  to  denature  alcohol  with  sulphuric 
ether.  Sulphuric  ether  is  wanted  in  the  manufacture  of 
collodion,  and  the  same  spirit  is  used  in  making  iodoform, 
for  the  sulphuric  ether  is  no  obstacle  in  that  case. 

While  chatting  in  this  way,  Mr.  Zebel  took  me  through 
the  shed  where  iodine  is  resublimed  in  small,  round  vessels 
on  a  sand-bath.  The  glass  plates  on  which  the  iodine- vapour 
resublimes  are  kept  in  their  place  by  putting  a  piece  of 
brick  at  each  end.  A  current  of  air  is  kept  up  in  the  room. 
The  process  of  resubliming  takes  about  a  day.  The  firm  of 
Bieber  are  members  of  the  Union  of  Iodide-makers,  who 
are  under  bond  to  buy  iodine  from  the  Iodine  Syndicate 
only.  When  a  second-hand  parcel  of  the  raw  material 
comes  into  the  market  it  is  often  bought  up  by  the  Syndicate 
and  given  to  one  of  the  union  iodide-makers  to  resublime, 
in  which  case  an  allowance  is  made  in  the  price.  Mr.  Zebel 
thinks  that  the  iodine  ring  has  had  at  least  this  advantage- 
that  it  has  improved  the  quality  of  the  Chilian  material,  for 
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whereas  formerly  iodine  contained  on  an  average  as  much 
as  20  per  cent,  of  impurity,  it  now  frequently  has  only  a 
fraction  over  1  per  cent.  This  improved  standard  greatly 
assists  the  process  of  resublimation. 

Iodoform  is  one  of  the  specialities  of  the  firm,  who  pride 
themselves  on  the  lightness  of  their  product.  Mr.  Zebel  has 
no  faith  in  any  of  the  iodoform  substitutes  that  are  now 
being  pushed  so  persistently.  The  medical  men,  he  says, 
know  iodoform.  They  are  not  blind  to  its  disadvantages, 
but  they  can  depend  upon  its  action,  and  that  is  more  than 
can  be  said  of  any  of  the  substitutes. 

While  walking  through  the  main  factory,  an  unpretentious 
red-brick  building  now  undergoing  a  renewing  process, 
evidenced  by  the  fitting  of  new  boilers  and  other  plant,  all 
of  German  make,  that  was  going  on,  Mr.  Zebel  called 
attention  to  the  firm's  process  for  drying  powdered  drugs 
(in  which  they  deal  largely),  exhausted  material  such  as 
cinchona-bark,  which  is  used  for  fuel,  iodoform,  bottles, 
&c.  By  this  process  articles  stored  in  several  apartments 
are  dried  in  one  operation.  The  first  of  the  series  of  drying- 
rooms  has  a  hollow  wall.  The  recess  in  this  wall  is  fitted 
with  a  worm,  through  which  the  hot  air  given  off  in  the 
machine-room  underneath  is  allowed  to  circulate.  In  the 
outside  wall  is  a  ventilator,  through  which  a  current  of  cold 
air  is  sucked  in.  The  cold  air  gets  heated  at  the  worm  and 
passes  through  an  aperture  at  the  top  of  the  inside  wall  into 
the  first  apartment.  Here  it  dries,  say,  a  quantity  of 
exhausted  cinchona-bark.  It  is  then  passed  on  through  the 
next  partition  into  a  room  containing  a  big  table  on  which 
bottles  are  pat  out  for  drying,  and  thence  into  a  cupboard 
filled  with  iodoform.  Finally,  the  air,  having  dried  all  these 
goods,  emerges  through  at  the  bottom  of  the  iodoform- 
cupboard.  Each  room  thus  obtains  the  circulating  current 
required  for  proper  drying. 

The  firm  of  J.  D.  Bieber  will  be  among  the  German 
manufacturers  who  are  going  to  exhibit  their  goods  at  Paris 
in  1900.  This  will  be  the  first  Exhibition  held  in  France 
since  1867  in  which  German  houses  are  to  take  part. 

The  tincture-works  of  the  firm  are  in  the  Free  Port, 
close  to  Fr.  Feustell's  factory.  At  the  works  in  Uhlenhorst 
only  goods  for  consumption  in  Germany,  or  those  for  abroad 
of  which  the  materials  are  not  subject  to  Customs  duty,  are 
made.  Uhlenhorst  is  now  merged  into  Hamburg,  and  no 
new  factories  must  be  built  there,  though  the  existing  ones 
are  left  undisturbed.

An  Essextial-oil  Distilleey. 

Grasbrook,  where  Friedrich  Feustell's  essential-oil  dis- 
tillery is  situated,  is,  like  every  other  part  of  the  Free  Port, 
given  up  to  industry.  The  ground  belongs  to  the  "  State," 
as  the  City  of  Hamburg  calls  itself,  and  the  State  knows 
better  than  to  part  with  its  freehold.  It  lets  out  plots  on 
twenty-five  years'  lease  to  people  who  want  to  build  factories, 


and  the  rent  is  assessed  on  a  definite  rilan — so  much  per 
square  metre  for  the  ground,  and  so  much  more,  on  a  gradu- 
ated scale,  according  to  the  nearness  of  the  factory  to  the 
water.  They  are  all  splendid  sites,  those  in  the  "  Freihafen  "; 
there  is  scarcely  a  warehouse  from  which  you  cannot  lower 
your  goods  straightway  into  a  barge  underneath  your 
window,  and  see  them  carried  without  more  ado  to  one  of 
the  big  steamers  whose  smoke-stacks  you  descry  on  the 
Elbe.  That  readiness  of  cheap  transport  gives  the  manufac- 
turers in  the  Free  Port  of  Hamburg  an  enormous  advantage 
over  almost  all  their  rivals.  They  get  their  merchandise 
stowed  away  in  one  of  the  huge  German  liners  that  run  to 
China  or  India,  to  the  States  or  the  River  Plate,  at  a  cost 
which  scarcely  counts  in  the  bill,  while  the  Britisher  (unless 
his  works  happen  to  be  at  the  water's  edge)  has  his  right 
arm  of  competition  lamed  by  the  cost  and  trouble  of  hauling, 
carting,  and  loading  his  goods  on  board.  I  am  quit*  sure 
that  thousands  of  orders  go  to  Germany  every  year  instead 
of  to  England  for  no  other  reason  than  the  difference  in 
the  cost  of  putting  them  on  board.  And  it  is  not  only  the 
Hamburg  exporters  that  are  thus  favoured.  The  splendid 
German  system  of  cheap  river-traffic  enables  manufacturers 
in  the  heart  of  the  Empire  to  send  their  wares  by  Elbe  or 
Rhine  from  the  chemical-works  at  Mannheim,  the  iron 
districts  of  Westphalia,  or  the  Saxon  Cotton-mills,  to  be 
put  on  board  at  Rotterdam  or  Hamburg  at  a  fraction  of 
the  cost  that  the  London  or  Midland  manufacturer  has  to 
pay  for  similar  service.

But  this  is  generalising.  Here  we  are  at  Friedrich 
Feustell's  gate.  You  need  not  attempt  to  get  in  unless  you 
can  show  cause.  In  this  respect  the  works  are  like  all  other 
German,  and  unlike  too  many  British,  factories.  But  an 
introduction  given  to  me  by  Mr.  G.  Kahler.  the  firm's  aged! 
for  the  British  Empire  of  "29  l-Vnchun-h  Street,  London. 
E.C.,  readily  procured  admittance.  An  old  dwelling- 
house,  neatly  kept,  serves  for  offices,  and  gives  entrance 
to  the  road.  "  At  the  rear  it  communicates  with  the  works 
It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  usual  working-quarter-  of 
the  staff,  a  laboratory,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hrber. 
and  various  store-rooms.  Military  order  and  neatness  reign 
everywhere.  In  the  factory  the  stills  and  vacuum-pans  are 
polished  as  if  they  were  all  new  from  the  coppersmiths 
Everything  is  in  its  place.  You  almost  hesitate  to  put .  your 
dusty  boots  on  the  floor,  so  scrupulously  is  it  swept.  There 
are  twenty-six  vacuum-pans  in  the  factory,  and  I  know  no 
how  many  stills.  At  one  end  of  the  works  is  a  shed  devote 
entirely  to  the  manufacture  and  storage  of  B.P.  tinctures, 
for  the  firm  are  by  no  means  adverse  to  the  cultivation  o 
orders  from  the  "British  colonies.  When  I  asked  one  « 
the  partners  whether  they  bought  much  of  their  raw  materia 
and  oils  (for  they  deal  in  oils  as  well  as  make  them)  in  UW 
London  market,"  the  answer  was,  "  Prinzipiell  nicht ■  — w* 
don't  buy  there  on  principle.  "In  fact."  continued  m} 
guide,  "  we  buy  hardly  anything  in  Europe.  This  pepper- 
mint oil  was  imported  directly  from  America.  Our  relation^ 
with  Japan  enable  us  to  get  our  menthol  from  that  c000"? 
with  advantage.    Sandalwood  oil  is  one  of  our  pnncipa 
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articles ;  the  wood  for  its  manufacture  we  buy  in  India 
jCome  this  way,  please.  Here  is  another  store-room.  This 
large  stock  of  patchouli  oil  was  imported  from  Singapore, 
foil  of  cajuput,  which  we  formerly  bought  in  Amsterdam,  we 
now  get  straight  from  the  Dutch  Indies.  You  see,  our 
business-principle  is  to  sell  directly  to  the  consumer,  and 
ito  buy  straight  from  the  producer  wherever  we  can.  We 
(have  no  need  of  the  middleman — at  least,  we  use  him  as 
little  as  may  be."  I  saw  another  illustration  of  the  firm's 
.principle  when  I  crossed  the  yard,  for  there  lay  a  stack  of 
drums  of  citronella  oil,  each  marked  with  the  name  of 
Volkart  Brothers,  a  big  Indian  house  of  Swiss  origin,  who  are 
,notorious  in  London  as  the  pioneers  of  the  "  direct-shipment " 
system. 

All  the  machinery  in  Feustell's  Distillery  is  of  German 
manufacture.  The  only  bit  of  English  workmanship  in  the 
place  is  an  old  steam-boiler,  bought  in  the  days  when 
England  was  the  only  machine-shop  in  the  world,  but  now 
superannuated  and  used  as  a  hot- water  reservoir.  I  was  much 
,nterested  in  watching  the  process  by  which  spent  ginger 
'ind  caraway-seed  are  put  out  to  dry  by  hot  air,  then  auto- 
matically filled  in  hoppers,  carried  into  a  powdering-machine, 
md  again  automatically  emptied  into  sacks.  The  hua;e 
quantity  of  spent  caraway  stored  at  the  works  was  really 
'emarkable.    What  is  done  with  it  ?    Some  of  it  is  used  for

•e  time  distilling  the  last-named  commodity.    Hard  by  the 


stills  are  two  vaccum-pans,  one  for  eugenol,  the  other  for 
carvol.  The  stills,  which  are  throughout  of  solid  copper,  are 
fed  from  the  stock-floor,  the  charge  being  shovelled  into  the 
container  through  an  aperture  in  the  floor  above  it. 

I  felt  how  keenly  the  export-trade  is  pushed  by  the  firm 
(as  it  is,  indeed,  by  most  other  Hamburg  houses  that  I 
visited  during  my  stay)  when  I  cast  an  eye  in  the  cellar 
where  goods  are  packed  for  shipment.  Some  five  or  six  cases 
were  ready  for  sending  out,  and  on  three  of  these  I  noticed 
the  ports  of  destination  marked  :  Jaffa  (Syria),  Dunedin 
(New  Zealand),  Durban  (Natal). 

_  After  a  peep  at  the  machinery-room,  in  which  the  electric 
light  for  the  works  is  generated,  and  a  general  look  round 
through  the  store-rooms,  I  came  away  with  a  wish  that  some 
of  our  British  manufacturers  (and  especially  a  deputation  of 
English  workmen)might  inspectthis  factory  and  learn  a  lesson 
there  in  the  value  of  orderliness,  methodical  arrangement,  and 
the  intelligent  application  of  modern  inventions.  I  learnt 
something  from  the  visit  myself ;  but  why  is  it  that  one  has 
to  go  to  Hamburg  for  so  many  lessons  ? 


As  I  left  the  factory  I  recovered  some  degree  of  buoyancy  of 
spirit  from  the  contemplation  of  a  huge  poster  on  a  wall  over 
the  way.    It  represented  a  dog-biscuit,  thus  : —

FABEIK  IN  HAMBUEG 

Was  this  jargon  English  or  German  ?  The  "cakes"  are 
made  in  the  Fatherland  beyond  a  doubt.  But  does  the 
"  Fabrik  in  Hamburg  "  figure  on  that  portion  of  the  output 
which  is  sent  abroad  ?  And  how  many  intelligent  foreigners 
feed  their  dogs  on  Herr  Leibniz's  cakes  in  the  conviction 
that  they  are  giving  their  pets  a  genuine  English  article  ? 
I  can  give  no  answer  to  these  questions ;  but  when  you  find 
how,  at  every  turn,  the  ingenious  German  incorporates 
British  notions,  and  murders  the  Queen's  English  for  the 
good  of  the  world  at  large,  you  feel  comforted  by  the 
thought  that,  after  all,  there  is  something  worth  copying  in 
Britain  yet.  Truly,  in  many  respects  the  Germans  are  the 
Japanese  of  Europe. 

Beeswax-bleaching. 

'  When  Mr.  Johann  Borstling,  of  the  Liineburg  Wax- 
bleaching  Works,  was  in  London  this  spring,  he  asked  me 
to  come  and  see  his  factory,  and  I  accepted  the  invitation 
with  pleasure.  Liineburg  is  one  of  the  historic  towns  of 
Northern  Germany.  It  looks  charmingly  old  and  restful  to 
one  who  still  bears  fresh  upon  his  mind  the  image  of  Hamburg's 
modernity  and  bustle,  yet  one  cannot  fail  to  notice  as  the 
place  draws  near  the  familiar  knots  of  factory  chimneys  that 
mark  the  outskirts  of  every  German  township,  like  smoking 
pyres  whereon  the  German  Industrial  Phoenix  is  renewing 
his  youth. 

The  bleachery  is  about  ten  minutes  from  the  station,  just  on 
the  borders  of  the  Liineburger  Heide — a  great  heath-land 
that  stretches  away  towards  Bremen  and  Hanover.  I  believe 
it  was  because  the  heath  of  Liineburg  is  famous  for 
its  wax  and  honey  that  the  works  were  established  on  this 
spot ;  but  in  course  of  time  the  product  of  the  German  bee 
has  been  supplanted  by  that  of  its  relatives  in  Africa, 
Australia,  and  South  America,  and  nowadays  only  a  small 
part  of  the  wax  bleached  at  Liineburg  is  native  produce. 

"  Confound  that  Customs  officer,"  I  said,  inwardly,  when 
Mr.  Borstling  opened  his  factory-door.  "  He  is  a  sort  of 
German  head  of  Charles  I.  The  last  I  saw  of  him  was  when 
the  train  passed  out  of  Hamburg.  He  sat  on  a  stile  in 
his  green  frock-coat  and  pancake-cap,  munching  bread 
and  sausage,  and  here  he  is  again  among  the  beeswax  as 
arare  as  life." 
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Mr.  Borstling  must  have  read  my  thoughts,  for  lie  half 
apologised  for  the  presence  of  the  green-f rocked  one  in  his 
factory.  The  law  decrees  his  presence.  And  the  man  is 
quite  inoffensive,  though  martial  of  mien.  It  is  the  ubiquity 
of  him  that  annoys.  He  is  a  blight.  Like  a  fat,  green 
caterpillar  he  sprawls  all  over  Germany,  boring  his  inquisi- 
tive nose  into  the  business  of  the  country,  and  eating  what

he  may.  He  is  a  Bismarckian  legacy,  and  clings  to 
Germania's  body  like  a  shirt  of  Nessus.  On  all  beeswax 
imported  into  the  Empire,  it  appears,  lie  levies  toll  to  the 
extent  of  7s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

This  impost,  however,  is  not  placed  upon  wax  that  is  re- 
exported, and  as  the  Liineburg  Bleaching-works  send  the

greater  part  of  their  bleached  beeswax  abroad,  they  escape 
comparatively  cheaply  with  the  mere  cost  of  keeping  the 
functionary  who  sees  to  it  that  the  crude  beeswax,  after 
being  bleached,  is  not  brought  into  commerce  in  Germany. 
A    Customs    officer  costs    about    1,500m.   (751.)    a  year. 


A  portion  of  the  factory  is  constituted  a  bunded  warehouse 
The  crude  wax  is  put  in  a  store-room,  of  which  the  Custom* 
man  holds  the  key.  He  keeps  his  eye  on  the  stuff  while  it  u 
being  bleached,  and  when  it  is  sent  away  he  accompanies  it 
to  the  conveyance,  places  it  under  seal,  and  hands  it  over  to 
his  Hamburg  confrere,  who  sees  it  on  board  ship. 

Bleaching  Wax  Yellow 
and  White. 

At  the  Liineburg  factory  the  wax  is 
bleached  by  exposure  to  sun  and  air. 
t  hat  method  is  a  slow  one  compared 
with  that  of  partly  decolorising  it  by 
chemical  treatment,  and  then  ex- 
posing   it  in  the  open  for  a  short 
time  to  acquire  a  tinal  brilliancy. 
But  wax   bleached    by    the  first- 
named  process    remains  white,  or 
nearly  so,  for  all  time,  while  that 
treated  chemically  generally  assumes 
a  dirty-yellow  tinge  with  age.  It 
may   be  as  pure  as  the  other,  of 
course,  but  customers  do  not  care  for 
it.     The  bleaching-process  follower) 
at  Liineburg  is  quite  simple.  The  raw 
wax,   generally    a    very  unsightly 
material,  is  cut    in    small  pieces, 
thrown  in  vats,  and  melted  by  heat. 
That  frees  it  of  dirt  and  cleans  it 
to  a  deep-yellow  colour — a  condition 
in  which  some  buyers  prefer  it  to 
white.    The  yellow  wax  is  then  cast 
in  moulds,  generally  of  a  large  saucer- 
shape  —  sometimes  in  blocks  of  60 
kilos,  weight — and  cooled,  when  it  is 
ready  for  the  market.    When  trade 
is  brisk  the  works  sometimes  turn  out  5  tons  of  yellow 
wax  a  day.    If  the  wax  be  cooled  in  copper  moulds  it 
acquires  a  paler  colour  than  when  cooled  in  vessels  of  line. 
The   "  foots "   are  subjected   to  a  second  boiling.  The 
bulk  of  this  yellow  wax  is  exported  to  Russia,  which  is  the 
firm's  chief  market,  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  church 
candles.    Mr.  Johann  Borstling  awl 
his  brother  (who  is  the  other  partner 
in  the  concern)  travel  regularly  in 
Russia,  from  Tiflis  to  St.  Petersburg 
and  from  Warsaw  to  Kazan.  Xearly 
all  their  Russian  customers  are  Ger- 
man firms,  and  their  annuai  sale  in 
the  Tsar's  empire  reaches  700  tons. 
I  was  somewhat  surprised  to  find  that 
German  crude  beeswax  plays  but  a 
very  small  part  in  the  firm's  tarn- 
over— not  more  than  50  to  60  tons  a 
year,  or  barely  5  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  quantity  handled.     The  re- 
mainder  comes  from  all  parts  of 
the  earth.     Knowing  that  Ixmdon 
and  Liverpool  receive  huge  quan- 
tities of  beeswax  every  year,  I  natu- 
rally inquired    whether    the  firm 
bought  much  of  their  crude  wax 
in  England.     "Not  so  much  as  we 
should  like  to,"  answered  Mr.  Borst- 
ling (lie  was  the  first  man  I  met 
who  confessed  that  he  liked  to  boy 
in  England  as  well  as  sell  there! 
"  The  fact  is,  most  of  the  crude  *M 
sent  to  London  realises  such  bigh 
prices  that  we  cannot  afford  to  boy 
it.    Look  at  your  Jamaican  wax,  for 
instance.     According  to  your  own 
journal,  it  finds  a  ready  sale  at  from 
'71.  10s.  to  8/.  15.9.  per  cwt.  in  the 
crude  state;  that  is  more  than  W 
can  afford  to  give.    By  the  way, 
Mr.  Borstling  here  remarked,  "  did  you  ever  notice  that  bees- 
wax has  the  odour  of  the  predominating  flowers 
country  in  which  it  is  gathered?     Ours  is  heather-UKt : 
Brazilian  has  the  odour  of"  vanilla."     Then  he  continoed, 
cannot  think  why  people  in  England  pay  such  enornwos 
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rates  for  this  kind  of  wax  when  they  can  get  other  varieties 
so  much  cheaper.  And,  secondly,  your  "  extras  "  are  pro- 
hibitive. When  we  buy  a  parcel  in  London  we  reckon  that 
it  costs  us  5s.  per  cwt.  on  the  purchase-price  for  dock  and 
flipping  charges.  In  Hamburg  all  the  expenses  are  6d. 
per  cwt.  That  is  the  chief  reason  why  Hamburg  is  quickly 
overtaking  its  competitors  as  a  centre  for  the  trade  in  crude 
beeswax." 

Hamburg  as  a  Beeswax  Centre. 

When  I  returned  to  Hamburg  I  made  some  inquiries  to 
test  the  accuracy  of  Mr.  Borstling's  statement,  and  found 
that  he  was  quite  right.    Within  the  last  four  years  the

ceipts  of  crude  beeswax  from  foreign  countries  at  that 
ort  have  trebled.  Here  are  the  figures  taken  from  the  last 
iport  of  the  Hamburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  :  Imports  of 
eeswax  by  sea  in  1892.  260  tons  ;  in  1893,  278  tons ;  in 
B94,  829  tons  ;  in  1895,  877  tons;  in  1896,  650  tons.  The 
eeswax  exports  of  the  Portuguese  colonies  in  Africa,  which 
irmerly  were  sent  to  London  as  a  matter  of  course,  now  all 
nd  their  way  to  the  Elbe  city.    How  I  wished  I  had  had

;dock  director  for  a  travelling-companion,  so  that  his  eyes 
|gnt  have  been  opened  to  his  folly  ! 

"What  variety  of  crude  wax  is  the  best  for  bleaching  1 "  I 

"The  Egyptian.  It  generally  costs  about  10s.  per  cwt. 
>re  than  the  other  kinds,  but  it  bleaches  a  beautiful  white 
'tour.  You  will  see  some  in  the  yard  presently.  It  does 
t  go  to  England,  though,  but  is  all  used  in  Germany  for  fine 
.mdry-work.  We  also  receive  some  excellent  hard  wax 
fm  Morocco.    That  we  import  direct.    There  is  a  house  in 


Casa  Blanca  with  which  we  have  dealt  for  eight  years. 
Abyssinian  wax  is  dark  in  colour,  but  generally  fairly  good. 
Syrian,  which  we  import  from  Alexandretta,  is  peculiar  for 
its  large  variety  of  colours  and  odd  shapes.  Zanzibar  wax 
is  rather  dirty.  German  is  generally  very  good,  especially 
that  from  Holstein.  Now  come  and  see  the  bleaching  of 
white  wax.  Electric  light?  Yes;  we  have  it  all  over  the 
factory.  The  authorities  will  not  allow  us  to  use  oil, 
because  of  the  danger  of  fire." 

The  preliminary  treatment  of  wax  for  bleaching  white  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  yellow  kind.  It  is  cut  into  pieces 
and  boiled.  Then  it  is  run  into  a  long  closed  box  with  small 
holes  at  the  top.  Below  the  box  is  a  revolving  cylinder 
which  forces  the  wax  through  the 
holes.  Cold  water  is  run  upon  the 
box,  and  the  wax,  thus  suddenly 
cooled,  passes  out  of  the  holes  in  long 
shreds,  which  are  spread  out  in  the 
open  to  be  finally  blanched. 

The  bleaching-ground  is  enclosed 
by  a  closed  wood  fence,  spiked  at  the 
top,  and  is  in  charge  of  the  Customs 
officer.  It  contains  about  eighty  large 
shallow  wooden  troughs  with  wire 
bottoms,  upon  which  the  wax-shreds 
are  exposed  until  they  are  quite  white, 
Some  waxes  bleach  quickly ;  others 
take  several  weeks,  even  in  the  height 
of  summer.  Cuban  wax,  for  instance, 
is  very  difficult  to  bleach.  So  are 
Madagascar  and  Benguela,  which 
turn  a  pale-green  or  yellowish  colour, 
and  must  be  remelted  before  they 
acquire  the  necessary  brilliancy.  The 
wax  in  the  troughs  is  all  shades— 
dull-green,  yellow,  pinkish,  and  white. 
From  the  drying-grounds  the  wax  is 
again  put  in  vats,  melted,  and  cast 
into  moulds,  generally  in  the  shape 
of  flat  round  cakes.  The  German 
druggists  sell  a  larger  kind  of  cakes 
than  the  English,  and  all  these 
peculiarities  of  various  markets  must  be  taken  into  account 
by  the  bleachers. 

A  considerable  portion  of  Mr.  Borstling's  stock  of  beeswax 
— a  stock  amounting  to  several  thousands  of  packages — is 
stored  in  the  city  warehouse  ("  Stiidtisches  Lager")  of  Liine- 
burg,  a  fine  old  building  in  one  of  the  principal  thorough- 
fares. Here  all  citizens  of  the  place  have  the  right  to  store 
merchandise,  and  to  those  who  possess  no  warehouses  of  their 
own,  or  insufficient  accommodation,  the  convenience  is  a 
real  boon.  There  are  Customs  officers  in  this  warehouse, 
too,  keeping  charge  of  the  bonded  room  where  honey,  wax. 
wines,  and  other  dutiable  goods  are  stored.  Inside  the  door 
hangs  an  old  signboard,  bearing  the  Napoleonic  eagle  and 
the  legend  "Douanes  Imperiales."  It  is  a  relic  from  the 
French  times,  from  1808  to  1813,  when  Napoleon's  brother 
was  king  of  Westphalia,  and  Liineburg  an  appanage  of  that 
phantom  State.  But  what  chiefly  interested  me  in  the  place 
was  the  tariff  for  storing  goods,  which  is  one  of  the  lowest 
I  have  seen,  even  in  economical  Germany.  The  cost  of 
keeping  merchandise  in  this  place  is  2  pfennige,  or  Id. 
per  cwt.  per  month.  Half-a-farthing  per  cwt.  is  charged  for 
receiving,  and  half-a-farthing  per  cwt  for  delivering.  Is  it  not 
time  we  took  a  leaf  out  of  the  German  book  in  the  matter  of 
economical  handling  of  goods?  But  then  the  Stadtisches 
Lager  at  Liineburg  does  not  maintain  a  parcel  of  deadhead 
directors. 

An  Ancient  Luneburg-  Pharmacy. 

Liineburg  is  full  of  buildings  of  historic  interest.  When 
you  look  up  at  the  houses  on  the  broad  thoroughfare]  called 
"  am  Sande,"  with  the  queer  spire  of  St.  Johannis  at  its 
further  end,  you  might  »ancy  yourself  in  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, were  it  not  for  the  telephone-wires.  One  of  the 
characteristic  neo-Gothic  gabled  houses  is  the  Raths- 
Apotheke,  now  owned  by  Mr.  August  Lepin.  The  house 
was  built  about  the  year  1620,  when  Burgomaster  Dassel 
presided  over  the  ancient  Hanse-town.  It  has  been  a  phar- 
macy from  the  beginning.  Two  caryatides  holding  phar- 
maceutical vessels  guard  the  entrance.     They  look  in  the 
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same  stony  way  upon  the  German  patients  of  the  present  day, 
as  they  have  done  upon  generations  of  their  ancestors  from 
the  time  when  the  religious  feuds  of  the  Thirty  Years' 
War  swept  over  the  old  town.  Over  the  portal  of  the  house 
are  the  arms  of  the  city,  hewn  in  stone,  flanked  by  two 
shields,  bearing  the  words  "Raths"  and  "  Apotheke " 
(Council-Pharmacy)  in  gold,  and  the  following  Latin  verse 
relating  the  story  of  the  foundation  of  the  house,  which 
makes  one  think  of  the  times  when  the  German  apotheker 
was  not  troubled  with  synthetic  remedies: — 

Consule  Dasselio  sancto  statuente  senatu 

Extructa  est  gazis  hfec  apothcca  suis  ; 
Herbee  et  succi  varia  et  meclicamina  prostant, 

Quae  numero  Hippocrates  vel  Paracelsus  habet. 
Ast  in  prsesidibus  certam  spem  ponere  vita? 

Non  tutum,  a  summo  vita  petenda  Deo, 
Ergo  Christe  fave,  natime  suffice  vires, 

Sentiant  hinc  vires  ut  meclicamina  suas. 

And  higher  on  the  gable  is  the  following  sentence: — 

Neque  herba  neque  malagma  sanavit  eos,  seel  tuus,  Domino' 
sermo,  qui  sanat  omnia. 

Shortly  after  the  building  of  the  old  house,  the  city 
fathers  appointed  an  official  "  Pharmacist  to  the  Council " 
— Theodoras  Petersen— at  an  annual  stipend  of  200  rix- 
dollars.    Petersen  retired  from  pharmacy  in  1565,  when  he 


tinued  until  1704.  From  that  time  onwards  until  1796  the 
Raths-Apotheke  was  periodically  fanned  out — tir.-t  of  all  to 
Nicolaus  Petersen.  At  the  end  of  the  last  century  the  idea* 
of  the  French  Revolution  blew  across  the  heath  of  l.iine- 
burg,  and  from  1796  to  1815  the  pharmacy  was  administered 
by  various  apothekers  on  behalf  of  the  city  direct.  With  the 
disappearance  of  the  French  the  farming-out  system  came  to 
honour  again,  Apotheker  Backhaus,  a  former  incumbent, 
acquiring  the  business  at  an  annual  rent  of  935  thaler* 
(about  140/.).  To  him  succeeded  the  grandfather  of  the 
present  owner,  Mr.  August  Philipp  Lepin.  who  bought  tin- 
pharmacy  outright  from  the  city.  After  his  death  in  1835 
two  managers  carried  on  the  concern  for  thirteen  years  on 
behalf  of  the  heirs.  The  present  proprietor,  Mr.  August 
Lepin,  purchased  the  business  in  1893.  The  semi-feudal 
concession  system  of  pharmacies  which  still  obtains  in 
Germany  naturally  encourages  the  preservation  of  chemist*' 
businesses  in  the  same  street  from  generation  to  generation. 
But  I  doubt  if  there  be  more  than  half-a-dozen  instances  in 
the  whole  empire  in  which  a  pharmacy  has  been  carried  on 
without  a  break  in  the  same  house  for  more  than  360  yean. 
The  present  owner  cannot  be  reproached  with  old-fashioned 
notions  in  the  matter  of  his  business.  I  translate  the  heading 
of  his  letter-paper,  just  to  show  how  even  a  German  apotheker 
upon  whom  four  centuries  of  predecessors  look  down  finds  it 
necessary  to  bow  the  knee  to  modern  commercial  ways : — 

Raths-Apotheke  zu  Luneburg — (An" 
gust  Lepin) — chemical  and  microscopi0 
examinations  of  foodstuffs  and  alimeir 
t8ry  luxuries,  etc. — depot  of  all  artificial 
and  natural  mineral  waters,  always  freshly 
bottled — sale  of  raw*  drugs — condensed 
milk  and  infants'  food  from  the  best- 
reputed  makers—  fruit-syrups— cocoa  and 
chocolate  —  malted  sweets — extract  of 
malt — Liebig's  extract  of  meat  —  medi- 
cinal Tokay  wine  from  Mr.  Rudolf  Fochl 
in  Hamburg,  Court-purveyor  of  Hun- 
garian wines — Liebig's  soluble  food  for 
children — Bischoff's  extract— virgin  olive 
oil — vanilla — candied  orange  and  lemon 
peels  —  aniline  dyes  in  all  shades  for 
wool  and  silk  dyeing  —  medicated  soaps 
—  bleaching-powder  —  disinfectants  — 
smokers'  mixtures  and  essences  —  patent 
medicines. 

Poor  apotheker!  How  the  shades 
of  the  professional  men,  his  predeces- 
sors, must  squirm  when  they  see  him 
dive  under  the  counter  to  reach  a 
packet  of  candied  peel  or  inspect  bis 
shelves  for  a  tin  of  cocoa  or  twopenny- 
worth  of  aniline  dyes. 


The  Raths-Apotheke  at  Luneburg. 

was  appointed  city  physician.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Olivarius  Pilardus,  who  held  the  office  but  one  year.  Then 
there  is  a  long  gap  in  the  pharmaceutical  annals  of  Liine- 
burg.  But  nearly  a  century  later  we  find  the  house  occupied 
by  Raths-Apotheker  Johannes  Andreae  (1631-1645).  The 
office  of  Pharmacist  to  the  Council — which  apparently 
conferred  a  monopoly  in  pharmacy  at  Luneburg — was  con-

Excise  duty  of  £10  a  catty  is  charged  under  the  new  regu 
tions,  while  an  import  duty  of  5  per  cent,  is  levied  on  its  am 
in  China.  But  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  a™.0™1  ■ 
ginseng  really  gathered  much  exceeds  15.000  catties, 
that  the  prescribed  scale  of  taxation  is  not  ngwiy 
hered  to.

When  one  looks  at  the  cover  of  this  issue  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  it  is  difficult  to  realise  that  once  upon  a

Again   we  make  a 
eparture   of  some  significance   by   employing    for  the 
rinting  of   our  cover  a   process   which    is  familiar  to 
lotographic  and  printing  experts,  and  has  been  used  to  a 
nited  extent  for  high-class  colour-work.    A  description  of 
ie  process  is  given  on  page  202,  and  all  that  we  wish  to 
fer  to  here  is  the  composition  of  the  cover,  as  it  happens  to 
a  unique  example  of  the  possibilities  of  the  three-plate, 
ocess.    The  front  page  is  reproduced  from  a  water-colour 
etch  by  Mr.   Tilney,    whose   splendid  illustrations  and 
signs  for  Mrs.  Browning's  "  Sonnets  from  the  Portuguese  " 
3  ranked  high  by  designers,  and  who  is  well  known  in 
ndon  for  a  great  variety  of  designs,  including  book-plates 
:1  posters.    His  sketch  for  our  cover  is  symbolic,  as  it 
nvs,  in  the  C  and  D  manufacturing  pharmacy,  the  whole- 
e    drug-trade  and  chemical   manufactures  supporting 
ail  pharmacy,  which  is  represented  in  the  Phoenix  Phar- 
cy  above.    The  arms  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
ncipal  parts  of  Greater  Britain  beyond  the  seas  connect 
whole.    Except  that  the  picture  on  the  cover  is  smaller 
n  the  original,  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  tell  the  difference 
ween  the  two.    Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  advertisement 
part  of  the  artist's  sketch. 

urning  to  Messrs.  May  &  Baker's  advertisement,  it  will 
bjfound  that  it  consists  of  a  representative  group  of  their 
njiufactures  in  show-jars.  These  were  placed  upon  an 
oilnary  exhibition-stand  covered  with  dark-purple  cloth, 
ai|  the  faithfulness  of  the  process  to  colour  detail  is  thus 
Btikingly  exemplified.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  camphor 
a i,  some  of  the  translucent  chemicals  (such  as  potassium 
c^aide)  show  here  and  there  a  bluish  tinge,  and  it  is 
81  :ially  notable  that  the  colourless  ethers  show  colour- 
re  action.  Had  an  artist  made  this  picture  he  would  have 
ta|n  out  the  blue,  and  thus  lost  one  of  the  most  striking 
pilfs  of  the  transparency  of  the  substances,  for  the 
trlsparency  permitted  the  blue  rays  of  the  cloth  background 
tolter  through  the  substances  and  several  feet  of  space  to 
th  camera.  This  is  seen  again  in  one  of  the  large  blocks 
of  kmphor  upon  which  "  M.  &  B."  can  be  clearly  seen.  Here 
"I  &  B."  was  printed  on  a  cax&placed  behind  the  camphor, 
wl|h  was  not  less  than  1  inch  thick.  Coloured  objects 
plied  under  glass  are  naturally  at  a  disadvantage,  because 
of  lie  reflection  from  the  glass,  but  in  spite  of  that  the 
ou|ard  characteristics  of  all  the  chemicals  exhibited  by 
M(|rs.  May  &  Baker  can  easily  be  recognised.  As  far  as 
welre  aware,  this  is  the  first  time  that  such  a  group  of 
licals  has  been  reproduced  by  the  three-plate  process, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  experience  gained  in  this 
nee  would  lead  to  finer  results,  but  the  process  distinctly 
haijjan  economical  advantage  over  lithography.  To  obtain 
a  tty  natural  representation  of  the  chemicals  by  the  latter 
preps,  to  get  the  yellows,  blues,  and  reds  accurate,  one  must 
emby  a  first-class  artist,  and  that  runs  the  cost  up  enor- 
mo p-    In  the  three-plate  process  Nature  mixes  the  paints. 

1  ssrs.  May,  Roberts  &  Co.'s  advertisement  of  Barrington's 
soa  is  an  exceedingly  striking  example  of  the  utility 
of  e  process  for  advertising-purposes,  as  it  shows  how  a 
malfacturer  of  such  goods  can  with  little  money  be  sure  of 
getag  an  exact  facsimile  of  his  goods  printed  in  colours. 
In  lie  present  case  Messrs.  May,  Roberts  &  Co.  sent 
a  reel  of  the  soaps  to  the  printer's  studio;  these  were 
ere|d  on  a  table  and  photographed  as  they  are  shown. 
Not  ng  could  be  simpler,  nothing  more  effective.  Observe 
the  listers  on  the  label  of  one  of  the  boxes,  and  the  clear 
reh  of  the  embossed  cardboard  box.  The  colours  of  the 
soa]|are  exact,  and  from  the  buyer's  point  of  view  the  exhibit 
is  P  ctically  as  good  as  actual  samples  of  the  soaps.

intended  that  the  border  should  be  photographed  direct  from 
the  natural  flowers,  but  medicinal  plants  are  refractory  when 
one  has  to  make  an  oblong  wreath  of  them,  so  we  had  to 
content  ourselves  with  sketches  from  Nature  made  by  a 
Kew  artist,  and  the  result  is  fairly  successful.  We  do  not. 
name  the  plants  here,  because  elsewhere  we  intimate  that 
those  who  are  botanically  inclined  may  take  the  wreath 
as  a  botanical  exercise,  and  name  the  plants  represented 
in  it.  The  rest  of  the  objects  on  the  page  (saving  the 
printing-type)  are  reproduced  direct  from  Nature  The 
small  pictures  of  Cadbury's  cocoa  show  how  it  is  possible  to 
illustrate  catalogues  and  price-lists  by  the  method.  In  cases 
where  there  is  the  least  doubt  regarding  genuineness,  where 
imitation  may  be  practised,  a  three-plate  process  print  is 
the  best  possible  detective.  The  Apenta-water  bottle  print 
may  be  compared  by  anyone  with  an  original  bottle  to  see 
how  faithfully  every  detail  is  reproduced. 

A  great  future  lies  before  this  process.  Already  it  is 
employed  largely  for  trade-purposes.  Cabinetmakers  repro- 
duce their  finest  pieces  of  furniture  by  it  for  their  cata- 
logues; milliners  and  costume-makers  find  it  just  the  thing 
for  their  country  customers ;  and  carpets,  rare  vases,  tea- 
boxes,  perfumery,  posters,  and  oil-paintings  are  equally 
amenable  to  reproduction.  At  present  comparatively  few 
printers  have  succeeded  in  working  the  process  to  perfec- 
tion ;  but  the  same  thing  obtained  for  some  time  with 
half-tone  printing  in  monochrome,  and  we  expect  that  in  a 
few  years  first-class  printing  by  the  three-plate  process 
will  be  common.  We  hope  that  the  example  of  it  which 
we  give  to-day  will  show  advertisers  connected  with  the 
drug-trade  what  it  is  possible  for  them  to  do  by  it, 
and  that  is  one  of  the  objects  which  we  had  in  view  when 
we  resolved  to  adopt  the  process  on  this  occasion. 


THE    STAR-ANISE    OIL  MARKET. 

During  the  past  two  weeks  our  Trade  Report  columns  have 
recorded  a  condition  of  some  excitement  in  the  star-anise 
oil  market.  We  have  felt  it  necessary  to  point  out  that  the 
sudden  upward  movement  was  of  a  purely  .speculative 
character,  and  had  no  relation  whatever  to  the  real  condi- 
tion of  the  market,  as  determined  by  the  output  and  con- 
sumption of  the  article.  It  is  not  often  that  a  sudden 
advance  of  this  kind  occurs  in  the  dead  of  summer,  when 
most  articles,  and  especially  those  which  are  chiefly  con- 
sumed in  winter,  like  star-anise  oil.  are  usually  neglected. 

On  the  present  occasion]  the  movement  had  its  foundation 
in  the  report  that  a  firm  of  exporters  in  China,  who  had 
sold  about  250  cases  for  shipment  during  the  early  summer 
months  at  a  low  price,  had  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
supplies  in  fulfilment  of  their  contracts.  It  was  thought 
that  they  would  either  have  to  buy  in  this  market  or  fail  to 
deliver.  In  the  latter  case  their  buyers  would  claim  from 
them  the  difference  between  the  contract-price  and  the 
market  quotation  in  London  at  the  time  when  the  goods 
ought  to  be  delivered,  and  it  was  therefore  obviously  to  the 
interest  of  the  buyer  to  run  up  the  London  quotation  as  high 
as  he  could.  Thus  it  came  about  that  between  the  first  and 
the  third  weeks  of  July  the  spot  price  of  star-anise  oil 
advanced  from  6s.  6d.  to  7s.  3d.  per  lb.  and  that  for 
July-August  shipment  (in  second  hand)  from  6s.  3d.  to 
7s.  Qkd.  per  lb.  Much  higher  prices — up  to  7s.  lid. 
per  lb.  for  spot  stuff — have  been  talked  about,  but 
it  is  more  than  doubtful  whether  they  were  actually  paid. 
Unfortunately  for  the  speculators,  the  China  firm  against 
whom  all  this  manoeuvring  was  directed  quietly  tendered 
that  portion  of  the  oil  which  was  due  just  when  the  advance 
was  beo'inninu;  to  assume  a  serious  character,  and  their 
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action  naturally  damped  the  enthusiasm  at  once.  Part  of 
their  contract  has  yet  to  be  fulfilled,  but  the  general  opinion 
is  that  they  will  succeed  in  supplying  what  they  have  sold, 
and  in  that  case  we  may  expect  star-anise  oil  to  return 
temporarily  to  a  lower  range  of  prices. 

We  say  "  temporarily "  advisedly,  for  it  is  more  than 
likely  that  in  the  autumn,  when  the  cough-lozenge  makers 
are  preparing  fresh  ammunition  wherewith  to  fight  the 
catarrh  fiend,  there  may  be  a  renewed  stir  in  the  star-anise 
oil  market.  In  fact,  if  the  reports  from  China  are  to  be 
believed,  there  will  be  an  unusually  short  crop  this  season, 
and  as  it  is  known  that  large  parcels  of  -oil  have  been  sold  in 
London  during  the  spring  by  speculators  at  from  6s.  3d.  to 
6s.  5d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  terms,  for  shipment  up  to  September,  a 
real  scarcity  of  supplies  in  China  may  give  speculators  for 
a  rise  a  good  weapon  for  repeating  in  September  and  October 
the  tactics  that  have  failed  in  July. 

It  may  be  noted  that  in  the  past  few  years  there  has 
been  an  active  speculative  movement  in  oil  of  star  anise 
every  autumn.  It  usually  begins  towards  the  middle  of 
October,  and  lasts,  with  more  or  less  steadiness,  until 
December,  when  large  supplies  arrive  and  knock  the  bottom 
out  of  the  market.  Consultation  of  our  files  shows  the 
course  of  prices  during  the  past  five  autumn  seasons  to  have 
been  as  follows : —

The  principal  brokers  who  handle  the  article  like  to  see 
the  season  begin  at  a  low,  or  at  any  rate  a  moderate,  price — 
say,  5s.  3d.  to  5s.  6d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. — and  the  quotation  to 
advance  gradually.  An  excessive  opening  price  disturbs 
the  even  course  of  business,  makes  consumers  reluctant 
to  buy,  and  generally  leads  to  an  early  breakdown  of  the 
quotations,  which  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  arrest.  And  it 
must  be  remembered  that  drugs  are  not  articles  like  wheat 
or  sugar,  of  which  a  holder  can  always  dispose  by  accepting 
a  point  or  two  below  the  market  rate.  The  general  trend  of 
produce  prices  has  been  downward  for  so  many  years  that  it 
has  become  extremely  difficult  to  sell  articles  for  which 
there  is  no  regular  staple  demand,  even  at  any  sacrifice, 
when  once  the  market  loses  buoyancy.  Drugs  mostly  fall 
under  the  heading  of  non-marketable  articles  of  this  nature. 


FUTURE    B.P.  REVISION. 

Amongst  the  articles  which  we  print  to-day  is  one  upon 
the  revision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  which  will  be  pub- 
lished in  January  next,  if  not  before.  Much  more  might  be 
said  in  regard  to  the  work,  but  our  purpose  was  simply  to 
indicate  the  great  amount  of  labour  which  has  been  done  in 
the  all  too  short  period  allocated  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  for  the  revision.  That  labour  has  fallen  very  largely 
upon  the  Pharmaceutical  committee,  and  it  is  no  secret  that 
they  have  felt  the  pressure  to  be  unfavourable  to  thorough- 
ness, especially  in  formulating  new  galenical  processes,  and  the 
experience  gained  by  them  goes  to  prove,  what  has 
all  along  been  contended  by  pharmacists,  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  not  dealt  with  in  a  proper  way.  The  State 
has  charged  the  General  Medical  Council  with  the  work,  but 
that  body  has  neither  the  qualifications  nor  the  resources  to 
perform  the  pharmaceutical  portion,  and  is  therefore  com- 
pelled to  call  in  help  either  in  the  shape  of  paid  experts 
or  the  gratuitous  assistance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
As  medical  men  are  becoming  less  and  less  proficient  in 


pharmaceutical  manipulation  this  anomalous  condition  will 
become  accentuated  as  years  go  on,  and  the  only  way  to 
remedy  it  is  to  give  pharmacists  an  equal  right  with  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  in  the  revision  of  the  work,  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  urged  by  petition  to  Parliament 
before  the  1885  Pharmacopieia  was  published.  That  right 
the  Medical  Council  can,  if  it  chooses,  grant  without 
violating  the  spirit  of  the  Acts  under  which  it  publishes  the 
book.  We  do  not  think  it  possible  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  can  again  give  assistance  in  the  manner  which  they 
have  done  now,  and  under  the  same  conditions.  The 
members  of  the  Society  are  not  likely  to  tolerate  it,  and 
business-men,  as  all  practical  pharmacists  are,  cannot  give 
their  skill  and  time  to  such  work  to  have  it  vetoed  by  those 
who  ask  their  assistance — an  eventuality  which  has  to  be 
faced. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  published  decennially— the 
next  one  after  that  of  1898  in,  say,  1910,  then  in  1920,  and  so 
on.  The  committee  should  be  appointed  whenever  a  new 
Pharmacopoeia  is  issued,  the  duty  of  the  members  being  to 
watch  criticisms  and  suggestions,  prove  them  or  disprove 
them,  and  have  everything  ready  for  incorporation,  with 
chapter  and  verse  for  their  recommendations,  when  the  time 
arrives.  The  members  of  the  committee  should  be  paid— 
not  salaries,  but  out-of-pocket  expenses  for  experiments,  Jcc. 
We  may  say  that  the  Pharmaceutical  committee  has 
worked  these  two  years  at  the  Society's  expense,  but  the 
outside  work  by  members  has  been  done  at  their  own  expense. 
Sir  Richard  Quain  stated,  at  the  meeting  of  his  Council 
in  June,  1895,  that  "a  large  sum  would  have  to  be  paid 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  forthcoming  edition  of  the  Pharmacopieia  "  ;  but  we 
are  not  aware  that  this  has  been  officially  communicated  U> 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  certainly  the  committee 
has  done  the  work  con  anwre.  It  is  right,  however,  that  a 
definite  arrangement  should  be  made  for  the  future,  an'l 
when  the  committee  is  appointed  it  should  be  a  committee 
representing  the  United  Kingdom,  and  not  Great  Britain 
merely.  How  the  colonies  will  come  in  will  have  to  be 
determined  when  it  is  seen  what  the  colonial  Appendix  is 
like. 


THE    NEW   UNITED    STATES  TARIFF. 

At  3  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon  the  U.S.  Senate  adopted 
the  Dingley  Tariff  Bill  as  finally  amended  in  conference  by 
a  committee  of  Senators  and  Congressmen.  At  4.7  P-M 
President  McKinley  signed  the  Bill,  which  took  effect 
at  midnight.  A  number  of  vessels  with  goods  intended 
for  passing  the  Customs  under  the  old  tariff  have  failed 
to  reach  their  American  ports  of  destination  in  time, 
and  their  cargoes  will,  therefore,  be  dutiable  under  the 
new  law. 

It  must  have  been  a  proud  moment  for  Mr.  McKinley  when 
he  signed  this  Bill.  If  it  be  not  quite  so  high  as  the  noto- 
rious measure  which  first  made  the  President's  name  familiar, 
it  is  certainly  not  far  removed  from  it.  How  long  it  will 
remain  law  depends  chiefly  upon  the  amount  of  misery  it 
will  cause  in  the  States  and  the  patience  of  the  American 
people.  If  the  Dingley  Act  had  struck  a  genuine  blow  at 
the  Trust  System  much  might  have  been  forgiven  to  it. 
But  the  Trusts  have  Mr.  McKinley  in  their  pocket,  however 
much  he  may  protest.  The  new  tariff  has  been  so  much 
mauled  about  in  its  passage  through  the  American 
Parliament  that  its  own  father  will  scarcely  recogn'1* 
the  Bill  in  the  Act.  It  is  therefore  advisable  to  wait 
until  a  copy  of  the  measure  reaches  us  before  printing 
its    final    provisions    respecting    drugs    and   chemica  s

he  prospects  of  increase  in  the  duties  on  many  of  the 
a.  cles  here  mentioned  have  kept  some  of  our  manufacturers 
a.  merchants  busy  for  several  months  ;  but  the  first  effect

reed,  and  to  help  in  depressing  the  export  branch  of  the

!tlnent  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  '  So  far  as  this 
01  ntry  is  concerned  there  will  be  no  retaliation  ;  but  it  is 
v"  probable  that  France  and  Germany  may,  at  least 
"irectly,  treat  American  products  in  a  more  unfriendly 
a  iner  than  hitherto.  There  are  plenty  of  ways  of  doing  so 
w3out  raising  the  tariff.  You  can  always  find  lead  in 
e'porated  apples,  microbes  in  pork,  and  sundry  metallic 
P  ;ons  m  tinned  goods  if  you  will  only  look  sharp  enough. 


TO    CENTRAL    AMERICAN  SHIPPERS. 

Th  b  British  Consul  at  Nicaragua,  in  his  last  report,  mentions 
drugs  among  the  articles  chiefly  imported  into  that  Republic 
from  Britain.  That  statement,  however,  appears  to  be  a 
mere  obiter  dictum,  for,  as  the  Consul  himself  admits,  no 
statistics  at  all  worthy  of  the  name  are  kept  in  Nicaragua. 
At  uncertain  intervals  the  Nicaraguan  Government — if  there 
happens  to  be  one — issue  a  bunch  of  figures,  but  as  a 
general  rule  they  are  too  busy  with  revolutions  to  think 
about  business.  In  this  respect  Nicaragua  is  typical  of  the 
whole  of  Central  America,  of  which  the  most  that  can  be 
positively  stated  is  that  there  are  many  more  German  firms 
than  British,  and  that  there  is  more  than  a  suspicion  that  in 
small  manufactured  articles  German  imports  are  slowly 
gaining  ground  upon  all  others. 

So  far  as  the  drug-trade  is  concerned  the  last-named  im- 
pression is  borne  out  by  an  interesting  article  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutische  Zeitung  of  July  17,  by  Dr.  E.  Rothschuh,  of  Managua, 
Nicaragua. 

"  It  is  true,"  says  the  doctor,  "  that  the  German  drug-trade 
is  gaining  ground  here  ;  but  it  has  a  hard  struggle  against 
powerful  competitors  who  have  held  possession  of  the 
markets  here  for  many  years,  as  well  as  against  enterprising 
newcomers."  France  is  the  type  of  the  former.  French  per- 
fumery and  French  patents  hold  the  field,  but  they  are  dear, 
and  the  French  shippers  are  tricky  ("  roenig  coulant  "  :  an 
accusation  that  is  new  to  us  with  regard  to  French  firms), 
which  gives  Germany  a  double  chance.  Pharmaceutical 
specialities,  in  the  widest  sense,  are  a  necessity  in  a  country 
so  sparsely  populated  as  Central  America,  where  medical  aid 
is  often  unobtainable.  "  Even  the  German  Medical  Man  "  (our 
old  friend  of  the  Superior  Person  order)  "  has  to  prescribe 
them,  the  more  so  because  he  is,  in  many  cases,  also  the 
proprietor  of  a  pharmacy."  French  sandalwood  oil  and 
morrhuol  capsules,  Grimault's  and  Pelletier's  cinchona-winesj 
Dusart's  syrup,  Leras'  and  Bravais'  iron  preparations  are  seen 
everywhere.  Why  is  this?  Dr.  Rothschuh  ascribes  the 
fact  in  part  to  the  excellence  of  the  preparations,  in  part  to 
the  nice  way  in  which  the  French  goods  are  got  up,  but 
most  of  all  to  the  persistence  with  which  the  French 
manufacturers  advertise  in  local  journals.  The  American 
speciality-manufacturers  adopt  another,  but  equally  success- 
ful, method  of  pushing  their  goods — viz.,  by  coloured 
placards.  Scott's  emulsion,  Florida  water,  and  Bristol  pills 
are  seen  in  every  house  in  Central  America;  but  so  are 
Scott's  blotting-pads,  and  the  calendars  of  Lanman  & 
Kemp,  while  a  gay  advertising-placard  is  as  often  as  not  the 
only  wall-decoration  in  the  "sala"  of  even  well-to-do 
families.  Dr.  Rothschuh  has  a  good  word  for  the  American 
method  of  packing  pharmaceutical  articles  in  handy  little 
packets — a  dozen  boxes  of  pills  or  a  dozen  bottles  in  a 
box — whereby  small  retailers  are  able  to  keep  "original 
packages,"  to  prove  to  their  suspicious  customers  the 
genuineness  of  their  goods.  The  only  British  specialities 
which  have  a  really  large  sale  are  Cockle's,  Eno's,  and  Hollo- 
ay's  ;  but  in  fruit-essences,  effervescing  magnesia,  quinine 
and  camphor  Britain  leads  the  market. 

Dr.  Rothschuh  gives  some  useful  hints  on  packing.  Liquids 
should  be  put  up  in  square  tin  cans,  holding  gallons  or  sub- 
divisions of  gallons  (the  metric  system  is  not  a  recommenda- 
tion here).  The  round  tins  and  bottles  that  are  liked  in 
Germany  are  more  liable  to  break  than  the  square  ones,  and 
take  up  more  room.  The  packing  should  be  as  light 
as  security  permits,  for  duties  are  mostly  levied  on  the 
gross  weight;  solid  drugs  and  chemicals  should  be  put  up 
in  boxes  of  light  wood,  and  wrapped  in  paper  parcels  of 
from  2  lbs.  upwards.    This  saves  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
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during  the  rainy  season,  when  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
transfer  into  bottles  or  tins,  without  damage,  drugs  that  are 
put  up  loose  in  a  large  case.  Great  care  should  be  taken  in 
filling  up  the  interstices  of  the  packages  in  the  case,  for  the 
journey  is  long,  and  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  handling 
of  goods.  Even  when  they  are  not  transhipped  in  England, 
the  States,  Colon,  or  Panama,  they  are  sure  to  be  exposed  to 
a  deal  of  rough  handling  during  their  journey  in  Central 
America,  and  no  attention  whatever  is  paid  to  such  notices 
as  "  With  care,"  "  Glass."  or  "  This  side  up."  even  when 
written  in  Spanish.  The  Spanish-American  has  always 
plenty  of  time  on  hand,  and  therefore  reads  carefully  long 
directions  of  use  and  accounts  of  "  cures "  which  the 
European  disdains  to  notice. 

Among  the  means  of  making  goods  known  in  Central 
America,  Dr.  Rothschuh  specially  recommends  the  giving 
away  of  some  trifle  with  each  package.  Lanman  &  Kemp, 
for  instance,  have  made  a  great  hit  with  .-mall  brass  scarf- 
pins  bearing  a  coloured  shield  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes, 
after  the  manner  of  the  election  favours  that  were  used  in 
the  States  during  the  McKinlev-Bryan  contest.  Here  is  an 
opportunity  for  British  manufacturers  to  turn  Jubilee  buttons 
and  pins  to  business  account. 

Dr.  Rothschuh  concludes  by  pointing  out  that  the 
majority  of  foreign  medical  men  and  pharmacists  settled  in 
Central  America  are  Germans,  and  that  this  fact  greatly 
favours  the  introduction  of  German  galenicals  and  chem- 
icals, as  apart  from  ordinary  patent  medicines.  Yet, 
at  the  present  time,  the  share  of  Germany  in  this  trade  is 
quite  small.  We  trust  that  British  manufacturers  and  ex- 
porters may  also  profit  by  the  doctor's  hints,  even  although 
they  are  not  intended  for  them. 

BEACONS  OF  JOURNALISM. 

Mr.  Augustine  Birrell,  M.P..  endeavoured  to  convince  the 
members  of  the  Hardwicke  Society  last  Saturday  "  that  the 
pretensions  of  our  daily  press  are  ridiculously  high,  are  ex- 
travagantly increasing,  and  ought  to  be  forthwith  abated.'' 
The  proposition  seems  to  us  to  be  so  self-evident  as  to  be 
scarcely  worth  stating,  much  less  discussing.  But  a  Daily 
News  leader-writer  had  the  courage  to  oppose  it,  and  the 
Hardwicke  Society  solemnly  divided  on  the  issue.  It  will  be 
observed  that  it  is  the  daily  press  against  which  Mr.  Birrell 
especially  directed  his  parable,  though,  as  far  as  we  can  see. 
his  strictures  applied  to  the  omniscient  "  we "  throughout 
the  periodical  press.  Mr.  Birrell  established,  with  complete 
success,  his  contention  that  a  newspaper  is  in  most  cases  a 
commercial  enterprise.  He  evidently  regards  himself  as 
the  discoverer  of  that  fact,  and  we  do  not  care  to  inter- 
fere with  his  illusion  on  that  score.  The  newspaper,  he 
points  out,  is  maintained  by  advertisements,  and  the  adver- 
tisements are  dependent  on  the  circulation.  The  circulation, 
in  its  turn,  depends  on  the  contents,  and  to  make  these 
attractive  variety  is  essential.  And  this  is  were  we  come  in. 
"There  must  be  variety  in  order  to  impart  interest  and  to 
prevent  the  papers  becoming,  like  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist and  the  Law  Times,  purely  professional  organs."  We 
are  proud  to  be  associated  with  the  Law  Times  as  a  typical 
"  professional  organ,"  though  we  never  claimed  that  dignity. 
But  we  rather  resent  the  distinction  of  being  chosen  as  a 
warning  to  all  other  journals  as  a  monument  of  monotony. 
For  variety  we  back  this  number  of  The  Chemist  AND 
Druggist  against  all  Fleet  Street,  and  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
Mr.  Birrell  if,  in  exchange  for  a  copy  of  this  journal,  he  will 
send  us  something  a  little  more  various. 

BORIC  ACID  AND  THE  DIGESTIVE  FERMENTS. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps  recently  communicated  some  notes  to  the 
Society  of  Public  Analysts  on  the  influence  of  boric  acid 
upon  the  action  of  the  digestive  ferments,  and  the  results 


generally  show  that  they  have  no  inlluence  worth  consider- 
ing. Thus  in  malt-digestion  boric  acid  had  no  effect,  bat  it 
rather  hastened  the  conversion  of  starch  by  saliva.  As  much 
as  1  per  cent,  of  the  acid  did  not  retard  peptic  digest  ion,  and 
the  same  amount  had  little  influence  upon  zymine  digestion , 
while  the  rennet  ferment  was  decidedly  improved  )>vl[>ercent 
of  boric  acid.  Mr.  Cripps  concluded  that  the  use  of  boric 
acid  in  reasonable  proportion  can  scarcely  with  justice  be 
made  the  ground  of  prosecution  under  the  Food  and  Drug* 
Act.  Mr.  Cassal  strongly  objected  to  this  declaration, 
maintaining  that  preservatives  should  not  be  added  to  milk 
the  President,  however,  qualifying  that  by  saying  that  be  did 
not  think  the  addition  of  boric  acid  is  an  adulteration  i!

SCOTCH  DOCTORS  AND  THE  PHARMACY  ACT. 

"If  it  were  not  that  he  might  be  considered  presump- 
tuous," said  Sheriff  Mair,  at  Airdrie,  in  March  last, "  he  would 
have  had  very  little  hesitation  in  condemning  these  Pharmacy 
Acts."  If  he  had  condemned  them  we  should  have  con- 
sidered him  presumptuous,  and  not  very  wise.  And  n 
should  have  been  sorry  to  have  lost  our  esteem  for  bi.» 
judicial  wisdom.  It  is  on  the  text  of  Sheriff  Mair's  observa- 
tions that  the  Scottish  Midland  and  Western  Medical 
Association  have  memorialised  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion in  respect  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  their  memorial 
was  read  before  the  Parliamentary  Bills  Committee  of  that 
body  at  its  meeting  last  week,  and  was  referred  t<>  the  next 
meeting.  The  memorialists  have  a  somewhat  confused 
idea  of  the  law,  for  they  express  the  belief  that  "it  is  the 
declared  intention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  compel 
all  assistants  to  become  members  thereof."  A  declared 
intention  need  not  be  a  subject  of  belief:  it  should  be  a 
matter  of  knowledge.  These  memorialists  are,  cunon-l? 
enough,  "  iii  full  sympathy  with  this  endeavour,"  only  they 
think  the  compulsion  should  be  applied  to  the  assistant 
of  chemists  as  well  as  to  those  employed  by  medical  nu  n. 
They  also  believe  that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  only  intends 
to  provide  that  unqualified  persons  should  not  keep  shop- 
for  selling  poisons.  They  do  not  agree  with  the  judicial 
interpretation  of  the  expression  "  seller  of  a  poison,  awl 
thev  appeal  on  this  point  to  the  Parliamentary  Bills  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association.  And  they  finally  suggest  that  i 
would  be  well  if  the  power  of  prosecution  in  the  pena 
clauses  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  taken  from  the  P^rma- 
ceutical  Society  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  lf<>  | 
secutor.  These  Scotch  doctors  would  save  themselves  i 
other  people  a  lot  of  trouble  if  they  would  adopt  the 
and  obvious  way  out  of  their  difficulty— namely.  « 
obeying  the  law.

ITH  ever}"  desire  to  indulge 
my  loyalty,  it  was  my  mis- 
fortune (writes  an  occa- 
sional contributor)  to  be 
away  from  London  on 
Jubilee  Day.

<V.  My  friend  shares  with  me  a  liking  for  "  things  of  the 
pt,"  and  the  article  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  C.  §  D.  on  the 
'■  entenary  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  "  cropped  up 
h  course  of  conversation.  I  mentioned  that,  fine  as  the 
sitet  improvements  in  Paris  undoubtedly  are.  it  is  a  pity 
tit  they  tend  to  sweep  away  so  much  that  is  quaict  and  of 
h  :oric  interest.  "  Relics  of  old  pharmacy  must  every 
y  r  disappear,"  I  added  :  "  but  is  there  no  one  who  tries  to 
k  p  a  record  of  them  ?  "  "I  have  occasionally  made  inquiries 
rrjelf."  he  replied,  '•  but-  even  M.  Planchon,  the  great  author- 
it  on  such  subjects,  seems  to  know  of  no  systematic  record  of 
tl  historic  pharmacies  of  Paris.  Pharmacy  is  nothing  if 
ri>'  progressive,"  he  went  on,  "  but  there  are  plenty  of  relics 
ai-  souvenirs  if  one  knows  where  to  look  for  them.  As  this 
isubilee  Day,  and  a  holiday  for  all  right-thinking  English- 
m.i,  I  will  take  leave  of  business  for  a  few  hours,  if  you  like, 
ai"  drive  with  you  to  some  of  the  pharmacies  that  are 
wthy  of  the  historian's  attention."    I  accepted  the  invita-

ti'  willingly,  and  shortly  afterwards  we  were  in  a  cab 
b<nd  for  the  Faubourg  St.  Honore — which  was  gay  with 
E  lish  and  French  flags,  by  the  way.  We  drew  up  at 
N  21,  in  front  of  M.  Boymond's,  where  we  were  lucky 
erigh  to  find  the  editor  of  the  Repertoire  and  ex-President 
of  le  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Phabmacie  Hottot-Chomet. 

ith  the  exception  of  the  pharmacy  in  the  rue  de  Gram- 
m>t,  once  kept  by  the  apothecary  Lescot.  mv  shop-front  is 
qus  unique  in  Paris,"  he  told  us.  '"It  was  built  by  M. 
H»"ot — an  army  pharmacist  who  had  seen  service  under 
N":bleon  I.— in  1821.  Ton  will  notice  that  the  house  itself 
is  sty  years  older,  and  you  can  easily  see  that  my  worthy 
processor's  building-site  was  simply  the  vast  1  porte- 
ccere'  of  the  old  building.  Choinet,  who  preceded  Hottot. 
ha  his  officine  in  the  rue  de  St.  Honore.  I  believe.  In 
18  Dr.  Ernest  Hottot  succeeded  his  father,  and  in  1865 
the  rashness  passed  into  the  hands  of  my  predecessor,  Eugene 
He  ot.  I  have  been  here  myself  since  1875.  Yes,  I  found 
?oi>  curious  old  papers  here  when  I  came,  among  others 
an  rvoice — made  out  in  the  good  old  Molieresque  style — to 


in  the  street  still  known  as  the  rue  des  Ecuries  d'Artois — 
Artois  was  the  title  of  Charles  X..  the  Comte's  grandfather, 
yon  know." 

And  as  we  unravelled  the  tangled  skein  of  Bourbon 
eenealosrv.  Mr.  Bovmond  added  eailv.  "If  vou  are  interested 


in  royalties,  go  and  see  the  Louis  XVI.  pharmacy  in  the  rue 
du  Bac.  where  I  served  my  time." 

The  MorsQUETAiEEs'  Phaeaiacy. 

So  in  ten  minutes  or  so  we  reached  the  narrow  street  dear 
to  Mme.  Sevigne.  and  at  Xo.  23  found  M.  Delpech. 
Founded  about  1750  or  1760  by  M.  Lacassagne, 
he  informed  us.  :his  was  formerly  known  as  the 
••  Black  Musketeers' "  pharmacy.  These  lifeguards  took  their 
name  (like  the  Scots  Greys)  from  the  colour  of  their  horses, 
and  were  quartered  in  the  rue  de  Beaune  close  by.  Some 
twenty  years  later  the  ofneine  passed  into  the  hands  of  M. 
Bessas  de  La  Megie.  who  was  Court  pharmacist  to  Louis  XVI. 
■'  This  did  not  prevent  him  becoming  a  Republican — out- 
wardly at  least — a  few  years  later."  remarked  M.  Delpech. 
'•  for  one  of  my  predecessors  found,  in  turning  out  an  old  cup- 
board, a  faded  sketch  of  '  Citizen  La  Megie  in  his  red  cap  of 
Liberty, '  evidently  the  work  of  some  graceless  apprentice. 
Under" the  Restoration  this  was  again  the  pharmacy  of  the 
King's  Body-guard  (Garde  du  Corps  du  Roi).and  finally,  under 
Xapoleon  III.,  I  myself  served  the  Emperor's  famous  '  Cent 
Gardes,'  who  were  stationed  at  the  barracks  in  the  rue  de 
Bellechasse." 
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As  proof  of  bis  claims  for  the  antiquity  of  his  pharmacy, 
M.  Delpech  showed  us  a  massive  marble  mortar  ;  also  another 
made  in  bell-metal  which  gave  a  singularly  clear  and  musical 
ring,  and  which  he  considered  rare,  if  not  unique.    He  drew 


our  attention  to  the  ram's-bead  formed  handles,  and  the 
inscription  round  the  rim — "  Desprez,  fondeur  du  Roi,  1780.' 
We  also  saw  some  quaint  old  pots,  and  part  of  the  woodwork 
and  fittings  seemed  to  date  from  the  last  century. 

A  Pharmacist  Poet. 

The  "  Pharmacie  Pelletier,"  48  rue  Jacob,  is  not  far  off,  and 
the  present  occupant,  M.  Nicot  de  Villemain,  has  a  respect 
for  his  great  predecessor  which  verges  on  hero-worship.  The 
shop  and  fittings  are,  however,  quite  modern.  The  original 
pharmacy,  M.  Nicot  explained,  was  at  No.  45,  just  opposite. 
"  You  see  that  old  curiosity  shop,"  said  he — "  that  marks  the 
spot  where  Pelletier  and  his  assistant  Caventou  discovered 
the  alkaloids  of  quinine  in  1820,  as  well  as  strychnine, 
brucine,  veratrine,  emetine,  narceine,  and  paramorphine.  I 
still  occupy  an  apartment  under  the  same  roof."  The  only 
relics  of  the  past  are  the  old  jars,  nearly  a  hundred  in 
number,  with  old-fashioned  inscriptions  which  render  them 
practically  useless,  unless  it  be  to  figure  in  a  collection.  At 
least  a  dozen  were  electuaries.  "  Theriaca  and  diascordium 
I  know,"  said  my  friend,  "  but  what  are  the  Catholic  electu- 
ary and  Solomon's  electuary  ?  " 

We  remarked  microscopes  and  numerous  scientific  appara- 
tus, a  laboratory,  &c,  but  no  patents  or  put-up  goods.  M. 
Nicot  explained  that  he  tried  to  live  up  to  the  traditions  of 
those  whom  he  terms  "  the  honest  apothecaries  of  bygone 
days,  for  whom  pharmacy  was  really  an  art,  and  not  a 
charlatanesque  bazaar  for  the  public  health,  where  '  qurerenda 
pecunia  primum:  virtus  post  nummos'  ought  to  be  inscribed." 

The  discovery  of  Pelletier  and  Caventou  brought  them 
no  pecuniary  profit  beyond  the  Montyon  prize  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  and  in  conclusion  he  remarked,  "  By  the  way, 
pharmacist  poets  are  not  very  common,  I  believe — let  me 
offer  you  my  '  Sonnet  to  Pelletier.' " 

Jadis  venue  on  ue  sait  d'ou, 

En  voyageuse  clandestine, 

Sans  souci  rle  la  medecine 
La  fievre  rendait  l'homme  fou. 

Alors  Pelletier,  Caventou,- 

Votre  decouverte  est  divine  !

"  You  write  verses  often,  M.  Nicot  ?  "  I  asked  when  leavini: 
"I  have  rhymed  half  the  Codex,"  he  replied,  smiling. 

AKCIEXT  AND  MODEEX  LEADEES  01''  FRENCH  Phakmacy. 

After  dejeuner — for  it  was  now  noon — we  returned  to  the 
rue  du  Bac  (No.  70),  to  call  on  M.  Pierre  Vigier.  I  suppose 
few  pharmacists  actually  in  business  are  better  known  in 
the  French  scientific  world.  He  has  successively  occupied 
the  Presidential  chair  at  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  the 
Syndicate  of  Seine  Pharmacists,  and  the  Therapeutir 
Society,  and  belongs  to  the  Chemical  Society,  the  Society 
of  Practical  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  the  Medico-Surgical 
Society. 

"  He  was  recently  elected  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of 
Medicine ;  and,  like  Whittington,  who  was  thrice  Lord 
Mayor,  M.  Vigier  has  just  had  the  unique  distinction  of 
being  appointed  to  sit  on  the  Codex  Commission  for  (he 
third  time,"  was  my  friend's  remark  as  we  entered  a  hand- 
some modern  pharmacy. 

M.  Vigier,  though  somewhat  aged  by  forty  years  and  more 
of  hard  work,  is  still  pleasant  and  hearty,  and  (owing  to  thr 
illness  of  a  lady-cashier)  Madame  Vigier  was  by  his  side  at 
the  cash-desk,  affable  and  businesslike  as  her  husband.  TV 
mere  titles  of  M.  Vigier's  scientific  treatises  would  till  a  page 
of  the  C.  $  D.,  so  I  will  merely  mention  that  it  was  he  who 
introduced  pepsine  into  the  French  Codex,  and  that  his  first 
important  studies  were  on  the  analysis,  of  phosphorus. 

"This  pharmacy  was  founded  in  1726,"  he  told  us,  "but  as 
a  '  classical  house '  it  only  dates  from  1755,  when  the 
famous  Demachy  (professor  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
under  Louis  XVI.,  and  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  after  tb 
Revolution)  bought  it,  and  occupied  it  for  twenty-five  years. 
Bourriat,  assistant-professor  to  Vauquelin,  succeeded  Demachy 
from  1780  to  1818,  and  then  disposed  of  it  to  Hernandez. 
My  predecessor,  Gobley — he  was  appointed  assistant- 
professor  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1842,  the  same  year 
as  M.  Chatin — carried  on  the  business  from  1835  till  1861 
Bourriat  and  Gobley  were  both  Chevaliers  of  the  Legion  of 
Honour,  and  members  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine." 

"  And  you  also,  I  think,  M.  Vigier  1 " 

"  I  have  the  red  ribbon,  as  you  see,  and  hope  to  enU'r  tli" 
Academy  one  day,  when  I  leave  my  business  to  my  son. 

"Was  the  pharmacv  alwavs  here?" 

"For  151  years  (1726-1877)  it  was  at  No.  60.  Twenty 
years  ago  my  old  house  was  pulled  down  to  make  way  for 
the  Boulevard  St.  Germain.  I  was  thoroughly  upset, 
attached  as  I  was  to  the  historic  place.  Just  fancy  a  nif- 
little  private  house,  shop,  and  garden  for  about  200/.  a  year  rent, 
and  so  convenient !  I  actually  had  to  buy  the  freehold  of 
the  whole  house  here ;  my  premises  now  cost  me  twice  as 
much,  and  are  far  less  handy  and  well-arranged." 

M.  Vigieb,  Jux. 
And  he  went  on  telling  us  how  his  younger  brother  also 
occupied  an  historic  house.  In  1784  Charlard  (ex-Provost  of 
the  Paris  Company  of  Apothecaries,  and  apothecary  jo 
Monseigneur  the  Duke  of  Orleans)  founded  a  pharmacy  in 
the  rue  Basse  Porte  St.  Denis,  which  is  now  known  as  the 
Pharmacie  Vigier-Charlard,  12  Boulevard  Bonne  Nonvclle. 

A  Royal  Romance. 
"  And  if  you  want  another  old  place,  go  to  Cadet-Gassi- 
court's,  opposite  the  Louvre,"  said  our  chatty  host  as  we  rose 
to  leave. 

So  we  drove  to  No.  6  rue  de  Marengo,  where  the  pharmacy 
is  now  owned  by  M.  Bretonneau  (a  distant  relative  of  the 
famous  French  doctor).  This  also  was  modern,  but  there 
was  a  handsome  marble  bust  of  Cadet  signed  "  Francin,  1/tw. 
This  was  the  founder  of  the  establishment,  and  the  ancestor 
of  Dr.  Cadet  de  Gassicourt,  President  of  the  Paris  Academy 
of  Medicine  for  1897.  "  By  the  way,"  1  inquired,  "is  it  true 
the  Cadets  have  royal  blood  in  their  veins  1 " 

"There  is  little  doubt  of  it,"  said  M.  Bretonneau.  « 
is  a  tradition  that  Madame  Cadet,  the  wife  of  our  fn^*"j 
marble  there,  was  an  uncommonly  pretty  woman,  and  attrac m 
the  attention  of  Louis  XV."  So  that  Cadet  de  Gassicourt,  her 
son,  was  the  illegitimate  offspring  of  the  "Roi  Bien-aim^ 
The  husband  had,  of  course,  no  redress  against  a  fang, 
took  it  like  a  man  of  wit  ("un  homme  d'esprit"),  and  mao- 
up  for  his  home  trouble  by  obtaining  the  title  of  lo^ 
pharmacist  and  numerous  other  favours.    He  died  in  1 
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lis  son  of  a  king  (Cadet  de  Gassicourt,  1769-1821)  was 
ief  pharmacist  to  the  Emperor  Napoleon  I.  during  his 
istrian  campaigns  of  1809  (he  left  some  memoirs  of  his  war 
periences),  and  in  1818  presided  over  the  Paris  "  Free " 
ciety  of  Pharmacy. 

It  was  in  1858  or  1859  that  the  pharmacy  was  transferred 
y  M.  Bretonneau's  father)  from  the  historic  site  at  No.  108 
e  St.  Honore  to  its  present  .position,  opposite  the  big 


apery  shop  so  dear  to  the  feminine  world.  Besides  the 
st,  there  are  some  old  scales  and  some  ancient  formu- 
ies  of  Cadet's.  I  noticed  he  used  the  weights  and 
asures  so  familiar  to  us  all — Jxj.,  and  so  on. 

The  Pharmacie  Eobiquet. 
Robiquet  (1780-1840)  the  founder  of  the  Paris  pharmacists 
vjful  "  Societe  de  Prevoyance,"  had  a  pharmacy  in  the  rue 
(I  la  Monnaie,  but  beyond  a  few  ancient-lookins?  pots  we 
fnd  no  souvenirs  of  the  ex-professor  of  the  School  of 
llarmacy. 

Vauquelin's  Deed  of  Sale. 
We  were  luckier  at  the  old  house  at  the  corner  of  the  rue 
t   Clery  and   the  rue  Poissoniere,  where  Vauquelin  dis- 
used from  1788  to  1818,  as  the  name  and  date  over  the 
i  or  indicate.    Here  M.  Nardin,  the  present  proprietor, 
f wed  us  the  actual  deed  by  which  his  famous  forerunner 
((posed  of  his  business  to  M.  Deslauriers.    The  document 
§r  clearly  written  foolscap  pages  of  law  jargon,  is  dated 
LB' two  years  later  than  the  appointment  of  Vauquelin  to  the 
<  ectorship  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  He  formally  engages 
;  to  re-open  shop  in  Paris,  and  the  price  is  47,000f.— not  a 
I  little  sum  for  a  man  who  came  to  Paris  with  just  5s.  in 
pocket,  and  worked  in  Fourcroy's  laboratory  for  121  per 
rum  in  his  young  days.    "I  see  this   price  includes 
proprietary  rights  of  two  specialities,"  said  I,  "  Vauquelin's 
itoral  syrup  and  anti-catarrhal   tablets."    "Yes,"  said 
Hardin,  "you  see  'patents'  are  not  exactly  a  thing  of 
today.    I  still  sell  them  both  in  France  and  abroad,  but 
10  not  do  the  advertising  I  ought  to.     By  the  way, 
jlauners  was  here  a  long  time— his  deed  of  sale,  you  see, 
•  iiated  1856.    Since  then  the  pharmacy  has  passed  through 
s  eral  hands.

In  the  rue  St.  Honore. 

Returning  to  the  rue  St.  Honore  we  called  at  M.  Despres' 
pharmacy  (No.  115),  where  we  noticed  a  clock  let  into  the 
woodwork  bearing  the  inscription,  "  Lepaute,  H(orloger)  du 
Roi,"  and  some  jars  dating  from  the  eighteenth  century. 
The  most  interesting  relic,  however,  was  a  bottle  of  pulvis 
ligni  neph.  with  the  label  of  Cadet  &  Derosne,  apothecaries, 
rue  St.  Honore,  next  to  the  Croix  de  Trahoir,  at  Paris.  The 
fountain  hard  by,  at  the  corner  of  the  rue  de  PArbre  Sec, 
was  known  as  the  Croix  de  Trahoir  before  the  days  of  the 
Revolution. 

No.  93  in  the  same  street  is  a  quaint  old  facade  bearing 
the  name  "  Clerambourg  Delondre."  It  is  now  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  the  sale  of  certain  proprietary  medicines,  but 
was  a  well-known  pharmacy  in  days  gone  by.  M.  Massignon 
told  us  some  curious  anecdotes  of  Delondre,  who  was  here 
about  100  years  ago.  He  had  a  monomania  for  silver,  and 
made  all  his  laboratory  utensils — mortars  included — of  the 
metal,  far  more  precious  in  those  days  than  now.  It  is  even 
said  he  shod  his  horses  and  ornamented  his  carriage-wheels 
with  silver  I 

The  rue  des  Lombards. 

"  And  now  for  the  Halles,"  said  my  companion.  "  We  have 
still  half  an  hour  before  dinner-time,  and  we  will  just  have  a 
run  down  the  rue  des  Lombards,  where  nearly  every  second 
house  is  a  druggist's,  pharmacist's  or  herbalist's — usually^the 
three  combined — run  on  wholesale  lines." 

What  was  most  interesting  here  was  the  quaint  signjthat 
every  druggist  seemed  to  jealously  retain,  even  on  the  most 
modern  buildings — "  The  Image  of  St.  Peter,"  "  Notre  Dame 
des  Victoires "  (in  gorgeous  robes  and  crown),  the'Golden 
Mortar,  the  Silver  Mortar,  the  Golden  Sphinx,  thei*Golden 
Beard,  "  A  Hippocrate,"  &c.  ;  while  the  "Grand  Monarque" 


and  the  "  Soleil  d'Or "  spoke  of  Louis  XIV.  Most  of  these 
houses  claimed  great  antiquity  ;  the  "  Golden  Pestle  "  bore  the 
inscription,  "  Founded  in  1423."  M.  Robert,  however,  could 
not  give  us  any  documents  or  indications,  being  a  compara- 
tive new  comer.  He  mentioned  that  Dumas  spoke  of  the 
"  Pilon  d'Or "  in  his  immortal  romance  of  the  "  Three 
Musketeers." 

"  But  I  can  show  you  something  to  prove  my  statements," 
remarked  M.  Laurant  at  the  "  Golden  Beard,"  which  dates 
from  1663  ;  and,  disappearing  into  the  back  premises,  he 
returned  with  a  dusty  and  bulky  folio.  "  Here  is  a  work  by  one 
of  my  worthy  predecessors,  Master  Pierre  Pomet,  dated  1695. 
and  published,  as  you  see  by  the  title-page,  '  at  the  author's 
house  '  ('  chez  Pauteur,  rue  des  Lombards,  a  la  Barbe  d'Or  '). 
It  is  a  general  treatise  on  simple  and  compound  drugs, 
entitled  '  Le  Marchand  Sincere,'  and  dedicated  to  '  M. 
Fagon,  head  doctor  to  his  Majesty ' — that  is,  Louis  XIV." 
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And  we  turned  over  the  pages,  and  remarked  the  steel 
engravings  of  plants  and  animals — remarkably  well  done  for 
the  epoch.  "  Here  is  the  elk,*'  remarked  the  druggist.  "  Do 
you  know  J  still  sell  elk-hoofs  ?  That  animal  was  supposed 
to  mesmerise  himself  by  scratching  his  ear  with  his  hind

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foot.  ^  But  to  leave  these  old  legends,  look  at  the  frontis- 
piece." There,  sure  enough,  was  Apothecary  Pomet,  a  com- 
paratively young  and  good-looking  man  in  a  long  periwig— 
a  very  handsome  copperplate  portrait. 

Unfortunately,  the  owners  of  these  historic  drug-houses 
are  not  all  equally  interested  in  their  predecessors.  However, 
at  "Our  Lady  of  Victories "  (now  modernised)  M.  Montagu 
showed  us  an  invoice  dated  the  1  Nivose,  an  IV.  (1796). 


"  But  your  remark  was  true  enough,"  said  my  pharmacist 
friend  as  we  drove  westward.  "  One  by  one  the  old  places 
disappear,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  find  out,  no  one  troubles  to 
collect  the  crumbs  of  information  which  would  make  a  pam- 
phlet no  less  interesting  than  M.  Planchon's  researches  on 
the  early  history  of  pharmaceutical  legislation  and  education. 
One  would  like  to  find  Cheradame's  pharmacy  in  the  rue  St. 
Denis,  and  Galien's,  the  Court  pharmacist,  in  the  rue  St. 
Andre  des  Arts.  Lemery's,  in  the  rue  Galande,  has  disap- 
peared, I  am  told,  as  well  as  Bauine's  in  the  rue  Coquilliere, 
and  an  interesting  old  shop  at  the  Croix  Kouge."  "  And  you 
have  shown  me  all  that  remains  ?  "  "  Not  by  a  long  way. 
For  instance,  Mialhe's  pharmacy  in  the  rue  Favart,  now  owned 
by  M.  Petit  (who,  I  believe,  is  the  only  French  honorary 
'pharmaceutical  chemist'  on  the  books  of  the  London  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  ;  Caventou's,  in  the  rue  Gaillon  ;  Mar- 
cotte's,  opposite  the  Elysee  ;  and  half  a  dozen  others  would 
be  worth  a  visit.  But  here  we  are  at  your  hotel,  and  I  must 
leave  you  for  the  present  with  your  thoughts  of  'old 
pharmacy,'  and  return  to  the  needs  of  my  own  present-day 
business."

ME.  C.  G.  CALDECOTT,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Wrex- 
ham, has  been  good  enough  to  sketch  for  us  tin-  two 
pieces  of  special  fittings  in  his  pharmacy  which  were  men- 
tioned in  the  C.  $  I).,  April  17.    The  first  is  the  Higginson'* 


enema-cupboard.  This  has  in  it  a  shelf  provided  with  slit; 
wide  enough  to  allow  the  tubing  to  slide  into  them  easily, 
but  narrow  enough  to  catch  the  nozzle  shield.  The  cop- 
board  may  be  used  for  anything  else,  as  the  enemas  take  op 
little  room.  The  shelf  may  be  slit  back  and  front  The 
arrangement  keeps  the  enemas  admirably.  The  second 
sketch  represents  a  label-case  for  storing  one's  stock  of 
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labels,  and  having  them  always  handy.  The  cupboard  11 
6  feet  high,  5  feet  wide,  and  4  inches  deep.  Shelves  art- 
inserted  at  every  4  inches.  The  depth  of  the  case  ensure-; 
that  the  packages  will  be  inserted  one  deep,  so  that  one 
always  knows  what  is  in  stock.  .  { 

The  engravings  are  Mr.   Caldecott's  sketches  without 
touching  up  in  any  way.

There  is  no  disguising  the  fact  that  intelligent 
i  dical  men  had  come  to  realise  that,  outside  the  Medical 
Cmcil,  pharmacists  only  were  concerning  themselves  with 
jj  revision,  and  they  seemed  to  consider  this  an  inter- 
fence.  Some  scathing  criticism  was  passed  upon  the  1885

m  personal  reflections,  and  something  dangerously  like  an 
aempt  was  made  to  oust  Dr.  Attfield  and  replace  him  by  a

Botany 


It  is  well  to  point  out  that,  with  the  exception  of  Drs. 
Attfield  and  Tirard,  these  gentlemen  are  substantially  in  a 
similar  position  to  Queen's  Counsel  in  legal  matters,  or  like 
Judges  in  Chambers.  They  are  not  bothered  with  detail,  and 
have  only  been  called  upon  to  decide  questions  of  critical 
importance.  Thus,  in  the  case  of  the  botanists,  if  a  drug  of 
doubtful  origin  has  to  be  named,  it  would  be  submitted  to 
them  for  accurate  description  and  reference.  We  have  it 
from  no  less  a  person  than  the  President  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  that  the  fate  of  the  1864  B.P.  did  "  not 
favour  the  appointment  of  special  experts  in  the  construction 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  inasmuch  as  the  committees  which 
prepared  this  issue  were  largely  composed  of  eminent 
experts  "  ;  nevertheless,  there  is  work  for  experts  as  referees, 
and  we  venture  to  say  that  the  1864  B.P.  is  really  not  a 
proper  criterion,  because  it  was  a  compromise. 

The  Revision. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  exactly  two 
years  since  definite  steps  in  revision  were  taken,  but  when 
we  allow  for  the  disturbance  of  the  first  quarter  of  the 
period,  only  a  year  and  a  half  has  been  given  to  the  work. 
We  do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  since  1885  Dr.  Attfield  has 
annually  reported  to  the  Medical  Council  upon  the  progress 
of  pharmacy  in  relation  to  the  revision  of  the  B.P.,  but  these 
reports  deal  chiefly  with  existing  monographs,  and  they  are 
characterised  by  a  conservatism  not  inconsistent  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Oxford  Street  Council,  so  that  while  being 
valuable  aids  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committees,  they  have 
not  been  taken,  or  given,  as  dicta.    Also,  the  revision  has 
been  approached  in  quite  a  different  spirit  from  that  of  any 
previous  edition.   Leading  therapeutists  are  dissatisfied  with 
the   existing  work,  and  pharmacists   (who  have  always 
grumbled)  have  for  the  first  time  been  called  upon  to  assist. 
It  is  true  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  assisted  with  the 
1890  Addendum,  and  that  individual  pharmacists  had  pre- 
viously helped  ;  but  now  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its 
corporate  capacity  has  assisted  in  the  whole  work— which  is 
a  very  different  matter.    The  first  thiDg  that  the  Society's 
committee  did  was  to  compile  lists  of  suggested  omissions 
and  suggested  additions  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.    For  this 
purpose  they  utilised  their  local  secretaries,  thus  obtaining 
the  collective  opinion  of  over  200  districts  in  Great  Britain. 
The  British  Medical  Association  acted  similarly,  obtaining 
the  opinions  of  nearly  20,000  medical  men.    In  Ireland  a 
committee  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  consisting  of 
Sir  George  Duffey,  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  Professor  Lapper, 
and  Professor  Wynne  Foot,  has  co-operated,  and  committees 
of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh  and 
London  have  also  given  assistance.     Spite  of  practically 
unanimous  recommendations  for  deletions,  the  responsible 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  has  in  a  measure  favoured  tradi- 
tional physic.    Another  factor  which  has  largely  influenced 
the  revision  has  been  the  determination  of  pharmacists  to 
bring   the    Pharmacopoeia  abreast  of    modern  galenical 
practice.    In  several  of  his  annual  reports  Dr.  Attfield  also 
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discussed  the  advisability  of  deleting  chemical  processes  (a 
course  advocated  in  1895  by  Mr.  David  Howard  and  others), 
■while  medical  men  have  called  for  much  more  information 
in  regard  to  administration  of  remedies.  Some  opinions 
only  received  forcible  expression  while  the  actual  work  of 
revision  had  commenced,  and  after  the  revisers  had  per- 
ceived it  to  be  impossible  to  construct  a  Pharmacopoeia 
<Je  novo. 

What  Pharmacists  have  Doxe. 

When  Dr.  Attfield  told  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  that 
the  medical  part  of  the  work  would  be  done  by  the  Medical 
Council's  committee,  and  the  pharmaceutical  portion  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  committee,  he  did  not  "  rite  sarkastik," 
but  events  have  revealed  some  humour  in  the  phrases, 
because,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  burden  of  the  practical  work 
has  fallen  upon  the  latter  committee.  That  was  inevitable, 
-since  all  the  Pharmacopoeia,  except  the  lines  about  the  doses, 
deals  with  pharmacy  :  and  it  may  as  well  be  stated  that  every 
monograph  and  principle  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the 
pharmacists  in  the  first  instance.  In  regard  to  the  practical 
work,  it  is  an  open  secret  that  it  has  fallen  largely  upon  a 
small  section  of  the  committee,  who,  with  great  loyalty  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  undertook  an  immense  volume  of 
experimental  work  which  neither  the  Society  nor  the  Medical 
Council  is  competent  to  do.  It  will  serve  to  show  what  has 
been  done  during  the  eighteen  months  if  we  recall  a  few  of 
the  departments  of  knowledge  which  have  undergone  great 
change  since  1885. 

First,  there  is  the  new  departure  in  respect  to  chemicals — 
i.e.,  the  omission  of  processes  of  preparation — following:  the 
practice  of  continental  Pharmacopoeias  :  but  these  Pharma- 
copoeias (from  which  characters  and  tests  could  easily  have 
been  cribbed)  are  apt  to  put  down  ideal  conditions  of  purity. 
Thus,  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  gives  tests  for  quinine- 
sulphate  so  high  that  to  obtain  a  salt  of  the  prescribed  con- 
dition of  purity  the  price  is  enhanced  by  about  a  fourth.  We 
are  content  to  accept  a  small  percentage  of  impurity,  and  the 
committee  had  to  settle  the  problem,  how  much  ?  and  how 
should  it  be  limited  by  tests  J  The  first  problem  would  be 
settled  by  reference  to  the  commercial  supplies,  the 
best  obtainable  at  a  reasonable  price  being  taken  as 
the  standard.  Then  came  the  question  of  tests,  and  here 
Mr.  David  Howard  and  his  son,  Mr.  D.  Eliot  Howard,  gave 
much  assistance,  resulting  in  a  complete  practical  resume 
of  existing  assay  methods,  and  the  formulation  of  suitable 
tests  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  carry  out.  All  this  is 
simply  stated :  but  it  means  a  lot  of  work  by  several  men 
in  many,  many  months  when  the  whole  of  the  chemicals 
officially  recognised  have  to  be  done.  The  importance  of  the 
introduction  of  the  commercial  spirit  will  be  evident  to  any- 
one who  has  studied  Pharmacopoeia  criticism,  which  largely 
goes  to  show  that  commercial  conditions  have  been  too  little 
regarded  in  the  past.  For  example,  the  present  B.P.  requires 
potassium  carbonate  to  be  practically  free  from  chloride — a 
condition  which  no  medicinal  carbonate  ever  fulfils,  or  can 
fulfil,  except  at  exorbitant  cost.  In  this  direction,  therefore, 
the  Pharmacopoeia  may  be  expected  to  be  ahead  of  its  pre- 
decessor, while  special  attention  to  the  precise  conditions  of 
testing,  and  generalisation  of  common  reactions,  will  be 
noticed. 

Another  branch  of  work  closely  allied  to  this  is  that 
dealing  with  natural  products,  such  as  essential  oils,  the 
purity  of  which  can  be  determined  by  chemical  and  physical 
methods.  Without  going  further  than  essential  oils,  it  may 
be  noted  that,  if  the  B.P.  were  to  make  any  improvement  at 
all,  the  change  implies  an  amount  of  research  inconceivable 
to  any  except  those  who  have  closely  followed  the  literature 
of  the  subject  during  the  past  dozen  years.  The  subject  is 
one  in  which  we  have  few  specialists  in  this  country,  and  no 
one  connected  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  revision,  except  Pro- 
fessor Tilden,  is  closely  identified  with  it.  We  believe  that 
the  initial  work  was  done  by  Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  for  the  com- 
mittee, and  his  numerous  papers  published  during  the  past 
two  years  cannot  possibly  show  a  tithe  of  the  labour  done  in 
order  that  the  source  of  the  oils  used  in  medicine  could  be 
determined,  and  their  characters  and  tests  fixed  once  for  all. 

However  arduous  chemical  and  physical  experimentation 
may  be,  we  do  not  suppose  that  it  can  be  claimed  that  it 
can  be  compared  with  the  galenical  work  inrolved  by  the  re- 
vision.   Synthesis  is  always  more  troublesome  than  analysis. 


The  committee  found  itself  face  to  face  with  some  knotty 
problems.  We  need  only  instance  the  formula;  for  liquid 
extracts  and  tinctures.  Our  Pharmacopaia  is  a  quarter  of  a 
century  behind  the  times  in  making  these  preparations,  and 
although  much  has  been  published  which  seems  complete,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  a  Pharmaeopctia  Committee  cannot 
take  things  for  granted — it  must  prove  all  things  and  bold 
fast  that  which  is  good.  Which  is  exactly  where  galenical 
work  is  unsatisfactory — a  test  can  be  proved  in  five  minute*: 
a  tincture  formula  takes  months.  If  one  looks  over  the  result* 
of  researches  by  Messrs.  Farr  and  Wright,  and  others  who 
have  paid  attention  to  tinctures,  it  will  be  observed  that 
many  of  the  suggestions  put  forward  have  a  far-reaching 
influence.  For  example,  at  present  we  have  two  series  of 
tinctures — those  made  with  rectified  spirit  and  those  with 
proof.  It  has  been  suggested  that  several  changes  in 
alcoholic  strength  should  be  made,  probably  without  the 
slightest  consideration  of  what  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
would  say  of  the  matter,  for  they  are  interested  in  it  to  the 
extent  that  they  created  all  the  machinery  for  drawback  on 
export  based  upon  the  present  standard.  Such  things  a.« 
these  a  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  has  to  take  into  account, 
and  settle  if  it  can.  While,  therefore,  many  admirable 
improvements  will  be  found  in  the  galenical  portions  of  the 
new  work,  it  will  be  well  for  critics  to  regard  the  changes  as 
tentative  to  a  large  extent. 

It  is  commonly  known  that  the  metric  system  of  weight" 
and  measures  has  been  introduced  alternatively  to  our  own 
system.  The  plan  followed  is  that  suggested  by  Dr.  Attfield 
in  his  1894  Report,  e.g.  :— 

Tinctura  Xucis  Vomica. — Tincture  of  Nux  Vomica. 
Take  of 

Liquid  extract  of  nux  vomica     ...    In. oz.or  50cc 

Distilled  water   3fl.oz.orl50ct- 

Rectified  spirit   a  sufficiency 

Mix  the  liquid  extract  of  nux  vomica  with  the  water,  add  soft- 
cent  rectified  spirit  to  produce,  when  at  60c  F.  (15-5G  C),  12  fl.  m. 
(or  500  c.c),  and  allow  to  stand  for  any  sediment  to  subside. 

This  is  one  of  the  editor's  examples.    Other  point*  il 
regard  to  the  revision  might  be  mentioned,  but  sufficient  has 
been  said  to  show  that  the  committee  has  been  well 
occupied  during  the  past  eighteen  months.    Revision  does 
not  stop  there.     A  committee  of  ten  cannot  prepare  a 
thins:  "  cut  and  dried,"  and  from  the  constitution  of  the 
committee  it  will  be  understood  that  few  of  the  member' 
would  sit  silent.     Then    their   results  would  pass  oo 
to  the  editor;  sometimes  the  referee's  opinions  had  to  be 
obtained  ;  and,  finally,  the  Medical  Council's  committee.

will  represent  the  results  of  pharmaceutical  work  to  tc 
extent  that  every  published  statement  bearing  upon  rW- 
macopoeia  revision  has  been  read,  and  adopted  or  rejec » 
This  does  not  mean  that  what  is  adopted  as  official  w  ■ 
best  possible.    The  Pharmacopoeia  is  not  an  absolutely  new 
work,  but  a  revised  old  one.  and  many  an  old  thing 
found  in  it  which  is  known  to  be  defective,  because  there 
nothing  better  known  to  take  its  place.  Cnticismj majr 
anticipated ;  but  it  is  questionable  if  any  point  will  be  rai^ 
which  has  not  been  fully  considered  by  all  the  commit^ 
and  which  has  finally  been  decided  by  men  of  mai 
judgment  in  such  matters.

QPEAKING  generally,  the  ordinary  daily  routine  of  phar- 
O  macy  in  South  Africa  is  very  similar  to  that  at  home. 
In  small  country  places  outside  Cape  Colony  the  medical 
man  dispenses  his  own  medicines,  and  often  has  a  shop  as 
well,  sometimes  with  a  qualified  man  in  charge.  But  where 
there  are  chemists  they  have  practically  all  the  dispensing 
in  their  own  hands. 

In  Cape  Colony, 

where  the  doctors  do  not  dispense,  the  chemists  do  scarcely 
any  prescribing  or  tooth-extracting.  In  the  larger  towns  are 
some  really  good  and  well-fitted  shops.  The  stocks  carried 
are,  as  a  rule,  large  and  quite  up  to  date.  There  are  people 
belonging  to  nearly  all  nations  in  the  towns,  and,  of  course, 
chemists  have  to  keep  stock  to  suit. 

Most  of  the  doctors  are  British  or  colonial  men,  educated 
at  and  holding  degrees  of  British  universities.  Cape  Town 
Port  Elizabeth,  Kimberley,  East  London,  and  Grahamstown 
have  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  pharmaceutical 
"  Dutch  trade,"  and  of  the  Dutch  inhabitants  there  are  few 
who  do  not  know  sufficient  English  to  make  their  wants 
known.    Still  a  knowledge  of  the  "  taal "  is  desirable. 

An  annual  licence  of  bl.  for  each  shop  must  be  paid. 
Shop-rents  are  about  three  times  as  high  as  at  home. 
Cutting  is  not  the  fashion  yet  to  any  extent.  An  idea  of 
prices  obtained  may  be  got  from  the  following  Cape  Town 
charges : — 

Patents,  Is.  l\d.  and  2s.  9d.,  sell  at  Is.  3d.  and  2s.  9d.  to 
3s.  3d. ;  tinctures,  6d.  per  oz. ;  drugs  and  chemicals,  double 
English  retail;  dispensing,  giv.,  gvj.,  and  gviij.  mixtures,  gss. 
dose,  Is.  3^.,  Is.  9^.,  and  2s. ;  §i,  *ij.,  §iij.,  and  giv.  drops, 
3 j  dose,  Is'.,  Is.  Gd.,  2s.,  and  2s.  6d. ;  lotions  and  gargles, 
gvj.  and  gviij.,  Is.  3d.  and  Is.  Gd.  ;  pills,  1  dozen,  Is.  6^. ; 
powders,  2s.  per  dozen ;  ointments,  Is.  3d.  for  1  oz.,  1«.  9d. 
for  2oz. ;  suppositories,  3s.  dozen,  &c. 

As  tinctures  made  in  bond  are  imported  upon  a  5-per-cent. 
duty,  or  are  manufactured  on  the  spot  with  cheap  colonial 
spirit,  they  cost  considerably  less  than  at  home. 

The  cost  of  importing  (freight,  insurance,  Customs,  &c.) 
of  an  average  consignment  of  drugs  and  chemicals  is  about 
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20  per  cent,  on  the  English  cost-price ;  on  sundries,  per- 
fumery, tec,  it  is  from  30  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent 

The  hours  of  business,  as  a  rule,  are  fioin  7  A.M.  to  9  p.m., 
and  Sundays,  8  to  1  and  from  4  to  8.  The  best  shops  close 
(nominally)  at  6  P.M. — that  is,  half  the  staff  go  off  duty  at 
6.  the  rest  remaining  on  and  closing  the  shop  at  9.  Half  the 
assistants  are  free  on  alternate  weeks  from  Saturday,  at  1  or 
1.30,  till  Monday  morning.  In  other  places  one  half-day 
holiday  per  week  and  alternate  Sundays  off  are  the  rule. 

Some  people  at  home  seem  to  think  that  in  this  country 


the  white  assistants  lounge  about  in  flannels  and  Uaien, 
smoking,  whilst  a  Kaffir  mixes  the  medicines.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  European  assistant  does  precisely  the  same  clan 
of  work  as  in  a  good-class  business  at  home. 

The  average  wage  paid  to  qualified  assistants  is  from  12/. 
to  14Z.  per  month,  with  furnished  bedroom.  Board  cotto 
from  Ql.  to  5/.  per  month  ;  washing,  from  6s.  to  8s.  per  month, 
for  which  you  can  send  as  much  as  you  like.  Owing  to  the 
playful  way  the  native  women  have  of  washing  clothes, 
using  only  cold  water,  beating  them  on  a  rock  with  a  cocoa- 
nut  husk  or  scrubbing  them  with  mealie-cobs,  the  assistant 
will  find  that  his  garments  do  not  wear  so  long  as  at  home, 
and  it  will  cost  20  per  cent,  or  25  per  cent,  more  than  in 
England  to  replace  them.  The  dust  is  another  great 
destroyer  of  clothes.  If  an  assistant  wants  to  have  the  same 
amount  of  amusement,  &c  ,  as  at  home,  he  cannot  save,  bat

if  he  practises  economy  and  adheres  to  the  determination 
with  which  he  came  out,  of  making  money,  he  will  save 
more  than  he  could  at  home. 

Unqualified  men  are  not  wanted.  The  English  Minor 
qualification  is  registered  in  Cape  Colony  on  payment  of 
21.  10s.  The  Colonial  exam,  embraces  the  same  subject  as 
the  Minor,  with  the  exception  of  practical  chemistry  an<l 
volumetric  work,  &c,  but  is  not  nearly  so  .-tiff.  I  WM  toM 
by  one  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  that  it  was  considered 
about  equal  to  the  old  Modified  exam.  The  Colonial  qualifi- 
cation is  accepted  in  the  Orange  Free  State,  but  not  in  Natal 
or  the  Transvaal.  There  is  a  roundabout  way  of  getting  on 
the  Transvaal  register,  however,  for  the  holder  of  a  Car* 
certificate  can  get  registered  by  the  O.F.S.,  and  tin 
has  reciprocity  with  the  Transvaal.  The  Transvaal  exam,  is 
not  recognised  in  Cape  Colony.  The  Free  State  has  no 
Examining-board,  and  Natal  has  not  yet  come  to  an  under- 
standing with  the  Cape.  Of  course,  the  English  qualification 
is  accepted  in  all  the  States.  There  are  in  Cape  Town  three 
large  wholesale  houses,  each  having  retail  stores  and  going 
in  thoroughly  for  the  photographic  trade.  As  the  majority 
of  chemists  import  the  bulk  of  their  stock  direct,  they  only 
go  to  the  wholesale  places  for  odd  lines,  which,  however, 
means  a  fair  amount,  as  it  takes  at  least  two  months  to  get 
an  order  out  from  England. 

The  climate  of  Cape  Colony  generally  is  very  healthy, and, 
though  occasionally  the  heat  is  trying,  it  causes  no  incon- 
venience to  Englishmen. 

Whilst  endeavouring  to  give  an  impartial  idea  of  pharmaceu- 
tical matters  in  this  country  I  ought  to  remind  assurtan ts 
that  the  number  of  vacancies  is  limited,  and  if  a  number  w 
men  landed  without  having  berths  to  go  to,  they  would  W 
compelled  to  accept  wages  below  the  market  rate,  and  thus , 
the  standard  would  be  lowered.  Travelling  is  very  expensive^ 
The  second-class  fare  from  Cape  Town  to  Johannesburg  >• 
81.,  to  Kimberley  5/.,  or  about  2d.  per  mile.  Third  class  i- 
patronised  only  by  coloured  people  and  lower  classes  o 
immigrants.  Assistants'  wages  are  being  reduced  now,  on 
firm  importing  men  for.  I  believe,  21.  per  month  less  tnan 
thev  did  a  vear  aeo.    Another  thing :  the  class  of  men  wn 
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o  well  in  South  Africa  are  the  same  as  would  do  well  at 
Lome.  A  "  waster  "  goes  completely  and  irredeemably  to 
he  dogs  much  quicker  than  he  would  at  home.  Which  is  a 
lessing. 

Very  few  of  the  country  chemists  keep  assistants.  These 
[ountry  pharmacists  are  mostlv  men  born  in  Africa,  or  have

e  trade  in  the  suburbs  of  Cape  Town  is  rather  mixed. 
»°'P  of  the  suburbs  are  really  beautiful  residential  places, 
V?' 3aye  g°0<l  railway  communication  with  the  metropolis. 
asc  °5  the  town  magnates,  Government  and  railway  officials, 
■  fell  as  most  of  the  clerks  and  business  men  whose  hours 
f  it,  reside  in  the  suburbs,  but  in  most  of  them  there  is 


also  a  large  population  of  Malays  and  coloured  people  of 
every  shade,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  Dutch  language  is 
very  necessary.  Dutch  is  so  barbarously  spoken,  however, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  acquire.  Grammars  and  books  are  of 
little  use;  in  fact,  a  Hollander,  fresh  from  Europe,  planted 
down  amongst  these  people  would  be  in  a  rather  worse 
position  than  a  Cockney  suddenly  transferred  to  a  commu- 
nity of  persons  speaking  the  broadest  Yorkshire.  Many 
words  are  of  Malay  derivation — e.g.,  oulap  (penny),  and  others 
are  corruptions  of  English  and  Kaffir. 

The  Malays  are  great  on  elaape  hlie  (cocoa-nut  oil),  which 
they  buy,  generally  a  penn'orth  at  a  time,  and  smear  most 
liberally  on  their  dark  and  dusky  tresses.  They  also  go  in 
largely  for  cardamoms,  amnion,  carb.,  oils  of  almond,  bei- 
gamot.  and  lemon,  and  rose-water,  which  they  use  for  making 
and  flavouring  cakes.  The  death  of  a  Malay  means  a  good 
order  to  the  chemist  for  cotton-wool,  bals.  Peru,  gum  ben- 
zoin, and  camphor,  with  which  they  make  some  attempt  at 
embalmment. 

The  Transvaal. 

The  South  African  Republic  at  present  offers  little  induce- 
ment for  European  pharmacists.  The  trade  is  similar  to 
that  of  Cape  Colony.  Taking  Johannesburg,  the  city  of  gold, 
as  an  example  (though  it  is  not  really  representative  of  the 
whole  State),  we  find  a  more  varied  class  of  chemists  than  in 
Cape  Colony.  There  are  some  very  good  shops  owned  by 
British,  Colonial,  and  German  pharmacists,  and  there  are 
some  small  and  not  enticing  businesses  run  by  the  ubiquitous 
Russian  or  Polish  Jew.  The  registration  of  the  certificate 
costs  12/.  10s..  but  few  register  unless  intending  to  go  into 
business  on  their  own  account,  in  which  event  the  State  also 
levies  10/.  per  annum  for  licence  for  each  place  of  business. 
The  licence  is  justified,  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  patent- 
medicine  licence  or  stamp  required  in  any  State  in  South 
Africa  for  proprietary  articles. 

The  S.A.R.  examination-fee  is  12/.  10s.  The  examination 
is  held  at  Pretoria  whenever  a  candidate  presents  himself.

It  is  all  in  Dutch.  The  candidate  goes  from  one  medical 
man  to  another,  and  is  examined  by  each  in  his  own  subject 
at  the  different  surgeries.  The  percentage  of  .failures  is  very 
small. 

For  business  premises  in  good  situations  the  rents  are 
enormous ;  the  best  shops  cost  600/.  to  1,000/.  per  year. 
Dispensing  prices  are  high,  §iv..  jvj.,  and  gviij.  mixtures, 
Jss.  dose,  fetching  2s.  6d.,  3s.,  and  3s.  6d.  Lotions.  &c.,  about 
67/.  less.  Pills  and  powders,  3s.  6d.  for  first  dozen.  Oint- 
ments, 2s.  6d.  for  §j.  Cachets,  4s.  6d.  per  dozen.  These  are 
about  the  average  rates.  There  are  numerous  benefit 
societies,  the  prices  for  which  are  about  9d.  per  item  on 
prescription  in  Cape  Town  district,  and  Is.  3^/.  in  Johan- 
nesburg. 

Patents  are  cut,  and  drugs,  &c,  are  sold  at  Cape  Town 
prices,  but  there  is  a  very  big  trade  in  expensive  (and 
profitable)  sundries,  perfumery,  &c.  The  Rand  is  one  of  the 
most  cosmopolitan  places  in  the  world.  Every  nation  under 
the  sun,  from  American  to  Zulu,  is  represented  there.  China- 
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men  are  numerous,  but,  fortunately,  the  chemists  don't  get 
any  prescriptions  in  Chinese,  though  that  is  about  the 
only  language  they  do  not  have  to  decipher.  Both  in 
the  Transvaal  and  the  Cape  prescriptions  are  retained  by 
the  chemist  if  prescribed  by  local  doctors.  The  minimum 
pay  of  an  English  qualified  assistant  is  20/.  per  month,  with  a 
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bedroom,  furnished  (more  or  less),  but  one  firm  has 
recently  imported  two  men  for  15/.  per  month,  which  is  not 
a  fair  wage.  To  board  at  all  well  costs  the  assistant  about 
9;.  per  month.  Washing  costs  4s.  per  dozen  all  round. 
Johannesburg  is  a  most  comfortless  place  to  live  in,  the

theatre  and  bar  being  all  the  principal  places  to  go  to  when 
business  is  done 

There  is  no  coin  less  than  a  tickey  (3d.),  so  that  for  a 
box  of  matches  or  an  evening  paper  one  has  to  pay  six  times 
as  much  as  at  home.  This  want  of  coppers  makes  itself 
felt  in  several  ways.  For  instance,  if  an  article  could  be 
profitably  sold  here  for  Id.,  one  must  either  pay  9d.  for  the 


single  one  or  take  three  for  2s.  Any  fraction  of  3d.  mean> 
that  3//.  is  charged. 

At  some  of  the  mines  (each  of  the  larger  ones  represent* 
a  fair-sized  township)  and  at  other  places  where  there  is  only 
one  chemist  exorbitant  prices  are  charged.  As  an  instance, 
at  a  place  about  fourteen  miles  from  Johannesburg  there 
had  been  for  some  years  only  one  chemist.  The  village 
grew,  and  the  chemist  prospered.  For  patent  medicine*, 
Is.  l^d.  sizes,  his  charge  was  2s.  to  2.v.  6d.,  with  other  price* 
on  a  par,  up  to  within  a  year  ago,  when  another  chemift 
appeared  on  the  scene.    Some  time  ago  an  illustration

appeared  in  the  C.  Sf  B.  showing  a  Kaffir  in  full  war-paint. 
Your  readers  must  not  imagine  that  that  is  the  fashion 
amongst  the  natives  here.  They  dress  for  the  most  part  b 
Europeans'  cast-off  clothing,  and  may  not  venture  out  with- 
out their  badge  on  the  left  arm.  Only  the  other  day  a 
Kaffir  boy  was  cleaning  the  windows  of  a  chemist's  shop 
and  left  his  jacket  and  badge  inside.  An  intelligent  :arp 
(policeman)  at  once  spotted  him,  and  took  him  to  the 
lock-up,  whence  he  was  released  on  his  master  payiDg  1/.

In  regard  to  the  printing-processes  employed,  the  bulk  of 
e  prints  are  made  on  gelatino-chloride  papers,  the  workers 
owing  in  most  cases  that  they  have  the  process  well  under 
ntrol.  Platinum-printing  figures  in  a  few  cases,  albumen 
still  fewer.  Some  few  photographs  are  overprinted,  this, 
ubtless,  being  brought  about  by  a  desire  to  bring  out  detail.

The  tail-piece  to  this  article  is  sent  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Allenby, 
chemist,  Helmsley.  His  pharmacy  is  in  it,  right  away  at 
the  back  in  Market  Square,  which  is  really  the  subject  of  the 
picture.  The  monument  which  stands  in  the  square  was 
erected  in  memory  of  the  late  Lord  Feversham,  and  was 
built  from  a  design  of  Sir  G.  Gilbert  Scott,  the  designer  of 
the  Albert  Memorial.  Also  shown  on  the  picture  is  Helmsley 
Castle.  The  keep  is  a  fine  old  Norman  one,  and  very  mas- 
sive. The  castle  was  built  by  Robert  de  Ros,  for  protection 
against  the  inroads  of  the  Scots.  In  the  stirring  times  of 
the  Stuarts,  Colonel  Crossland,  with  about  200  men,  9  pieces 
of  ordnance,  and  300  muskets  and  pikes,  held  the  castle  for 
the  king.  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  laid  siege  to  it,  and,  after  an 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  relieve  the  garrison,  Colonel  Cross- 
land  surrendered  on  November  22.  1644.  After  Helmsley 
had  passed  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  the  castle  was 
partly  restored,  and  the  buildings  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Castle  Hill  were  occupied  by  him.    Hence  Pope's  line — 

"  Helmsley,  once  proud  Buckingham's  delight." 

The|old  town  is  well  worth  a  visit,  and  any  chemist  who 
makes  a  trip  there  (it  is  reached  by  rail  from  York 
32  miles,  from  Pickering  12  miles,  and  from  Malton  16  miles) 
should  call  upon  Mr.  Allenby,  who  has  written  a  little 
guide-book  to  Helmsley.

£be  (Bentians. 

By  JOHN  R.  JACKSON,  THE  MUSEUM,  KEW. 


T'HE  genus  Gentiana  has  the  advantage  of  a  double  repu- 
tation, in  being  both  useful  and  ornamental— useful 
in  consequence  of  the  bitter  properties  possessed  by  a  large 
number  of  the  species,  and  ornamental  by  reason  of  the 
gems  of  blue  and  yellow  colour  they  lend  to  Alpine  scenery. 
Amongst  the  flowers  of  the  gentians  however,  may  be  found 
all  shades  of  blues,  from  the  rich  deep  Gentiana  verna  to 
G.  Clusii  and  the  paler  blue  of  G.  Catesbcci.  The  intensity 
of  the  blues  is  perhaps  more  marked 
amongst  these  plants  than  in  any  others. 
Violets,  purples,  yellows,  and  whites  are 
a^o  to  be  found  amongst  these  delightful 
little  plants,  which  are  certainly  amongst 
the  most  beautiful  of  hardy  herbaceous 
or  rock-plants.  About  one  hundred  and 
eighty  species  of  Gentiana  have  been 
described,  but  of  these  only  a  very  few 
have  any  value  from  a  medicinal  point  of 
view.  Of  these  by  far  the  most  important 
is  the  great  yellow-flowered  gentian 
{Gentiana  lute.a).  It  is  amongst  the 
most  remarkable  of  the  species,  both  on 
account  of  the  size  to  which  it  grows 
and  for  its  striking  appearance.  From 
its  thick,  long,  branching  perennial  root 
an  erect  stem  arises  to  a  height  of  3  or 
4  feet,  bearing  opposite,  sessile,  oval, 
acute  leaves  of  a  bright  glaucous- green 
colour.  The  lower  leaves,  which  spring 
from  the  root,  are  narrowed  at  their  base 
into  the  form  of  a  petiole.  The  flowers 
are  large,  of  a  bright-yellow  colour, 
peduncled  and  arranged  in  whorls  at  the 
axils  of  the  upper  leaves.  The  fruit  is  a 
dry  capsule,  shortly  stalked,  surrounded 
by  the  withered  parts  of  the  flowers, 
about  1|  inch  long,  oblong,  tapering, 
and  dehiscing  into  two  somewhat  re- 
curved valves.  The  plant,  which  flowers 
from  June  to  August,  is  one  of  the 
distinctive  characters  of  the  vegetation 
of  many  parts  of  France  and  Switzerland, 
reaching  an  elevation  of  from  3,000  to 
4,000  feet.  Its  distribution  extends 
through  Portugal,  Spain,  the  Pyrenees, 
Sardinia,  and  Corsica,  the  Appenines,  the 
mountains  of  Auvergne,  the  Jura,  the 
Yosges,  the  Black  Forest,  and  as  far  as 
Bosnia  and  the  Danubian  Principality. 
In  Germany  it  is  found  on  the  Suabian 
Alps,  and  also  in  Thuringia.  The  plant 
has  been  grown  in  English  gardens  since 
the  time  of  Gerard,  and  has  flowered 
freely  at  Kew  during  the  past  month, 
and  it  is  from  this  plant  that  the  accom- 
panying drawing  has  been  made. 

The  genus  Gentiana  was  founded  in 
honour  of  Gentius.  King  of  Illyria,  who 
lived  B.C.  180-167,  and  who  imprisoned 
the  Roman  ambassadors  at  the  request 
of  Perseus,  King  of  Macedonia.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  the  first  person  to 
experience  the  virtues  of  gentian-root. 
Nicholas  Culpeper,  "  Gent.  Student  in 
Physick  and  Astrology,  living  in  Spittle- 
fields,  neer  London,"  in  his  "  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis," 
which  was  printed  "  at  the  sign  of  the  Printing  Press  in 
Cornhil,  neer  the  Royal  Exchange,"  in  1653,  says : — "  Of 
Gentian,  called  so  from  his  name  that  first  found  it  out. 
Some  call  it  Felwort  and  Baldmoney.  It  is  hot,  clensing, 
and  scouring,  a  notable  counterpoyson,  it  opens  obstructions, 
helps  the  bitings  of  venemous  beasts  and  mad  dogs,  helps 
digestion  and  clenseth  the  body  of  raw  humors;  our  Chyrur- 


gians  use  the  root  in  form  of  a  tent,  to  open  the  fore,  tim 
are  also  very  profitable  for  Ruptures  or  such  as  are  burat" 

Pomet,  in  his  "  Compleat  History  of  Druggs,"  published  in 
1725,  thus  describes  the  gentian  and  its  uses: — "The  Root, 
which  is  the  only  Part  of  the  Plant  that  is  sold,  is  some- 
times as  thick  as  one's  Arm,  divided  into  several  Roots,  of  a 
Thumb,  or  Finger's  thickness,  yellowish  and  of  an  intoler- 
able Bitterness  ;  the  Leaves  in  some  manner  resemble  tliote

of  Plantain,  and  grow  two  and  two  upon  every  joint  of  W 
Stalk ;  they  are  smooth,  green,  pale  ;  and  bend  to  and  aga» 
at  their  tops  to  one  another,  by  means  of  the  Fibres  tba' 
assist  them  underneath.  The  Stalks  are  straight,  strong, 
two  or  three  Foot  high,  decked  with  yellow  Flowers  in  Jut' 
which  are  disposed  in  Rings  by  Degrees,  in  the  junctures  or  Mi- 
ting  together  of  the  Leaves.  Each  Flower  is  of  a  Piece,  dindw 
into  five  Parts,  very  straight  and  shaq>  pointed.    The  Tra>. 
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hich  is  in  the  middle  produces  a  capsula  in  which  is 
lclosed  several  round  Seeds,  but  very  flat  which  are  ripe  in 
ily."  Pomet  then  proceeds  to  give  the  following  instructions

hat  gentian-root  was  an  important  medicine  in  early  days 
i-  luite  apparent,  and  even  in  Pomet's  days  it  seems  to  have 
t|n  brought  hither,  as  at  the  present  time,  from  Germany. 
Ifouki  seem,  however,  from  the  fact  that  it  is  described  by 
t  s  quaint  old  writer  as  being  "  sometimes  as  thick  as  one's 
ai,  that  it  must  have  appeared  in  the  market  of  larger  size 


than  at  present.  It  is  to  be  remarked  also  that  the  more 
minute  characters  of  the  roots  are  quite  omitted  by  the  old 
writers.  Thus  the  distinct  irregular  longitudinal  furrows  ami 
closely-set  annular  wrinkles,  so  characteristic  of  gentian-root, 
appear  not  to  have  been  noticed  by  them. 

With  regard  to  the  uses  of  the  gentian  as  a  pure  simple- 
bitter,  for  which  it  is  valued  at  the  present  day,  the  old 
writers  seem  to  have  been  fully  alive.  On  the  question  of 
adulteration  or  substitution,  however,  they  do  not  seem  to 
have  given  a  thought,  except  the  general  advice  on  the 
selections  of  the  best  quality  of  root.  The  foreign  roots  that 
are  now  found  mixed  with  the  true  root  on  importation  are 
said  to  be  due  to  the  careless  manner  in  which  the  root  is 
collected  for  export,  and  the  following  have  been  occasionally 
found : — White  hellebore,  aconite,  belladonna,  &c.  In 
detecting  adulteration  the  yellow  colour  of  the  true  root  and 
its  distinct  surface-markings  should  be  looked  for.  The 
admixture  of  the  roots  of  other  species  of  Gentiana,  which 
also  occurs,  is  not  a  matter  of  so  much  importance, 
inasmuch  as  they  possess  similar  properties.  The 
species  mostly  so  used  are  G.  purpurea,  G.  punctata, 
and  G.  panmmica.  The  first  of  these  is  a  native  of  the  Alps, 
of  Norway,  Switzerland,  Savoy,  and  the  Pyrenees,  growing 
to  a  height  of  from  1  to  2  feet.  The  second  is  also  found 
upon  the  European  Alps,  while  G.pannonioa  occurs  in  the 
Alps  of  the  Tyrol,  Bavaria,  Styria,  and  Austria,  and  is  sold 
in  Bavaria  and  Austria  as  a  substitute  for  true  gentian.  The 
roots,  indeed,  of  all  three  are  extremely  bitter,  and  are  but 
little  inferior  to  those  of  G.  lutea.  Other  gentians  that 
also  been  used  for  the  same  purpose  are  the  British 


Gentiana  punctata. 


species,  G.  amarella,  which  also  grows  on  high  chalky 
pastures  in  most  parts  of  Europe,  and  G.  campestris,  the 
flowers  of  which  are  larger  and  paler  than  the  last. 

The  roots  of  G.  cruciata  also  possess  febrifugal  and  vermi- 
fugal properties,  and  they  were  much  in  repute  amongst  the 
ancients  as  an  antidote  to  the  plague  and  the  bite  of  mad 
dogs. 
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£  6.  Catesbai  is  a  well-known  American  species,  found  in  grassy 
swamps  in  North  and  South  Carolina,  flowering  from  September 
to  December.  It  ha>  a  perennial,  branching,  somewhat  fleshy 
root,  and  a  simple,  erect,  rough  stem,  8  to  10  inches  high. 
The  leaves  are  opposite,  ovate-lanceolate,  acute,  and  the 
flowers,  which  are  of  a  palish  blue,  are  nearly  sessile,  axillary 
and  terminal.  On  the  authority  of  Dr.  Bigelow  the  dried 
root  is  described  as  being  at  first  mucilaginous  and  sweet  to 
the  taste,  succeeded  by  an  intense  bitterness  nearly  approach- 
ing that  of  the  official  gentian.  Alcohol  and  boiling  water 
extract  its  virtues,  and  the  tincture  and  decoction  are 
described  as  being  even  more  bitter  than  the  root  in  sub- 
stance. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  desirous  of  growing  these  charm- 
ing alpines  the  following  cultural  directions,  gathered  from 
that  excellent  work  Nicholson's  "  Dictionary  of  Gardening,'' 
may  be  of  interest.  All  gentians  are  extremely  sensitive  of 
root-disturbance  caused  by  their  being  divided  or  trans- 
planted, consequently  any  that  are  established  should  be 


three  or  four  years  to  obtain  sizes  large  enougli  for  flowering 
Nearly  all  the  gentians  require  plenty  of  moisture  whet 
making  their  growth.  An  open  position  at  the  la>e  o! 
rockwork,  or  in  an  open  border  should  be  chosen  for  the 
taller-growing  species,  and  those  which  arc  very  dwarf 
alpines  from  high  elevations  should  have  a  place  on  rock- 
work,  specially  prepared  to  insure  sufficient  moi>ture  at  the 
season  when  it  is  required.  Any  that  are  difficult  to  manage 
and  are  not  found  to  succeed,  should  be  provided  with  a  top- 
dressing  of  new  soil  or  other  extra  attention  in  prefer 
lifting  them.  Stones  are  most  useful  round  the  plant* 00 
account  of  the  moisture  which  they  retain  in  dry  weather.

allowed  to  remain,  unless  their  removal  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity. Propagation  is  effected  by  seeds,  which  ripen  in  this 
country;  and  in  one  or  two  instances  by  division  of  the 
plants,  though,  as  before  stated,  this  is  not  recommended. 
G.  acaulis  withstands  division  better  than  any  other  species, 
and  the  best  time  for  division  is  early  in  the  spring,  just  as 
growth  commences.  Species  like  G.  cruciata,  which  have 
their  flower-stems  proceeding  from  one  root-stock,  will  not 
admit  of  increase  by  this  method.  Seeds  are  slow  in 
vegetating,  especially  if  they  are  old  or  have  been  stowed  in 
a  very  dry  place.  When  gathered  from  home-grown  plants 
they  should  be  sown  as  soon  as  ripe,  and  if  this  is  done 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  germination  may  be 
expected  the  following  spring.  If  imported  or  purchased 
from  shops,  the  process  may  take  one  or  two  years,  and  then 
be  uncertain.  The  pots  in  which  the  seeds  are  sown  should 
be  well  drained,  and  the  compost  should  consist  chiefly  of 
loam  and  sand,  made  rather  fine.  The  seeds  must  only  be 
covered  lightly  and  watered,  the  pans  being  afterwards 
wintered  in  a  frame  from  which  frost  is  merely  excluded. 
Raising  gentians  from  seed  is  a  slow  process,  requiring  con- 
siderable care  in  watering,  and  in  potting  off  the  young 
plants  so  as  to  avoid  injury  to  the  tender  roots.  But  little 
growth  will  be  made  by  the  majority  of  perennial  species 
during  the  first  year,  and  they  should  not  be  fully  exposed 
utside  at  least  before  the  second  season.    It  usually  takes

Notes  o:i  the  process  by  which  t\\?  cover  of  this  numbar  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  been  produced. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  experts  recognise  two  great  principles 
upon  which  the  colours  of  Nature  may  be  reproduced 
by  aid  of  the  camera.  First,  true  photography  in  colours, 
by  which  is  meant  the  production  of  the  colours  of  an 
object  or  view,  exactly  as  they  are  seen  on  the  focussing- 
screen,  by  purely  chemical  methods,  without  the  interven- 
tion of  colour-screens  or  any  method  of  "  faking."  This 
ideal  condition  of  things  has  not  yet  been  achieved,  and  the 
probabilities  of  its  ever  being  reached  are  as  yet  beyond 
serious  discussion,  because  so  far  experts  have  been  trying 
to  get  polychromic  pictures  by  monochromic  methods.  The 
second  great  principle  of  reproducing  natural  colours  is  the 
very  old  one  of  taking  three  pictures  of  the  object  or  scene, 
each  negative  being  taken  through  a  primary  colour  screen, 
and  by  combining  these  with  the  primary  colours  the  natural 
or  original  colours  are  obtained.  This  is  not  photography  in 
colours,  but  is  a  case  of  adding  colour  to  photography.  As 
this  needs  some  explanation,  we  cannot  do  better  than  <mce 
more  describe  Mr.  Ives's  process,  because  it  embodies  the 
principles  followed  by  other  workers  in  the  same  field  with 
more  or  less  difference  of  detail.  Mr.  Ives  has  a  camera 
with  three  lenses,  the  interior  of  the  camera  being  optically 
arranged  to  receive  three  sensitive  plates  of  the  same  size. 
Each  of  the  three  lenses  is  covered  by  a  light  screen  or 
filter,  viz. : — 

YBLLOAV,  which  exclude?  all  the  red  and  bine  rays  and 
combinations  thereof,  or  any  red  and  blue  rays  which  mixed 
with  yellow  give  secondary  colours ;  thus  the  reel  of  orange 
does  not  pass  through  the  yellow  screen,  nor  does  the  blue 
of  green.    Yellow  only  passes  through  the  screen. 

Blue  keeps  out  yellow  and  red,  only  bine  filtering  through. 

Red  excludes  yellow  and  blue,  admitting  red. 

The  three  negatives  taken  in  the  camera  are,  after  de- 
velopment, of  the  ordinary  colour  of  negatives,  the  only 
difference  in  them  being  that  different  parts  of  the  coloured 
object  are  shown  in  more  or  less  intensity  on  each  of  the 
three  negatives;  the  yellows  are  represented  by  clearer  parts 
on  the  yellow-screen  plate,  the  reds  on  the  red.  and  the  blues 
on  the  blue.  The  next  step  is  to  reproduce  the  colour  effect. 
This  is  done  by  taking  transparent  positives  of  plates,  which 
are  then  placed  in  a  stereoscope  with  a  yellow  screen  before 
the  positive  of  the  yellows,  red  before  the  red.  and  blue 
before  the  blue,  and  by  a  simple  optical  arrangement  the 
spectator,  on  looking  through  the  eye-piece,  sees  but  one 
picture — the  three  positives  blended  into  one.  and  with  the 
colours  of  the  original  accurately  reproduced.  This,  there- 
fore, is  adding  colour  to  photography,  and  since  the  photo- 
graphs do  not  contain  the  colours,  it  is  not  photography  in 
colours.  Professor  Joly,  of  Dublin,  is  the  originator  of  one 
of  several  modifications  of  the  process;  he  takes  only  one 
negative,  using  a  screen  which  is  a  mass  of  lines  of  primary 
colours  ruled  on  the  screen  alternately,  and  the  positive 
ultimately  obtained  has  to  be  viewed  through  a  similar 
screen  placed  upon  the  picture,  when  the  colours  are  seen 
as  if  blended  naturally.  Obviously,  a  single  negative  cannot 
be  taken  through  the  three  primary  colour-screens  super- 
posed, since  such  an  arrangement  would  filter  out  all  the 
light  and  produce  a  condition  of  darkness.  Three  pictures 
are  necessary,  except  by  Jolv's  process,  and  that  may  really 
be  taken  as  three  in  one — an  optical  illusion  giving  the 
unity.    This  is  what  is  known  as 

The  Theee-coloue  Process. 
Some  years  ago  it  began  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
half-tone  printing  process  for  reproducing  pictures  which, 
previously,  could  only  be  printed  by  lithography.  It  is  by  the 
new  process  that  the  cover  of  this  number  lias  been  printed. 
The  front  of  the  cover  is  so  complex  in  colouring  that  by  litho- 
graphy it  could  not  possibly  have  been  reproduced  by  fewer 
than  eleven  printings — that  is  to  say,  the  lithographer  would, 
through  colour-analysis,  place  upon  each  of  eleven  stones  a 
picture  of  the  particular  colour  required,  after  which  eleven 
processes  of  printing  in  as  many  coloured  inks  have  to  be 
gone  through  for  each  single  sheet  of  paper.     Our  cover 


to-day  represents  but  three  printings  in  three  colours  of  ink 
— viz.,  yellow,  red,  and  blue— and  the  result  is  even  better 
than  could  be  done  by  lithography.     We  shall  indicate 
as  briefly  as  possible  how  the  thing  is  done  at  t lie  works  of 
Messrs.  Andre  &  .Sleigh  (Limited),  of  Bushey,  who  have  ex- 
ecuted the  cover  for  us.    One  of  this  company's  department! 
is  a  magnificent  photographic  studio,  to  which  are  attached 
a  range  of  chemical  dark-rooms  communicating  direct  with 
the  camera-tents.  Spite  of  the  magnificent  sunlight  that  them 
is  at  Bushey,  the  electric  arc-light  is  solely  depended  upon 
for  photographic  purposes,  because  it  is  steady  and  invari- 
ably powerful.    The  object  to  be  photographed  is  placed  in 
front  of  the  camera  in  the  usual  way,  and  arc  lights  at 
each  side  of  it  give  the  illumination.     Having  taken  an 
ordinary  key  photograph  of  the  object  for  future  guidance, 
the  opeiator  proceeds  to  take  one  for  the  yellow  lights.  For 
this  puipose  a  little  cap  or  screen  (light-filter)  is  placed  over  ' 
the  lense.     The  screen  we  may  suppose  to  be  a  piece  of 
yellow  glass;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  screens  arc  the 
valuable  and  secret  part  of  the  process,  and  do  not  look 
what  they  seem — they  are  not  the  pure  piimary  colour*. 
Ives  for  example,  uses  a  greenish  screen  for  his  yellows. 
These  are  practical  details,  which  need  not  be  discussed 
here.    Negatives  of  the  reds  and  blues  are  taken  similarly, 
and  from  these  positives  with  a  grained  or  network  surface, 
(obtained  by  interposing  a  screen  so  marked),  arc  made.  This 
positive,  on  being  printed  upon  a  properly  sensitised  metallic 
surface,  gives  a  half-tone  negative  of  the  picture,  which  b 
in  due  course  etched,  and  from  this  the  printer  works.  These 
are  the  steps  which  an  ordinary  half-tone  engraving  goes 
through,  but  in  that  case  no  attention  is  paid  tocolour-a 
monochrome  being  the  aim.    To  illustrate  the  difference  in 
the  three-colour  process  we  select  a  portion  of  the  front  )>ag<' 
of  our  cover — viz  ,  the  srroup  of  original  packages  enclosed

The  Plates  and  Coloues. 

In  showing  in  black  and  white  each  of  the  stages  of  the 
process  we  are  enabled  to  convey  exactly  how  far  colour- 
photography  has  reached.  Moreover,  the  black  print*  of 
each  of  the  colours  reveal  some  optical  effects  which  can- 
not be  fully  realised  without  analysis.  Here,  for  example,

This  process,  apart  from  its  superiority  to  lithography  in 
actual  results,  has  several  advantages  which  lithography  does 
not  possess,  the  best  of  them  being  the  possibility  of  repro- 
duction direct  from  Nature.  Messrs.  May  &  Baker's  page  of 
chemicals,  Messrs.  May,  Roberts  &  Co.'s  group  of  soaps, 
Messrs.  Cadbury's  packets  of  cocoa-essence,  and  the  bottle 
of  Apenta  wTater  are  really  photographs  of  the  originals, 
without  the  touch  of  an  artist's  brush. 

It  is  a  marvellous  process,  and  that  there  are  great  possi- 
bilities for  it  in  the  future  is  unquestionable.  But  as  to  that 
we  refer  elsewhere  in  this  issue.

called  upon  to  reply  for  the  guests.    He  said  :  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Gentlemen, — Previous  speakers  have  stated  that  they 
bad  very  short  notice  to  prepare  a  response,  but  perhaps  I 
had  shorter  notice  than  anyone  here  to-night.    Since  I  caire 
into  this  room,  however,  I  have  been  told  that  it  is  peci  - 
liarly  fitting  that  I  should  respond  on  an  occasion  like  thiN 
because  my  father  happens  to  have  been  one  of  the  origin- 
ators of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Great  Britain, ai  & 
its  oldest  member,  and  also,  I  am  told,  one  of  the  oldest 
members  of  this  Association.     In  addition  to  that  it  is.  "f 
course,  a  pleasant  thing  when  you  are  a  few  thousand  mill's 
away  from  kith  and  kin,  to '  find  yourself  amongst  those 
whose  sentiments  are  common  with  your  own,  and  you  art- 
enabled  to  take  part  in  a  banque't  like  this,  and  hear 
the  National  Anthem   sung  as  it  has  been  to-night— 
never    better    in     the    Old     Countiy    from    which  I 
come.

ade.  There  is  but  one  opinion  on  that  point,  but  many 
fferent  reasons  are  given  for  the  remarkable  growth  of  1he 
be  city's  commerce  within  the  past  twenty  years.  Many 
cribe  Hamburg's  advance  to  our  mistakes  rather  than  to 
e  positive  merits  of  our  great  rival.  Some  throw  the 
lole  blame  upon  the  management  of  the  docks  of  London, 
me  think  that  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  has  done  1he 
ischief,  others  point  to  Free  Trade,  or  to  the  bounty-fed 
:rrrjan  steamship  lines.  But  a  general  conviction  has 
"tied  in  the  minds  of  London  merchants  that  "  something 
list  be  done."  and  when  that  is  the  case  we  know  that 
:orm  is  only  a  question  of  a  generation  or  so.  Eighteen 
pnths  ago  it  really  looked  as  if  the  "something"  were 
ling  to  happen  at  once.  The  London  Dock  Company  had 
ide  a  more  than  usually  rapacious  claim,  and  the  City 
iferchants  were  thoroughly  roused  They  held  a  grand 
lignation  meeting  at  Cannon  Street  Hotel.  Unfortunately, 
s  power  then  generated  was  allowed  to  run  to  waste 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  that  has  done  nobody 
lows  what.  We  may  charitably  suppose  that,  finding  their 
tk  too  heavy,  its  members  have  silently  stolen  away, 
llanwhile  the  tonnage  of  the  port  of  Hamburg  is  growing, 
jut  of  London  is  not.  And  as  the  first  thing  needful  for 
'  nging  about  an  improvement  in  our  commercial  health  is 
tknow  our  weak  points,  a  representative  of  The  Chemist 
4d  Dbuggist  visited  Hamburg  recently,  to  find  out  what 
j;  made  that  port  so  prosperous  and  what  London  can 
1  rn  from  it  in  the  way  of  handling  goods. 

"Obdeb  the  Basis,  Peogeess  the  End." 
To  be  thoroughly  exhaustive."  reports  our  representative, 
iy  inquiry  should  have  included  not  only  Hamburg,  but 
3  Bremen,  Rotterdam,  and  Antwerp.  The  two  last-named 
ces  are  really  little  more  than  German  safety-valves— 
camercial  lungs  through  which  the  great  fifty-million 
Lpire  must  breathe  in  order  to  live.  But  Hamburg  is  the 
c  ef  lung  of  all.  It  is  far  and  away  the  first  port  of  the 
J  itment.  Perhaps  it  is  not  quite  the  cheapest,  or  the 
tgest  in  respect  of  area  of  harbour  accommodation,  but  I 
qnot  believe  that  it  is  equalled  by  any  port  in  the  world  for 
around  excellence  of  system,  quickness,  and  orderliness, 


combined  with  reasonableness  of  charges.    It  owes  much  of 
its  prosperity  to  its  situation.    The  bread  Elbe  river  allows 
vessels  of  the  largest  tonnage  freely  to  approach  its  quays 
from  the  north-west,  while  from  the  south-east  it  provides  a 
waterway  by  which  goods  are   carried  to  and  from  the 
manufacturing  districts    in  the  heart  of  the  Empire  at 
remarkably  low  rates.    A  network  of  canals  intersects  the 
city,  enabling  merchants  to  deliver  goods  from  their  ware- 
houses to  the  ocean-steamers  promptly  and  cheaply.  But, 
so  far  as  access  to  the  sea  and  geographical  position  are 
concerned,  Hamburg  has  no  advantage  over  London  and 
Liverpool.    Where  she  excels  both,  London  in  particular,  is 
in   the  modernity  of  her  harbour  arrangements  and  the 
efficiency  of  her  organisation.    Both  the  City  and  the  Empire 
have  understood  the  supreme  importance  of  orderly  and^ 
compact  shipping  facilities  and  of  cheap  handling  of  goods. 
Both   have   sacrificed   much   to   attain   these   ends,  and 
both    are     now    reaping    the    reward    of     that  policy 
of     truest    conservatism    that    does    not     shrink  frcm 
lopping     the    mouldering    branch    away.     Up    to  the 
year  1888  the  Free  City  of  Hamburg  stcod  outside  the 
German   Customs   Union.    The  Empire  had  deliberately 
adopted  a  policy  of  protection.    Germany  was  rapidly  being- 
transformed  from  an  agricultural  country  into  one  of  the 
greatest  industrial  nations  of  the  world.    Taxation  was 
growing  heavier  year  by  year,  and  the  central  Government 
looked  with  greedy  eyes  on  the  rich  Elbe  city  that  con- 
tributed nothing  to  the  Imperial  revenue  in  the  shape  of 
Customs  charges.    Germany  pressed  for  the  incorporation  of 
Hamburg  into  the  fiscal  unit  of  the  Empire,  and  Hamburg 
at  last  agreed,  but  she  drove  a  hard  bargain  as  the  price  of 
her  inclusion.    '  I  will  surrender  my  national  independence.' 
she  said,  in  effect ;  '  my  citizens  shall  contribute  to  your 
revenue  like  all  other  Germans,  provided  .you  help  me  to 
reform  the  whole  of  my  harbour  arrangements,  to  build 
docks  and  quays  and  public  warehouses  that  have  not  their 
equal  in  the  world,  to  compete  with  England  in  steamship 
lines  to  the  East  and  the  West.'    The  compact  was  made, 
Hamburg  gave  up  the  chief  of  her  ancient  privileges,  and 
the  Empire  advanced  one-third  of  the  6,000.000/.  that  have 
been  sunk  in  the  building  of  the  new  harbour,  of  which  a 
sketch  apnears  at  the  head  of  this  article.    Along  the 
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northern  shore  of  the  Elbe  river,  on  which  the  city  stands, 
one  or  two  quays  are  partly  incorporated  in  the 
Customs  Union,  but  by  far  the  greater  portion  of 
the  new  harbour-works  shown  on  our  illustration 
constitutes  the  famous  Freihafen.  or  Free  Port. 

Tite  Fkeh  Poet. 

In  this  Free  Port  all  kinds  of  merchandise  may  he 
discharged,  handled,  manufactured,  and  re-shipped  for  ex- 
port without  paying  any  Customs  duty  whatsoever,  but  all 
approaches  to  the  Freihafen  are  carefully  guarded  by  green- 
uniformed  Customs  officers,  and  you  cannot  take  out  a  pound 
of  anything  without  paying  the  duty  according  to  tariff. 
Most  merchants  and  manufacturers  therefore  have  a  factory 
or  warehouse  in  the  city  or  its  suburbs,  where  they  store  and 
handle  the  goods  that  are  intended  for  consumption  within 
the  Empire,  and  another  in  the  Free  Port,  where  they  carry 
on  their  export  business.  A  large  portion  of  the  Free  Port 
was  formerly  inhabited,  and  a  number  of  streets,  containing 
a  population  of  about  20.000,  have  been  demolished  in 
obedience  to  the  exigencies  of  commerce.  At  the  south  side 
of  the  Elbe,  the  districts  known  as  Steinwarder,  Grasbrook, 
&c.  (shownjin  the  left-hand  bottom  corner  of  our  sketch) 
have  been  set  apart  for  the  erection  of  bonded  factories.  They 
are^.not  by  "any  means  all  built  upon  yet,  but  should  the  city 


row  of  the  finest  public  warehouses  to  be  seen  in  any  oiM 
They  are  six  or  seven  storeys  high,  and  built  in  red  stone. 
The  city  of  Hamburg  has  let  the  ground  on  which  the)* 
warehouses  are  erected  to  a  private  company  at  a  nominal 
rent,  and  provided  part  of  the  capital  required  for  the  build, 
ing.  The  company  are  the  nominal  proprietors,  and  conduct 
the  business,  but  the  city  is  the  predominant  partner  in  the 
concern,  and  the  conditions  of  partnership  provide  that  the 
ground  and  buildings  shall  ultimately  revert  to  it.  Mean- 
while the  company  and  the  city  divide  the  profits  in  the 
following  ratio : — Of  the  first  4  per  cent,  earned  each  take- 
one-half,  the  fifth  per  cent,  goes  to  the  city,  and  after  that 
city  and  private  shareholders  each  take  one-half  again.  Up 
to  the  present  the  company  earn  from  5  to  6  percent,  a 
year,  so  that  the  taxpayers  cannot  complain  of  the  invest- 
ment the  city  has  made  for  them.  The  company  sublet  space 
in  the  warehouses  to  private  firms,  mostly  forwarding  agents.  A 
fine  block  in  the  centre  of  the  row.  distinguished  from  the  rest 
by  the  two  tall  chimneys  shown  on  our  heading  sketch, 
serves  as  a  central  machinery-building.  Here  the  power  i» 
generated  for  working  the  lifts  and  hydraulic  machinery  of 
the  whole  block,  as  well  as  for  the  steam  and  electric  cranes 
on  the  quays.  It  is  also  the  central  station  for  the  supply 
of  electric  light.  This  centralisation  means  an  enormous 
saving  in  coal  and  labour,  but  the  system  has  the  drawback 


cont  inue  to  flourish  as  it  seems  likely  to  do,  a  day  must  come 
when  there  will  be  no  room  for  new  factories  in  this  portion 
of  the  Freihafen.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  that  day 
arrives  the  whole  world  will  be  one  great  Freihafen,  but  for 
the  present  the  principles  of  Cobden  are  under  a  cloud,  and 
it  may  be  asked.  What  if  the  present  Free  Port  be 
tilled  up]  before  Germany  has  returned  to  Free  Trade  1 
Well,  in  that  case,  the  boundaries  of  the  Hamburg 
Free  Port  will  simply  be  extended.  There  is  enough 
cheap,  almost  uninhabited,  ugly  marsh  land  beyond 
Steinwiirder  and  Grasbrook  to  accommodate  factories  for 
providing f  the  whole  of  Niggerdom  with  Made-in-Germany 
'  Notions.'  The  bonded  warehouse  and  Quay-portion  proper 
of  the  Free  Port,  as  distinguished  from  the  manufacturing 
section  just  referred  to.  extends  along  both  sides  of  the  Elbe. 
It  consists  of  nine  or  ten  long,  narrow  blade-like  peninsulas, 
partly  covered  with  rows  of  sheds,  and  all  pointing 
towards  the  Elbe-mouth,  like  so  many  stilettoes  directed  at 
the  heart  of  Britain.  Away  to  the  north,  shown  at  the  top 
of  our  sketch,  stretches  the  vast  city,  orderly,  industrious, 
confident  of  its  future — a  strange  blend  of  mediaeval  Hanse- 
port  and  modern  American  town. 

At  the  principal  entrance  to  the  Free  Port,  across  an 
iron  bridge,  adorned  with  two  huge  statues — Germania 
on  the  right.  Hammonia  on  the  left  —  emblematic  of 
the  alliance  of  Empire  and  City  for  the  conquest  of  the 
world's  markets,  is  the  Sandthorquai.    On  this  quay  stands  a 


that  if  anything  goes  wrong  in  the  machine-building,  all 
the  warehousemen  suffer.  The  Sandthorquai  is  fl* 
longest  in  the  Free  Port  (920  yards)  ;  next  to  it  comes  the 
Kaiserquai  (720  yards)  and  the  Dallmannquai  (700  yard-). 
The  total  length  of  all  the  quays  in  the  Free  Port  is  nearly 
ten  miles,  not  counting  4£  miles  of  quay-walls  for  the 
accommodation  of  river-steamers.  At  present  4£  miles 
of  sheds  are  built.  Yet  so  great  has  been  the  increase  of 
traffic  in  the  port  of  Hamburg  that  the  local  Chamber  ot 
Commerce,  in  their  last  annual  report,  had  to  declare  that  the 
accommodation  had  become  insufficient.  The  request i  ot 
several  firms  of  shipping  agents  for  more  quay  and  shed 
room  have  had  to  be  refused.  An  increase  in  the  harbour 
accommodation  is  therefore  urgently  necessary,  especially -a- 
a  large  number  of  new  ships  (Hamburg  akeady  own.-  HB 
merchant  vessels)  are  on  the  stocks. 

"  Behind  the  Sandthor  Quay  is  the  Kaiser  Quay,  at  the  en< 
of  which  stands  a  hu^e  warehouse,  the  biggest  one  in  all 
Hamburg  with  accommodation  for  15.000  tons  weight  oi 
merchandise,  and  a  floor-space  of  200.000  square  feet.  FM» 
the  tower  of  this  building  one  obtains  a  magnificent  DUO* 
eve  view  of  the  city  and  harbour.  In  the  eastern  part  ot  tnc 
port,  shown  on  the  right-hand  side  of  our  illustration,  are 
the  '  Baakenhafen,'  the  Moldavian  Harbour,  and  the  harwur 
for  sailing-vessels.  Then  follow  the  Hansa,  India,  an  i 
petroleum  harbours.  With  the  last-named  we  complete  tne 
circuit,  and  arrive  aeain  at  the  bonded  factory  district

average  annual  tonnage   of   vessels  that  arrived  in 
Port  of  Hamburg  in  the  years  between  1846  and  1850 
462,000,   which    is    a    good  deal    less    than  that 
the    vessels    entered     in     1895    from     Africa  and 
stralia  alone.    In  the  decade  ending  with  the  year  1860 
total  average  tonnage  was  756.000  ;  in  the  next  decade, 
30.000.    Since  then  the  increase  has  grown  proportionately 
y  decade,  and  most  rapidly  between  1891  and  1895,  after 


their  exulting  countrymen  not  to  crow  so  very  loudly.  '  We 
feel  bound,'  they  say,  '  seriously  to  warn  our  countrymen 
against  the  tendency  to  believe  implicitly  the  exaggerated 
pictures  that  are  now  so  frequently  drawn  of  the  alleged 
displacement  of  British  by  German  trade  and  industry  in  the 
markets  of  the  world.  It  is  true  that,  in  the  matter  of 
export  trade,  Germany  has  made  more  progress  than  either 
England  or  France,  but  she  is  only  making  headway  slowly, 
and  her  rate  of  advance  has  diminished  since  the  seventies. 
In  spite  of  her  much  smaller  population,  England  still  out- 
distances us  in  export  trade  by  nearly  one-third  ;  Manchester, 
Birmingham,  and  Glasgow,  are  still  the  first  industrial 
centres  of  Europe,  and  even  the  German  export  trade  cannot 
entirely  dispense  with  their  products.  Great  Britain  is  still 
immeasurably  in  advance  of  us  in  her  shipping,  in  he 
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thbuilding  of  the  Free  Port,  the  enactment  of  the  British 
Mihandise  Marks  Act,  and  the  extension  of  direct  com- 
mfcation  with  Africa,  Australia,  and  the  Far  East. 
Brain,  however,  still  remains  Hamburg's  best  customer — 
on  third  of  the  city's  trade  is  with  the  United  Kingdom ; 
an,  notwithstanding  the  enormous  growth  of  Hamburg's 
diifet  traffic  with  extra-European  countries,  the  combined 
toiage  of  ships  that  came  from  America,  Asia,  Africa,  and 
Adralia  together  in  1895  only  slightly  exceeded  that  from 
th't'nited  Kingdom  alone.  It  would,  perhaps,  be  well  if 
thi;ood  Hamburgers  would  bear  these  facts  in  mind  a  little 
met  than  they  appear  to  do.  Nothing  strikes  one  so  much 
rn  nversation  with  German  merchants  and  manufacturers 
»s  heir  tendency  to  proclaim  that  they  can  do  without 
Br  .in  altogether.  They  buy  direct,  they  sell  direct,  they 
doi  want  _us_  any  more.  To-day  they  are  ahead  of  us  in 
haW-'facilities  and  in  organisation ;  to-morrow  they  will 
beb  in  turnover.  They  tell  you  all  this  loudly  and  in- 
ce.-  ntly  to  your  face.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  have  to  listen 
jo  us  perpetual  shout  of  triumph,  especially  because  one 
w-io  admit  that  the  London  Dock  arrangements  need  im- 
Pri j  ng.  But  there  is  another  side  to  the  medal,  and  the 
<-o  cil  of  the  Hamburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  are 
a  l:tty  shrewd  set  of  gentlemen,  have  called  attention  to  it 
jus,  n  time.    In  their  last  report  they  issued  a  warning  to 


railway-development,  and  in  the  conditions  of  life  in  her  great 
cities.  We  have  only  a  small  share  of  her  enormous  colonial 
markets.  Let  us,  therefore,  guard  ourselves  against  the 
jingoism  of  despising  and  underestimating  the  strength  of 
our  competitor." "  Excellent  sentiments,  which  one  would 
like  to  see  written  on  the  pedestals  of  the  Germania  and 
Hammonia  statues  by  the  Sandthorquai. 

To  Detect  Nut  Oil  in  Olive  Oil. — The  following 
is  an  improved  process  devised  by  C.  Blarez,  who  has 
communicated  it  to  the  Bordeaux  Society  of  Pharmacy : — 
Pour  1  c.c.  of  the  oil  into  a  test-tube  15  cm.  long,  add 
15  c.c.  of  5-per-cent.  alcoholic  potash.  Fit  the  tube  with 
a  reflux  condenser,  and  heat  the  tube  carefully  for  about 
twenty  minutes  ;  the  oil  will  rapidly  saponify  and  disappear, 
the  alcohol  returning  into  the  tube.  Bemove  the  condenser, 
cork  the  tube,  and  put  it  in  a  cool  place.  In  the  case  of  pure 
nut  oil  the  contents  of  the  test-tube  become  solid  after 
twenty-four  hours.  With  pure  olive  oil  there  is  no  sign 
of  solidification  in  two  or  three  days;  but  with  a  mix- 
ture of  the  two  there  is  always  a  flocculent  precipitate, 
in  which  can  be  distinguished  crystals  of  arachidate  of 
potash. 
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The  Veeminous  Peesons  Bill 

has  passed  the  House  of  Lords,  where  its  title  at  least  has 
been  made  more  presentable.  It  is  now  known  as  the 
Cleansing  of  Persons  Bill. 

The  Loeds  and  Compensation  foe  Accidents. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill  has  passed  through 
Committee  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  chief  alteration 
made  has  been  the  omission  of  the  4th  subsection  of 
Clause  III.,  which  subsection  provided  that  in  the  event  of 
the  funds  of  any  scheme  not  being  sufficient  to  meet  the 
compensation  at  any  time  payable  under  it,  the  employer 
should  be  liable  to  make  good  the  amount  required. 

GUAEDIANS  AND  VACCINATORS. 

Mr.  Strachey  has  asked  the  President  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  whether  a  Board  of  Guardians  may  instruct  the 
public  vaccinators  in  their  Union  to  give  parents  the  option 
of  having  their  children  vaccinated  with  calf  lymph  instead 
of  human  lymph.  Mr.  Chaplin  replied  that  public  vacci- 
nators are  not  subject  to  the  directions  of  Guardians  in 
this  matter,  but,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  issued  in  January  last,  they  had  authority  to 
vaccinate  with  calf  lymph  instead  of  human  lymph  whenever 
they  so  desired. 

False  Teade  Descriptions. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  informed  Mr. 
Stuart-Wortley  that  a  Conference  of  the  International  Union 
for  the  Protection  of  Industrial  Property  and  the  Repression 
of  False  Trade  Descriptions  will  De  held  in  Brussels  on 
December  1  next. 

A  Peoposed  Pbopeietaey  Aeticles  Bill. 
Mr.  Wootton  Isaacson,  M.P.  for  Stepney,  has  resolved  to 
take  in  hand  the  patent-medicine  problem.  A  few  days  ago 
he  asked  the  Home  Secretary  whether  the  petroleum  shampoo 
which  caused  the  death  of  Mrs.  Samuelson  was  composed  of 
rectified  petroleum  ether  and  gave  off  an  inflammable 
vapour,  and  whether  means  would  be  adopted  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  sale  of  such  dangerous  articles.  Sir  M.  White  Ridley 
was  unwilling  to  anticipate  the  conclusions  of  the  Coroner's 
jury  by  expressing  any  opinion  at  present,  either  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  accident  or  as  to  the  necessity  it  may  show  to 
exist  for  taking  further  measures  with  regard  to  substances 
of  this  nature.  If  the  preparation  was  largely  composed  of 
petroleum  spiiit  it  would  fall  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Petroleum  Act.  The  County  Council,  he  added,  was  the 
local  authority  to  administer  that  Act,  and  they  were  giving 
careful  attention  to  the  subject,  and  were  represented  at  the 
inquest.  The  present  state  of  the  law  as  regarded  petroleum 
was  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  position.  Consequent  on  this 
reply,  it  is  now  reported  that  Mr.  Wootton  Isaacson  intends 
to  bring  in  a  Bill  forthwith  providing  that  all  patent  and 
proprietary  medicines  and  all  such  chemical  compounds  as 
are  used  for  remedial  purposes  shall  have  an  exact  analysis 
of  the  contents  of  each  bottle,  parcel,  or  box,  as  the  case 
may  be,  distinctly  stated  outside,  either  on  the  label  or 
printed  on  the  receptacle  which  contains  the  article. 

The  Merchandise  Maeks  Act. 
The  House  of  Commons  Committee  who  have  investigated 
the  working  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  have  concluded 
their  labours  and  published  a  report,  of  which  the  gist  is 
that  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  operation  of  the 
Act  of  1887  has  been  on  the  whole  beneficial,  and  that  it 
has,  to  a  great  extent,  stopped  the  fraudulent  practices 
against  which  it  was  directed.  "A  large  part  of  the  objec- 
tions offered  to  the  Act"  (the  Committee  declare)  "has  been 
from  those  engaged  in  the  transit  trade,  who  allege  that 
their  business  is  hindered  by  the  opening  of  packages,  and 
that  goods  are  thereby  diverted  to  routes  which  do  not  pass 
through  the  U.K.  In  fact,  the  transit  trade  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  expansion  of  the  export  trade  of  this  country,  if  it 
has  not  actually  declined."  But  the  Committee  attribute  this 
rather  to  the  increase  of  bounties  and  subsidies  to  shipping 


by  foreign  Governments,  and  to  the  reduction  of  rates  for 
export  goods  on  foreign  State  railways,  than  to  the  o|>oration 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  'the  Committee,  however, 
recommend  that  goods  in  transit  shall  be  exempted  from 
the  operation  of  the  Act.  and  they  further  urge  that  no  oppor- 
tunity should  be  lost  to  induce  foreign  Governments  to 
legislate  on  the  lines  of  the  Act.  in  order  to  stop  the  direct 
exportation  of  goods  bearing  false  trade-marks,  or  indica- 
tions of  doubtful  origin.  They  also  recommend  that  the 
words  ••  made  abroad"  should  be  substituted  for  the  speci6- 
cation  of  the  country  of  origin  a.s  at  present  required.  With 
regard  to  the  infringement  of  the  Act  by  "  that  important 
branch  of  trade"  whose  business  it  is  to  distribute  (.txkL 
from  the  manufacturer  to  the  retailer  and  who  are  in  the  habit 
of  marking  goods  not  really  made  by  them  with  their  name*, 
the  Committee  think  that  it  should  not  be  unlawful  for 
such  traders  to  stamp  goods,  wherever  purchased,  with  their 
own  names  and  business  addresses,  provided  that  some  such 
words  as  "sold  by"  be  added.  They  do  not  think,  however, 
that  it  would  suffice  if,  as  has  been  suggested,  they  were 
relieved  from  all  such  qualification,  but  required  to  state 
the  fact  in  cases  where  they  are  the  actual  manufacturers 
The  report  loses  much,  if  not  the  whole,  of  its  value  by  the 
fact  that  the  three  commercial  members  of  the  Comtnitti  <■ 
(Sir  Charles  Cayzer,  Mr.  C.  H.  Wilson,  and  Mr.  J.  Samuel) 
voted  against  it,  and  the  three  members  not  connected  with 
trade  (Messrs.  Howard,  Legh,  and  Murray)  for  it,  and  that  it 
was  only  carried  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  chairman  (Sir 
James  Ferguson),  who  has  achieved  distinction  chiefly  a*  a 
director  of  companies.  The  minority  have  signed  a  memo- 
randum vigorously  dissenting  from  the  report.  They  say:— 
"  We  consider  that  the  statement  that  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act  of  1887  has  been  '  on  the  whole  beneficial '  is  not 
borne  out  by  the  evidence.  In  our  opinion  the  evidence 
clearly  proves  that  the  working  of  the  Act  has  been  disas- 
trous to  the  transit  trade,  which  it  has  in  many  cases 
almost  destroyed.  The  examination  of  goods  in  tran>-it  ba^ 
caused  a  large  transfer  of  trade  to  foreigners,  thereby 
greatly  assisting  the  establishment  of  foreign  lines  of 
steamers  to  India  and  the  Colonies  to  the  detriment  of 
British  interests.  The  marking  of  goods  with  the  name  of 
the  country  of  origin  has  been  most  prejudicial  to  Briti.-li 
traders.  It  has  been  a  gratuitous  advertisement  for  forcipn 
goods,  for  the  consumer,  generally  speaking,  buys  the  artith- 
that  suits  him  best,  having  regard  to  price,  quite  irrespec- 
tive of  the  country  of  origin."

Murphy's  Button. 


OINCE  the  introduction  of  anesthetics,  it  is  doubtful  if 
J  any  branch  of  surgery  has  made  such  progress  and 
een  so  successful  in  relieving  suffering  humanity  as  opera- 
tions of  the  alimentary  canal.  Years  ago  there  was  an 
Appalling  mortality,  but  latterly,  since  the  introduction  of 
;he  decalcified-bone  bobbin,  Murphy's  button,  Paul's  tube, 
and  other  apparatus,  coupled  with 
extreme  carefulness  and  cleanliness, 
the  operation  is  performed  with  an 
exceedingly  low  mortality,  consider- 
ing the  seriousness  of  the  operation. 
Intestinal  obstruction  is  productive  of 
more  operations  than  any  other 
disease  of  the  alimentary  canal. 
There  is  considerable  urgency  in  the 
matter,  as  a  few  days  suffice,  in  many 
cases,  to  produce  collapse,  and,  in  a 
very  short  time,  death. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to 
give  a  few  of  the  causes  and  symptoms 
of  this  terrible  malady,  because  it 
sometimes  happens  the  pharmacist  is 
brought  in  contact  with  these  cases 
their  earliest  stages,  and,  by  remembering  that  an  ap- 
arently  ordinary  obstruction  of  the  bowel  may,  in  reality, 
ean  a  serious  disease,  he  will  be  prompted  to  refer  the  case 
its  proper  channel. 

Intestinal  obstruction  may  be  caused  in  various  ways, 
ich  as  paralysis  of  the  bowel,  local  peritonitis  in  the 
gion  of  the  gall-bladder,  volvulus,  or  twisting  of  the  bowel, 
used  probably  by  an  attack  of  gall-stones,  or  by  the  pas- 
ge  of  a  large  concretion  through  the  small  intestine, 
ternal  strangulation,  caused  perhaps  by  running,  jumping, 
raining  at  stool,  or  even  a  violent  action  of  the  bowel, 
here  is  much  pain  and  griping,  mostly  referred  to  the 
gion  of  the  umbilicus.  The  vomiting  is  early,  speedily 
ercoraceous,  and  abundant.  Constipation  is  complete,  and 
)  desire  to  go  to  stool.  The  loss  of  fluid,  &c,  in  vomiting 
rases  intense  thirst ;  the  urine  is  scanty,  the  distension  is 
)t  great.  Dilated  coils  of  intestine  may  be  recognised  if 
e  patient  is  thin.  These  cases  rarely  recover  if  left  to 
ature,  Volvulus  may  be  produced  in  several  ways,  and  is 
rkras.  The  circulation  in  the  actual  twist  is  interfered 
ith,  the  gut  becomes  congested,  and  gradually  peritonitis 
ts  in,  commencing  at  the  twist.  Should  the  patient  live 
ng  enough,  sloughing  and  perforation  may  take  place  at 
e  twist.  The  patient  does  not  suffer  intensely,  but  pain 
often  intermittent  and  griping.  In  this  case  distension  of 
e  abdomen  is  characteristic,  and  sets  in  early,  caused  by 
cumulation  of  gas,  which  is  at  times  so  serious  as  to 
rce  up  the  diaphragm  and  impede  respiration.  Vomiting 
not  very  marked  and  not  stercoraceous.  The  disease 
kes  a  rapid  course,  and  death  may  occur  in  less  than  a 
;ek. 

Impaction  of  Foreign  Bodies  in  the  Small  Intestine. — Ally- 
ing that  can  pass  the  cesophagus  can,  as  a  rule,  pass  the 
pairider  of  the  alimentary  canal ;  but  there  are  masses 
hich  accumulate  in  the  intestines  of  medicinal  origin,  such 
the  long-continued  use  of  magnesia  and  oxide  of  bismuth  ; 
feo  laminated  stony  masses  of  magnesium  phosphate, 
imonio-magnesium  phosphate,  and  organic  earthy  matter 
ually  formed  round  some  small  body  as  a  nucleus.  In- 
gestible  food  will  cake  with  other  vegetable  refuse,  and  mix 
th  the  feces  and  earthy  matter. 

Gall-stones  are  more  common  than  the  above,  and  secure 
imen  as  their  victims  rather  than  men.  As  stated  above, 
,ese  may  cause  local  peritonitis,  and  so  obstruct  the 
'ssage.  The  lower  part  of  the  ileum,  in  consequence  of  its 
mg  the  narrowest  part  of  the  intestine,  is  the  spot  where 
e  foreign  body  is  usually  found.  The  symptoms  are  not 
-  arly  so  marked  as  in  the  previous  cases,  the  pain  is  some- 
lat  obscured,  and  vomiting  comes  on  gradually  ;  constipa- 
Jn  is  complete,  and  distention  not  great.  If  the  obstruc- 
1  'n  ls  high  up  the  symptoms  are  severe,  and  death  may 
'cur  early.    If  low  down  the  patient  may  live  a  month. 


The  size  of  the  gall-stone  varies  ;  some  are  more  than 
3  inches,  while  death  may  occur  with  one  having  the  circum- 
ference of  a  little  over  2  inches. 

The  difficulty  of  treating  cases  of  intestinal  obstruction  is 
well  known.  The  rectal  tube  has  been  used  ;  but  it  is  much 
condemned  as  a  means  of  diagnosis,  where  the  obstruction  is 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  finger.  There  is  a  case  on  record 
where  a  patient  prac'itioner  spent  over  150  hours  dilating  a 
supposed  stricture  high  up  ;  at  the  post-mortem  examination 
it  was  found  that  there  was  no  sign  of  stricture,  the  bougie 
becoming  arrested  by  a  curve  of  the  sacrum.  Similar  cases 
might  be  quoted  which  prove  conclusively  that  an  operation, 
after  all,  is  the  only  likely  thing  to  give  permanent  relief. 
An  operaticn  being  decided  upon,  it  is  useful  to  know  the 
various  appliances  used  on  these  occasions. 

In  histology  it  is  necessary,  when  the  structure  of  the 
bone  is  to  be'examincd,  to  free  it  from  lime  by  means  of  an 
acid, generally  hydro- 
chloric, the  resulting 
decalcified  structure 
being  known  as 
"  chondrin."  It  was

Subsequently,  Serin's  plates,  decalcified-bone  drainage-tubes, 
bobbins,  &c,  came  in  course  of  time,  all  of  which  have  been 
used  with  remarkable  success.  The  drainage-tubes,  as 
suggested  by  Professor  Wm.  Macewen,  of  Glasgow,  are  made 
by  scraping  and  cleaning  the  tibia  and  femora  of  a  fowl, 
dissolving  out  the  lime  by  means  of  20  per  cent,  hydrochloric 
acid,  allowing  them  to  remain  in  the  acid  solution  till  they 
are  softened  ;  then  cut  off  the  articular  ends,  and  clean  out 
the  medulla  and  endostema ;  place  them  again  in  the  acid  for 
another  day,  and  keep  them  ready  for  use  in  10-per-cent. 
solution  of  carbolic  acid  and  glycerine.  They  will  resist 
absorption  for  eight  days. 

The  decalcified-bone  bobbins  which  are  now  so  much 
used  in  intestinal  surgery  are  of  various  shapes  and  sizes, 
according  to  the  fancy  of  the  operator. 
To  quote  one  (Mr.  Allingham's) : — 
This  consists  of  a  tube  of  bone  or  ivory 
in  the  shape  of  two  truncated  cones 
having  the  appearance  of  a  dice-box. 
This  is  decalcified  to  within  ^  inch 
of  the  centre,  leaving  at  the  junc- 
ture of  the  two  cases  a  hard  un- 
yielding portion.  After  the  bowel  has 
been  separated  each  end  is  drawn  over 
the  bobbin,  and  the  two  joined  by 
methods  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  or  the  particular 
idea  of  the  surgeon.  After  a  time  the 
Allingham's  Bobbin,  decalcified    ends    become  absorbed,. 

during  which  process  a  perfect  union 
of  the  intestine  has  taken  place ;  then  the  firm  unyielding 
central  portion  of  the  bobbin  passes  through  the  body 
without  giving  any  further  trouble. 
The  decalcified-bone  bobbin  is,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Mayo  Robson,  preferable 
to  all  other  appliances,  not  only  on 
account  of  its  simplicity  and  safety, 
but  because  it  can  be  employed 
quickly,  secures  an  immediate  patent 
channel,  leaves  no  foreign  body  per- 
manently in  the  passage,  avoids  stric- 
ture by  securing  continuity  of  mucous 
surface,  and  can  be  adapted  to  any  of 
the  operations  of  the  intestinal  canal. 
They  can  be  made  by  drilling  ox  bones 
to  the  shape  required,  dissolving  out 
the  lime  with  5  per  cent,  hydrochloric 
acid,  fresh  acid  being  used  three  or 

four  times  a  day  until  the  bones  become  soft.  They  are 
then  placed  in  running  water  for  some  hours,  and  finally  im 
rectified  srpirit,  in  which  fluid  they  are  usually  kept.

(Explosions  toitjj  Chemicals. 


rpHE  report  of  her  Majesty's  Inspectors  of  Explosives  for 
-L  1896,  which  has  just  been  issued,  is  a  very  bulky  one.  In 
the  critical  report  on  accidents  due  to  explosives,  mention  is 
made  of  the  fatal  explosion  which  occurred  on  February  20, 
1896,  in  the  laboratory  of  Messrs.  Redwood  &  Be  Hailes, 
at  15  Red  Lion  Square,  London,  where  it  will  be  remem- 
bered a  Mr.  St.  George  was  verifying  experimentally  certain 
patent-claims  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  candles. 
He  had  placed  a  quantity  of  stearic  acid,  acetic  acid, 
glucose,  and  alcohol  in  a  Erin's  oxygen-cylinder,  and  had 
placed  the  same  on  a  gas  combination-stove,  to  heat  to  about 
two  atmospheres  pressure.  But  he  had  taken  no  steps,  by 
means  of  a  pressure-gauge  or  otherwise,  to  record  the  pres- 
sure, and  the  valve  of  the  cylinder  had  been  carefully 
closed.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  after  about  twenty  minutes  there  was  a  violent 
explosion,  due  (Dr.  Dupre  believes)  to  the  rapid  expansion 
of  the  stearic  acid,  which  ripped  open  the  cylinder.  Tho 
latter  travelled  as  a  rocket  into  the  ceiling,  unfortunately 
striking  Mr.  St.  George's  head  en  route,  and  killing  him 
instantly.  The  transaction,  says  the  report,  testified  to 
extraordinary  recklessness  or  ignorance  on  Mr.  St.  George's 
part.  Sooner  or  later  an  explosion  was  inevitable,  and 
although  Mr.  St.  George  professed  to  be  able  to  regulate  the 
pressure  by  listening  to  what  was  going  on  in  the  tube,  it  is 
quite  certain  he  could  do  nothing  of  the  sort,  and  in  any 
case  an  attempt  to  do  so  must  have  been  perilous  in  the 
extreme. 

An  explosion,  unattended  by  fatal  results,  occurred  in 
March  at  27  Hereford  Road,  Paddington,  on  the  premises  of 
a  manufacturer  of  protoxide  of  nitrogen,  which  is  much  nsed 
in  dentistry.  An  enamelled  open  iron  pan,  containing  about 
18  lbs.  of  ammonium  nitrate,  was  placed  on  a  furnace  to  melt, 
and  shortly  afterwards  the  contents  exploded.  The  pan  was 
broken,  the  iron  plate  of  the  furnace  was  also  broken,  and 
the  brickwork  blown  down.  Dr.  Dupre  observes  : — "  This  is  a 
very  interesting  explosion,  for  although  it  has  long  been  known 
that  nitrate  of  ammonium  when  heated  too  strongly  some- 
times explodes,  we  have  never  before  had  such  an  explosion 
brought  to  our  notice."  In  April  an  explosion,  in  connection 
with  bleaching-powder,  occurred  at  53  Cornwall  Road, 
Lambeth.  The  occupier,  an  oilman,  was  scooping  some 
powder  out  of  its  cask,  when  the  explosion  occurred.  Dr. 
Dupre  examined  the  sample,  but  could  find  nothing  in  it  t" 
account  for  the  explosion,  but  he  '  suggested  that  it  might 
have  been  caused  in  a  way  similar  to  an  accident  which 
happened  some  years  ago,  when  a  barrel  of  bleaching-powder 
fell  from  a  waggon  and,  coming  in  contact  with  alcohol  or 
some  other  inflammable  liquid,  thereby  caused  a  fire.

THERE  are  but  two  retail  pharmacies  in  Scotland  which 
can  claim  to  be  at  the  head,  so  far  as  tradition  and 
practice  are  concerned — viz.,  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  & 
Co.'s,  of  Edinburgh,  and  Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green's,  of 
Glasgow.  There  are  older  businesses  in  the  North  Countrie, 
but  none  of  the  dimensions  of  these.  The  older  of  the  two- 
is  Frazer  &  Green's,  for,  if  we  are  not  mistaken,  the  Duncan 
business  was  not  founded  until  late  in  the  thirties.  Mr. 
Duncan  had  for  years  before  he  went  to  Edinburgh  been  in 
business  at  75  High  Street,  Perth.  His  firm  there  was  at  first 
Duncan  &  Ogilvie ;  then  it  became  Duncan,  Hamilton  & 
Dandie,  ancl  when  Mr.  James  Hamilton  went  to  Dundee  the 
firm  was  changed  to  Duncan.  Dandie  k.  Newby;  then  Mr. 
Duncan  went  to  Edinburgh,  and  Dandie,  Newby  k.  Dandie- 
became  the  trade-name,  which  it  remains  to  this  day.  Mr. 
Duncan  traded  by  himself  for  some  years  at  52  North 
Bridge,  Edinburgh,  before  he  took  Mr.  William  Flockhart 
into  partnership.  Frazer  .fc  Green's  business  was  founded 
at  105  Buchanan  Street.  Glasgow,  by  .Air.  N.  B.  Frazer, 
a  brother  of  Mr.  Daniel  Frazer.  This  was  in  1830.. 
On  the  first  day  the  blinds  of  the  shop  were  drawn  up 
William  IV.  was  proclaimed  at  Glasgow  Cross.  It  was  rough 
trading  in  those  days.  The  original  shop-bottles  put  on  the 
shelves  by  Neil  Frazer  were  labelled  by  the  painter  next  door. 
In  1837  the  business  was  removed  to  No.  Ill,  and  five  years, 
later  to  No.  113,  where  the  business  was  carried  on  for  forty- 
two  years,  until  the  present  enlarged  and  extensive  premises- 
were  entered  into  in  1884.  The  staff  at  the  commencement 
consisted  of  Mr.  N.  B.  Frazer  as  principal,  Jas.  Frazer  as- 
assistant,  and  Daniel  Frazer  as  apprentice.  The  outbreak  of 
cholera  in  1832  led  to  a  rapid  increase  of  the  business,  partly- 
due  to  the  reputation  acquired  by  Mr.  Frazer  in  spreading 
a  special  pitch-plaster  then  worn  as  a  preventive  of  cholera. 
In  1834  the  making  of  soda-water  was  commenced  by  the 
firm.  A  distinctive  feature  of  the  business  even  then  was 
the  separation  of  poisons  from  non-poisons.  This  was 
impressed  on  Mr.  Frazer  through  a  butler  coming  in  one- 
morning  in  1832  to  buy  3  oz.  of  laudanum,  and  as  an  appren- 
tice was  labelling  the  bottle  "  Poison  "  he  was  told  not  to 
trouble  as  it  was  for  filling  the  medicine-chest  bottle.  Soon 
after  the  butler  returned  hurriedly  to  say  he  had  made- 
a  mistake,  and  that  it  was  tincture  of  rhubarb  he  should 
have  got.  Had  the  bottle  not  been  labelled — but  we  leave- 
to  the  imagination  what  might  have  happened. 

In  those  far-back  clays  practical  pharmacy  was  frequently 
taught  hy  chemists,  and  the  names  of  several  illustrious  medical 
men  could  be  given  who  learnt  their  pharmacy  in  Frazer 
&  Green's.  Many  years  ago  Mr.  Daniel  Frazer  told  us  that 
Lord  Playfair's  only  acquaintance  with  pharmacy  was  ac- 
quired under  him  in  Buchanan  Street,  while  the  young- 
student  was  waiting  to  see  whether  he  would  qualify  in 
medicine  or  not.  Six  months  was  the  usual  period  of 
training  for  the  young  medicos. 

In  the  present  premises,  127  Buchanan  Street,  some  of  the 
fittings  of  the  1830,  1834,  1837,  1842,  and  1384  periods  are  so- 
skilfully  pieced  together  that  it  is  impossible  to  tell  which  is- 
the  old  part  and  which  the  new.  Photographs  give  very  lit  tle 
idea  of  the  extent  of  the  pharmacy,  which  goes  back  to  St. 
Vincent's  Lane,  a  distance  of  120  feet,  and  the  shop  is  40  feet- 
wide,  with  ceilings  18  feet  high.  Mr.  Daniel  Frazer  has  held  the- 
Royal  Warrant  of  Chemist  to  the  Queen  for  fifty  years,  and  was 
the  sole  partner  in  the  business  for  forty-eight,  years,  until  he 
started  three  branches — in  Sauchiehall  Street,  Charing 
Cross,  and  Belmont  Place.  The  staff  of  assistants  numbers- 
forty,  and  some  of  the  assistants  have  been  with  the  firm 
for  twenty-five  and  thirty  years.  Like  all  old  pharmacies. 
Frazer  &  Green's  has  the  odour  of  lavender  about  it.  for 
there  is  a  very  old  recipe  for  aq.  lavand.  on  the  premises- 
and  Glasgow  swears  by  that  lavender.

ordinary  prices  can  be  ascertained.  Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections,  not  all  of  which  are  suitable  even  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  Further  points  which  should  be  borne  in  mind 
ore  that  the  distributor  generally  has  to  bear  the  bulk  of  the  freight-charges 
on  the  goods  on  their  way  from  the  producer  to  the  retailer,  and  that  for 
many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is  very  icide.

1"PHE  drug  and  chemical  markets  have  been  extremely  quiet ' 
-L  this,  however,  is  not  an  unusual  feature  at  the  present 
•time  of  the  year.  In  our  paragraph  on  heavy  chemicals  an 
•important  announcement  will  be  found  with  regard  to  an 
agreement  made  between  certain  English  and  German 
•manufacturers  of  chemicals,  under  which  they  agree  to 
refrain  from  competing  in  each  other's  markets.  In  fine 
chemicals  citric  and  tartaric  acids  remain  in  good  request, 
but  prices  show  no  alteration.  Cream  of  tartar  is  somewhat 
easier  in  London,  but  rather  firmer  in  Bordeaux.  Glycerine, 
however,  is  rather  easier.  Heavy  chemicals  are  generally  firm, 
especially  caustic  soda  and  bleaching-powder,  while  au  advance 
in  ammonia  alkali  is  likely.  Sulphur  is  still  tending 
higher.  Hyposulphite  of  soda  shows  a  strong  market ; 
on  the  other  hand,  brown  acetate  of  lime  and  sulphate  of 
■copper  are  tending  easier,  and  the  price  of  borax  continues  to 
be  cut.  Carbolic  acid  is  dull.  In  the  drug-market  there  are 
few  alterations.  New  Belgian  chamomiles  are  selling  at 
somewhat  lower  rates.  For  virgin  scammony  more  money 
is  asked.  Rhubarb  and  ipecacuanha  remain  steady.  Castor  oil 
firmly  held,  especially  on  the  spot.  Crude  camphor  is 
neglected.  Quillaia- bark  remains  firm.  Canary  and  caraway 
seeds  very  cheap  and  neglected.  Oil  of  star  anise  has  declined 
in  value.  Russian  aniseed,  however,  has  a  somewhat  higher 
tendency,  and  ergot  of  rye  is  also  a  shade  firmer.  Lyco- 
podium  and  menthol  steady.  In  drysalteries,  spices.  &c. 
the  chief  feature  is  that  a  fair  business  has  been  done 
in  turmeric.  African  ginger  is  rather  easier.  White  pepper 
quite  firm ;  black  pepper  unaltered.  Japan  wax  dull  of 
sale.  Shellac  also  unchanged  for  orange,  but  rather  easier 
■(at  auction)  for  button  lac.  Turpentine  is  dearer.  Naphtha 
remains  quiet.

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Mr.  C.  T.  Ritchie, 
7.1. P.,  lias  followed  1143  his  circular  of  last  week  on  Consular 
Our  trade  assistance  in  matters  of  foreign  trade,  by  a 
statement  that  his  department  intend  to  send 
a  special  commissioner  to  the  South  and 
Central  American  Republics  in  order  to  inquire  into  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  our  trade  with  those  countries. 
The  statement  is  conveyed  in  a  letter  to  Sir  H.  Stafford 
Northcote,  M.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce.

Consul  at  Canton,  which  was  published  some  time  a^'o.  But 
he  does  not  make  it  clear  whether  it  is  intended  to 
take  further  steps  with  regard  to  Chinese  trad.'.  The 
Board  of  Trade  have  appointed  the  following  additional 
members  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Committee :— 8b" 
James  Mackay.  K.C.I.E.,  member  of  the  Council  for  India ; 
Sir  Albert  Rollit,  M.P. ;  Mr.  C.  P.  Lucas,  Assistant  I'nder- 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies;  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Holland, 
President  of  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Professor  Witt,  President  of  the  German  Society  for  the 
protection  of  chemical  interests,  has  published  an  interesting 
German  pamphlet  on  wages  and  profits  of  the  German 
Chemicil  chemical  industry,  from  which  the  following 
Profits.  figures  are  taken.    The  average  dividends  paid 

bet  ween  the  years  1886  and  1895  by  various  chemical  companies 
in  Germany  were  as  follows  : — Industries  of  alkalies  and  acids, 
7  4  per  cent. ;  pharmaceutical,  photographic,  and  cliemiro- 
technical  preparations,  12  6  per  cent. ;  coal-tar  dyes,  19  2  per 
cent. ;  explosives,  165  per  cent.;  artificial  manures,  7  5  per 
cent.  The  profits  in  the  industry  of  acids  and  alkalies  show 
the  smallest  annual  fluctuations,  while  those  on  pharmaceu- 
tical preparations  exhibited  the  largest  difference.  The 
average  dividend  of  the  coal-tar  dye  industry  has  increased 
without  a  break  and  with  remarkable  equality  since  1886. 
In  that  year  the  average  dividend  was  not  quite  10  per  cent. 
In  1891  "it  was  over  20  per  cent.,  and  between  1892  and  1895 
the  average  has  been  23  45  per  cent.  Unfortunately  there  it 
no  means  of  showing  what  proportion  of  this  increased  profit 
belongs  to  the  coal-tar  remedies,  which  are  now  cultivated 
by  most  of  the  factories  with  at  least  as  much  care  as  the 
manufacture  of  colours  itself.  Companies,  however,  only 
form  a  small  portion  of  the  chemical  industry.  With  regard 
to  private  firms,  there  is  reason  for  believing  that  their 
average  profits  amount  to  from  6  per  cent,  to  8  per  cent,  on 
the  capital  invested.  As  a  set-off  to  this  profitable  condition 
of  things,  it  must  be  taken  into  account  that  burdens  of  the 
industry  in  consequence  of  enforced  contributions  towards 
insurance  of  workmen,  &c,  are  increasing  every  year.  Wages 
also  have  risen  considerably.  In  1891  the  average  wage  of 
each  working  man  employed  in  the  chemical  industrv  was 
onlv  836m. ;  in  1894  it  had  risen  to  885:n..  and  in  1896  to 
907m.  In  addition  to  the  sick  and  invalid  insurance,  the 
compulsory  insurance  for  accidents  absorbs  enormous 
amounts.  As  an  instance,  it  is  mentioned  that  one  chemical 
factory,  employing  1.247  insured  persons,  paid  in  1898 
40.849m.  towards  accident  insurance,  8.640m.  towards  invalid 
insurance,  and  11.629  n.  towards  the  sick  fund.  In  addition 
to  this  total  of  61,180m..  the  factory  in  the  same  year  paid 
fully  12.000m.  in  voluntary  assistance  to  its  workmen.

The  Constantinople  Opium-market. 

Our  Constantinople  correspondent  writes,  under  date  of 
July  22  : — The  new  crop  is  rapidly  arriving  at  C m-tantioopfo 
anri  Smyrna.  The  arrivals  appear  rather  short,  but  this  i< 
owing  to  the  rains,  and  the  apparent  .-hortage  will  soon 
disappear.  With  regard  to  the  reports  that  have  been  goirif 
about  that  the  yield  will  be  abnormally  large,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  sometimes,  though  very  rarely,  it  >uitstbe 
natives  to  be  optimistic  regarding  the  crop.  This  is  one  of 
the  exceptional  years.  The  natives  are  practically  clear  of 
last  year's  opium,  and  are  consequently  anxious  to  lay  in  a 
stock  of  new  as  cheaply  as  possible.  Hence  the  10.000  cases 
e>timate.  I  think  8.000  cases  would  be  nearer  the  mark. 
This  would  be  quite  enough  to  suit  native  objects,  if  the 
desire  of  outdoing  one  another  were  not  so  conspicuous  in 
their  character.  As  it  is.  the  values  are  10  to  15  per  cent 
higher  than  the  average  opening  prices  of  new  crop.  A* 
yet  there  is  absolutely  no  demand  for  new  crop,  and  until 
America  steps  in  there  is  not  much  likelihood  of  there  beinc 
any.  The  Americans,  however,  have  enough  opium  to  last 
them  some  time,  and  I  anticipate  that  the  natives  will, 
as  usual,  suffer  for  their  folly  in  the  long  run.  To-day  the 
nominal  price  for  druggists'  is  7s.  to  7s.  4r/.  per  lb.  f.o.b..  but 
there  are  no  buyers.

ae  subJect  of  the  sale  of  indecent  articles  and 


especially  to  you,  Sir,  for  allowing  such  a  ticklish  subject  to 
be  introduced  into  your  columns. 

I  have  long  regarded  the  presence  of  this  canker-worm  in 
our  midst  as  being  a  gruesome  legacy  of  our  dirtiest 
ancestors,  a  most  fertile  source  of  trouble,  and,  perhaps,  a 
survival  of  the  fittest  evil,  and  the  biggest  one  we  have  to 
contend  against  in  all  our  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the 
British  pharmacist. 

The  disgrace  is  such  a  widespread  one.  and  withal  so 
secret  in  its  operation,  that,  as  to  any  effective  remedy,  the 
more  we  search  the  more  hopelessly  at  sea  we  seem  to  be 
regarding  it.  Being  such  an  unmitigated  evil,  and  withal 
such  an  unclean  one,  a  part  of  the  trade  shirks  its  considera- 
tion from  motives  of  guilty  remorse,  and  the  rest  instinc- 
tively shrink  from  the  mere  mention  of  such  a  nasty 
subject. 

I  regard  the  matter  as  one  for  the  police,  rather  than  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  the  following  reasons : — 

The  Society  is  foster-parent  and  guardian  of  all  that  is 
purest  and  best  in  the  domain  of  pharmacy.  What  is  best 
will  always  pay  the  best,  and  will  work  its  living  way 
throughout  the  whole  body  to  the  gradual  exclusion  of  what 
is  vile  and  hurtful,  and  to  the  total  regeneration  of  all  its 
members.  To  lop  off  the  bad  fruit  from  a  bad  tree  would  be 
an  endless  and  a  fruitless  task ;  to  find  out  how  to  make  the 
tree  s_  and,  and  nurture  it  accordingly,  may  be  a  slow  pro- 
cess, and  subject  to  many  a  check  from  without;  but  it  will 
at  length  succeed,  and  is  the  only  wise  method  of  doing  real 
good. 

Let  our  newcomers  not  fear  to  put  up  their  backs  with 
fortitude  whenever  customers  apply  for  the  said  articles. 
Astonishing  ignorance,  as  often  as  hardened  vice,  is  what 
prompts  poor  wretches  to  apply  for  such  things.  If  one  will 
but  speak  out,  a  sudden  light  will  at  times  be  seen  to  kindle 
in  the  dull,  guilty  eye  of  the  stranger— a  sparkle  of  the 
genuine  light  of  truth — that  may  lead  to  untold  good.  And 
if  offence  be  given ;  what,  then  ?  Do  not  the  maledictions  of 
the  bad  serve  often  our  purpose  better  than  all  the  applause 
of  good  friends  can  do  ?  Certain  it  is  that  in  the  future,  no  less 
than  in  the  past,  strict  rectitude  to  the  best  of  one's  know- 
ledge, even  with  a  mean-looking  outside  display,  leads  to  a 
more  satisfactory  result  than  the  most  gorgeous  or  tasty 
establishment  whence  moral  filthiness  remains  unpurged.

Sib, — The  following  recipe  was  brought  in  the  other  day 
and  dispensed  ;  but  it  was  returned,  with  the  remark  that  it 
ought  to  be  quite  clear,  like  port  wine.  As  we  cannot 
succeed  in  making  it  so,  will  you  kindly  let  us  know  if  it  is 
possible  ?  Directly  the  acid.  elix.  Halleri  is  added  (1  to  3  by 
weight,  vide  Squire)  a  thick  precipitate  is  thrown  down.  An 
answer  through  your  valuable  journal  will  much  oblige.

They  work 
hand  in  hand  witli  the  profession,  and  not  only  do  their 
best  to  further  the  cause  of  medical  science,  but  also 
to  reduce  worthy  theories  to  practice,  and  equip  the  phy- 
sician's armoury  with  new  weapons  against  the  forces  of 
disease.

HISTORY  OF  THE  HOUSE. 

not  too  much  to  say  that,  in  a  broad  sense,  the 
tory  of  the  house  of  McKesson  &  Robbins  is  the 
tory  of  the  wholesale  drug  trade  in  New  York 
y.  A  pioneer  in  the  business,  this  noted  firm, 
xty-four  years  of  steadily  increasing  prosperity, 
aids  pride  of  place  among  our  great  jobbing  houses, 
e  is  synonymous  with  an  enterprise  that  always 
oroughly  abreast  of  the  times  with  a  knowledge, 


almost  intuitive,  of  the  exact  requirements  of  its  customers, 
and  with  an  integrity  as  shining  as  the  noon-day  sun.  Its 
transactions  cover  the  globe,  and  its  special  resident 
agents,  buying  and  selling,  are  to  be  found  stationed  in 
London,  Liverpool,  Paris,  Berlin,  Hamburg,  Moscow, 
Milan  and  Amsterdam.  Such  houses  as  that  of  McKesson 
&  Robbins  form  the  backbone  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  house  was  established  in  the  January  of  1833  by 
Charles  M.  Olcott  and  John  McKesson,  at  No.  145  Maiden

ween  Water  and  Front  streets.  Mr.  Olcott  for 
previous  to  the  formation  of  his  partnership 


w'th  MiMcKesson,  had  been  running  a  very  successful 
business  almost  on  a  wholesale  scale,  on  the  corner  of 
Madisound  Catherine  streets. 

J°hn  i  cKesson  was  born  in  New  York  in  1807,  and 
Wis  a  d  fendent  of  the  old  Scotch  clan  of  Campbell.  He 
was  a  bjof  fourteen  when  his  father  died  and  he  started 
n 'he  dir  trade  as  clerk  for  J.  M  Bradhurst  &  Co.,  with 
aoard,  l,ging  and  clothes  as  a  return  for  his  iabor 

Mr- Kesson  was  26  years  old  when  he  left  Bradhurst 
mi  business  with  Mr.  Olcott.    The  partners  began 
y  Pushing  the  stock,  fixtures  and  lease  of  storehouse 


at  No.  145  Maiden  Lane,  of  W.  H.  Levy,  who  was  retiring 
from  the  jobbing  business.  Daniel  C.  Robbins,  of  whom 
more  later,  was  engaged  as  assistant  clerk. 

In  1835  the  firm  purchased  the  entire  stock  and  business 
of  William  N.  Clerk  &  Co.,  taking  in  the  junior  partner, 
Philip  Schieffelin,  and  changing  the  firm  name  to  Olcott, 
McKesson  &  Co.  This  partnership  continued  until  the 
January  of  1841  when  Schieffelin  withdrew  to  establish  the 
house  of  Philip  Schieffelin  &  Co.  In  his  place  was  admitted 
Mr.  Robbins. 

Daniel  C.  Robbins  came  of  good  old  Quaker  stock,  and 
was  born  in  Roslyn,  L.  I.,  in  1815.  He  received  a  sound 
common  school  education,  and  then  went  to  work  with  a 
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retail  druggist  in  Poughkeepsie.  There  lie  served  six 
years,  coming  to  New  York  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Olcott. 

Meanwhile  the  linn's  business  had  outgrown  the  narrow 
limits  of  No.  145  Maiden  Lane,  and  it  was  found  necessary 
to  secure  more  commodious  quarters.  So  in  1842  a  build- 
ing and  lot  at  No.  127  Maiden  J.ane  were  purchased  and 
the  business  was  moved  there.  Mr.  Robbins  was  taken 
into  partnership  in  1850  and  the  firm  became  Olcott, 
McKesson  &  Robbins. 

In  1853  Mr.  Olcott  died  and  the  firm  became  McKesson 
iV  Robbins,  as  it  has  remained  ever  since.  In  1855  the 
present  establishment  on  Fulton  street  was  built.  Since 
then  several  additional  buildings  have  been  acquired. 

Mr.  McKesson  had  two  sons.  Of  these,  the  elder,  John 
McKesson,  is  the  present  head  of  the  firm.  He  was 
admitted  to  partnership  in  1865,  and  his  younger  brother, 
George  Clinton  McKesson,  in  1886,  along  with  William  L. 
Vennard,  his  brother-in-law.  William  Hull  Wickham, 
now  one  of  the  two  senior  partners,  was  admitted  in  1S70. 

In  the  April  of  1S88  Mr.  Robbins,  whose  second  son, 
Herbert  D.  Robbins,  is  now  a  member  of  the  firm,  died  at 
the  age  of  seventy  three.  He  was  one  of  the  thirty  seven 
graduates  who  in  1871  founded  the  Albmni  Association  of 
the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1836.  He  served  as  the  association's  presi- 
dent for  two  years  and  aided  it  in  various  ways.  He  was 
greatly  interested  in  the  reform  of  the  tariff  on  dtugs  and 
wrote  several  pamphlets  on  the  subject.  His  efforts  were 
a  great  aid  in  the  fight  that  finally  brought  about  the 
extension  of  the  free  list  of  these  foreign  products  in  the 
tariff  of  1893. 

Mr.  McKesson  survived  his  old  friend  and  partner  for 
five  years,  and  died  in  the  October  of  1893.  His  son  in- 
law, Mr.  William  L.  Vennard,  died  shortly  after. 

Before  Mr.  McKesson's  death  his  eldest  son,  John 
McKesson,  Jr.,  had  secured  control  of  the  business  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  William  Hull  Wickham.  These  two 
gentlemen  are  the  senior  partners  of  the  house  as  at 
present  organized.  The  junior  members  of  the  firm  are 
Mr.  George  Clinton  McKesson  and  Mr.  Herbert  D. 
Robbins. 

John  McKesson,  Jr.,  is  an  old  niember  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association.  At  their  meetings  he  has  read 
various  reports  ;  he  has  also  for  some  years  written  the 
annual  report  on  "  Drug  Market"  for  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  New  York, of  which  he  is  a  member.  Mr.  McKesson 
has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Drug  Section  of  the  Hoard 
of  Trade  and  Transportation,  is  an  old  member  of  the 
Union  League  Club,  also  of  the  New  York  Historical 
Society  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Mr.  McKesson's  colleague,  William  Hull  Wickham,  was 
a  Brooklyn  man.  His  father,  Joseph  P.  Wickham,  was  a 
successful  merchant  in  that  city.  Young  Wickham,  after 
a  course  at  the  Brooklyn  Polytechnic:  Institute,  went  to 
Princeton,  where  he  won  honors  as  an  all-round  athlete 
and  served  as  the  regular  catcher  for  the  college  baseball 
team  during  the  four  years  of  his  college  life,  from  1862  to 
i860.  He  was  as  good  a  student  as  he  was  an  athlete  and 
graduated  in  1866  with  the  title  of  A.  B.,  three  years  later 
winning  the  coveted  letters,  A.  M. 

Mr.  Wickham  entered  the  employ  of  McKesson  & 
Robbins  in  the  June  of  1866.  Starting  at  the  bottom  of 
the  ladder  he  did  not  take  long  to  prove  his  metal  and  was 


soon  looked  upon  as  the  house's  most  successful  salt 
Later,  he  look  charge  of  the  firm's  manufacturing  t 
ment,  for  the  amazing  development  of  which  he  is 
primarily  responsible.    To-day  the  McKesson  &  Kb 
laboratory  is  as  complete  for  its  size  as  any  in  the 
States,  and  its  output  of  pharmaceuticals  is  notable  ( 
and  quality  both.    The  firm's  success  in  this  line 
almost  entirely  to  Mr.  Wickham,  from  whom  aliqjuM 
the  idea  of  the  firm's  annual  Price  Current,  one 
most  complete  productions  of  its  kind.

In  the  basement  is  a  large,  well  lighted  room,  in  which 
the  samples  are  kept.  In  the  middle  of  the  room  is  a  life- 
sized  and  lifelike  figure  of  a  Greek  sponge  fisher,  made, 
appropriately  enough  in  sponges.  It  is  the  work  of  a 
famous  Milanese  artist  and  was  bought  at  the  London 
Fisheries  Exhibition  of  1SS3  by  Mr.  Vennard.

This  sub-cellar,  by  the  bye,  is  spacious  to  a  degree, 
extending  many  feet  under  the  sidewalk.  Notwithstand- 
ing that  it  is  so  far  below  the  street  level,  there  is  no 
dampness  or  mildew.  In  it  is  stored  the  large  stock  of 
glassware  which  an  establishment  of  this  size  always  keeps 
on  hand.  There  too  arc  kept  a  portion  of  the  stock  of 
varnishes,  chemicals,  mineral  waters  and  fatty  oils,  such 
as  sweet  almond,  cottonseed,  olive,  codliverand  neatsfoot. 
All  these  oils  are  kept  in  tanks  which  are  filled  by  means 
of  tubes  connecting  them  with  the  barrels  on  the  floor 
above.  One  row  of  tanks,  each  holding  50  barrels,  or 
2,500  gallons,  contains  nothing  but  imported  olive  oil. 
green  and  yellow.  From  these  tanks  the  orders  are  filled 
as  required.  The  more  valuable  oils  are  kept  in  a  separate 
storeroom,  under  lock  and  key.  In  the  subcellar  also  are 
engines  that  run  the  three  big  freight  elevators  and  a 
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giant  "shaker,"  driven  by  an  electric  motor,  for  making 
blue  mercurial  ointment.  And  there  is  still  space  left  for 
a  commodious  tinsmithy — the  firm  does  much  of  its  own 
tinsmithing — and  half  a  dozen  storage  rooms  for  general 
goods  such  as  rosin,  shellac,  Castile  soap,  Spanish  goods, 
etc. 

The  main  room  on  the  basement  floor  is  given  up  to  the 
boxing  and  bottling  department.  Here  the  original  pack- 
ages are  broken,  the  retail  trade's  broken  packages  of  wet 
goods  are  filled  and  the  essential  oils  poured  into  cans  and 
then,  as  required,  into  bottles  large  and  small.  It  is  in 
this  department  that  the  visitor  gets  confirmation  of  the 
fact,  so  often  stated,  that  McKesson  &  Robbins  are  the 
largest  dealers  in  opium  in  the  United  States.  The  tin- 
lined  boxes  that  cover  the  floor  in  the  middle  of  the  room 
contain  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  this 


important  drug.  The  bulk  of  it  comes  from  Salon

There  is  a  mix- 
ing room  containing  large  machines  for  washing  pomades, 
a  freezing  machine  in  which  the  filtration  process  takes 
place  at  a  temperature  never  much  above  zero,  several 
copper  agitators  and  mixing  machines.  In  fact,  the 
apparatus  for  extracting  and  compounding  perfumes  is 
exceptionally  complete. 

THE  DRUGGISTS'  SUNDRIES  DEPARTMENT. 

PSHE  firm  of  McKesson  &  Robbins  has  left  itself  very 
few  new  worlds  to  conquer.    Pre-eminent  in  the 
widely  diverse  lines  of  sponges  and  opium,  it  is 
also  pre-eminent  in  the  wide  field  of  druggists' 
Sundries   and   fancy  goods.     The  whole  of   the  second 


floor  of  the  big  building  is  given  up  to  this  i»i 
ment,  which  is  conducted  independently  of  the  main

The  department's  show  room  is  a  sight  for  sore  eyj 
is  125  feet  long  and  averages  75  feet  wide.    Nothing  n 
somer  and  nothing  one-half  so  complete  is  to  be  <ou(°" 
fashionable  Broadway  or  Fifth  avenue.    The  V^Tj 
show  room  is  a  little  gem  in  itself,  worthy  in  its  e,*j7*

Rue  de  Rivoli.    One  of  the  most  noted  of  the  \ei» 
perfumes  is  the  Roman  Violet,  which  is  claimed  fK 
superior  to  any  extract  made. 
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Ai  old,  there  are  eleven  rooms  on  this  floor,  and,  at 
that  hese  are  not  enough  to  hold,  with  any  great  con- 
veni  ce,  the  firm's  enormous  reserve  stock  of  sundries 
and  incy  goods.  Of  Kent's  hair  brushes  alone,  the 
depament  carries  150  patterns,  besides  450  patterns  of 
Englti,  French  and  German  solid-back  hair  brushes.  Of 
Engh  tooth  brushes,  240  patterns  are  carried,  including 
ever  '  cut "  known  to  the  trade  or  to  the  dental  profes- 
sion, 1  addition  to  250  patterns  of  French  brushes.  The 
firm  sole  agent  for  Kent's  English  bristle  goods  and 
conti  s  the  Lawrence  brand  of  French  goods. 

Or  he  third  floor  are  patent  medicines,  patent  medicines 
and  ;ain  patent  medicines.  A  space  126  by  100  feet 
bein  devoted  exclusively  to  the  packing,  shipping  and 
stora:  of  proprietary  goods,  enough  to  warm  the  heart  of 
the  rst  blase  of  patent  medicine  men. 


On  the  fourth  floor  is  a  large  room  that  serves  as  a 
storehouse  for  dry  drugs  in  broken  packages.  The  drugs 
are  kept  in  barrels  arranged  three  tiers  high,  and  also  in 
tin-lined  drawers  with  dustproof  covers.  In  this  room  the 
drugs  are  weighed  out  and  bundled,  while  ready  to  hand 
and  systematically  arranged  are  corks  in  all  shapes  and 
sizes  and  labels  printed  in  English  and  Spanish.  In  an 
adjoining  room  are  kept  the  stock  bottles  and  barrels  of 
the  fluid  extracts,  from  which  the  smaller  bottles  are  filled. 
A  force  of  girls  is  kept  busy  through  the  whole  working 
day  bottling  Pyrozone  and  Tartarlithine,  specialties  for 
which  the  firm  finds  a  large  and  constantly  increasing 
demand.  On  this  floor,  too,  is  a  storage  room  notable 
in  that  it  contains  nothing  but  gelatine-coated  pills, 
millions  upon  millions  of  them.

Wjy  HE  laboratory  department  of  McKesson  &  Robbins' 
establishment  is  an  important  factor  in  the  firm's 
business.  Nearly  all  of  the  jobbing  drug  houses 
now  maintain  something  of  a  manufacturing  depart- 
ment, but  to  McKesson  &  Robbins,  we  believe,  belongs 
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the  credit  of  being  the  first  wholesale  house  to  establish 
and  conduct  a  laboratory  department  as  a  distinct  part  of 
its  business. 

Since  the  day  McKesson  &  Robbins  established  their 
laboratory  and  turned  out,  among  its  first  products,  Fluid 
Extracts  and  Gelatine-Coated  Pills,  there  has  never  been 
a  halt  in  the  progress  of  the  department.  The  laboratory 
itself  has  been  gradually  enlarged,  until  to-day  it  occupies 
practically  the  whole  of  the  top  two  floors  of  the  establish- 
ment on  Fulton  street,  each  125  by  100  feet,  with  several 
additional  rooms,  for  special  work. 

Of  these  two  floors  a  great  part  of  the  space  is  given  up 
to  the  manufacture  of  the  "  McK.  &  R."  gelatine  coated, 
ovoid  pills,  which  are  to  be  found  in  every  drug  store. 
It  was  more  than  twenty-seven  years  ago  that  this 
house  commenced    the    manufacture    of   gelatine  coated 


pills,  and  was  thus  practically  the  first  lo  introduce  1 
more  than  that,  popularize  a  different  coaling  for  |t 
than  sugar.  From  the  very  first  these  pills  met  villi 
favor  of  the  pharmaceutical  and  medical  professions,  M 
there  was  hardly  a  doctor  who  could  be  found  to  quest 
the  advantage  of  having  such  masses  as  valerianiiiW 
ammonium,  monobromated  camphor,  iron  and  phovpbik 
preparations,  etc.,  perfectly  preserved  from  the  deleters 
action  of  the  air  by  a  continuous  coating  of  pure  gelatt 
unaffected  by  warm,  damp  climates,  and  yet  readily  •■olle 
in  the  stomach.  Moreover,  the  oval  form  of  these  a\. 
lated  pills — another  of  the  firm's  innovations — was  anolf 
advantage,  as  it  made  them  more  suited  for  dcgluiiui 
Other  houses,  quicker  to  appreciate  and  appropriate  thajo 
create,  soon  followed  in  the  wake  of  McKesson  &  Robls 
in  the  manufacture  of  gelatine-coaled  pills. 


A  Corner  of  the  Laboratory. 


The  pill  plant  employed  to  manufacture  the  millions  and 
millions  of  pills  they  bottle  is  one  of  the  most  complete  of 
its  kind  anywhere.  The  pill  massing  room  with  its  full 
metal  and  porcelain  line  of  rollers,  one  of  which  revolves 
faster  than  the  other  in  order  to  insure  a  thorough  mixing  ; 
the  machines  which  roll  the  mass  into  strips  or  pipes  and 
then  roll  these  pipes  into  ovoid  pellets,  are  all  on  the  fifth 
floor.  The  utmost  care,  in  weighing  the  various  ingre- 
dients on  scales  of  extreme  accuracy,  is  employed  by  com- 
petent men,  who  also  superintend  the  thorough  mixing  of 
the  masses.  Besides  the  pills,  the  firm  makes  an  enormous 
quantity  of  several  varieties  of  gelatine-coated,  laxative 
granules,  such  as  the  aloin,  strychnine,  and  belladonna, 
which  were  first  introduced  by  it,  morphine,  strychnine, 
etc.    Most  of  the  work  in  the  pill  department  is  performed

The  full  list  of  other  products,  pharmaceutical  and  chem- 
ical, for  which  McKesson  &  Robbins  are  sole  agents  in  this 
country,  or  which  they  were  first  to  introduce  to  the  public 
and  the  profession  is  too  long  to  print  here.  Mention  of  a 
few,  however,  may  be  timely  and  interesting.  The  house 
is  sole  agent  for  Diuretin-Knoll,  and  also  controls  the 
French  analgesic,  Exalgine. 

The  record  of  the  firm's  achievements  in  the  field  of 
pharmaceutical  manufacture  is  a  remarkable  one.  It  is  a 
matter  of  public  interest  that  this  firm  was  the  first  to 
manufacture  Muriate  of  Cocaine  in  this  country.  The 
great  demand  resulting  from  the  excitement  caused  by  its 
wonderful  local  anaesthetic  properties  soon  exhausted  the 
small  imported  parcels,  and  this  firm  converted  some  pure 
muriate  of  cocaine  from  a  small  parcel  of  the  alkaloid, 
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which  they  had  imported  some  time  before  (or  the  purpose 
of  making  gelatine-coated  granules  for  experimental  re- 
search, before  the  anaesthetic  properties  had  been  dis- 
covered. This  muriate  of  cocaine  was  disposed  of,  a  few 
grains  at  a  time  (generally  in  solution)  as  a  special  favor 
for  $1  per  grain,  or  at  the  rate  of  $7,000  per  pound.

forearrd,''  and  the  warning  that  a  Thermometer,  rightly  used,  can  give,  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
,nd  doctor.  Where  the  feverishness  of  a  patient  is  judged  simply  by  the  sense  of  touch, 
grave  mistakes  may  be  committed.  Anxiety  is  often  felt  about  one  who  is  ill,  and  is 
apparently  sickening  for  some  disease,  but  he  does  not  seem  hot,  indeed  he  shivers  and 
seems  cold.  Again,  one  whom  we  think  is  very  ill — breathing  rapidly,  with  flushed  face — 
we  find  afterwards  is  only  temporarily  upset ;  and  another  who  is  really  hot  and  feverish, 
is  hardly  suspected  of  being  even  unwell.  All  this  for  want  of  a  few  hints  about  a  Clinical 
Thermometer.

To  Take  a  Temperature. 

I. — Look  at  the  Thermometer  and  notice  where  the  highest  point  of  the  Mercury  stands. 

II. — At  98*4  degrees  is  a  little  arrow-head.    This  marks  the  normal  temperature  of  the 
body  when  taken  in  the  armpit. 

III.  — Supposing  the  Mercury  reads  above  the  normal,  grasp  the  Thermometer  firmly  towards 

the  end  away  from  the  bulb,  and  give  it  one  or  two  careful  shakes  witu  a  slight 
swinging  motion  of  the  arm,  such  as  you  would  give  when  shaking  water  from  a 
nail  brush.  Eepeat  this  until  the  highest  point  of  the  Mercury  is  slightly  below 
the  arrow-head. 

IV.  — We  have  a  choice  of  four  places  to  take  the  temperature  from  : — 

(a)  The  Armpit. — Place  the  bulb  of  the  Thermometer  there  carefully,  and  press  the 

patient's  arm  close  to  the  side,  keeping  it  there  for  five  minutes. 
Take  the  instrument  out  and  read  off  the  temperature,  and  if  possible  return  it 
again  for  verification,  in  case  it  should  not  have  been  quite  right  at  first. 

(b)  The  Mouth. — The  bulb  is  put  carefully  under  the  tongue  for  a  few  minutes.  This 

plan  we  do  not  recommend,  especially  with  children,  as  the  instrument  might  by 
accident  be  bitten,  and  injure  the  mouth  seriously. 

(c)  The  Groin. — With  young,  fidgety  and  nervous  children  who  are  difficult  to  manage, 

the  temperature  is  best  taken  in  the  fold  of  the  groin.    After  placing  the  Ther- 
mometer there,  bend  the  thigh  up  towards  the  body  for  five  minutes  or  so.    This ' 
can  easily  be  managed  without  the  child  knowing  it,  and  obviates  the  necessity  of 
undressing  the  child. 

(d)  Per  Rectum. — This  is  far  superior  to  any  other  way,  but  the  danger  of  accident  is 

great.    Only  a  medical  man  should  attempt  it,

WAREHOUSE  AND  DESPATCH 
DEPARTMENT. 

Both  these  floors  are  very  imposing.  The  mass  and  the 
variety  of  the  stock  in  the  former  is  truly  amazing,  and  the 
orderly  manner  in  which  it  is  kept  is  a  lesson  to  any  business  man. 
The  floor  is  honeycombed  with  shelving  and  cupboards  divided 
and  marked  oft*  so  that  everything  has  its  proper  place.  The 
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despatch  department  is  crowded  with  giant  cases,  most  of  them 
ready  for  transit  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  Many  of  these  cases, 
and,  in  fact,  a  great  deal  of  the  carpentering  and  jobbing  work 
always  being  required  in  such  a  large  factory,  is  done  by  their 
own  workmen,  a  carpenters'  shop  being  situated  on  top  of  the 
finishing  floor,  where  a  flat  concrete  roof  admits  of  many 
uses.

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HINTS  ON  LAMPS  AND  OILS. 

How  to  insure  a  Good  Light. 

LAMPS.  —  ! 

[N  selecting  a  Lamp  choose  one  having  a  shallow  reservoir.  If  the  depth  exceed 
■*  three  or  four  inches,  the  oil  will  have  too  great  a  distance  to  How  to  the  burner, 
with  the  tendency  of  making  the  flame  drop  as  the  oil  becomes  low  in  the  Lamp. 

2.  A  Lamp  which  has  been  put  aside  and  not  lighted  for  some  time  should  not 
agajn  be  used  until  the  reservoir  has  first  been  emptied  of  any  oil  left  standing  in 
it,  and  then  carefully  washed  out  and  dried.  This  can  easily  be  done  with  a  little 
warm  water  and  soft  soap.  The  Lamp  should  then  be  fitted  with  a  new  and  dry 
wick,  and  be  Jilted  with  fresh  oil. 

3.  The  Lamp  reservoir  should  always  be  kept  clean,  and  whenever  any  deposit  is 
observed  to  have  collected  in  the  bottom,  it  should  be  emptied  and  refilled  with  fresh  oil. 

4.  Lamps  should  be  filled  every  day  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results;  and  to 
avoid  the  possibility  of  accidents  this  should  always  be  done  during  the  day  time. 
Under  n  o  circumstances  should  a  Lamp  be  filk-d  in  proximity  to  an  artificial  light  or  tire. 

5.  When  a  Lamp  is  first  lighted,  the  wick  should  be  turned  down  low  for  a  few 
moments,  and  then  gradually  raised. 

6.  Lamps  which  are  not  provided1  with  an  extinguishing  apparatus  should  be  put 
out  as  follows:  The  wick  should  be  turned  down  until  there  is  only  a  small  flickering 
flame;  a  sharp  puff  of  breath  should  then  be  sent  across  the  top  of  the  chimney,  but 
not  down  it. 

BURNERS. 

7.  The  burner  should  be  kept  thoroughly  clean,  all  oil  being  carefully  wiped  off, 
and  all  charred  wick  and  dirt  removed  before  lighting. 

8.  The  burner  should  also  be  unscrewed  from  the  Lamp  at  frequent  intervals,  and 
washed  in  hot  water  and  soap,  to  remove  the  small  particles  of  charred  wick  and 
dust  which  are  apt  to  collect  and  clog  the  air  passages,  and  prevent  the  tree  supply 
of  air  necessary  to  perfect  combustion. 

WICKS. 

9.  The  best  wicks  are  those  made  from  long  fibre  cotton,  and  so  woven  as  to  bo 
soft  and  not  tightly  plaited.  Wicks  which  contain  any  starch  dressing  whatever  should 
not  be  used. 

10.  A  wick  before  being  put  into  a  Lamp  should  be  dried  before  the  fire  in  order 
to  remove  any  dampness  it  may  have  gathered. 

11.  The  wick  should  fit  the  burner  perfectly,  and  should  be  the  full  width,  yet 
without  being  tight;  and  should  be  only  just  long  enough  to  reach  the  bottom  of  the 
oil  reservoir;  if  of  greater  length,  the  part  immersed  in  the  oil  will  become  hardened 
after  a  time,  and  prevent  the  oil  flowing  to  the  burner  in  sufficient  quantity  to  afford 
a  good  light. 

12.  Wicks  after  being  in  use  for  some  time  are  apt  to  become  dirty  and  hardened 
by  the  oil,  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones  at  frequent  intervals. 

13.  When  trimming  a  wick,  the  charred  portion  can  be  better  and  more  evenly 
removed  with,  a  small  bit  of  cloth  than  with  scissors.

in.— NATURE  OF  THE  EXERCISES. 

There  are  particularly  three  exercises  which  can  be 
executed  with  the  "  strengthened " 

(a)  With  the  arms  :  both  arms  being  either  stretched  or 
bent,  or  one  stretched  and  the  other  bent,  or  one  arm 
remaining  bent  (hand  lying  in  front  of  the  chest),  while  the 
other  arm  is  being  alternately  stretched  and  bent;  in  this 
way  both  arms  should  be  alternately  employed. 

(b)  With  both  arms  and  legs  '  either  with  or  without, 
partly  or  entirely,  lowering  of  the  body  by  bending  the 
knees,  or  with  raising  or  lowering  the  knees,  or  with 
alternately  raising  the  outstretched  legs  in  front,  etc.  All 
this  must  be  done  with  the  right  and  left  sides  alternately. 

(1)  With  both  arms  combined  with  movements  of  the 
body  'exercises  of  the  upper  part),  as  rotating  or  bending 
of  the  body — the  former  exercises  being  executed  in  the 
position  of  "attention,"  or  with  the  feet  wide  apart  (side- 
ways), or  with  bending  forward  of  the  body,  while  the  out- 
stretched legs  are  raised  alternately  backwards. 

In  this  manner  it  will  be  possible  to  combine  walking  with 
these  exercises,  thus  considerably  increasing  the  number  of 
variations.

4.  "  Attention."  Raise  the  arms  perpendicularly  above 
the  head.  Rotate  the  body  to  the  left,  then  to  the  right  ; 
do  thus  also  while  moving  the  arms.  etc.  Rest. 

5.  "Attention."  Raise  the  arms  perpendicularly  above 
the  head.  Bend  or  incline  the  upper  part  of  the  body  for- 
wards to  the  left  and  to  the  right — either  alone  or  along 
with  the  arm  movements.  Rest. 

6.  "Attention."  Raise  the  arms  perpendicularly  up- 
wards ;  then  stretch  them  out  to  the  side;  at  the  same  time 
either  alternately  lowering  or  raising  the  body  by  bending 
or  straightening  the  knees,  or  alternately  raise  the  legs  by 
bending  the  knees,  or  walk  a  few  paces  (counting  the  steps 
taken),  etc.

At  the  ends  are  weights,  divided  into  five  or 
more  discs,  sliding  over  a  steel  catch  which  permits  the 
weights  to  be  removed.  This  catch  secures  the  rope,  but  it 
is  so  arranged  that  the  rope  can  be  shortened  or  otherwise 
adapted  to  the  height  of  the  person  using  the  apparatus.  In 
a  sense  the  apparatus  is  a  set  of  dumb-bells,  and  can  be  used 
as  such,  but  it  has  the  additional  advantage  of  presenting  to 
the  user  a  degree  of  resistance  which  is  highly  beneficial  for 
the  development  of  the  chest.  The  figure  shows  the  manner 
of  using  the  apparatus;  but  we  have  before  us  a  sheet  illus- 
trating about  a  hundred  different  postures  that  the  user  may 
assume.  The  great  advantage  of  the  apparatus  is  that  the 
weight  can  be  graduated  so  easily,  and  its  adaptation  in  this 
direction  and  in  length  makes  it  suitable  for  several  persons 
in  a  household.  Mr.  Theodore  Zahn,  a  German  physical 
instructor,  has  written  a  book  about  the  apparatus,  in  which 
he  shows  its  capabilities  for  muscular  exercise.  We  intro-

DESCRIPTION  AND   METHOD   OF  USE. 

The  Hermetically-sealed  Jar  and  its  Cover  are  entirely  made  of 

glass,  and  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  packing  and  preserving  fish,  fruit,  foods, 
milks,  jellies,  soups,  chemical  reagents,  and  other  perishable  articles  in  vacuum  : 

(a)— BY  THE  HEAT  PROCESS. 
The  general  method  now  adopted  for  packing  and  hermetically  sealing  the 
glass  vacuum  jar  for  most  purposes  is  that  of  the  heat  process,  by  means 
of  which  the  contained  air  and  gases  are  expanded  in  the  jar  and  expelled 
by  heat ;  and  simultaneously  the  art  icles  required  to  be  preserved  are  also 
sterilised.  A  small  steel  spring  is  used  to  retain  the  cover  of  the  jar  in  itg 
proper  position  during  the  heating  process :  the  spring  working  on  the 
principle  of  an  ordinary  safety-valve,  it  is  sufficiently  resilient  to  permit 
of  the  expanded  air  and  gases  to  escape  from  the  jar  (between  the  jar  and 
its  cover),  it  is  also  sufficiently  strong  to  press  down  the  glass  cover  of  the 
jar  lupon '[the  ^seating  during  the  subsequent  cooling  process,  thus  pre- 
venting'any'air  re-entering  the  jar.  As  the  cooling  proceeds  a  very  high 
degree  of  vacuum  is  created,  and  the  cover  is  further  forced  down  on  its 
washer,  thus  a  hermetically  sealed  joint  is  formed. 

(5) — BY  THE  EXHAUST  (COLD)  PROCESS. 
In  cases  of  food  or  other  substances,  to  which  the  application  of  beat  is 
detrimental,  the  jar,  when  filled,  is  placed  with  its  cover  in  a  chamber, 
and  the  air  exhausted  by  means  of  a  small  vacuum-pump,  a  vacuum 
being  thus  formed  in  the  jar.  On  the  vacuum  in  the  chamber  being 
quickly  destroyed,  the  cover  is  instantly  forced  down  by  the 
atmospheric  pressure,  and  'the  vacuum  in  the  jar  preserved. 

The  external  atmospheric  pressure  is  thus 
utilised  to  close  and  keep  closed  the  cover  of  the 
jar  until  such  time  as  the  contents  are  re- 
quired. It  is  then  only  necessary  to  insert  the 
point  of  the  small  key  or  opener  (a  pin  or  the 
point  of  a  penknife  will  readily  answer  instead  of 
the  key)  through  the  recess  of  the  rim  of  the  lid, 
then  slightly  pressing  it  in  over  the  upper  surface 
of  the  exposed  portion  of  the  rubber  washer,  the 
air  thereby  gradually  enters  the  jar  and  overcomes 
the  vacuum,  the  cover  of  the  jar  is  thus  released.
